— Galveston 
has  weathered  a  repetition  of  the  storm 
of  I'jOO.  To  the  sea  wall  alone  is  at- 
tribiitt'd  the  fact  that  the  city  is 
atanding  today.  In  the  vicinity  of  Gal- 
veston tiic  loss  of  life  as  a  result  of 
the  storm  Is  placed  at  ten  members  of  a 
flshiiiiv  piirty  at  Tarpon  Pier,  several 
miles  ill  l)ie  feTu'f.  Total  property  loss 
ia   ci^tlinHied  at  $100,000.

Crookston.  Minn.,  July  22. —  (Special 
to  The  Htrald.) — As  a  result  of  the 
breaking  last  night  of  two  dams  of 
Kankel  &  Hoss  on  the  Sand  Hill  river 
at  Fertile  due  to  cloudbursts  in  that 
section  Tues<lay.  the  farms  for  sl.x 
miles  north  and  six  miles  south  ot 
Beltrami  are  covered  with  from  two  to 
four  feel  of  water  and  thousands  or 
acres   of   crops   are    in    danger. 

Practically  the  entire  area  of  grain 
will  be  a  total  loss  unless  tiie  weather 
remains  cool  and  the  water  recedes 
rapidlv.  Even  then  it  may  be  poj'f'i- 
ble  t6  save  only  half  the  crop  that 
is  not  vet  ripe.  The  winter  rice  and 
ear?y  barley  and  oats  whicli  were 
ready  for  harvest,  wilt   he  a  total  los.s.

The  big  state  ditch  is  taking  care  of  a 
vast  volume  of  water,  but  it  is  Inade- 
quate to  handle  it  all.  The  liigh  water 
mark  was  reported  this  morning  and  It 
is  receding  slowly.  The  water  is 
v/ithin  three  inclies  of  tlie  rails  on 
the  (ireat  Northern  for  several  miles 
north  of  Beltrami,  and  it  is  feared  tiiat 
seiious  trouble  will  follow,  as  the 
roadljed  is  getting  very  soft.  The 
Great  Northern  is  still  handling  the 
Soo  and  Northern  Pacific  trains  and  if 
the  roadbed  goes  out  all  three  lines 
will  be  tied  up.  The  prol>able  loss  to 
crops  is  estimated  at  over  $500,000  at 
the  present  time  and  may  reach  double 
tliat    amount. 


CAR  SERVICE  IS 
DEMORALIZED  BY 
THE  CLOUDBURST 

Impossible  to  Say  When  A//  the 
Lines  Will  Be  Cleared. 

Sixteen  Cars  i\re  Swept  Off  the 
Tracks  By  the  Storm. 


Situation   Grovt'lugr   AVorMe. 

Ashland,  Wis..  July  22. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  situation  in  the 
flooded  districts  about  here  is  worse 
today.  Railroad  bridges  and  all  other 
bridges  are  believed  to  have  been 
swept  out  at  Odanah.  Nothing  has 
been  heard  from  tliere  since  3  a.  m. 
A  special  train  has  left  for  Odanah, 
caiTving  boats  and  men.  Boats  also 
left  for  the  mouth  of  the  Bad  river 
to    pick   up  refugees. 

Six  bridges  were  torn  out  on  Ma- 
rengo river,  five  of  them  steel  struc- 
tures. 

There  was  a  hard  rain  all  night. 
Nearly  a  liundred  Indians  were  in  the 
city  last  night  and  none  have  been 
able  to  get  out  to  the  reservation. 
Reporters  have  left  for  the  scene,  try- 
ing  to  reacli   there   by  boat. 

Four  million  feet  of  logs  were  swept 
into  the  lake  at  Montreal  river,  and 
presumably  the  same  siuation  exists  at 
the  mouth  of  Bad  river. 

Train  service  on  all  roads  has  been 
abandoned. 


Swept  to  Their  Death  From  Home 
on  Ninth  Avenue  East. 

Family  Lost  Ml  Their  Possessions 
In  San  Francisco  Quake. 


One  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  will  scarcely  cover  the  storm 
damage  during  the  last  two  nights, 
according  to  estimates  of  city  officials. 
Two  lives  were  lost  during   the  deluge. 

Secretary  Murchison  of  the  board  of 
public  w-orks  said  tliis  morning  that 
the  damage  to  the  city  street  and 
roads  would  alone  amount  to  Jl, 000, 000, 
according  to  an  e.'Uimate  that  had  been 
made,  and  it  is  jelieved  tliat  private 
property  damage  will  amount  to  at 
least    one-half    that    amount. 

The  heavy  downpour  of  Tuesday 
night  was  but  a  taste  of  what  was  to 
follow.  Probably  tlie  most  terrific 
rainstorm  in  the  history  of  Duluth 
visited  the  city  last  niglit.  Every  ave- 
nue was  a  foaming  torrent.  Paving 
blocks  were  torn  from  tlieir  beds  as 
if  tliey  were  cliiltlren's  toy  blocks,  and 
were  carried  for  long  distances  down 
the    hill. 

Two    DeathM   Reported. 

Two  deatlis  resulted  from  the  storm, 
and  the  lives  ol  many  more  people 
kvere  ent^angered.  Two  little  boys.  2 
and  4  years  old.  were  drowned  by  the 
flood  on  First  street,  near  £t.  Luke's 
hospital.  They  bilonged  to  an  Italian 
family  named  Romano,  living  at  No, 
902  East  Second  street.  The  mother 
was  swept  off  lier  feet  by  the  rush 
of  water  on  Ninth  avenue  east,  and 
tile  children  were  carried  from  her 
arms    and    drowntd. 

There  is  not  a  street  or  avenue  in 
the  city  that  did  nut  suffer  some  dam- 
age from  the  ocjans  of  water  which 
fell.  liasements  were  flooded  in  ail 
parts  of  the  city,  both  in  residence 
and  business  districts.  Street  car 
traffic  was  blocked,  and  train  service 
in  and  out  of  the  city  was  brought  al- 
most  to  a  standstill. 

Even  Superior  sareet  was  turned  Into 
a  raging  river.  At  the  street  cross- 
ings the  cross  currents  were  so 
strong  that  many  people  were  swept 
off  their  feet  in  going  from  one  curb 
to  another.  Tl.cater  crowds  were 
caught,   and  were    unable  to   get   home. 


CLEARING  UP 
THE  DEBRIS 


Men  and  women  took  off  their  shoes 
and  stockings  and  waded  along  the 
street,  and  It  was  a  common  sight  to 
see  male  escorts  carrying  women  upoik 
their  backs.  Others  lifted  the  women 
in  their  arms,  and  staggered  througlk 
the  water,  and  more  than  one  fell  witli 
his  burden,  immersing  both  In  th» 
flood. 

The  street  damage  will  probably 
amount  to  more  than  during  any  of 
the  heavy  storms  in  the  past  history  of 
the  city.  Eighth  and  Ninth  avenue» 
are  fair  samples  of  this.  The  street* 
are  utterly  destroyed,  so  far  as  their 
surface  is"  concerned.  Sewers,  catch 
basins,  curbs  and  sidewalks  went  witl» 
the  pave?nents  all  over  town.  It  1» 
estimated  by  the  board  of  public  work» 
tliat  Is  will  cost  In  the  neighborhood  of 
$25,000  to  put  Ninth  avenue  east  back 
in  the  condition  it  was  before  the 
storm,  and  nearly  the  same  amount  for 
Eighth  avenue  east.  When  one  con- 
siders tlie  large  number  of  hillside  av- 
enues in  Duliitli  and  the  fact  that  all 
of  them  were  damaged  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent,  it  is  possible  to  see  wher* 
the  $1,000,000  damage  comes  in. 
Force    Wa»    Terrlfle. 

The  force  of  the  currents  of  water 
down  the  hillside,  was  something  ter- 
rific. Big  sandstone  blocks,  to  be  used 
in  paving  Fourth  street,  and  which 
iiad  been  piled  along  the  street  by 
Contractor  P.  McDonnell,  were  plckea 
up  by  the  torrent  of  water  and  carried 
clear  to  Superior  street.  Pavlngf 
blocks  and  blocks  of  cement  from  slde- 
Malks  were  torn  up  and  floated  down 
the  liill  like  pieces  of  wood. 

Mud,  rocks  and  pieces  of  paving  and 
sidewalk  material,  cover  the  street* 
and  sidewalks  all  over  the  hillside. 
Tons  and  tons  of  this  material  were 
swept  down  on  to  Superior  street,  and 
at  some  of  the  crossings  the  coverlngf 
of  mud  and  stones  Is  a  foot  or  mor» 
in  deptii.  The  streams  were  so  great 
that  some  of  them  did  not  succeed  la 
getting  across  Superior  street  without 
sending  out  branches  along  the  street 
car  tracks,  and  for  a  time  the  track* 
assumed     the    proportions    of    a    river. 


"When  the  rushing  waters  came  down 
upon  the  hou.se  at  902  East  Second 
street,  occupied  by  an  Italian  family 
named  Romano,  the  mother  and  three 
children  were  hemmed  In,  and  wlKsn 
tlie  swirl  carried  away  the  back 
porch  upon  wliich  they  were  standing, 
it  wrenched  two  little  boys,  aged  2 
and  4  years,  from  the  woman's  arras 
and  carried  them  to  their  death.  The 
woman  was  herself  nearly  drowned, 
and"  the  third  child,  5  or  6  years  old, 
managed  to  save  itself  only  after  a 
heartrending  struggle. 

The  death  of  the  Romano  babes 
marks  the  climax  of  a  pathetic  story 
ot  misfortune.  Tiie  family  lost  every 
earthly  possession  in  tlie  San  Fran- 
cisco eartiiquake  and  were  lucky  to  es- 
cape  with    their   lives. 

Coming  to  Duluth  for  a  fresh  start  in 
life,  they  were  just  beginning  to  see 
silver  linings  in  the  clouds,  when  the 
storm  brought  fresh  disaster  for  them. 
The  woman  went  through  what  was 
perliaps  one  of  the  greatest  catas- 
trophes in  the  history  of  the  world,  to 
see  two  of  her  children  drowned  dur- 
ing a  storm  In  their  own  back   yard. 

Mrs.  liomano  was  all  alone  witii  tiie 
children  wlien  the  storm  came.  The 
husband,  who  Is  a  shoemaker  by  trade, 
was  on   tlie  range  looking  for  work. 

Their  house  stands  in  a  gully  be- 
tween Second  alley  and  Second  stre?t, 
at  Nintli  avenue,  aiid  almost  at  the 
flist  Oi  the  downpour  the  water  began 
coming  in. 

Grabbing  her  two  smallest  children 
in  her  arms,  the  frantic  woman  rushed 
to  the  back  porch   In  an  effort  to  escape 


trom  the  w.ater,  which  was  then  rush- 
ing in  at  tlie  rate  of  hundreds  of  gal- 
Icns  a   minute. 

At  the  porch,  tlie  poor  woman  was 
lepulsed  by  tlie  mad  torrents.  She 
clung  desperately  to  tlie  babies  slie 
held  hi  her  arms,  while  the  oldest 
tliild  liung  in  terror  on  its  jnotlier's 
-skirts 

Sli^  scarcely  had  time  to  think  oi 
what  to  do  next  when  the  onrush  of 
water  took  matters  in  its  own  hands. 
The  rickety  porch,  upon  which  the 
frightened  little  group  was  huddled, 
broke  from  its  mooring  and  supports 
V,  ith  a  crash,  tearing  the  babies  from 
their  mother's  arms  and  carrying  them 
off   t  )   their  death. 

The  woman  gave  a  shriek  of  despair 
as  she  found  herself  thrown  into  the 
mass  of  broken  wood  and  water 
and  felt  the  children  wrenched 
from  her  grasp.  She  made  a  wild  effort 
to  recover  the  babes,  but  the  flood  had 
swallowed  them,  and  the  third  child 
was  fighting  wildly  for  its  life.  The 
mother  had  a  very  narrow  escape  from 
death. 

Mrs  Romano  flnally  managed  to  es- 
cape from  the  .gully,  and  the  tliird  child 
was  rescued  from  its  precarious  posi- 
tion. ,        ,  .,  ,, 

The  rush  of  water  drowned  the  child  s 
cries  for  help,  and  it  was  choked  and 
confused  by  the  rush  of  the  water,  but 
liad  sufficient  presence  of  mind  to  grab 
for  support.  Its  fingers  found  a  stout 
tree,  to  which  it  clung  with  despera- 
tion until  rescued  a  few  minutes  later, 
not  much  the  worse  for  the  experience. 
It  was  a  very  narrow  escape.    .

Kv.Tv  man  who  lould  be  secured 
was  iiurried  into  service,  but  the  great 
huiiKui  forces  were  as  so  many  pigmies 
agal.'ist  the  terrific  force  of  the  ele- 
m.rits  In  all  sixteen  cars  were  washed 
ofi  liic  track  or  were  stalled  in  tlic 
fltbris.

thrown  across  the  track  at  First  avenue 
east  and  Superior  street.  At  Ninet^^enth 
avenu?  east  and  Third  street  two  cars 
ran  off  the  track,  one  after  the  other.

H*> 
would  make  no  predictions  as  to 
when  service  would  be  restored  on 
either  the  East  F-'ourth  or  West  Third 
itreet  lines.  The  tracks  are  covered 
at  nearly  tvery  avenue.  The  I..akesi.le 
s-ervlce  was  partially  restored  after 
S:30  this  morning.  Cars  were  run  to 
Forty-seventh  avenue  cast  and  backed 
from"  there  to  Ninth  avenues  east. 
Ninth  and  Twelfth  avenues  east  are  the 
nio.';t  seriously  blocked  places  on  the 
Superior  street  line  at  the  East  end 
:ind  as  soon  as  the  track.'?  are  uncover - 
de  at  those  points,  it  will  be  possible 
to  push   the  cars  through. 

The  Garfleld  avenue  line  is  open  and 
cars  ar.?  being  run  to  Superior.  The 
Lake  avenue  line  is  blocked  at  the 
corner  of  Superior  street  and  a  force 
of  men  is  busy  digging  it  out.  It  will 
Le   restored   some   time   during   the   day. 

There  was  no  holding  up  of  hands  In 
despair  on  the  part  of  officials  of  the 
croinpany.  With  the  advent  of  tlie  calm 
of  the  storm,  llie  forces  were  rushed 
out.  personally  directed  by  General 
Manager  Warren  and  Supt.  Moore.  They

Less  Than  100,000,000  Cubic 

Yards  Yet  to  Be  Taken 

From  Ditch. 

Washington,  July  22. — Substantial 
progress  in  construction  is  being  madA 
all  along  the  line  of  the  Isthmian 
canal.  E.xcavation  by  the  American* 
now  approximates  80,000,000  cublo 
vards,  almost  as  much  as  the  total 
quantity  taken  out  by  the  French. 
Less  than  100,000,000  cubic  yards  re- 
main to  be  remoxed  from  the  ditch. 
Four  hundred  and  eighty  concrete 
nconolitl.s  have  been  laid,  completing 
the  north  section  of  the  floor  of  the 
great  canaJ.  Each  monolith  is  thirty 
feet  long  and  twenty  feet  wide.

Several  homes  all  along  Kingsbury 
creek,  which  runs  down  a  big  ravine 
at  West  Duluth  between  Main  and  Ra- 
leigh streets,  were  washed  away  by 
the  flood  last  evt-ning.  Some  of  the 
houses  were  only  moved  a  few  feet 
but  the  families  were  driven  from  them 
and  had  to  seek  shelter  from  the  rising 
water  with  their  neighbors  wlio  lived 
up  on  the  bank. 

The  creek,  according  to  "old  timers" 
in  West  Duluth,  carried  more  water 
this  morning  tlian  ever  before  in  its 
history.  The  family  of  Louis  De  Champ- 
beau,  who  resides  near  the  intersection 
of  PMfty-fourth  avenue  west  and  the 
creek,  were  last  evening  compelled  to 
move  to  a  neighbor's  house,  having 
from    their    beds    by    the 


to 
been    driven 
water. 

Among  tlie  other  families  who  were 
forced  to  get  out  of  their  houses  be- 
!ore  the  tlood  swept  the  foundations 
from  under  them,  was  that  of  Gust 
Anderson,  who  lives  on  the  edge  of  the 
stream  at  Fifty-ninth  avenue  west  and 
Polk  street.  The  Andersons  had  a  gar- 
den which  they  prized  very  highly. 
This  was  completely  carried  away  witu 
the    rtood. 

The  Madsen  home  at  Sixty-second 
avenue  west  and  Kingsbury  creek  was 
Hooded  last  evening  and  carried  a 
short  distance  down  the  swollen 
stream.     All  of  the  family  escaped. 

The  bridge  at  Fifty-ninth  avenue 
west  over  the  creek  is  nearly  washed 
out  and  is  considered  unsafe  for  traffic 
Girl  Nearly  Dro»%ned. 
Chlldreii  at  We.st  Duluth  who  live 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  creek  were  at- 
tracted to  the  water  this  morning  and 
in  one  instance  a  little  girl  nearly  lost 
her  life  by  drowning.  Nellie  Fossness, 
the  la-year-old  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  Fossness  of  Fifty-seventh  av- 
enue west  and  Main  street  was  the 
victim. 

The  Fossness  girl  and  a  number  of 
hei  playmates  were  attempting  to  cross 
a  narrow  plank  across  the  .stream  when 
the  little  girl  lost  her  balance  and  fell 
into  the  water.  She  was  carried  down 
the  stream  for  several  rods  before  an 
onlooker  rescued  her.  With  consider- 
siderable  difficulty  she  was  revived. 

The  rumor  was  current  this  morning 
that  a  child  had  been  drowned  last 
night  In  the  creek  when  some  of  the 
re.sidenta  were  trying  to  get  away 
from  their  homes.  The  police,  however, 
liad  have  heard  nothing  of  the  matter 
and  are  inclined  to  discredit  the  story. 
Two  cows  were  lost  in  a  barn  which 
was  carried  down  the  stream. 
Incline  Tied  Up. 
Traffic  on  the  Proctor  incline  railway

evening  by  the  floods.  At  several  places 
for  long  stretche[s  only  two  bands  of 
steel  are  tl;e  remnants  of  the  track. 
l''or  blocks  th» :  ties  are  washed  out 
and  the  roddbedls  gone  in  many  places. 
The  incline,  it  is  said,  will  not  be 
opened  up  agata  for  about  three 
weeks,  as  it  wtU  mean  that  most  of 
the  track  as  w^dU  as  the  roadbed  will 
have  to  be  replaced.  In  some  places 
floating  debris  has  piled  up  tor  sev- 
eral feet.  The  rails  on  the  track  are 
badly  twisted  and  it  is  thought  that 
they  may  have  to  be  replaced. 

A.X.  the  sandpit  near  where  the  Mis- 
.sabe  trestle  crosses  Klingsbury  creek, 
the  sand  has  blocked  up  the  stream 
forming  a  dam.  Itesidents  in  that  sec- 
tion are  fearing  that  the  sand  might 
give  away  and  let  down  a  deluge  of 
water. 

The  trestle  across  the  creek  will  not 
allow  the  pa.ssage  of  trains  and  is 
considered  unsafe.  Some  of  the  abut- 
ments are  only  resting  on  soft  sand. 
About  thirty  hacks  met  the  10:30  Mls- 
sabe  train  this  morning  and  carried  the 
passengers    downtown. 

The  Northern  Pacific  tracks  which 
reach  the  mills  and  differet  factories 
at  West  Duluth  with  side  spurs,  are 
under  water  and  cannot  be  used.  The 
line  from  West  Duluth  to  Fond  du 
L,ac  is  also  under  water  in  many  places 
and    traffic    is    completely    lied    up. 

The  pavement  in  many  of  the  West 
Duluth  streets  was  ripped  up  by  the 
force  of  the  storm.  Along  Fifty-seventh 
and  Fifty-ninth  avenues  west,  water 
filtfcd  the  basements  of  nearly  -ivery 
homo  and  in  some  instances,  coveied 
the  first  floors.  At  the  Brunswick 
hotel,  eight  feet  of  water  flooded  the 
pavement,  ruining  a  considerable 
amount  of  valuable  supplies,  as  well 
a3  submerging  many  trunks  belonging 
to    the    guests.  ^.  .         ..  ,, 

At  Smithville,  accordmg  to  tn<! 
story  brought  to  West  Duluthians  thi;j 
morning  by  Claus  .lohnson,  wlio  lives 
at  Smithville,  but  works  at  v\  est  Du- 
luth. the  residents  sustained  mucli 
damage  from  the  flood.  Mr.  Johnson 
says  that  in  some  places  the  water  u 
six  feet  deep  and  that  the  Northern 
Pacific  tracks  are  under  two  or  three 
feet  of  water  there. 

At  New  Duluth.  many  residents  were 
driven  from  their  homes  by  the  deluge 
of  rain  and  the  overflowing  ot  bai- 
gent  creek.  The  Northern  Pacittc  rail- 
road bridge  at  New  Duluth,  just  above 
the  creek,  is  reported  to  have  bee  a 
washed  out.  No  fatalities  were  re-

A  canal  at  Fond  du  Lac,  built  in  the 
river,  was  washed  out  last  night.  It  is 
also  said  that  the  streets  at  Pond  du 
Lac  are  flooded  with  water  and  tliat 
half  of  the  town  is  submerged.  Sev- 
eral people  were  compelled  to  leave 
their  houses  for  other  quarters. 
Mills  Are  Cloned. 
Mills  at  West  Duluth,  the  Red  ClilT, 
Rainy  Lake  and  the  Alger-Smith  were 
closed  down  today  on  account  of  tl,e 
storm.

CUMMINS  HAS 
TALK  WITH  TAFT 

"Trogressive"    Leader  and 

President    Are  Said  to 

Think  Alike  on  Tariff. 

Washington,  July  22.— Senator 
Cummin.s  of  Iowa,  who  is  a  leader 
among  tho  '-prosrossive"  senators,  to- 
day took  brealt^fast  with  the  president 
and  spent  two  hours  with  him  in  dis- 
cu.s.slon  of  thf  tariff  situation.  They 
•wont  over  the  entire  prnund,  and  it  is 
understood  found  themselves  to  be 
very  much  in  accord. 

Mr.  Cummins  .spoke  for  the  coterie 
of  ten  senators  who  voted  against  the 
Payne-Aldrich  bill  as  it  passed  the  sen- 
ate. He  a.ssured  the  president  of  the 
continued  adherence  of  those  senators 
to  the  policy  of  a  lower  tariff,  and 
was  told  in  return  that  the  president 
was   idsing   nu   opportunity   to   impress 


the  wisdom  of  such  a  course  upon  sen- 
ators and  members  of  the  house. 
Changes  In  Statement. 
Mr.  Cummins  had  prepared  a  state- 
ment regarding  the  attitude  of  the 
•'progressives"  before  he  went  to  the 
White  House,  but  after  his  return 
from  the  interview  with  the  president, 
made  some  changes  in  it  and  prob- 
ably will  give  it  out  tonight.  In 
this  statement.  Mr.  Cummins  will 
traverse  the  whole  situation  and  will 
state  the  position  of  himself  and  his 
.senatorial  co-operators.  He  will  say 
that  it  is  not  necessarily  free  raw 
material  that  the  "progressives"  de- 
mand, but  rather  a  general  lowering 
of    duties.

hav«  been  Itft  undone  on  this  account 

the  last  two  or  three  weeks,  and  there 
is  little  cash  left  in  its  fund.  1  he  gen- 
eral and  permanent  huprovement  lunUs 
are    in  Just  as  bad  shape. 

In  view  oMhese  tacts,  it  will  be  un- 
Dossible  to  repair  tiie  storm  damage 
thi.s  year,  although,  of  course  a  begin- 
ning will  be  made  on  the  work.  Merely 
cleaning  the  streets  of  the  material 
that  was  washed  there  by  the  torrent 
of  water  will  cost  a  large  amount  of 
money,  for  a  large  crew  of  men  and 
teams  will  be  employed  for  several

^^"rhe  damage  to  sewers,  sidewalks, 
gutters  and  catch-basins  is  heavy,  and 
the  absolutely  necessary  repairs  to 
these  will  take  a  good  bunch  of  cash. 
The  sev»»rity  of  the  storm  saves  the 
cltv  anv  possibility  of  having  to  .«tand 
damage'  claims  from  private  citizens. 
for  in  cases  of  exceptional  storms,  such 
as  that  of  last  night,  the  city  cannot 
be  held  liable  for  damages  if  the 
sewers  fail  to  handle  all  the  water 
that  comes  their  way.  „„^^„ 

A  good  many  people  do  not  under- 
stand this  fact,  and  scores  of  com- 
plaints were  received  at  the  office  of 
the  board  of  public  works  tills  morn- 
ing from  people  who  said  they  were 
going  to  sue  the  city  because  their 
property   was   damered.

The  Zenith  Telephone  company  has 
now  carried  Its  refusal  to  remove  its 
wires  and  poles  from  Second  alley,  be-

July  13  Mayor  Haven  notitted  the 
company  that  If  the  wires  and  poles 
were  not  removed  within  ten  days 
from  Che  date  of  the  notice,  the  city 
would  take  steps  to  remove  them. 
Tomorrow  is  the  date  set  tor  the  in- 
vasion of  the  alley  by  city  rorces  with 
axes,  but  the  invasion  will  not  take 
place.  On  the  filing  of  the  application 
for  a  permanent  injunction,  Judge 
Dibell  issued  a  temporary  restraining 
order  against  the  city,  injoining  t  le 
city  officials  from  interfering  with  the 
Doies  and  wires  until  lurcher  orders 
fiom  the  court.  The  hearing .  on  the 
application  for  a  permanent  injunction 
will  be  held  at  the  special  term  of 
court  Saturday.

l.i  '.^an  arrangements  for  the  cleaning 
up  of  the  streets,  some  of  which  were 
completely  blocked  to  traffic.  Orders 
IVr  men  and  teams  were  placed,  fore- 
men wfve  .'■elected  for  different  crews, 
and  places  for  their  starting  work 
were  picked  out.  The  board  did  some 
fast  work,  and  soon  bad  Superior  street 
in    passable    condition. 

The   first   thing   done   was   to    clear   a 
roadwav    through    the    mud,    and    then 
work   of  removing   the   mud   and   refuse 
was   began.      The    corner    of    Lake    ave- 
nue "and    Superior   street    presented    the 
worst    condition    of    any    of    the    down- 
town   corners.      The    deposit      of      mud, 
paving    blocks,    stones    and    odd    pieces 
of  wood,   was  heaped  up  to  a  height  of 
four  or  five  feet  in  spots,  and  the  whole 
corner    was    buried    under    at    least    two 
feet    of    mud.      Several     teams     and    a 
large    crew    of    men    wore    engaged    at 
this    spot    all    the    morning,     but    up    to 
noon    bad   made    little    more   than    a    be- 
ginning, so  mudi   was  there  to   remove. 
Contrai  tors     who     are     doing     street 
and    sidtwalk    work    for    the    city    came 
lioblv    to    the    rescue    of    the    board    of 
public    works.      P.    McDonnell,    the   con- 
tractor,   offered    every    team    he    has    in 
the    city    for    this    work,    and    thd    offer 
was   arcepted   gladly.     There   was  some 
difficulty    in    getting    enough    teams    to 
send   out   on   the   various  cleaning  jobs.

much  laugliter  was  mingled  with  tlie 
splashing  of  feminine  and  masculine 
fpet    tliroiigh    the    flood. 

Of  course,  the  storm  sewers,  in  the 
face  of  the  terrific  rainfall,  were 
strained  to  the  bursting  point,  and 
breaks  were  reported  in  all  iiarts  of 
the  city.  The  sewer  breaks  alone  will 
amount  to  thousands  of  dollars,  aside 
from  the  damage  to  property  resulting 
from   til  em. 

Damage  to  private  property  Is  al- 
most impossible  to  estimate  with  any 
reasonable  degree  of  accuracy,  because 
it  was  so  general  all  over  the  city. 
Those  who  looked  over  the  situation 
this  morning,  however,  say  it  will 
amount  to  at  least  $500,000.  Nearly 
every  business  house  on  Superior  street 
and  the  entire  downtown  district  suf- 
fered heavily  from  flooded  basements. 
The  flooding  was  by  no  means  confined 
to  the  business  district,  and  hundreds 
of  residences  in  all  parts  of  the  city 
were  damaged. 

The  flrst  floors  of  structures  on  the 
upper  side  of  Superior  street  and  First 
streets  suffered  much,  and  stocks  of 
goods  piled  in  basements  on  the  lower 
side  of  the  streets  suffered  to  the  ex- 
tent of  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

Telephone  service  was  seriously 
impaired,  many  wires  and  underground 
conduits  being  x>ut  out  of  commission. 
At  Cox's  meat  market,  corner  of  First 
avenue  east  and  Superior  street,  the 
water  gained  entrance  from  the  alley 
at  the  rear  and  rushed  in  until  the 
store  was  filled  to  a  point  a  foot  above 
the  top  of  the  counter.  Tiien  the 
plate  glass  window  broke,  and  the  tor- 
rent of  water  that  rushed  forth  car- 
ried several  people  who  were  in  the 
path    of   It    off   their   feet. 

Thi-on  Out  a  Life  Line 
A  Piumber  of  people  were  swept  off 
their  feet  in  trying  to  cross  Lake  ave- 
nue. First  avenue  east  and  First  ave- 
nue west.  At  First  avenue  west  men 
were  stationed  with  clothes  lines, 
wliich  were  used  in  helping  people 
across  the  rivers  of  water  rushing 
down  the  hill  and  across  the  street. 

The  whole  of  Cascade  park  was 
turned  Into  one  huge  waterfall,  and 
the  water  swept  in  one  continuous 
fall  over  the  retaining  wall  on  the 
lower  side.  The  Lake  avenue  pave- 
ment suffered  seriously.  Granite  and 
san(istone  paving  blocks  were  under- 
mined and  carried  from  their  places 
like  bits   of   wood. 

Some  of  the  stores  along  Supeilor 
street  did  not  escape  with  flooded 
basements.  The  Bon  Ton  bakery  was 
one  of  these.  Water  covered  the  floor 
to  the  depth  of  a  foot  or  more,  and 
when  it  subsided  It  left  a  heavy  layer 
of   uivirl   and    sand. 

On  Superior  street,  near  Lake  ave- 
nue, a  number  of  automobiles  found 
the  water  too  deep  on  the  street  for 
them,  and  their  engines  stopped  run- 
ning, rljjht  In  the  center  of  the  flood. 
Their  occupants,  many  of  them  women, 
got  out  and  waded  in  the  water,  knee 
deep,  to  places  of  safety  a  block  away. 
Horses  splashed  through  the  streets 
like    huge    water    animals. 

Tlie  telephone  bells  at  police  head- 
quarters tinkled  merrily  throughout 
the  evening,  people  at  the  other  end 
of  the  line  wanting  assistance.

Officer  Barber  was  un- 
able to  get  in  the  basement  door,  on 
account  of  its  being  blocked  with  mud 
and  rubbish.  Fie  got  in  through  a 
window,  and  hauled  the  surprised  oc- 
cupants out  the  same  way.  They  wer€ 
taken  care  of  by  the  family  living  In 
the   upper   storie.s. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad 
yards  at  First  avenue  east  were  cov- 
ered to  a  depth  of  a»).(Ut  four  inches 
with  a  sticky  mud.  and  are  littered 
with  rubbish  and  broken  boards  car- 
ried d'  wn  from  the  hill.  The  excava- 
tion for  the  Soo  railroad,  at  Seventli 
avenue  west  was  tilled  with  water  l) 
a  depth  of  several  feei.  The  tunnel 
has  two  OI  three  feet  of  water  in  it, 
but   will    not  be  damaged,   it   is   said. 

Garfield  avenue  was  a  raging  torrent 
of  mu.l  find  water,  but  the  Suv»erior 
cars  were  able  to  run  up  to  their  usual 
liour  of  quitting,  although  In  certaii 
pp  )ts  the  wai,er  almost  covered  the 
'vheels. 

Mauy  Ncar-TraKedles. 
With  all  the  funny  things  that  hap- 
pened to  the  people  trying  to  get  home 
there  were  many  near-tragedies,  and 
nu.iieious  icis  of  ludividLial  bravt-ry 
were  recorded.  Joseph  Maitland,  man- 
ager oi  tilt-  Bijou  theater,  showed  that 
he  was  made  of  tlie  ritilt  stuff.  In  the 
middle  of  the  sl.ow,  the  theater  was 
fiooded,  water  running  down  the 
aisles  in  streams.  '^he  audience 
stood  up,  and  for  a  moment  it  looked 
as  if  there  would  be  a  panic.  One 
young  woman  did  rush  madly  from  the 
ouilding.  and  when  she  reached  the 
torrent  that  swept  over  sidewalk  and 
street,  she  was  hurled  off  her  feet  into 
marly  two  feet  of  water.  She  was 
unable  to  regain  her  feet,  and  Air. 
Maitland  rushed  into  the  flood  and 
dragged  her  to  an  upright  position. 
Thus  was  the  unique  spectacle  of  a 
rescue  from  drowning  witnessed  on 
Superior  street. 

First  avenue  west  and  First  street 
was  one  of  the  most  dangerous  spots 
in  the  city  last  niglu.  Two  young 
women,  in  attempting  to  cross  the 
avenue,  a  few  feet  north  of  the  street, 
lost  their  footing  in  the  strong  cui- 
rent  and  were  washed  to  the  mouth  cf 
an  open  sewer.  Men  who  happened  to 
witness  the  accident  rushed  to  their 
assistance  and  drag.ged  them  back  to 
safety.  Here  and  at  other  corners 
women  were  w'aslud  from  their  feet, 
and  were  rescued  by  men.  The  women 
were  handicapped  by  tlicir  skirls,  and 
found  it  harder  to  resist  the  rush  of 
water  than  did  the  men. 

An  unidentified  man,  while  attempting 
to  carry  a  woman  across  First  avenue 
east  and  Superior  rtreet,  was  swejit 
off  his  feet,  and  both  were  carried 
down  the  avenue  almost  to  Michigan 
street. 

Groups  of  men  and  boys  gatliered  in 
convenient  doorways  to  witness  the 
struggles  of  the  crowd,  and  were  given 
much    amusement    thereby. 

Nearly  four  feet  of  water  flooded  the 
basement  of  the  St.  Louis  hotel,  put- 
ting out  the  furnace  fires  and  causing 
the  lights  of  the  building  to  go  out, 
on  account  of  the  electrical  plant  be- 
ing put  temporarily  out  of  commission. 
There  was  not  much  damage  at  the 
.'Spalding  hotel,  although  the  electric 
lights  were  also  extinguished  there  for 
a  time.  The  flag  pole  on  top  of  tlie 
Lenox  liotel  was  struck  by  lightning 
and   hurled  to   the  street. 

The  railroad  yards  were  flooded,  and 
about  four  feet  of  water  covered  tlie 
tr.icks  near  the  union  station.  Tlie 
baggage  room  at  the  depot  Itself  was 
flooded,  and  the  baggage  room  wa>? 
turned  into  a  sea,  so  that  all  the 
trunks  and  other  baggage  stored  there 
received  a  soaking. 

Retii-iicd  by  Firemen. 
The  West  Duluth  fire  department 
was  called  to  3729  West  Sixth  street, 
to  rescue  Mrs.  J.  Peterson,  a  widow, 
and  her  four  children,  who  reside  at 
ilie  number  gl'.  en.  'fhe  family  w^as 
Iccked  in  the  secon'l  ^tory  of  tae 
house,  which  leaned  fa»  out  over  tiie 
banks  of  a  swollen  creek.  The  house 
was  built  with  one  side  facing  the 
crtek,  directly  on  the  bank.  The  crcik 
rose  several  feet,  and  the  strong  cur- 
rent washed  the  posts  on  the  '^recik 
side  from  under  the  building,  causing 
it  to  lean  over  and  make  it  appear  as 
if  the  structure  were  going  to  fall  in- 
to the  creek.  Neighbors  heard  the 
cries  of  the  woman  and  children,  and 
the  Are  department  was  telephoned  for. 
A  hook  an.1  laddar  company,  in  cliarge 
of  Capt.  McMahon,  went  post  hasie  to 
the  scene,  and  nother  and  chlldriti 
were  rescued  from  their  perilous  poai- 
tlon. 

Peter  Swanson,  a  driver  employed  by 
the  Miller  Brewing  company,  risked  his 
life  to  save  hors'es  of  the  company 
which  were  stabled  at  First  avenue 
east.  Water  flooded  the  basement 
stables  until  it  reached  as  high  as  tlie 
heads  of  the  terrified  animals.  Mr. 
Swanson,  with  the  water  to  his  chin, 
waded  into  the  place  and,  untying  the 
horses  one  by  one,  led  them  to  safety. 
His  work  was  attended  by  many  perils, 
for  the  horses  were  badly  frightened, 
and  some  of  them  plunged  madly  about 
In  the  flood.  It  was  with  difficulty 
that  he  evaded  their  h*ofs. 

The  buildings  on  the  four  corners 
of  Superior  street  and  Lake  avenue 
were  flooded  by  the  rush  of  w.ater. 
Freimuth's  department  store  sustained 
a  loss  of  $3,000  or  $4,000.  and  remained 
closed  up  to  noon  today,  lo  allow  an 
opportunity  for  cleaning  out  the  lower 
floors,    and    readjusting    the    stock. 

The  Olympia  fruit  and  confectiono^ry 
store,  on  the  southeast  corner,  sus- 
tained a  damage  of  $2,000.  The  street 
floor  and  basement  were  flooded,  and 
a  foot  or  two  of  water  covered  these 
floors  at  one  time.  The  two  saloon.s 
on  the  upper  corners  were  filled  witii 
water  nearly  as  lilgh  as  their  bars, 
and  were  considerably  damaged.  The 
White  Swan  drug  store,  just  east  of 
the    corner,    was    also    flooded. 

Probably  not  a  store  along  Superior 
street  escaped  some  damage  from  the 
mud  and  water.  The  wholesale  houses 
on  lower  Fifth  and  Lake  avenues  got 
their  share  of  water,  and  the  salvage 
wagon  from  the  Are  department  was 
kept  busy  this  morning  assisting  in 
saving  the  stock.  The  basements  of 
several  of  the  wholesale  houses  w<jre 
flooded. 

Manager  Maitland  of  the  Bijou  the- 
ater estimates  his  damage  at  $1,000. 
He  had  a  crew  of  fifty  men  busy  all 
night  cleaning  the  mud  from  the  the- 
ater. An  Idea  of  the  amount  of  water 
that  entered  this  place  of  amusement 
n.ay  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that 
the  mud  In  the  orchestra  pit  reached 
the  key  board  of  the  piano.  The  or- 
chestra members  were  driven  from 
their  chairs  by  the  first  rush  of  water. 
The  storm  offered  a  great  chance  foi 
a  flashlight  photographer  lo  get  in  his 
work.  Hugh  McKenzie,  professional 
photographer,  recognized  this  fact,  and 
was  out  all  night  with  his  camera  and 
flash  light  apparatus.  He  secured  a 
great   series   of  pictures. 

Secretary  Helm  of  the  board  of  park 
commissioners  estimates  that  the  dam- 
age to  the  parks  will  amount  to  less 
than  $1,000.  Cascade  park  is  probably 
damaged  more  than  any  of  the  otlujrs. 
.A.  foot  bridge  at  Fairmont  park  and 
another  at  Lester  park  were  washed 
away. 

A  slide  of  stones  and  earth  at  Chest- 
er creek  has  temporarily  blocked  the 
boulevard  to  traffic.  The  slide  was  oc- 
casioned by  the  heavy  fall  of  water. 
Men  were  put  to  work"  clearing  it  away 
today,  and  it  is  expected  their  work 
will  be  complete  by  tomorrow  even- 
ing.

CAR  SERVICE  IS  DEMORALIZED

kept  busy   until   every   line   is  clear. 

The  lying  up  of  the  street  car  service 
was  one  of  the  most  severe  blows  dealt 
to  the  public  by  the  storm.  Thousands 
of  people,  who  were  'n  town  in  the 
down  town  district  for  the  evening, 
were  cut  off  from  their  homes.  Cabs 
and  automobiles  were  at  a  premium 
Immediately  after  the  street  railv.ay 
system  was  paralyzed  and  later  in  the 
evening,  thev  could  not  ue  obtained  at 
any  sum.  Liveries  would  not  allow 
their  horses  to  go  out  of  the  liarns. 
Some  people  attempted  to  walk,  while 
others  rushed  for  the  hotels.  When  the 
hotels  were  flll<;d,  there  was  nothing 
left  but  a  tramp  througli  the  flooded 
streets. 

Two  cars  that  went  off  the  track  at 
Nineteenth  avenue  west  and  Third 
street  carried  passengers  bound  as  far 
west  as  Seventy-first  avenue.  The 
walk  back  to  the  main  part  of  the  city 
was  fraught  witli  danger  on  account  of 
the  floods  over  the  point  of  rocks,  so 
manv  of  them  escaped  the  inevitable 
and  splashed  westward  through  the 
mud  and    water  to  their   destinations. 

The  same  situation  prevailed  on  the 
East  F^ourth  street  and  East  end  lines. 
Woodland  and  Lakeside  people  were 
hopelessly  stranded  and  were  forced  to 
spend  the  night  down  town. 

At  Twelfth  avenue  east  and  Fourth 
street,  there  Is  a  double  truck  car  two 
feet  off  the  track.  At  Thirteenth  ave- 
nue east,  a  double  truck  car  on  the 
East  Fourth  street  line  is  buried  in 
mud,  gravel  and  debris  over  its  wheels. 
The  street  railway  forces  have  been 
busy  all  morning  trying  to  clear  the 
Superior  street  line  and  nothing  has 
yet  been  touched  on  the  West  Third 
and  East  Fourth  street  lines.  Once 
Superior  street  Is  *lear,  attention  will 
be  directed   to   the   other   lines. 

The  switch  in  the  power  liouse  that 
controls  the  Garfield  avenue  line  was 
burnt  out  and  considerable  trouble  was 
caused  on  that  account,  but  the  tracks 
were  kept  clear  and  cars  were  running 
over   them   this   morning. 

The  incline  station  was  almost  com- 
pletely submerged,  the  pit  at  the  foot 
of  the  incline  being  completely  filled 
with    water. 

Park  Point  is  the  only  suburb  that 
was  not  cut  off  from  the  city  by  a  de- 
moralized street  railway  line.  The 
level  Park  Point  railway  had  no  trou- 
ing,  carrving  the  Park  Pointers  lo  the 
aerial  bridge,  from  which  they  were 
able  to  walk  to  their  work  in  the  city. 
At  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  avenues  west,  the 
tracks  on  the  West  Third  street  line 
are  covered  with  two  or  three  f'?et  of 
sand  and  gravel.  Deep  furrows  were 
cut  In  each  of  the  avenues  and  the  ma- 
terial from  the  street  was  deposited  on 
the   tracks.

SEA  WALL  SAVES  CITY 

(Continued  from  page  1.) 


practically  impregnable  sea  wall  kept 
back  the  onrushing  waters  of  the  gulf, 
and  the  loss  of  life  Is  confined  to  ten 
unfortunates  caught  In  tUp  gale  off 
Tarpon    pier. 

The  restoration  of  wire  communi- 
cation with  many  places  along  the 
coast  today  was  followed  by  reassuring 
news.  With  some  polncs,  however,  It 
was  Impossible  to  get  Into  touch,  and 
it  Is  feared  that  serious  results  may 
Iiave  been  experienced  in  them.  In 
Matagorda  county,  about  seventy-five 
milc.c  southwest  of  Galveston,  it  was 
reported    that    several    lives    had    been 


lost,    but    thus    far    a    confirmation    of 
this  report  is  lacking. 

Llehtor    Ciraft    In    Danisrer. 

The  uneasineiiis  whicli  was  enter- 
tained for  outing  parties  on  some  of 
the  Islands  along:  the  Texas  coast  was 
dispelled  during  the  night  by  messages 
which  assured  the  safely  or  these  ex- 
cursionists. Many  of  them,  being 
•aware  of  the  approach  of  the  storm, 
took  passage  by  tugs  to  the  mainland 
and  others  sougl  I  refuge  in  the  firmly 
grounded  cottag«-s  of  fishermen.  While 
it  is  possible  that  some  light  craft,  en- 
gaged in  commerce  or  bearing  pleas- 
ure-seeking passi^ngers,  may  have  gone 
down  in  the  storm,  no  authentic  re- 
ports to  this  effect  have  yet  been  re- 
ceived. 

The  sea  wall  served  its  purpose,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  high  waters  in 
the  back  bay  farcing  water  through 
the  sewers  into  the  streets,  Galveston 
would  have  been  destroyed  by  the 
stress  of  the  water  encircling  the  city 
on    Hub   east. 

Galveston  beach  will  have  to  be  re- 
built. When  the  sea  wall  was  con- 
structed the  en'ircling  band  of  con- 
crete and  steel  was  laid  to  the  rear 
I  of  the  bathhouses,  and  below  the  beach 
stretched  out  1,000  feet  to  the  water 
Between  the  water  line  and  the  wall 
were  the  two  bathhouses,  Murdock's 
and  the  Breakers,  constructed  in  re- 
cent years  at  a  cost  of  flio.OOO  each. 
These  were  swept  away  and  scattered 
the  nine-mile  length  of  Galveston  Isl- 
and. A  mile  to  the  west  and  at  the 
end  of  the  sea  wall  boulevard,  un- 
scralched,  stands  the  new  surf  bath- 
house completed  at  a  cost  of  $40,090 
Standing  on  jjiling  driven  as  deep  a:- 
those  supporting  the  sea  wall,  this 
new  hotel  and  resort  successfully 
withstood  the  onslaught  of  the  gulf 
and  today  was  the  only  thing  standing 
between  the  water  line  and  the  wall. 
Hotel  Swept  Av^-aj. 
Throughout  the  night,  by  the  light 
of  lanterns,  piledrivers  worked  at  each 
end  of  the  mile  trestle  spanning  Gal- 
veston bay  by  11  e  island  and  mainland, 
and  by  tonight  the  breach  caused  by  a 
drifting  barge  v.as  expected  to  be  re- 
paired and  traffic  resumed  to  the  island. 
Tarpon's  flshirg  pier,  where  occurred 
the  only  loss  of  life  thus  far  reported. 
Is  at  the  end  of  a  narrow  and  rocky 
promontory  which  separates  It  from 
the  deep  gulf.  Waves,  sweeping  the 
hotel  from  the  summit  of  the  rocks, 
into  the  water  and  all

boats  large  enough  to 


venture  upon  the  turbulent  bay  searched 
for  bodies  of  the  dead,  but  as  dawn 
bioke  the  boats  returned  to  their  slips 
empty-handed.  As  in  the  storm  of  1900 
the  bodies  probably  have  been  swept 
out  to  sea.  to  be  disgorged  days  later 
when  the  waters  have  calmed  and  the 
tides  roll  in. 

Reporto  up  and  down  the  gulf  show 
that  Galveston  was  the  center  of  the 
di.sturbance  for  which  warnings  for 
mariners  were  posted  in  Galveston 
Sunday.  The  nearest  threatened  loss 
of  life  was  at  Rollover,  Capeland  and 
iatten  Beach,  near  Bolivar.  Here  there 
^^erc  300  people  from  Beaumont  and 
surrounding  cities,  camped  out  all 
summer,  but  al!  are  reported  safe.

SAYS  AMERICANS  HAD 

BRITISH  OITCLASSED. 

Melbourne,  Australia,  July  22— Official 
papers,  which  have  been  issued  ex- 
plaining the  acceptance  by  the  com- 
monwealth government  of  the  tender 
of  Pratt  &  Whitney,  an  American  firm, 
for  the  erection  of  a  small  arms  fac- 
tory in  Australia  for  the  government, 
show  that  the  British  firms,  which 
made  tenders,  were  hopelessly  out- 
classed, both  with  regard  to  price 
and  time. 

One  English  tender  asked  $500,000 
a.s  against  $340,000  bid  by  the  Ameri- 
cans, and  reciuired  three  years  to  build 
as  compared  with  Americans'  one 
year.  The  Americans  allege  that  the 
British  rifle  factories  are  twenty 
years  behind  the  modern  continental 
factories. 

The  minister  of  defense,  Joseph 
Cook,  said  that  he  would  willingly 
have  made  sacrifices  to  give  the  work 
to  a  British  firm,  but  he  was  obliged 
to  accept  the  American  tender,  as  Its 
conditions  all  around  were  so  much 
better.

A  party  of  six  or  eight  young  men 
formed  themselves  into  a  rescue  party 
at  the  corner  of  Lake  avenue  and  Su- 
perior street,  and  did  much  to  assist 
the  women  from  the  Bijou  audience. 
These  men  maintained  their  post  until 
1:30  o'clock  this  morning,  having  been 
On  duty  about  four  hours. 

"1  never  expect  to  see  another  sight 
anything  like  it,"  said  Charles  Kit- 
chen, who  is  connected  with  the  board 
of  health,  and  who  was  one  of  the 
rescue  band,  this  mornin.g.  "Both 
Superior  street  and  Lake  avenue  were 
lilled  with  water  from  curb  to  curb, 
and  on  Superior  street,  for  nearly 
lit>urs.  the  water  was  Uowing 
curb. 

"The  flood  which  swept  into  the 
Hijou  theater  was  caused  by  the  flood- 
ing over  of  the  Superior  street  sewer, 
right  at  the  corner.  A  iiillar  of  water 
two  feet  or  more  in  diameter  shot  into 
the  air  thirty  or  forty  feet,  and  this, 
added  to  the  torr«nt  which  was  sweep- 
ing down  the  hill,  overllo\\ed  the 
curbs  onto  the  si<lewalk,  swe  M>ing  inro 
the  theater.  We  were  standing  in 
front  of  Nick  Witt's  meat  store  at  the 
time." 

It  is  said  the  sewer  is  not  broken, 
but  that  it  became  so  full  and  there 
was  such  a  tremendous  pressure  of 
water  behind  it,  that  part  of  the  con- 
tents were  forced  up  through  the 
opening  into  the  street,  giving  the 
effect  of  a  geyser,  which  continued  to 
play   for   an   hour   or   more. 

When  the  streams  began  flowing 
down  the  aisles  of  the  theater,  that 
part  of  the  audience  which  did  not 
immediately  seek  the  street  perched 
on  the  backs  of  the  seats,  and  sat 
therr  until  the  thin  backs  became  too 
wet    for  comfort. 

".Most  of  the  Avomen  seemed  abso- 
lutely insane  when  they  came  from 
the  theater  and  saw  the  rush  of  water 
down  the  street,"  said  Mr.  Kitchen. 
"They  appeared  to  lose  all  power  of 
reason.  Many  of  them  made  a  rush 
for  the  curb,  intending  to  cross  over 
to  the  other  side,  evidently,  and  make 
their  way  home.  The  current  then 
raging  was  more  than  any  of  the  men 
cared  to  brave,  but  the  women  paid 
MO  attention  to  this  fact.  We  had 
to  grab  them  and  hold  them  back  by 
main  strength. 

"One  woman,  crying  out  something 
about  her  babies  being  home  alone, 
men  and  got  over  the  curb, 
her  feet  touched  the  pave- 
force  of  the  water  threw 
Three  men  made  a  rush 
for  her,  and  all  of  them  lost  their 
feet.  For  a  minute  all  four  were 
wallowin^f  around  there  in  the  water, 
but  finally  they  got  back  to  the  walk 
with  tlie  woman.  After  that 
formed  a  line  along  the  curb, 
refu.sed  to  let  any  women  get  through, 
until  the  water  liad  subsided.  It  re- 
mained at  a  high  stage  for  more  than 

an  hour."

Sutton  was  dead  before  the  last  shot 
was    fired.

It  was  known  that  Mrs.  Sutton  Im- 
pressed upon  Maj.  l>eonard  her  belief 
that  her  son  was  beaten  to  death  and 
shot  afterward.  The  witness  answered 
these  questions  in  the  negative  and 
said  there  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind 
that  Sutton  pulled  the  trigger  of  the 
revolver  when  he  was  shot.  Willing 
testified  that  he  took  the  .3S-caIlber 
service  revolver  from  .Sutton's  right 
hand  after  the  shooting,  but  could  not 
remember  what  became  of  it  after 
that.  It  was  supposed  to  have  got  into 
the  hands  of  Sergeant  de  Hart,  who 
threw  it  aw-ay.  He  will  be  a  witness. 
Willing,  who  stood  within  two  feet  of 
Sutton's  head,  saw  no  other  revolver 
at  the  time,  he  said. 

Lieut.  Bevan  created  a  stir  yesterday 
when  he  testified  that  six  weeks  prior 
to  the  shooting  Sutton  had  told  him 
that  life  in  the  marine  corps  had  no 
attractions  for  him  and  that  some  day 
lie    would    shoot    himself.

"Copious  rains  and  flrst-class  weath- 
er conditions  have  followed  through- 
out the  state,  with  the  result  that 
there  is  now  assured  a  very  htavy 
crop  of  straw,  and  with  good  filling 
weather  during  the  next  twenty  day.«i 
there  will  be  harvested  an  unusually 
heavy  crop  of  grain. 

"Whether  or  not  the  straw  fills  prop- 
erly, it  is  there  to  be  handled.  It  will 
require  more  labor  than  ever  before 
to  take  care  of  the  North  Dakota  orop 
this  year.  A  visit  to  the  leading  em- 
ployment agencies  of  the  state,  and 
inquiries  made  there  about  the  move- 
ments of  the  men  who  usually  help 
handle  the  Western  wheat  crop  brings 
out  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the 
floating  labor  upon  which  the  Dakota 
farmer  depends  is  employed  in  con- 
struction work  by  the  railways  of  the 
West.  Another  large  contingent  of 
tills  force  has  gone  to  see  the  exposi- 
tion at  Seattle.  The  number  of  men 
in  sight  and  available  for  the  wheat 
fields  will  not  be  greater  this  year 
than  in  former   years."

Orville  Wright  Attains  Speed 

of  54  1-2  Miles  an 

Hour. 

Washington,  July  22, — In  two  short 
flights  in  the  Wright  aeroplane  last 
evening  at  Fort  Myer,  Orville  Wrigiit 
closely  approached  the  W'Orld's  aero- 
plane speed  record,  attaining  an  aver- 
age velocity  of  tifty-four  and  a  half 
miles  an  hour,  as  computed  by  Wilbur 
Wright,  wlio  held  the  stop-watch  on 
the  machine  for  half  a  dozen  rounds 
of    the    course. 

On  the  first  flight,  the  air  craft  re- 
mained aloft  only  one  minute  and  thir- 
t.v-nlne  seconds,  the  aviator  being 
forced  to  descend  by  losing  a  cog 
wheel  on  the  magneto  after  making 
his  second  roimd  of  tlie  course.  On 
his  second  llight,  after  the  cog  wheel 
had  been  replaced,  the  aeroplane  swift- 
ly circled  a  dozen  times  around  the 
course,  which  is  five-si.Kths  of  a  mile  in 
circumference.  Certain  changes  in  tlie 
gearing  of  the  motor  and  propellers 
which  were  intended  to  give  the  ma- 
chine a  higher  speed,  had  been  ef- 
fected earlier  in  the  day. 

Have   Made   Sixt)    MileM. 

The  Wright  brothers  iiau  decided  to 
give  this  speed  change  only  a  ten- 
minute  trial  yesterday  and  the  avia- 
tor brought  the  aeroplane  to  the  earth 
after  ten  minutes  and  fifty-six  seconds 
In  the  air.  Secretary  of  War  Dickin- 
son, Secretary  of  State  Knox,  Maj. 
Gen.  Young,  Senator  Newlands,  Sena- 
tors Dollivcr  and  Elkins,  Brig.  Gen. 
Wotherspoon,  acting  chief  of  staff  of 
the  army,  and  other  notable  persons 
witnessed  the  flights. 

Orville   Wright  said  last  evening: 

"We  have  made  sixty  miles  an  hour 
with  the  machine  when  a  twenty-mile 
breeze  was  blowing.  Tlie  breeze  to- 
day during  the  last  flight  was  blowing 
about    twelve   miles   an   hour.' 

The  Wrights  say  they  will  be 
through  with  their  work  at  Fort  Myer 
by  next  Wednesday,  the  day  that  the 
time  limit  expires.  They  do  not  antici- 
pate tliat  any  extension  of  time 
be    necessary

BAN  WILL  HIT 
COPPER  STOCKS 

New  York  Exchange  Decides 

to  Abohsh  Trade  in 

Unlisted  Lines. 

New  York.  July  22. — The  governing 
committee  of  the  New  York  stock  ex- 
change yesterday  adopted  a  resolution 
abolishing  tlie  committee  on  unlisted 
securities  and  forbidding  further  deal- 
ing;-- in  such  stocks  on  tlie  floor  of  the 
exchange  after  April  1,  1010.  This 
action  had  been  recommended  by  a 
special  committee  of  five  appointed  by 
the  governing  comniiitce,  and  is  in 
line  with  suggestions  contained  in  the 
recent  report  of  the  White  committer 
to  Governor  Hughes. 

In  tlie  list  thus  banned  are  many  i,f 
tho  beet  known  speculative  specialties, 
such  as,  among  otliers,  Amalgamated 
Copper,  Anaconda.  National  Biscuit 
prefer!  ed,  Tennessee  Copper,  Utali 
Copj)er,  American  W^oolen  and  Ameri- 
can Smelting  preferred.  Tlie  resolu- 
tion   follows: 

'•That  the  Constitution  of  the  state 
should  be  sq  amended  that  there  be 
but  one  listing  committee,  viz:  The 
committee  on  stock  list  to  wliich  all 
applications  must  be  made;  that  the 
committee  on  unli.<ted  securities  shall 
cea£c  to  exist  on  April  1,  1910  (no  ai- 
mi.'^sion  to  the  unlisted  department  to 
be  made  hereafter) ;  and  that  the  sec- 
retary of  the  executive  board  notify 
the  ofl^cers  of  all  corporations  or  com- 
panies whose  securities  are  now  dealt 
in  in  the  unlisted  department  that  if 
said  securities  are  not  admitted  to  the 
regular  list  before  April  1,  1910,  (aft  r 
due  application),  no  further  dealings 
in  .«aJd  securities  will  be  had  in  the 
exchange  thereafter." 

WHITE  HOUSE  DINNER 

BEARS  LITTLE  FRUIT. 

Washington,  July  22. — The  White 
House  dinner  and  conference  at  which 
tariff  conferees  and  the  president's 
closest  advisers  were  brought  together 
last  night  In  the  effort  to  settle  the 
differences  regarding  the  tariff  bill, 
ended  at  11:30  o'clock,  with  the  dis- 
putes over  raw  materials  no  nearer 
adjustment  than  they  were  before  the 
dinner  invitations  were  issued.  Only 
one  question  was  determined  beyond 
appeal  and  that  was  that  the  con- 
ferees will  have  to  settle  their  own 
differences.  Pains  were  taken,  how- 
ever, to  convey  the  impression  that 
this  decision  is  not  indicative  of  any 
absence  of  appreciation  of  the  presi- 
dent's efforts.  It  merely  confirms 
what  the  "elder  statesmen"  had  as- 
serted from  the  first — that  tariff 
making  is  trading  and  the  shrewdest 
dealer  and  the  strongest  section  is 
bound  to  get  the  best  of  the  argument. 
That  this  truism  Is  responsible  for  the 
instirgent  movements  In  the  house  and 
senate  and  party  revolts  in  Middle 
W'estern  states  does  not  alter  the  situ- 
ation.

Since  September,  1907,  the  Duluth-Superior  Traction 
Company  has  operated  with  power  furnished  by  the  Great 
Northern  Power  Company,  which  has,  on  the  St.  Louis  river 
— about  22  miles  from  the  cities  of  Duluth  and  Superior — I 
believe,  the  largest  development  of  water  power  on  the  conti- 
nent, next  to  Niagara  Falls. 

The  population  of  the  two  cities,  given  in  tlie  census  re- 
ports of  the  states  of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  for  1905,  was:

have  brought  tli«  surplus  profits  to  a  basis  practically  equal 
with  those  of  1S07,  and  the  basis  Is  more  substantial,  inas- 
much as  the  company  now  not  only  fully  occupies  the  terri- 
tory, but  is  well  equipped  from  the  standpoint  of  its  road- 
bed, character  and  number  of  Its  cars,  and  source  of  power 
supply. 

Taking  the  basis  of  actual  not  earnings  for  the  first  six 
months,  and  making  as  close  an  estimate  as  possible  of  the 
earnings  for  the  last  six  months,  I  expect  that  the  surplus 
profits  for  the  >  ear  1909  will  be  at  least  $185,000,  or,  say, 
5  Vi    per    cent    upon    the   capital    stock. 

The  momentum  whUh  has  been  achieved  through  the 
activity  in  building  and  in  general  business,  coupled  with  the 
strength  of  the  situation  of  the  two  cities,  would  seem  to 
justify  the  prediction  th.at  their  population  will  have  more 
than  the  ordinary  increases  which  have  ruled  with  cities  of 
their  size  in  North  America.  Ra?ed,  however,  only  upon  the 
history  of  the  cities  and  upon  ordinary  growth  in  gross  earn- 
ings, which  have  increased  steadily  each  year  over  the  preced- 
ing year  (except  in  the  year  1904),  from  $4.'>2,703.83  in  1901 
to  $890,295.71  in  1908,  I  feel  that  the  directors  are  justified 
in  commencing  livldends  at  this  .stage  at  the  rate  of  4  per 
cent  per  annum,  and  see  no  reason  why  this  rate  should  not 
be  maintained:  nhile  prospects  for  increases  in  dividend  are 
such  as  relate  to  a  healthy  company  expecting  a  normal 
growth  in  its  business.

PULUAM  MAKES 
ANEW  RUUNG 

Runners    Now   Entitled   to 

Take  Two  Bases  on 

an  Overthrow. 

Cincinnati.  Ohio.  July  22. — An  official 
order  closely  defining  the  ground  rules 
relating  to  overthrown  balls  was  Is- 
sued yesterdaj'  by  President  Harry 
Pulliam,      of      the      National      Baseball 

league. 

Mr.  Pulliam  has  sent  the  order  to  all 
clubs,  giving  notice  of  the  change, 
which  says  tliat  in  future,  umpires  are 
to  judge  of  where  the  base  runner  is 
when  the  overthrow  is  made  and  the 
runner  is  tlieii  to  be  allowed  time  to 
go  to  the  base  for  which  he  was 
iieaded   and    then   take   one  more. 

The  change  in  tlie  ground  rule  cov- 
ering overthrows  into  the  crowd  or 
into  a  stand,  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  pro- 
tested game  played  between  Brooklyn 
and    Pittsburg. 

Tlie  new  order,  which  was  made 
public  by  President  Pulliam  just  before 
he  left  for  New  York  this  afternoon 
says: 

"Owing  to  confusion  that  has  re- 
sulted as  to  application  of  ground 
rules,  the  following  instructions  to 
umpires  will  be  in  force  on  and  after 
this   date: 

""A  hen  a  thrown  ball  goes  into  a 
I  stand  for  spectators  or  over,  or 
through  any  fence,  or  into  the  players' 
bench  (.whether  the  ball  stays  in  or 
comes  out),  the  runner  shall  be  en- 
titled to  two  bases.  The  umpire  in 
awarding  these  bases,  is  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  position  of  the  runner,  or 
runners,   wlien    the    throw    is    made. 

"With  spectators  on  the  field,  if  the 
umiiire  determines  that  runners  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  bases,  on  a  ball 
thrown  into  the  crowd,  the  positions'  of 
such  runners  on  the  bases  shall  be 
reckoned  from  where  tney  were  at  the 
time   the    ball    was   thrown 

"Tliis  being  a  matter  of  judgment, 
tlie   umpire   is   the  sole  judge."

COMES  FROM  PORTO  RICO 

TO  HELP  TAKE  CENSUS. 


Washington.  July  22. — Announcement 
of  the  appointment  of  William  Frank- 
lin Willoughby  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  at 
present  secretary  of  state  of  Porto 
Rico,  as  assistant  director  of  the  cen- 
sus bureau,  at  a  salary  of  |5,000  per 
annum,  was  made   yesterday. 

Mr.  Willoughby,  who  now  is  in 
I'orto  Rico,  has  sent  his  acceptance 
and  he  will  assume  his  new  duties  In 
a  few  days.  His  nomination  probably 
will  be  sent  by  President  Taft  to  the 
senate    for    confirmation    on    Friday. 

The  selection  of  Mr.  Willoughby  was 
made  by  Director  of  the  Census  Du- 
rand  and  meets  with  the  ajiproval  of 
Secretary  Nagel  of  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor  and  of  President 
Taft.  Upon  him  will  largely  devolve 
the  supervision  of  the  statistical  work 
of  the  census. 

Mr.  Willoughby  has  been  In  Porto 
Rico  since  1909,  serving  first  as  treas- 
rurer  and  then  as  secretary  of  state 
and  since  1907  has  been  president  of 
the  executive  council  of  the  legislative 
assembly.  While  serving  as  statis- 
tician in  the  bureau  of  labor  here, 
from  1890  to  1901.  Mr.  Willoughby 
made  Investigations  into  labor  condi- 
tions In  Europe.  He  received  the  cross 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor  from  the 
French  government  In  recognition  of 
liis    services    to    science.

MAKE  SOME  PROGRESS  IN 
WORKING  ON  THE  TARIFF 


Washington,  Jv  ly  22. — Better  progress 
was  made  yesterday  by  tlie  tariff  con- 
ferees than  in  any  day  since  the  really 
troublesome  disputes  were  reached. 
After  a  discuss  on  of  raw  materials, 
schedules  were  taken  un,  and  many 
paragraphs  were  settled  without  any 
renewal  of  hostilities.  President  Taft 
is  given  the  cr«»dit  for  the  "Dove  of 
Peace,"  which  ht^vered  over  the  confer- 
ence. 

The  entire  zinc  schedule  was  ad- 
Justed.  Spelter  was  made  dutiable  at 
1V4  cents  per  pcund,  an  Increase  from 
the  house  rate  of  1  cent.  All  of  tlu- 
senate  difTerentlals  were  adopted.  Zinc 
In  sheets  will  be  dutiable  at  1%  cent.< 
and  sheets  coated  or  plated  with  nickel 
or    other    metal    at    2    cents. 

The    seaate    c<)nferees    receded    from 
their    amendment    Jloubling    the    house 
rate  of  6  cents  a  pound  on  .^ialicyllc  acid. 
Lead   Diitpotted  Of. 

Tungsten  ore,  which  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  J'erro  alloys,  one  of  the 
chief  component  parts  In  the  manufac- 
ture of  tool  steel  and  steel  parts  of 
automobiles,  wa.s  made  dutiable  at  10 
per  cent  ad  valorem.  Instead  of  15  per 
cent,  as  fixed  up  l>y  the  senate. 

The  lead  schedule  was  disposed  of. 
The  senate  and  house  rates  on  lead 
ore  were  identical,  tlie  duty  being  1^/i 
cents  a  pound.  The  house  made  pig 
lead  dutiable  at  tlie  same  rate  and 
the  senate  pro'-ided  specilically  for 
lead  dross,  lead  bullion,  and  pig  lead 
at  2\^  cents  a  pound.  This  rate  wis 
reduced  by  the  conferees  to  2  cents 
and  as  a  result  one-eighth  of  a  cent 
was  removed  from  the  senate  rates  on 
all   of  the  p.iint  derivatives. 

Lemons  will  pay  a  duty  of  I'/S  cents 
a  pound,  the  ^enate  rate.  This  Is  an 
increase  of  i4vcent  over  the  house  rate 
and    i/S   cent  over   the   Dingley   rate. 

The  window  glass  schedule  was  set- 
tled by  slightly  reducing  the  house 
rates,  which  weie  higher  that  the  sen- 
ate rates. 

VA'orku   for  Free   Hides. 

Senator  Bora'i  made  an  effort  by 
talking  with  supporters  of  dutiable 
hides  to  effect  an  agreement  by  which 
hides  may  be  pit  on  the  free  list.  He 
said  previously  that  the  plan  he  had 
to  suggest  had  been  originated  by 
President  Taft.  with  whom  he  had 
breakfasted.  This  plan  contemplates 
tlie  adoption  of  a  joint  resolution  giv- 
ing the  conferees  jurisdiction  to  re- 
open the  question  of  reducing  the  duty 
on  leather  goods  and  in  consideration 
of  placing  iiides  on  the  free  list,  to 
make  sole  leather  dutiable  at  5  per 
cent  ad  valorem,  boots  and  shoes,  and 
calfskins  10  per  cent;  and  to  reduce 
the  rates  on  harness  in  the  same  pro- 
portion. The  Idaho  senator  predicted 
that  his  proposiiion  would  be  accepted 
In  view  of  the  opposition  in  the  senate 
to  free  hides,  the  indications  are  thai 
a  combination  will  be  effected  with 
the  Democrats  to  defeat  the  Borah 
plan. 

It    was    reported    that      the      amend- 


ments increasing  the  internal  revenue 
tax  on  tobacco,  which  were  put  In  at 
the  instance  of  Senator  Beveridge 
would  be  eliminated  by  the  conferees^ 
This  rt^port  could  not  bo  confirmed. 
Information  from  reliable  sources  Is  to 
the  effect  that  the  anti-coupon  pro- 
vision  will   be   retained. 

Progressive  Republicans  of  the  sen- 
ate decided  at  a  meeting  yesterday  to 
issue  a  statement  outlining  their  posi- 
tion  on   downward   revision. 

ODpove    Free    Raw    Material. 

There  was  also  a  meeting  of  about 
twenty  of  the  "anti-free  raw  ma- 
terial" members  of  the  house.  The 
leaders  claimed  that  thirty-nine  mem- 
bers had  signified  their  intention  of 
standing  together  for  duties  on  liides, 
ccal,  iron  ore  and  oil.  and  for  higher 
lates  on  lumber  than  the  house  provid- 
ed.

But 
if  she  had  gone  to  work  in  a  factory  or  a  department 
store  ten  years  ago,  had  worked  contentedly  at  bread- 
winning  until  some  decent  young  workman  had  married 
her  and  changed  her  occupation  to  that  of  honest  house- 
wife, her  lite  would  have  been  sweeter  and  happier,  the 
lives  of  those  that  have  come  in  contact  with  her  in 
her  meteoric  career  would  have  been  cleaner  and  safer, 
and  the  public  would  have  been  spared  the  deinoralizing 
details  of  her  sodden  life  and  the  tragedies  that  grew 
out  of  it. 

But  it  happened  otherwise.  Either  through  wrong 
upl'ringing  or  inherited  moral  obliquity,  her  path  in  life 
was  far  apart  from  those  safe,  even  though  monotonous, 
ways  in  which  those  tread  who  live  lives  of  respectable 
conventionality.  She  was  beautiful,  after  a  fashion,  and 
her  face  was  her  fortune — and  the  misfortune  of  others. 
Gilts  were  showered  upon  her  until  she  lost  all  sense  of 
gratitude  or  consideration  for  others.  Even  now,  when 
she  has  a  chance  to  help  the  empty-headed  young  scion 
of  a  Pittsburg  house  of  wealth  whose  unhappy  fate  it 
was  to  fall  under  her  sway,  she  turns  upon  him  and 
gives  evidence  harmful  to  his  cause. 

It  is  an  unpleasant  subject  and  an  unpleasant  picture, 
not  to  be  dwelt  upon  with  comfort  or  profit.  It  is  per- 
haps useless  to  speculate  upon  how  much  happier  her  life 
could  have  been  had  she  lived  it  in  a  humdrum  fashion 
of  respectability,  for  it  is  exceedingly  doubtful  whether, 
even  after  all  the  horrors  that  have  surrounded  her,  she 
would  sacrifice  the  glittering  pkasures  that  money  has 
brought  her  to  go  back  and  live  a  life  of  humble  con- 
tentment if  she  had  the  chance.  But  the  story  shows, 
after  all,  that  the  glittering  bauble  of  luxury  and  riches 
which  she  coveted  and  gained  was  tawdry  and  hollow 
when  she  got  it,  and  that  if  she  had  sense  enough  to 
see  it  her  life  would  have  been  happier  had  she  chosen 
the  well-trodden  path  of  honest  labor  and  contented 
domesticity  in  a  worker's  cottage.

At  the  recent 
session  of  the  legislature  the  appro- 
priation fur  this  work  was  made,  and 
lor  the  first  time  it  is  being  carried 
forward  in  our  state,  with  Mrs.  Stark- 
weatlier  ac  the  head  and  an  efficient 
corps  of  workers.  I  notice  that  in  an 
interview  in  your  paper  this  week  Mrs. 
Starkweather  says  that  tlie  greatest 
effort  will  be  to  make  the  employers 
of  the  state  realize  tliat  this  inspection 
and  the  entire  work  of  the  state  labor 
bureau  is  of  as  vital  importance  to 
the  employer  as  it  can  ever  be  to  the 
worker.  1  wish  tliat  Duluth  miglit  do 
everything  in  its  power  to  lielp  fn  this 
work.  Tliere  is,  it  seems  to  me,  an- 
other field  here  for  which  to  strive  for 
first  honors,  that  Duluth  might  be 
known  as  a  center  where  the  best  pos- 
sible conditions  surround  its  women 
workers,  and  where  great  thought  Is 
taken  for  the  welfare  of  its  children 
to  keep  them  from  premature  labor, 
and  to  strictly  enforce  the  truancy 
laws.

THE  STORM. 

What  a  wastrel  nature  is  at  times,  to  be  sure!  Here 
she  left  Duluth  for  a  month  with  scarcely  a  drop  of  rain, 
until  the  lawns  had  their  lustrous  green  diinmed  to  dingy 
brown,  until  the  gardens  were  on  the  point  of  perishing, 
until  it  was  hard  to  tell  a  trout  stream  from  a  dewy 
road;  and  then,  when  it  seemed  that  there  was  to  be  a 
summer  without  rain,  the  heavens  suddenly  open  up  and 
enough  rain  falls  in  a  couple  of  days  to  do  for  an  entire 
year.  Surely  this  isn't  systematizing  matters  the  way 
orderly  human  beings  like  to  see  it  done. 

Probably  Duluth  was  never  visited  by  such  a  disas- 
trous storm  since  its  site  was  occupied  by  white  men; 
certainly  it  hasn't  had  such  an  experience  in  the  memory 
of  present  residents,  even  though  greater  rainfalls  have 
been  recorded  in  a  similar  time.  The  rainfall  in  the  forty- 
eight  hours  ending  at  7  o'clock  this  morning  was  6.66 
inches.  The  record  for  twenty-four  hours  is  4.19  inches, 
in  July,  1897,  and  only  3.32  inches  fell  in  the  last  twenty- 
four  hours.  No  previous  storm,  however,  has  done  so 
much  injury  to  property. 

The  damage  is,  at  present,  beyond  calculation.  It  will 
be  days  before  the  full  extent  of  it  is  footed  up,  but  it  is 
evident  today  that  seven  figures  will  be  needed  to  express 
it,  for  the  damage  to  streets  and  roads  alone  is  estimated 
at  a  million,  downtown  merchants  suffered  heavy  losses 
from  llooded  basements,  and  scarcely  a  household  in  the 
city  escaped  injury.  In  spite  of  many  adventures,  rang- 
ing from  tragedy  to  comedy,  the  only  lives  reported  lost 
are  those  of  two  small  children  which  were  swept  out  of 
their  mother's  arms  while  she  was  seeking  safety  for 
them,  and  that  of  a  West  Duluth  child.

It  is  unlaw- 
ful for  anybody,  even  a  settler,  to  kill  a  moose  out  of 
season;  but  there  are  laws  of  hospitality  which  this  game 
ward.Mi  violated  that  are  higher  even  than  the  game  laws, 
and  no  matter  how  great  an  offender  against  tlie  game 
laws  this  settler  may  have  been,  the  game  warden  is  a 
greater  violator  of  the  laws  that  regulate  amiable  human 
relationships. 

The  policy  of  the  state  toward  a  settler  who  kills  a 
deer  or  moose  to  provide  meat  for  himself  and  his  family 
should  not  be  severe.  The  settler  is  doing  a  great  work 
for  the  state,  and  he  has  a  hard  enougli  row  to  hoe.  He 
is  far  from  the  butcher  shop,  and  fresh  meat  is  a  rarity 
on  his  table.  The  sum  this  settler  was  fined  is  a  very 
largo  ;imount  of  money  to  the  average  homesteader  on 
cut-over  huid.s,  and  unless  he  was  a  persistent  and  wanton 
violator  of  the  g;ime  laws,  his  sentence  was  unduly 
severe.

A  TIMELY  REPORT. 

Just  when  the  conference  committee  was  getting  to- 
gether to  arrange  a  tariff  bill  came  a  report  from  the 
treasury  department  showing  that  the  itnportations  of 
material  for  use  in  manufacturing  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30  will  exceed  in  bulk  and  value  those  of  any 
previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  country.  The  figures 
are  complete  only  for  eleven  months,  but  these  are  so 
prodigious  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  year  broke 
a  record. 

This  is  good  news,  and  interesting  news,  too.  It 
shows  that  manufacturers  are  getting  ready  for  big  busi- 
ness; and  it  shows,  too,  that  they  did  not  anticipate  any 
large  reduction  in  the  tariff  on  these  articles,  else  they 
would  have  waited  for  the  reduction  before  buying.  But 
then  of  course  nobody  expected  any  reduction  in  the 
tariff,  except  for  a  few  fieeting  moments  during  the  cam- 
paign when  Aldrich  and  Cannon  were  for  the  time  for- 
gotten, and  the  Republican  party  was  professing  its 
friendship  for  the  consumer  whose  vote  it  needed. 

One  reason  for  the  large  imports  is  that  they  were 
bought  at  unusually  low  prices.  For  instance,  tinplate 
in  1909  averaged  2.8  cents  per  pound  against  3.3  cents  in 
1907,  raw  silks  averaged  $3.40  per  pound  as  against  $4.20, 
and  leaf  tobacco  cost  94  cents  per  pound  against  $l,0o2 
in  1908,  $1,137  in  1907  and  $1.27  in  1895. 

Coitimenting  on  these  prices,  the  Pittsburg  Dispatch 
says:  "This  is  a  remarkable  reduction  in  foreign  prices, 
and  the  issue  of  the  treasury  statement  at  this  time  will 
doubtless  suggest  to  the  tariff  committee  on  conference 
that  the  highest  import  duty  proposed  by  their  house  on 
the  articles  named  shall  stand." 

We  think  we  catch  the  drift  of  that  suggestion.  The 
idea  is,  of  course,  that  it  will  immediately  occur  to  the 
members  of  the  conference  committee  that  in  order  to 
prevent  the  American  people  from  getting  the  benefit  of 
these  low  prices,  it  is  essential  that  the  tariff  on  these 
articles  shall  be  increased,  so  that  the  manufacturers 
that  bought  them  will  have  an  excuse  for  putting  prices 
of  the  finished  products  up  to  a  level  that  will  enable 
them  to  keep  for  themselves  all  the  saving  involved  in 
this  year's  buying  abroad.  Very  clear,  indeed;  and  very 
logical,  too,  since  it  is  so  plain  that  the  consumer  does 
not  figure  at  all  in  the  deliberations  of  American  states- 
men of  today. 

Jjut  whatever  the  cause  and  whatever  the  effect,  the 
magnitude  of  the  iinports  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended 
attracts  attention  and  will  excite  discussion.  Of  raw  silk 
the  imports  will  be  about  23,000,000  pounds  at  a  value  of 
$/9,(X)0,000,  when  $70,000,000  at  higher  prices  was  the 
highest  value  in  any  previous  year.  Raw  wool  importa- 
tions amount  to  $256,500,000  pounds,  wliich  was  only 
exceeded  by  that  of  1897,  when  anticipations  of  an  ad- 
vance in  the  tariff  led  to  enormous  imports.  Tobacco  of 
all  kinds  amounts  to  37,5lX).000  pounds  as  against  32,000,- 
000  pounds  in  1907,  the  largest  in  any  previous  year. 
Hides  will  amount  to  7,000,000  pounds  more  than  the 
previous  highest  year's  imports,  and  of  pig  tin  the  im- 
ports will  be  90,000,000  pounds,  which  is  10,000,000  pounds 
more  than  in  1908,  but  less  than  in  1906-07.  the  highest 
previous  year  being  1907  with  96,000,000  pounds.

000  has  been  reduced  to  not  more  tlinn 
,^50  OOIKOOO  by  cutting,  clearing  and  tire 
Is  the  first  Impressive  statement.  These 
tigures  show  less  strikingly  what  de- 
struction lias  been  wrought,  however, 
than  does  the  declaration  that  where 
was  once  a  total  stand  of  5.200  billion 
feet  o<"  saw  limber  there  remains  a 
stand  of  onlv  about  2.500  billion  feet. 
The  forests  have  been  reduced  by  3u 
per    cent,    tlie    stand    by    52    per    cent. 

We  are  cutting  our  forests  three 
times  as  fast  as  they  grow.  We  take 
•^tO  cubic  feet  of  wood  per  capita  an 
nually  from  our  forests,  where 
many  takes  but  37  cubic  feet 
France  but  2.=».  Germany  has  learned 
the  lesson  of  forest  renewal,  with  no 
better"  soil    or   stock    than   ours. 

Even  on  an  acreage  reduced  an- 
other 100.000.000  by  the  opening  of 
new  farms,  as  much  wood  as  a  popula- 
tion much  greater  than  our  pre.sent 
one  will  really  need  can  be  maintained 
by  proper  forestatlon.

St.  Cloud  Times:  We  notice  in  a 
Twin  Citv  paper  an  article,  credited 
to  the  Fairmont  Sentinel  (F.  A.  Day's 
paper),  wiiich  severely,  Intemperately 
and  foolishly  attacks  the  supreme 
court's  decision  as  to  tlie  "pork  bar- 
rel."

Colombo,  Ceylon,  Visits 

Zenith  City. 

Is  Tombing  America  in  the 

Interests  of  Theosophical 

Society. 


C.  Jinarajadasa,  B.  A.,  a  native  of 
Colombo,  Cjyljn,  India,  and  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  Eng- 
land, is  at  the  Spalding  today.  Mr. 
Jinarajadasa  comes  to  Duluth  in  the 
interests  of  the  Theosophical  society, 
of  which  there  are  over  ninety  bran- 
ches in  this  country.  He  has  been  en- 
gaged In  the  work  since  graduating 
from   college   and   receiving   his   degree. 

this  being  his  second  trip  to  this  coun- 
try. 

There  is  a  great  change  going  on 
in  India  at  the  present  time,  according 
to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Jinarajadasa, 
who  says  that  the  civilization  of  the 
Ue.st  has  left  its  impression  on  the 
minds  of  the  natives  of  India.  Hercto- 
tore  many  of  the  natives  have 
education  from  the  priests, 
.linarajadas  says  tliey  have 
ceiyed  the  modern    education. 

They  wan:,  a  hand  in  the  government 
of  India,  and  the  agitation  in  India  at 
the  present  time  is  over  the  fact  tlia^ 
the  natives  desire  to  have  some  voice 
in    their    government. 

When  Mr.  Jinarajadasa  went  to 
Cambridge  there  were  only  about  three 
native  Indians  at  tlie  university  Now 
he  says  there  are  many  more.  It  is 
the  education  that  the  young  men  are 
receiving  in  the  great  schools,  their 
contact  with  Western  ideas,  and  the 
realization  of  the  people  that  tliey  are 
not  receiving  rei)resentative  govern- 
ment, that  Is  causing  the  people  of 
India  to  desire  some  change  In  the 
present   order   of   government   in    India. 

Mr.  Jinarajadasa  says  that  Kngland 
has  no  desire  to  lose  control  of  the 
offices  it  holds  in  India  at  the  present 
time,  nor  has  the  Knglish  government 
any  intention  of  losing  any  control 
over  the  natives.

Water  Diverted  Against  New 

Building  Washed  It 

Away. 


As  the  result  of  what  is  said  to  be 
a  neighborhood  row,  the  new  Hat  build- 
ing being  built  on  the  upper  side  of 
Fifth  street  between  Third  and  Fourth 
avenues  west,  Is  almost  a  total  wreck, 
and  the  owner,  Charles  Berini,  is  out 
several  thousand  dollars. 

The  feud  between  Mr.  Berini  and  a 
neighbor,   dates    back   some    time. 

As  St  means  of  getting  even  Mr.  Ber- 
inl's  enemy,  it  is  claimed,  last  night 
turned  the  water  from  his  lot  to  the 
lot  of  his  neighbor,  and  washed  brick 
walls,  foundation,  and  all,  out  on  Fifth 
street.  A  part  of  the  wall  is  still  in 
the  street,  and  some  of  the  brick  work 
was  washed   away  entirely. 

At  this  point  on  Fifth  street,  the 
upper  side  of  the  street  Is  a  steep  cliff 
and  when  the  rain  came.  It  wa:>lied 
down  tlie  sleep  embankment  in  tor- 
rents. 

The  neighbor's  lot.  it  is  claimed,  lavs 
in  the  direct  path  of  the  natural  course 
of  the  water,  and  he  therefore  usual- 
ly gets  more  than  his  share  of  it.  This 
angers  him  and  he  has  on  several  occa- 
sions trained  the  water  so  as  to  make 
it  flow  on  the  higher  lots  of  his 
nelghJiors. 

Before  Berini  had  started  building 
his  flat  he  had  talked  of  having  Ids 
enemy's  house  and  as  the  latter  was 
very  anxious  to  sell  this  pleased  him 
Immensely. 

Later,  however,  Berini  decided  that 
the  lot  was  too  low,  that  tiie  damage 
from  the  overflow  of  water  from  the 
hilltop    would    be    too    great. 

This  angered  the  owner,  and  last 
night,  shortly  after  the  rain  com- 
menced to  come  down  in  torrents,  he 
hauled  heavy  logs  across  his  lot  and 
trained  the  watir  on  Berini's  land,  it 
is  said.  Tlie  waterfall,  wliicli  would 
naturally  have  been  lieavv,  was  in- 
creased many  times,  and  It  ru.shod 
with  renewed  force  on  the  new  build- 
ing. The  heavy  stones  used  hi  the 
building  of  the  basement  were  torn 
from  their  places  and  carried  out  into 
the  street,  the  four  or  five  feet  of  brick 
work  that  had  been  done  crumbled,  fell 
and  joined  the  heavier  pieces  in  the 
.street,  or  went  rolling  merrily  down 
the  street  to  And  lodging  witli  the 
other  debris  on  Superior  and  Michigan 
streets. 

Tlie  cement  used  in  putting  up  the 
walls  was  not  yet  dry  and  the  water 
met  with  but  little  resistance  wImmi  it 
commenced  pouring  through  the  struc- 
ture. 

.  The  neighbor  says  that  he  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  training  of  the  wa- 
ter on  Mr.  Berini's  flat,  but  other 
neighbors  say  tliat  the  logs  and  other 
material  used  In  turning  the  water 
were  yesterday  far  below  the  point  in 
wliich  they  were  found  this  morning. 
Ihey  argue  that  the  logs  could  not 
have  rolled  themselves  up  the  hill  and 
turned  the  water  from  a  lower  point  to 
a    higher  one. 

It  Is  said  that  this  morning  the  man 
was  out  early  to  remove  traces  of  the 
work  by  clearing  away  the  dam.

It  comes  up  early  in  the  spring  and 
llowers  at  a  time  when  the  grass  Is 
most  abundant  and  succulent.  Of 
course  It  is  liable  to  be  cut  down  by 
the  scythe,  but  much  more  likely  Is  It 
"n,^^   bitten    off  by   grazing  animals, 

ibe  violets  that  come  In  the  spring 
either  do  not  seed  at  all,  or  very  spar- 
nigl.v,  so  that  if  the  plant  relied  on  its 
spring  llowers  for  seed  it  would  prob- 
ai>ly  perish  off  the  earth  in  a  very  few 
years.  ' 

But  in  the  late  fall  the  plant  bears 
another  crop  of  blossoms  that  are  never 
seen  save  by  the  professional  botanist, 
ihey  are  very  small,  utterly  insignifi- 
cant in  appearance,  and  grow  either 
jiist  or  ))elow  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
These  are  the  flowers  which  produce 
the  seeds  for  the  next  season.  The 
ilowers  on  long  stems  blooming  in 
spring  are  only  for  show;  the  hidden 
flowers  are  for  use,  and  the  number 
of  seeds  they  bear  may  be  judged  from 
the  ease  with  which  a  wild  violet  bed 
spreads. 

When  the  seeds  are  ripe  the  pod  ex- 
plodes, scattering  them  to  a  consider- 
able distance,  often  to  ten  or  twelve 
feet  from  the  parent  plant,  so  that  in 
spite  of  its  boasted  modestv  the  violet 
not  only  takes  care  of  itself  but  be- 
comes a  trouldesonie  aggressor.

He 
saw  ai;  the  works  of  Idolatry  in  tem- 
ple, and  shrine,  and  statue,  and  altar. 
So  many  were  the  gods  they  cherished 
ihat  they  defied  abstraction  and  calle  I 
him  the  "Unknown  God,"  in  hope  of 
thereby  being  on  good  terms  with 
•'whom  it  mlgiit  concern."  Without  the 
true  God  their  natural  genius  had  not 
been  able  to  pre.serve  nor  reproduce  its 
best  fruits,  and  tliey  were  a  nation  o; 
curiosity  seekers  in'  philosophy.  Kach 
man  wa.s  a  di.sputant.  The  lack  of 
business  employnifiils  made  them 
idlers.  "IMillosoiiliy  liuil  degenerated 
into  sopliistry.  art  into  dilettantism, 
oratory  into  rhetoric,  poetry  into  verse- 
niaklng.  It  was  a  cltv  living  wholly  on 
Its  past.  "  The  market  place  wa.s  full 
tif  ragged  orators  and  learned  beggars. 
In  the  synagogue  Paul  preached.  In 
the  market  place  he  joined  the  disputa- 
tious crowd  and  preached  Christ.  The 
two  schools  of  philosophers,  epicurean 
und  stoic,  had  a  di.spute  with  liim,  wliile 
many  of  tlicm  called  him  a  "babbler,  '  a 
"seed  piokt-r,"  like  a  bird,  picking  up  a 
seed  of  idea  here  and  there,  and  now 
trying  to  advocate  it.  He  had  som  ^ 
interest  for  tlu  m  in  tliat  he  told  them 
"some  new  thing,'  namely  the  resur- 
rection of  Cliri.'5t.

I. 

His  Argument  on  Mars  Hill.     22-26. 

"And  I'aul  stood  in  the  midst  of  the 
Areopagus   and    said, 

"Ye  men  of  Athens,  in  all  things  T 
perceive   that   ye   are    very   religious. 

"For  a.«  1  pa^=sed  along,  and  observed 
the  objects  of  your  worsliip,  1  found 
also  an  altar  with  this  inscription,  To 
an  Unknown  God.  What  therefore  ye 
worship  in  ignorance,  this  I  set  forth 
unto  you.  The  God  that  made  the 
world  and  all  things  there,  He,  he- 
ijii*-  I>ord  o!  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth 
not  in  temples  made  with  liands;  neltii- 
er  is  He  served  by  men  s  hands,  ai 
though  He  needed  cTiytJiing,  seeing  He 
hini.seif  giveth  to  all  life,  atjd  breath, 
and  all  things;  and  He  made  of  ou'^ 
every  nation  of  men  to  dwell  on  .all  the 
face  of  tlie  earth,  having  determined 
their  appointed  seasons,  and  the  bounds 
of  thfcir  hsbitatfon." 

1.  The    Novelty   of   It. 

Tlie  novelty  of  his  teaching  won  for 
him  a  formal  liearing  on  tlie  "Hill  of 
Mars,"  wliere  tlie  liigh  court  sat.  It 
seems  to  liave  been  by  the  arrange- 
nient  of  the  leading  Stoics  and  Epicur- 
eans that  he  was  invited  away  from 
tlie  noises  of  the  market  place,  wliere 
only  conversation  was  possible,  to  a 
place  where  a  mere  elaborate  state- 
ment of  his  doctrine  could  be  made. 
Kvery  speecli  of  laul  sliows  his  re- 
markable skill  ni  adapting  himself  to 
his  audience.  In  every  case  he  starl.- 
witii  what  liis  hearers  already  know, 
and  ad\-ancec  to  wi'at  lie  wants  them 
to  know,  and  then  to  what  they  must 
do.  iieoall  his  speeches  at  Antloch 
in    Pisidia    and    I.ysira. 

2.  His    Conciliatory   Attitude. 

His  first  words  are  conciliatory.  He 
must  have  said,  "(Gentlemen  of  Athens," 
in  pleasant  tones  tliat  reminded  them 
of  the'r  own  great  orators.  Instead 
of  "somewhat  superstitious,"  the  word 
he  used  could  be  translated  "very  re- 
ligious," Just  as  well,  and  it  's  no 
iloubt  juh:t  what  he  meant.  Tliose 
Ailienians  were  very  careful  in  religion 
to  consider  all  the  gods  and  to  seek 
to  know  them  all.  Paul  could  well  say 
that  they  were  "more  than  others  re- 
spectful of  what  is  divine."  It  would 
secure  their  good  will  in  advance  and 
piepare  them  to  receive  some  other 
truths  not  so  palatable.  Paul  was  a 
gentleman,  and  he  was  very  tactful— 
"all  things  to  all  men." 

The  proof  of  their  religlousne-'s  he 
gives  th(;m.  He  saw  an  altar  to  every 
known  god  and,  as  if  they  must  not 
leave  any  out,  they  included  the  one 
they  did  not  yet  know,  if  there  w.as 
such  a  god.  It  was  a  reinarkablo  con- 
cession for  the  Athenians  to  make 
with  their  national  conceit,  especially 
their  pride  of  Intellect.  Their  confes- 
sion of  inorance  is  Paul's  chance  to  en- 
lighten them  without  exciting  preju- 
dice. There  is  one  thing  they  want  to 
know  something  about — that  "unknown 
God" — and  tliat  i.s  the  one  subject  he 
liad  come  to  Athens  to  talk  about. 
Thero  is  one  thing  they  confess  Ignor- 
ance about,  and  he  can  address  him- 
self to  their  ignorance.  Paul  sees  the 
weak  spot  in  tlieir  defense,  and  trains 
his  for-e  upon  it.  ,He  sees  the  open 
gate   and    enters   the    citadel. 

3.  His  Demands  on  Them. 

But  tills  unknown  God  Is  not  un- 
known to  all  men,  for  Paul  knows  Him 
(this  Is  promising  to  the  Athenians). 
He  made  all  things  (good,  so  far,  they 
think  to  theuKselves) ;  He  is  Lord  or 
Master  of  all  things  (not  so  bad,  his 
auditors  think,  though  they  have  al- 
ways taught  that  a  multitude  of  dieties 
were  creators);  He  cannot  be  confined 
in  temples;  He  cannot  be  cared  for  by 
men's  hands,  their  fanes  and  shrines 
for  offerings,  on  which  they  laid  gifts 
that  would  bring  Him  under  obliga- 
tions to  them  v.ere  wrong,  since  He 
had  originally  given  all  these  things  to 
them  and  v.  as  daily  giving  every  valu- 
able thing  (sensation);  He  had  made 
all  people  of  one  substance,  and  instead 
of  being  governed  by  them  He  was 
taking  a  control  over  them  that  was 
more  powerful  than  fate,  and  yet  wise 
and   fatherly. 

4.  Treading  on   Dangerous  Ground. 
Tliis  was  a  great  deal  of  information 

about  the  unknown  God,  more  than 
they  wanted.  It  cut  through  former 
Ideas;  It  smote  their  conceit;  It  bade 
tiiem  go  out  of  His  place  and  get  into 
their  own.  If  we  had  any  fears  that 
Paul  would  carry  his  policy  of  con- 
ciiiation  so  far  as  to  sacrifice  truth, 
we  can  dismiss  them.  As  a  philosophy 
of  God,  however,  it  cannot  be  very 
objectionable  to  them,  except  tiiey 
could  not  think  that  they  were  made 
of  the  same  material  as  the  rest  of 
the  world.  "Greeks  and  barbarians" 
was  tiieir  classification  of  people.  If 
all  men  were  made  by  Him,  and  made 
of  the  same  clay,  and  equally  had  His 
c?re,  tiiey,  the  Athenians,  were  low 
ered  from  their  position  of  pre-eminent 
Importance.  Kach  nation  had  its  deitv, 
and  was,  therefore,  a  favorite  with  at 
least  one  god.  In  Minerva,  the  god- 
dess of  wisdom,  Athens  had  at  least 
one  partial  deity.  Be  careful,  Paul; 
vou  started  out  with  your  audience, 
hut  you  are  now  In  Imminent  peril  of 
losing  them.

2.     God's  Inexorable  Demand. 

At  this  point  Paul  begins  to  be  some- 
thing more  than  a  pliilosopher  like 
themselves.  He  is  an  ambassador,  and 
lie  has  an  imperative  message;  God 
commands  men  to  repent.  This  implies 
sin,  and  that  was  a  new  thing  to  tiie 
Greeks.  Up  to  this  point  Paul  does  not 
seem  to  have  told  them  the  need  of  an 
atoning  Savior,  though  he  had  been 
preaching  Jesus  in  the  "market  place,  ' 
nor  the  fact  of  sin;  but  it  may  be  this 
is  only  a  synopsis  of  what  he  said,  or, 
perhaps,  he  was  getting  ready  10  make 
a  climax  of  his  speech  with  those  two 
facts.  The  command  to  repent  Implies 
sin.  ^    . 

The  urgency  of  the  command  is  de- 
rived from  a  sight  of  the  judgment,  and 
tlie  judge  is  the  Man  whom  He  had 
chosen,  and  God's  proof  to  all  men  that 
the  appointed  Man  Is  to  judge,  in  that 
He  iiad  raised  Him  from  the  dead.

Some  Sncerers  and  Some  Converts. 

"Now  when  they  heard  of  the  resur- 
rection of  tlie  dead,  some  mocked,  but 
others  said.  We  will  hear  thee  con- 
cerning this  vet  again.  Thus  Paul  went 
out  from  among  them.  But  certain 
men  clave  unto  him,  and  believed; 
among  whom  also  was  Dionysius  the 
Areopagitc,  and  a  woman  named  Dam- 
aris,  and  others  with  them." 

1,     The   Savior   of  Death. 

All  along  it  was  rapidly  growing 
more  hopeless  for  Paul.  His  use  of 
the  word  "Ignorant,"  which  they  had 
unwittingly  given  him,  grew  irntating 
as  his  speech  went  on,  implying  as^  it 
did  that  thev  could  not  perceive  a  God 
so  near  as  he  represented  Him;  the  im- 
plication that  their  national  care  of  the 
gods  was  a  mistake  offended  them;  the 
demand  for  repentance— they  resented 
it;  to  be  judged  by  a  man  was  ludic- 
rously preposterous;  the  resurrection  of 
that  man  from  the  dead  is  an  irrational 
ridiculous  delusion;  to  be  put  on  a  level 
in  all  this  nonsense  with  all  other  peo- 
ple i.«  an  unpardonable  affront. 

With  one  Impulse  they  expressed 
their  satletv  with  .''uch  nonsense  by 
leaving  him"  in  the  midst  of  his  speech. 
This  was  a  very  unhappy  experience 
with  Paul,  to  be  treated  with  Indif- 
ference If  they  had  taken  enough  in- 
terest in  his  speech  to  stone,  or  beat 
or  imprison  him,  he  would  have  felt 
he  was  doing  something.  But  he  was 
not  prepared  to  be  let  alone.  He  went 
out  from  them,  we  might  almost  say, 
whipped.  His  speech  was  a  compara- 
tive failure.  He  displayed  the  most 
consummate  skill  in  addressing  them. 
The  cause  of  failure  was  not  in  him 
nor  God,  nor  His  truth,  but  In  them 
In  them  the  greatest  wisdom,  talent 
and  artistic  taste  had  become  tlie 
powerful  agent  in  their  degeneration, 
and  the  wreckage  was  ^most  awful 
among  them.  Most  of  them  laughed 
heartily  at  his  silly  idea  of  the  resur- 
rection and  some  of  them  were  polite 
enough"  to  ask  him  to.^'itop,  by  telling 
him   they   wanted   to   hear   him  another

in  righteousness  by  the  man  whom  He 
liath  ordained;  whereof  He  hath  given 
assurance  unto  all  men,  in  tliat  He  hath 
raised    Him    from    the    Dead." 

1.  Their  Ine.\cusable  Ignorance. 
He  makes  his  first  application,  and 
for  tlie  tlrst  time  discloses  a  duty  to 
these  Athenians.  God's  providential 
eare  had  one  aim — to  lead  these  people 
to  seek  after  Him.  The  revelation  of 
this  purpose  is  the  meaning  of  all  his- 
t(vry.  The  discipline  of  their  failures 
should  lead  them  to  God.  The  encour- 
agement to  the  seeker,  then  and  now, 
is  that  God  is  not  far  from  any  one. 
Their  philosophers,  when  they  recog- 
nized them  at  all,  had  Him  fastened  in 
temples  or  subordinate  to  His  own  cre- 
ation— not  near  to  their  breathing 
hearts;  and  tliis  teaching  of  Paul  is 
not  very  palatable,  even  though,  in 
(iuocations  from  two  of  their  own 
poets,  he  shows  that  they  regard  them- 
selves as  His  offspring.  The  poet  sees 
deeper  and  thinks  truer  tlian  the  phil- 
osopher. Their  noblest  thought  had  dis- 
covered their  kinslilp  with  God.  This 
is  not  pantheism  either.  Aratus  of 
Tarsus  and  Cleantli^  the  Stoic  are 
the  poets  from  whoifT  lie  quotes.  The 
i;odhead,  or  deity,  is  not  like  material 
things.  If  we  are  not.  If  God  Is  still 
"unknown,"  it  is  not  because  He  has 
hidden  himself  or  is  not  near.  The 
fault  Is  with  men. 

This  fault  of  ignorance  of  God  has 
been  dealt  with  very  kindly  by  Him  in 
the  past,  but  for  special  reasons  He 
will  no  longer  overlook  it.  In  fact,  he 
proposes  that  they  shall  repent — 
change  their  mind,  with  *all  that  it  in- 
volves of  acute  consciousness  of  sin, 
sorrow  for  it,  and  reliance  on  the  for- 
giving   Savior — and    the    ignorance    to

woman,  and  were  the  representatives 
of  a  few  others.

This  made  them  will- 
ing enough  to  tolerate  the  advances  Oi 
any  one  bringing  before  them  a  new 
doctrine;  and  as  long  as  Paul  wa.s 
merely  developing  the  speculative  part 
of  his  message  they  listened  to  him 
with  pleasure.  Their  interest  seemed 
to  deepen,  and  at  last  a  multitude  of 
them  conveyed  him  to  Mars  Hill,  in  the 
very  center  of  the  splendors  of  their 
city  and  requested  a  full  statement  of 
his  fj-Uh.- Stalker.

— (Spe- 
cial to  Tlie  Herald.)— The  rain  yester- 
day was  the  lioaviest  here  in  years,  all 
tho  creeks  being  out  of   their  banks. 

The  Sixth  avenue  creek  In  the  city 
flooded  many  yards,  but  did  little 
damage.  The  power  plant  of  the  Iron 
liange  road  was  put  out  of  commis- 
sion for  a  short  time  on  account  of 
being  flooded  and  the  tracks  were 
damaged  by  washouts  In  manv  places, 
but  not  bad  enough  to  delav  traffic 
north  of  here.  Tlie  liglitning  sti-uck 
a  few  places  about  town  with  but  light 
damage,  the  worst  being  to  a  con- 
c-rete  mixer  on  Fourth  avenue,  owned 
by  Contractor  J.  OConnell  of  Duluth, 
which  was  struck.  No  ore  trains  ar- 
rived yesterday  forenoon  and  only 
twenty  came  in   during  the  entire  day. 

Between  here  and  Duluth  the  rain 
was  the  worst,  damaging  the  track, 
so  it  was  necessary  to  annul  all  log 
tr.ains  and  the  passenger  leaving  Du- 
luth at  7:30  a.  m.  and  due  here  at 
S::55  a.  m.,  did  not  arrive  until  1:45  p. 
m.,  over  five  hours  late  in  twenty- 
seven  miles. 

The  Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota 
railway  suffered  considerable  damage, 
two  bridges  at  the  north  end  of  their 
line  beiiiK  waslied  out  and  their  bridge 
over  the  Knife  river  near  Knife  River 
station  being  moved  out  of  line  so 
trains  cannot  cross  until  repairs  are 
made.

— Work  on  the  powder 
plant  that  Is  to  be  operated  by  the 
E.  I.  Dupont  Powder  company,  is  being 

rushed  to  the  utmost  and  In  all  prob- 
aVdlity  it  will  be  completed  early  next 
summer. 

The  site  secured  by  the  company  in 
which  to  build  the  plant  Is  about  five 
miles  east  of  Hibbing  and  on  tlie 
border  of  I^ake  Carey.

"Will  vour  grace  do  me  the  favor 
to  bring  "me  my  coffee  at  9  o'clock  to- 
morrow?' would  strike  an  American 
bellboy  with  dismay,  but  it  is  the  lit- 
eral translation  of  the  Spanish  re- 
quest. ,  .  .  ,  . 
Never  tell  a  beggar  to  clear  out.  but 
say  that  you  have  left  your  purse  at 
home  and  that  you  will  remember 
tomorrow;  or,  gently  murmur 
God  will  reward  him.  whereat  he 
smile,    thank    you    and    depart. 

These  same  beggars,  which  sprirrg? 
up  on  every  side,  seem  to  liave  a  code 
of  etiquette  we  could  not  fathom.  Af- 
ter two  or  three  days  there  were  a 
few  who  begged  only  from  me,  two 
or  threa  others  who  besought  Jean. 
Evidently  we  were  understood  to  be 
the  patrons  of  certain  beggars  who, 
cut  of  a  crowd  of  mendicants,  were  the 
only  ones  to  appoi-ach  us.  who  would 
tfke  their  dole  with  thanks,  or  :f  we 
said  "to-morrow,"  would  smilingly 
back   away    at   once. 

The  poorest  people  go  bareheaded, 
but  of  whatever  class  the  hair  is 
teautifullv  dressed.  A  Spanish  lady 
rarely  goes  Into  the  street  alone. 
Either  lier  duenna  or  some  relative  Is 
constantly  with  her.  as  she  goes  often 
to   mass,   rarely   to   shop   or  walk. 

Those  who  drive  wear  Parisian  hats, 
1  ut  no  one  wears  a  hat  to  a  bullfight, 
alwavs  the  mantilla;  and  to  the  gala 
bullfights  a  white  mantilla.  Once  a 
\ear,  on  Good  Friday,  every  woman, 
even  the  Queen,  wears  the  maatilla 
as  sho  walks  to  church.  They  told 
us  that  no  carriage  was  driven  on  that 
Oay.  . 

The  Spanish  train  averages  possibly 
twenty  miles  an  hour — to  allow  one  to 
make  time  exposures  of  the  scenery, 
perhaps.

Rhubarb  in  Season. 

At  this  season  there  is  a  plentiful 
supply  of  rhubarb  to  be  had,  and  it 
is  both  cheap  and  wholesome.  l\«>e  it 
tlieiefore.  but  do  not  tire  your  house- 
liolds  with  rhubarl)  pie  and  stewed 
rhubarb,  for  there  are  many  otiier  ap- 
petising ways  of  cooking  It,  advises  an 
excliange. 

Khiibarb   Preserve 

Required:  Six  pounds  of  rhubarb, 
six  pounds  of  preserving  sugar,  three 
teaspoonfuls  each  of  grated  lemon  rind 
and  powdered  ginger;  wipe,  peel,  and 
cut  the  rhuharh  into  two-inch  lengths. 
Put  it  in  a  deep  earthenware  pan  witli 
tiie  lemon  peel,  ginger,  and  sugar,  and 
leave  till  next  day.  Then  strain  off 
the  juice,  and  let  it  boil  for  twentv 
minutes  before  putting  in  the  fruli. 
Boll  gently  till  tender.  Pour  Into  clean 
hot  jars  and  cover  with  wliite  paper, 
brushed  over  with  white  of  egg. 
Rhubarb  Fool 

Required:  One  pound  of  rhubarb,  one 
egg,  one  breakfast  cupful  of  milk,  one 
tcaspoonful    of    Hour,    sugar    to    taste. 

Stew  the  rhubarb  with  sugar,  and 
when  tender  p.ass  through  a  sieve.  If 
the  rhubarb  be  very  juicv  do  not  use  al) 
the  liquor  or  the  fool  will  be  too  thin. 
Now  make  a  custard  with  the  break- 
fastcupful  of  milk,  the  dour  and  egg. 
Stir  over  tiie  fire  till  it  thickens  and 
tastes  cooked.  Leave  till  cold,  and 
then  stir  it  into  the  <-<dd  rtiubarb  pulp, 
adding  more  sugar  if  necessary.  Serve 
it  in  a  glass  dish,  and  sweet  biscuits 
with  it. 

Baked    Rhiiharb   Pudding. 

Required:  .Six  stalk.s  of  rhuba'rb.  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  sugar  (white),  one 
egg,  half  a  pint  of  milk,  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  brown  sugar.  Stew  the  brown 
sugar  and  rhubarb  together  slowly: 
when  tender  pour  it  Into  a  batter! 
Beat  the  white  to  a  stiff  froth  and  mix 
In  lightly.  Pour  this  over  the  rliubarb 
and  bake  in  a  quick  oven  for  lialf  an 
hour.  Sprinkle  thfe  white  sugar  over, 
and  sei\e  at    once.

TIEUP  OF  THE  RAILROADS 
IS  NOW  ALMOST  COMPLETE 


Every  Road  Entering  Duluth 

Suffered  From  the 

Storm. 


No  Tickets  Are  Being  Sold 

Over  the  South  Shore 

Road. 


Last  night's  storm  further  tied  up 
the  railroads  so  that  every  road  tliat 
enters  Duluth  reports  damage  from  the 
storm  at  some  place  on  its  line.  There 
is  little  change  from  the  stalled  condi- 
tions of  yesterday,  except  that  the 
damage  has  in  some  cases  been  in- 
creased bj'  the  heavy  rainfall  of 
night. 

The    Great    Northern      railroad 

succeeded    in    making    some      progress 

with    the    wasnouis.      The    train      from 

Grand    Forks   got  in    yesterday   at   4.25 
p.   m.  Tliis   was  the    '

m.  Tliis  was  the  first  train  through 
ilie  flooded  portion  of  tl»e  Great 
Northern's  territory  for  over  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  first  Great  Northern 
train  to  leave  for  Grand  Forks  since 
the  flood  occurred,  was  the  train  that 
left  Duluth  la.st  night  at  8:55.  It  is 
believed  that  this  train  got  through  all- 
right. 

The  trouble  on  the  Great  Northern  is 
at  Fosston.  and  the  damage  tliere  is 
reported  very  lieavy.  The  train  leav- 
ing Grand  Forks  at  an  early  liour  yes- 
terday morning  got  to  Duluth  at  7 
p.    ni. 

The  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
railroad  appears  to  have  fared  worse 
tlian  tlie  otiier  roads  at  the  hands  of 
the  storm.  The  service  on  that  road 
is  at  a  standstill  and  tlie  selling  of 
tickets  lias  been  diseontinued  until 
some  arangements  can  be  made  for 
taking   care    of    the    train    service. 

Train  No.  7  of  the  South  Shore,  due 
liere  yesterday  at  10:30  a.  m,,  has  not 
been  heard  from  yet.  It  is  stalled 
.somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Thomas- 
ton,  Mieli.,  aliout  12S  miles  from  Du- 
luth. It  is  not  known  when  the  train 
ean    be    moved. 

Train  No.  5,  due  here  at  6:55  p.  m., 
is  not  here,  having  failed  to  get  in 
yesterday.  That  train  is  from  Mar- 
quette and  the  iron  country.  The  of- 
ficials of  the  road  do  not  know  when 
tb.e   train  will   get  in. 

Train  No.  6.  which  left  at  7:45  a.  m. 
yesterday,  came  back  to  the  city,  re- 
porting that  it  was  no  use  to  try  to 
get  to  the  Soo,  as  the  tracks'  were 
Impassable.  There  are  a  number  of 
South  Shore  passengers  In  the  city  to- 
day bound  for  Quebec  to  take  steam- 
ers. Their  boat  sails  Saturday  and 
if  the  people  canot  get  out  of  the  city 
this  evening   they  will   miss  their  boat. 

At  the  present  time  Soutli  Shore  of- 
ficials are  endeavoring  to  complete  ar- 
rangements with  other  roads  to  take 
the  passengers  through  to  the  Fast  by 
anotiier  route.  If  the  arrangements  are 
completed,  the  passengers  will  get  to 
Quebec  in  time  to  catch  their  steamer. 

There  Is  a  washout  on  the  Duluth. 
.Missabe  &.  Northern  railroad  at  Fifty- 
Seventh  avenue  west.  Trains  have 
been  held  up  today,  the  7:30  and  10:30 
a.  m.  trams  being  behind  their  sched- 
ule time.  It  is  believed  that  the  dam- 
age will  be  repaired  some  time  today, 
and  that  train  service  will  be  re-es- 
tiiblislied. 

The  Northern  Pacific  train  from  Ash- 
land is  not  in.  A  train  was  sent  from 
DuUitb  to  Ashlnnd  this  morning,  with 
the  Idea  t  f  meeting  the  trains  and 
i-ringing  the  Af^hland  passengers  to 
Ti'luth.  The  Omaha  service,  in  the 
vicinity     of    Ashland,     is    also    reported 


stalled,  as  's  the  service  of  other  lineH 
near  Ashland. 

The  Duluth  &  Ir<jftl  R^nge  railroad 
got  a  train  through  frcfrfi  Two  Harbora 
yesterday  and  it  is  Relieved  that  tho 
damage  on  that  line  >cah  be  quickly  re- 
paired. 

The  trains  from  Sj.  Paul  were  only 
a  trifle  late  this  morning.  The  dam- 
age to  the  tracks  ^appears  to  have 
been  limited  to  an  area  very  near  to 
Duluth.  At  least  the  Great  Northern 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  from  St.  Paul 
did    not    encounter    any    storm    signs 

The  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
between  here  and  Superior  Is  badly 
damaged  as  a  result  of  the  storm.  He- 
ports  state  that  it  will  require  some 
time  to  repair  the  damage.  In  the 
meantime  some  arrangements  will  be 
made  to  arrange  for  the  dispatching  of 
South  Shore  trains  oyer  some  other 
line.  The  Great  Northern  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroads  also  suffered 
some  damage  in  the  Duluth  yards  It 
is  not  known  at  the  present  time  just 
how  much  the  damage  will  amount  to. 
Railroad  men  state  that  the  true 
damage  will  not  be  known  for  some 
days. 

OUTLOOK  POOR 
FOR  AERONAUTS 


Federal  Economy  Policy  Will 

Prevent  Supplying  of 

Flying  Funi 

Washington,  July  22. — The  United 
States  Is  not  likely  to  make  great 
progress  In  aerial  navigation  during 
the  next  fiscal  year  a*  a  result  of  any 
encouragement  offered  inventors  by 
congress.  The  spirit  of  economy  in 
governmental  affairs,  js  now  so  pro- 
nounced as  to  discourage  even  the  ask- 
ing for  funds  by  th^  war  department 
for  the  purchase  of  'any  class  of  air- 
ships. 

Last  year  Gen.  Allen,  chief  signal 
otiicer,  advocated  an  aijpropriation  ol 
$500,000  for  experimental  work,  and 
he  succeeded  in  not  only  having  that 
estimate  sent  to  congress  by  the  wax 
department  but  in  having  it  favorably 
acted  upon  by  the  committee  of  the 
whole  house,  only  to  meet  defeat  be- 
fore the  apropriation  bill  was  passed 
by  the  house  itself.  This  year  there 
is  such  close  paring  of  all  estimate^, 
that  it  is  not  likely  that  any  money 
will  even  be  asked  for  this  purpose. 
Has    $45,000    on    Hand. 

The  board  of  ordnance  of  the  army 
now  has  $45,000  for  airship  experi- 
ments, $25,000  to  be  paid  to  the 
Wright  brothers  if  they  succeed  in 
making  a  flight  of  ten  miles  at  the 
rate  of  thirty-six  miles  an  hour  carry- 
ing one  person  besides  the  operator, 
and  $20,000  to  A.  M,  Herring  if  he 
meets  practically  similar  requirements. 
Thi.s  will  be  the  end  of  experimental 
work  unless  some  interest  in  aerial 
navigation  is  shown  by  congress  in  the 
form   of  a  liberal  appropriation.

LOSSES  ARE 
VERYHEAVY 

Underwriters  Have  Bee  Hit 

Hard  So  Far  This 

Year. 


Aurania  and  Cowle  Will  Cost 

Insurance  People  About 

$500,000. 


Eleven  freight  vessels  have  passed 
out  of  existence  so  far  this  season. 
All  the  boats  that  were  lost  were 
small  carriers  except  two.  It  has 
been  a  bad  season  for  tlie  underwrit- 
ers and  they  have  been  hit  pretty 
iiard   up  to  date. 

Two  of  the  freighters  that  were  lost 
will  coat  the  insurance  people  $500,000. 
They  were  the  steel  steamer  Aurania 
and    the    John    B.    Cowle. 

Tlie  Aurania,  which  was  owned  by 
John  Corrlgan  of  this  city,  was  sunk 
by  the  lee  in  Whiteflsh  bay  on  her  first 
trip.     She   was  insured  for  $200,000. 

The  steamer  John  B.  Cowle,  which 
was  sent  to  the  bottom  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior by  the  steamer  Isaac  M.  Scott  July 
12,  was  insured  for  $275,000.  The 
steamer  Scott,  which  was  on  her  first 
trip,  was  pretty  badly  damaged  and 
it  will  cost  pretty  close  to  $25,000  to 
repair  her.  So  the  underwriters  will 
be  called  upon  to  pay  $500,000  for  the 
two  accidents.  The  Aurania  and  Cowle 
were  fully  insured  and  were  not  in  the 
vessel  owners'  inter-insurance  plan.  Both 
boats  were  loaded  when  they  went 
down. 

It  will  take  quite  a  bank  roll  to 
settle  the  damage  done  by  the  acci- 
dent in  the  Canadian  lock  at  the  Soo. 
The  steamers  Crescent  City,  Perry 
G.  Walker  and  .A.ssiniboia,  which  were 
in  tlie  mix  up,  ail  had  to  go  to  the 
shipyard. 

The  Crescent  City,  which  is  being 
repaired  at  Toledo,  will  be  in  drydock 
five  or  six  weeks,  and  the  repairs  will 
cost  at  least  $125,000.  Nearly  all  the 
bottom  plates  of  the  steamer  had  to 
be    removed. 

The  steamer  Perry  G.  Walker, 
which  was  repaired  at  Superior,  was 
in  drydock  nearly  three  weeks.  It  is 
not  known  what  it  cost  to  repair  tiie 
lock  at  the  canal.  The  gates  were 
carried  away. 

Tiio  other  total  losses  were  small, 
but  tlie  underwriters  have  been  called 
upon  to  settle  a  number  of  big  repair 
bills.  Repairs  on  the  steamer  Ann 
Arbor  No.  4,  which  turned  tuitle  at 
Manistique,  will  cost  about  $40,000. 
The  steamer  E.  J.  Earling,  which 
stranded  on  Lake  Superior,  also  had  a 
big    repair    bill.

Appointment    Depends    on 

Bourgeois'  Arrival  in 

French  Capital 

Paris,  July  22. — Leon  Bourgeois,  for- 
mer premier  and  foreign  minister,  to 
whom  President  Fallieres  has  decided 
to    offer    the    task    of    forming    a    new 

cabinet  In  succession  to  the  Clemen- 
ceau  ministry,  was  expected  to  reach 
Paris  this  afternoon.  However,  as 
doubt  existed  as  to  whether  he  would 
accept  the  portfolio  and  as  time 
presses.  If  he  should  not  arrive  at  the 
capital  before  night,  M.  Briand,  minis- 
ter of  justice  and  worship,  was  ex- 
pected  to   be  named   premier. 

The  parliamentary  leaders  unani- 
mously agree  that  a  reconstructed 
Clemenceau  cabinet  committed  to  the 
Clemenceau  program  is  tlie  logical  so- 
lution of  the  ministerial  crisis  in  the 
face  of  the  coming  general  election. 
Head    of    Radtcala. 

M.  Bourgeois  is  recognized  as  the 
chief  of  the  Radical  party.  His  advent 
as  premier  would  not  only  be  wel- 
comed by  the  Republicans,  but  it 
would  be  certain  to  please  the  na- 
tional sentiment  of  the  country,  where 
he  is  held  in  deep  affection  as  a  great 
national  figure,  incarnating  in  his  long 
experience  as  an  educator  in  the  broad 
sense,  a  man  of  letters  and  a  states- 
man,  the    best    Ideals   of   France.

SAYS  HE  KILLED  IN  THE 

STRUGGLE  TO  DEATH 


Barilla  Pleads  Self  Defense 

as  Jostiiicalion  for 

Murder. 


Fate  of  Caspar  Zumbarilla's 

Slayer  Is  in  Hands  of 

the  Jury. 


The  fate  of  Pasquale  Barilla  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  jury.  The  final  argu- 
ments were  made  by  the  attorneys  this 
morning,  Judge  Hughes  said  the  last 
word,  and  the  twe  ve  men  who  have  sat 
for  three  days  hearing  the  story  of  the 
killing  of  Caspar  Zumbarilla  being 
slowly  unfolded,  will  decide  whether 
Barilla  shall  serve  the  remainder  of 
his  life  In  prison  for  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  whether  he  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  from  seven  to  twenty  vears 
for  manslaughter  In  the  first  degree, 
or  whether  he  shall  regain  his  liberty 
and  be  held  altot.ether  blameless  for 
the  human  life  thtit  has  been  detroyed. 

The  arguments  by  County  Attorney 
John  H.  Norton  and  Attorney  James 
A.  Wharton  for  tlie  defense  were  elo- 
quent, logical  pleas,  both  asking  for  a 
square  deal,  urging  the  jurors  to  do 
their  duty  as  they  saw  it  and  to  reach 
tlie  conclusion  tlnit  they  thought  the 
evidence  justified. 

Mr.  Norton  said  there  was  but  one 
question  to  decide — whether  or  not 
Barilla  had  slain  Zumbarilla  justifi- 
ably. To  disprove  any  claim  of  justifi- 
cation, he  pointed  out  that  Barilla  was 
the  disturbing  element  in  the  party  at 
the  boarding  houne  at  1126  i,t  West 
Michigan  street  where  tlie  tragedy 
occurred.  Barilla  refused  to  go  to  bed 
witii  the  others;  Barilla  was  angry 
and  he  had  calbd  Zumbarilla  hard 
names;  Barilla  had  a  knife  iji^  I'is  belt 
and  the  knife  infiicted  the  wound  that 
caused  Zumbarilla  s  death. 

Mr.  Norton  pointed  out  that  in  order 
for  a  plea  of  self-defense  to  hold,  the 
killing  must  be  admitted  and  tlie  justi- 
hcation  shown.  He  said  that  under 
cross-examination  Barilla  had  denied 
striking  the  blow.  He  said  a  killing  is 
justifiable  in  self-defense  onlv  wlien 
there  is  imminent  danger  of  great  per- 
sonal injury  being  infiicted  on  the 
slayer.  Barilla  was  in  no  immediate 
uanger,  he  said.  Zumbarilla  was  not 
armed,  and  if  Bj.rilla  thought  tiiere 
was  danger  of  his  being  beaten,  a  cry 
for  help  would  have  brought  the  people 
from  the  house  to  his  aid. 
IVot  An  Accident. 

Mr.  Norton  ridiculed  the  plea  tliat 
the  blow  miglit  nave  been  an  acci- 
dent. He  said  in  a  struggle  of  the 
kind  to  which  Barilla  testified,  a  clean 
upv^ard  thrust  of  the  knife — two 
thrusts,  in  fact — could  not  have  been 
infiicted. 

.\s  to  the  intent,  Mr.  Norton  said  such 
a  blow  with  a  dangerous  weapon  could 
have  been  infiicted  only  witii  murder- 
ous intent.  The  fact  that  Barilla  had 
armed  himself  with  tlie  knife  when  he 
knew  he  was  not  going  to  leave  the 
house  that  night  was  evidence  enough 
that  he  was  look  ng  for  trouble,  and 
would  use  the  knlle  murderously  if  the 
occasion  demanded. 

That  Barilla  had  been  attacked  by 
Zumbarilla,  a  larger,  heavier  man;  that 
they  had  struggled  for  the  knife;  that 
the  fatal  blow  had  been  struck  by 
Barilla  because  h«  feared  for  his  own 
life,  was  the  tlieory  advanced  to  the 
jury  by  Mr.  Wharton,  and  he  drew  up 
the  evidence  that  he  thought  justified 
him  in  the  concl  ision  that  Barilla 
killed  in  self-defense.

He  pointed  out  that  Giulio  loniinne 
had  testified  tliat  Zumbarilla  was  in  a 
rage,  that  Nikolai  Sicenli  had  admitted 
under  cross-examination  that  Zum- 
barilla had  gone  ty  him  while  he  was 
standing  in  the  doorway  at  the  foot 
of  tile  stairs  "by  .he  jump."  He  then 
took  up  the  defendant's  story  of  the 
affair  and  called  upon  the  jury  to  con- 
sider  its    reasonableness. 

Zumbarilla,  ,a  heavier,  taller  man, 
consumed  with  ra?e  and  thirsting  for 
revenge,  had  pounced  on  the  smaller 
man  in  the  dark  alley;  they  had  strug- 
gled for  the  poss.?sslon  of  the  knife; 
a  blow  was  stru  .k,  Zumbarilla  died 
and  Barilla  fied. 

"I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  and  I  believe 
it  In  all  sincerity,  that  if  we  were  not 
trying  Barilla  here  today  we  would 
be   trying  Zumbarilla,"    he  said. 

It  was  a  struggle  to  the  death,  .said 
Mr.  Wharton.  BotJi  men  realized  that 
the  result  would  be  death  for  one  of 
them  and  Zumbarilla  liad  been  the  one 
to  meet  death.  H'?  called  to  mind  the 
fierceness  of  the  Italian  natures  In 
rage  and  said  that  in  such  a  struggle, 
only  one  could  hope  to  come  out  alive. 
Zumbarilla  had  killed,  but  he  was  jus- 
tified in  the  killing. 

Judge  Hughes"  charge  was  an  ex- 
planation of  the  law  applicable  to  the 
case.  He  said  the  verdict  of  the  jury 
could  be  murder  la  the  second  degree, 
manslaughter  In  the  first  degree  or  not 
guilty.  He  explained  the  two  classifica- 
tions of  homicide  on  whicli  a  verdict 
might  be  reached  and  explained  the 
necessity  of  inten'..  The  jurors  were 
sent  out  on  their  deliberations  about 
12:15. 

Barilla    on    Stand. 

Claiming  that  Ct.spar  Zumbarilla  at- 
tacked him,  caugh'  him  by  the  back  of 
the  neck,  struck  him  and  then  at- 
tempted to  wrest  from  him  tlie  knife 
that  he  had  in  liis  belt.  Barilla  yester- 
day afternoon  on  the  stand  pleaded 
self-defense  as  Justification  for  the 
killing   of   Zumbarilla. 

Barilla  said  that  there  was  wliat  he 
considered  a  struggle  to  the  death. 
Zumbarilla  felt  the  knife  In  his  belt, 
he  said,  and  grabbed  for  it.  Barilla 
grabbed  at  the  SJime  time  and  there 
was  a  struggle  for  its  possession.  Both 
men  had  their  hands  cut  by  the  sharp 
blade.  Finally,  Barilla  said,  he  had  an 
opportunity  of  st  iking,  and,  fearful 
for    his    life,    he    struck    the    fatal    blow. 

He  said  that  he  had  known  none  of 
the  men  in  the  house  before  going  I 
there  a  month  previous  and  he  feared  I 
for  his  life,  so  alter  Zumbarilla  fell, " 
he  fled  west  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
yards.  He  entered  a  car  and  found  a 
suit  of  overalls  and  fen  old  hat,  which 
he  donned  over  his  other  clothes.  He 
said  he  returned  to  the  house  earlv  in 
tne  morning  and  met  Mrs.  De  Vitla, 
the  wife  of  the  boarding  house  keeper. 
She  told  him  of  Zumbarilla's  death,  he 
said,  and  fearing  that  Zumbarilla's 
friends  would  kill  him,  he  attempted 
to  go  to  Superior.  He  was  arrested  at 
the    Interstate    bricge    by    a    policeman. 

Wlien    Barilla    took    the    stand,    Capt. 


Tony  Fiskett  was  called  as  interpreter, 
but  Barilla  objected.  He  wanted  to 
tell  the  story  in  his  own  words  to  the 
jury.  Finally,  he  was  allowed  to  tell 
what  he  could,  Capt.  Fiskett  being 
called  in  only  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
lating when  Btirilla  could  not  under- 
stand the  attorneys  or  when  the  wit- 
ness became  so  excited  that  he  could 
not  express  himself  clearly  In  English. 

Earlier  lii  the  session,  a  woman  with 
whom  Barilla  had  formerly  boarded, 
and  the  chambermaid  in  the  De  Vitls 
house,  had  testified  that  Barilla  had 
kept  the  knife  under  his  pillow,  where 
they  had  seen  it  when  making  the  bed. 
Barilla  on  the  stand  admitted  having 
earned  a  knife  for  the  past  nine 
months. 

Barilla  maintained  that  he  killed  In 
self-defense.  He  said  Zumbarilla  was 
the  taller  and  the  heavier  man,  and  he 
feared  that  he  would  be  overpowered 
and  killed  If  he  did  not  strike.  He  told 
the  story  0/  Zumbarilla's  refusal  to 
cash  his  (Barilla's)  time  check  and  he 
said  Zumbarilla  was  angered  by  the 
denunciation  of  him  for  his  refusal  to 
grant  tlie  favor.

I  came  here  with 
norl.ing  but  an  umbrella  and  I  am 
leaving,   with    a   cane."

Despite  the  storm  of  Indignation 
vented  on  M.  Clemenceau  for  his  re- 
marks to  M.  Delcasse.  even  the  fovin- 
er'.s  worst  enemies  admit  that  iie  told 
the  truth,  as  It  has  long  been  an  open 
secret  that  M.  Delcasse,  relying  on 
the  friendship  of  England,  wanted  to 
risk  a  war  with  Germany  when  he  was

GUIDES  HARRIMAN  A\TiEELS. 
The  Bookkeeper:  From  the  Alle- 
ghenies  to  the  Pacific  there  is  one 
man  who  is  credited  with  being  able 
•to  make  or  break'  a  town,  a  farming 
country,  a  mining  district,  or  even  a 
newly  formed  state.  That  man  is 
John  C.  Stubbs,  traffic  manager  of  the 
27,000  miles  of  railroad  controlled  by 
Edward  H.  Harriman.  In  this  posi- 
tion Mr.  Stubbs  directs  all  the  traffic, 
both  freight  and  passenger,  over  these 
lines,  and  his  judgment  determines 
how  many  cars  are  needed  to  move 
the  crops  and  tran.'^port  the  manufac- 
tured and  mineral  products  of  that 
vast  territory.  His  power  is  such  that 
Californians  today  are  debating  with 
heat  whether  the  prosperity  of  their 
state  is  duo  to  his  ability  or  whether 
the  state  would  not  be  twice  as  pros- 
perous if  he  had  been  more  liberal 
in  his  traffic  provision  and  freight 
rates.  Similar  questions  are  raised  in 
a  dozen  other  state.s  where  his  admin- 
istration is  of  more  direct  business  sig- 
nificance to  the  people  than  is  the  pol- 
icy of  the  grovernment  at  Washing- 
ton. 

The  man  who  holds  this  power 
started  in  life  as  a  freight  clerk  in  the 
Oakland  office  of  the  Central  Pacific 
railroad.  He  as  22  years  old,  back 
in  1869,  when  he  entered  the  business. 
In  the  pa.st  forty  years  he  has  seen 
railroadint,  develop  Into  a  veritable 
.science,  on  which  rests  the  national 
prosperity.

JAPS  SICK 
OF  BARGAIN 


Washington,  July  23. — Secretary  of 
State  Knox  will  soon  Initiate  proceed- 
ings with  a  number  of  foreign  govern- 
ments looking  to  a  reconstruction  of 
treaties.  Almost  Immediately  upon  hi> 
arrival  in  Constant  inojile.  Mr.  Straus, 
the  new  ambassador,  will  take  up  the 
question  of  a  naturalization  treaty 
with   Turkey. 

Under  the  regime  of  Abdul  Hamid 
our  dealings  with  that  government 
were  anything  but  satisfactory.  Under 
the  new  rultr  however,  a  very  marked 
improvement  Is  noted.  Turkey  havlnj-:; 
no  naturalization  treaty  with  the  Unit- 
ed stales,  yuestione  of  citizenship  are 
fretjuently  arising.  Under  the  Turkish 
law  a  Turk  cannot  transfer  his  citi- 
zenship to  another  country,  and  hence 
It  frequently  occurs  that  a  Turk  ts  a 
citizen  of  the  United  Stales  under  our 
laws,  and  .a  citizen  of  Turkey  under  its 
laws,  out  of  which  aiiomalous  fact 
many  complications  necessarily  have 
arisen. 

XeKOtiatlne   Willi    KuMsia. 

The  otlier  nations  with  which  we 
have  no  naturalization  treaties  are 
Itussia.  Italy  and  France,  and  efforts 
probably  will  soon  be  made  to  come  to 
some  citizenship  agreements  with 
these  countries.  Indeed,  negotiations 
to  that  end  are  »^^\'  'i^  progress  with 
Russia,  but  little  has  ueen  accom- 
l)Iished.  This  government  is  insistent 
that  the  passports  Issuea  by  it  to 
naturalized  Jews,  as  well  as  to  all 
other  foreign  born  citizens  of  this 
country,  shall  be  respected  the  worlO 
over. 

A  treaty  with  Siam  is  a  probability 
of  the  near  future.  That  government 
is  extremely  anxious  that  the  United 
States  shall  surrender  ner  extra-terri- 
torial rights  in  that  country  aiul  our 
state  department  is  not  greatly  averse 
to  doing  so.  She  is  very  keen  on  this 
subject,  and  under  an  American  ad- 
visor biam  undoubtedly  has  made  long 
strides  in  the  direction  of  modern 
methods  of  government  and  the  United 
States  V>as  al)OUt  reached  the  conclusion 
that  it  would  be  quite  safe  to  allow

HEARS  HIS  DOOM 

Is  Tried  and   Sentenced  in 

One  Hour  in  London 

Court. 

I>ondon,  July  2:',. — Aladarlal  Dhlnagrl, 
the  Indian  student  who  sliot  and  killed 
Lieut.  Col.  Sir  William  Ilutt  Curzon 
Willie  and  Dr.  Cawas  Lalcaca,  was  to- 
day found  guilty  and  sentenced  to 
death  at  tlie  conclusion  of  a  trial  of 
less  than  an  hour's  duration  at  the  Old 
Bailey    police   court. 

Ijuring  the  recital  of  the  occurrences 
at  the  imperial  Institute  on  the  night 
o'.  the  tragedy,  the  prisoner  sat  in  the 
dock  ll.stenlng  unconcernedly,  and  only 
once   broke  his  silence   by  saying: 

"Whatever  1  did  was  an  act  of  pa- 
triotism." 

I'pliraidH   the    Court. 

As  the  lord  cliief  justice  concluded 
in  pronouncing  sentence,  the  prisoner 
drew  himself  up  in  military  style  and 
sainted.     He   said: 

"I  thank  you,  my  lord.  I  am  proud 
to  have  the  honor  of  laying  down  my 
humble  life  for  my  country.  Your 
sentence  of  death  is  perfectly  Illegal. 
You  are  all-powerful  and  can  do  what 
vou  like;  but  remember  we  will  have 
"the  power  some  time.  That  is  all  I 
have   to  say." 

A.  P.  Hossley,  printer  of  the  Indian 
Sociologist,  who  recently  was  arrested 
on  the  charge  of  publishing  a  seditious 
newspaper,  the  avowed  object  of  wltich 
was  to  "support  the  Indian  nationalist 
movement  for  the  liberation  of  India 
from  oppressive  alien  rule  by  the  use 
of  physical  force,"  pleaded  guilty  to- 
day and  was  sentenced  to  four  months' 
imprisonment.  The  Indian  Sociologist 
is  owned  and  edited  by  Krishnavarma, 
who  Is  now  a  refugee  In  Parts.  The 
paper  openly  apiiroved  the  murder  of 
Sir   William    Wyllie   and    Dr.    Lalcaca.

Piesl-ient  Failieres.  upon  the  advice 
of  the  parliamentary  leaders,  whom  ho 
was  constitutionally  obliged  to  con- 
tiilt,  intended  to  make  the  first  offer 
of  the  premiership  to  M.  Bourgeois, 
but  the  delay  In  M.  Bourgeois'  arrival 
in  Paris  and  doubt  regarding  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  post,  iiiduced  the  presi- 
dent to  save  time  by  olTerlng  the  pre- 
ir.iersl'ip   direct    to    M.    Briand.

— Negotiations 
for  settlement  of  the  strike  at  the  tan- 
nery of  N.  R.  Allen's  Sons'  company, 
which  were  Interrupted  by  the  riotins 
of  yesterday,  when  two  men  were  shot, 
were  resumed  today.  Indications  point- 
ed to  an  early  ending  of  the  strike. 

I'eace  reigned  about  the  big  plant  to- 
day. Officials  of  the  company  and  cltjr 
and  county  authorities  appeared  re- 
lieved that  the  night  had  failed  to 
bring  forth  new  hostilities  on  the  part 
of  the  strikers.

The  great  steam  engine  which  will 
operate  the  maoliinery  of  the  now  ele- 
viiHir  D,  belonKlng  to  the  Consolidated 
J-:if\:itor  company,  was  put  in  motion 
yt.-^h  rday,  for  the  first  time,  In  connec- 
tion with  tlie  machinery  of  tlie  eleva- 
tor, and  It  started  off  to  tlie  utmost 
Bfili.- faction  of  the  engineers  in  charge.

minute.  It  stands  forty-sevn  feet  higli 
from  tlie  grillage  on  top  of  tiie  piles 
on  wlijili  It  rests,  and  has  three  plat- 
forms reached  by  a  spiral  staircase,  so 
that  all  worlting  parts  are  easily  ac- 
ci'sslble. 

The  power  is  transmited  through  a 
rope  drive,  the  main  driving  sheave 
heing  sixteen  feet  in  diameter  and 
weighing  forty-four  tons.  The  main 
shaft  is  twenty-two  inches  in  diameter. 
The  frame  is  the  new  design  of  what 
is  known  as  the  bell  frame,  wMeh 
makes  a  very  stiff  and  rigid  siii)porl. 
The  engine  is  graceful  In  its  lines, 
notwithstanding  its  massive  dimen- 
sions   and    great    weight. 

It  was  designed  specially  to  suit  the 
reiiuirements  of  very  exacting  and 
varying  loads,  from  specifications 
drawn  up  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
Consolidated  company.  The  contrac- 
tors, the  Minneapolis  Steel  &  Macliinery 
Company  of  Minneapolis,  were  on  time 
with  everything,  and  evidently  have 
done  a  satisfactory  and  conscientious 
job,  which  will  be  fully  tested  by  the 
work  of  handling  tiie  expected  great 
grain  crop  of  1909, 

The   Corliss   valve-gear   is   used,   and 

two  eccentrics  are  attached  to  the 
valve  movements  so  that  a  cut-oft 
range  of  three-quarters  of  the  stroke 
can  be  oV>tained.  Tlie  cut-offs  can  be 
varied  at  will;  that  of  the  two  cylin- 
ders either  .  simultaneously  or  inde- 
pendently. The  governor  is  fitted  with 
a  rider  safety-stop,  so  that,  if  for  any 
rt-ason,  the  engine  speeds  up  above  its 
normal  numbei  of  revolutions,  steam  is 
shut  off  automatically.  One  feature 
peculiar  to  this  engine  is  the  design 
of  the  valve  ports,  whieli  permit  of 
the  exhaust  valves  resting  on  their 
scat.s  of  tlieir  own  weight,  thus  dis- 
pensing with  the  use  of  springs  or  the 
slamming  of  tlie  valves  by  reason  of 
dropping  off  their  seats.  The  engine 
exhausts  into  a  jet  condenser,  the  at- 
tached air  pump  being  Independently 
driven  and  the  vacuum  can  be  obtained 
before  the  main  engine  is  started,  a 
gieat  convenience  with  such  a  large 
machine. 

Forty  feet  above  the  engine  room 
rtoor  is  a  large  oil  tank  holding  a  bar- 
rel and  a  half,  and  from  that  tank 
pipes  lead  to  every  bearing,  except  a 
few  comparatively  unimportant  ones, 
and  the  bearings  are  lubricated  by  this 
gravity  feed  system,  a  stream  of  oil 
running  on  them  all  the  time.  Th.ls  oil, 
after  passing  through  the  bearings, 
runs  by  gravity  to  an  oil  filter  in  the 
basement,  where  it  is  filtered  and  the 
good  oil  pumped  up  into  the  elevated 
tank  again  by  a  small  centrifugal 
pump    operated    from    the    main    shaft. 

In  the  t-ngine  room,  in  addition  to 
the   central    lighting  plant   of    the   ele- 


vator company,  will  be  a  750  light  al- 
ternator, connected  not  onlv  to  the 
elevator  D,  but  to  the  central  lighting 
plant  in  the  pumphouse,  where  there  is 
a  horizontal  steam  turbine  driving  the 
direct  connected  generator  which  fur- 
nishes light  for  the  whole  plant,  or  any 
portion  of   it. 

The  pumphouse  has  recently  been 
fitted  up  with  three  fire  pumps  con- 
nected to  the  main  fire  protection  sys- 
tem. 4,250  gallons  per  minute  being 
available  for  elevators  "B,"  "C,"  'D," 
"G"  or  the  north  line,  in  addition  to 
the  city  supply  which  connects  into  the 
elevator    mains. 

The  power  plant  In  all  Its  parts  will 
be  ready  for  the  new  grain,  and  only 
awaits  some  grading  for  the  tracks  to 
be  available  for  the  receipt  of  cars.

Frank  Watt  of  the  local  Salva- 
tion Armv  returned  to  the  city  yes- 
terday after  attending  a  course  of 
lectures  fur  the  L'nited  States  STalva- 
tion  Army  leaders,  held  recently  in 
London,    Eag. 

:vla1.  Watt  is  enthusiastic  over  the 
work  being  done  by  the  institution  In 
the  country  in  which  the  Army  orig- 
inated, and  where  it  is.  of  course,  on 
a  much  sounder  footing  than  in  the 
United    States. 

"The  work  being  done  over  there  is 
trulv  wonderful,"  said  the  major. 
"For  Instance,  there  are  in  the  city  of 
London  more  than  22.000  poor  people 
being  cared  for  by  the  Army  each 
night.

There  are  throughout  the  coun- 
try more  than  seventy  complete  bands 
of  fifty  members  each,  and  every  one 
of  them  outfitted  in  the  most  splendid 
manner. 

"There  are  schools,  colleges,  donnl- 
tories  and  almost  every  kind  of  insti- 
tution that  can  be  imagined.  The  Army 
owns  all  its  own  buildings  and  is  at 
the  present  time  in  a  thriving  condi- 
tion." 

Watt  went  over  and  came  hack 
on  the  steamer  St.  Louis  of  the  Ameri- 
can line,  and  says  that  the  trip  over 
across  the  water  has  given  him  re- 
newed energy  for  his  work  in  Duluth.

It  is  antici- 
pated to  build  the  road  along  the  rall- 
rfiad  track.  There  Is  strong  talk  of 
tlie  forestry  department  erecting  a 
bridge  across  i'ike  bay.  This  will  be 
a  very  valuable  move.  As  it  is  now, 
in  Older  lo  drive  on  the  other  side  of 
I'ike  bay  It  is  neces.^ary  to  circle  the 
l^ay,  and  with  a  t>rldge  built  near  the 
railroad  bridge  the  tr*p  will  be  short- 
ened about    ten   miles. 

It  Is  the  Intention  of  the  forestry 
department  to  construct  a  network  of 
tiiese  highways  througli  different  parts 
of  tlie  reserve.  These  roads  will  be  a 
\aliiable  help  to  Cass  Lake  inasmuch 
as  lliey  will  make  it  possible  for  the 
large  numl)er  of  homesteadeis  to  drive 
to  town  and  who  In  the  past  have  not 
had   an    opportunity.

Winnipeg,  Man.,  July  23. — The  first 
train  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  rail- 
way has  readied  Edmonton,  Alta.. 
according  to  dispatches  from  operating 
officials.  The  first  train  readied  tlte 
outskirts  of  that  city,  tlie  station  of 
Clover  Bar.  Just  half  an  liour  after  the 
track    was    completed    in    the    work    of 

air  line  construction  toward  Prince 
Icupert,  tlie  new  city  in  tlie  Pacific 
coast  aljout  thirty  miles  north  of  Van- 
couver. As  soon  as  some  more  ballast- 
'ng  has  been  done  regular  train  serv- 
ice   will    be    inaugurated. 

Construction  crows  working  east 
from  I'rlnce  Rupert  are  out  about  IZO 
miles  to  the  vicinity  of  Bablne  lake. 
This  leaves  a  ))ig  gap  through  Yellow 
Head  pass  still  to  be  filled  but  the 
building  of  this  remarkable  mountaiti 
.section  of  low  gradients  is  going  for- 
ward in  record  time.  Anotlier  gap  is 
teing  dosed  between  Winnipeg  and 
Lake  Superior  Junction.  When  tliis  is 
completed  in  September  tlie  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific's  line  from  Fort  William 
en  the  Great  Lakes  to  Edmonton,  1238 
miles  long  will  be  in  readiness  to  haul 
the    190U    crop. 

The  remaining  mountain  construction 
is  colored  with  romance  as  no  rallwav 
building  since  the  Union  Pacific  for 
beyond  Ed.^on,  seventy-five  miles  west 
of  Edmonton,  .t  plunges  Into  an  un- 
peopled and  primeval  region,  crossing 
the  mineral-ribbed  banks  of  the  Atha- 
baska  river,  the  Fraser  and  other 
streams  In  the  Mackenzie  river  water- 
shed, passing  the  lonely  post  at  Fort 
George  and  the  Bablne  range.  It  ex- 
tends about  SOO  miles  beyond  the  last 
frontier.  The  prospective  opening  of 
the  railroad  lias  started  tlie  settle- 
ment in  tlie  valley  of  the  Peace  river 
to  tlie  north  and  along  the  Llard.  Al- 
ready regular  schedules  and  time- 
U  bles  are  established  north  and  west 
for  steamer,  stage  and,  to  the  far 
northward,  dog  trains.  The  day  and 
Ihe  hour  of  starting  to  Athabaska 
Landing.  Shaplnappi's  and  for  Clilp- 
wayaii  now  are  fi.\td  and  known.  Tlie 
flr.st  train  out  of  Winnipeg  on  the 
Grand  Trufik  Pacific  last  fall  carried 
200  prospective  settlers  for  the  Tramp- 
ing Lake  district.  Survey  parties  tor 
the  railroads  are  running  lines  foi 
branches  to  tiie  Peace  river  and  north 
to  the  Athabaska  and  the  pioneer  set- 
tlers are  already  growing  crops  uj) 
there. 

Wlien  the  first  railway  reaches  old 
Fort  Vermilion,  700  miles  north  of  Ed- 
monton, an  outpost  of  a  new  frontier, 
they  will  find  a  grist  mill  run  by  elec- 
iiiclty  and  homes  alight  from  the  same 
current,  steam  threshers,  a  pure-bred 
dairy  herd  and  a  settlement  of  farm- 
ers who  last  year  raised  20,000  bushels 
of  grain  and  will  "raise  far  more  this 
year  in  tlie  rapid  increase  of  tilled 
acreage  which  has  run  up  Western 
t'anada'.s  annual  crop  from  aO.OOO.OOo 
busliels  in  1900  to  140.000.000  in  1909. 
Many  New  Tovius. 
Train  service  to  Edmonton  ha.'^ 
brought  into  the  world  'twenty-five 
new  and  lusty  towns,  from  Edmonton 
east  to  Wainwright  including  Andros- 
jian,  Uncas,  Deville,  Tofleld,  Shonts,  Ky- 
ley,  Poe,  Holden,  Bruce,  Nester,  Meigii- 
en,  Philips,  Klnsella,  Junklns,  Irma, 
Hawklna.and  Fabyan.  From  Edmon- 
ton west  to  Edson  the  towns  are:  Ach- 
eson.  Spruce,  Grove,  Stonv  Plains,  Car- 
vel. Duffield,  Wabamun,  Fallis,  Gamford, 
Hargwep.  Isfleld,  J  arrow,  Keston,  Lea- 
man,  McKay,  Niton.  Otley,  Peers,  Rose- 
vear,   Thornton   and    Yates. 

The   region   of  romance   between   Ed- 
son    and    Prince    Rupert    Is    not    unex- 
plored,   In    fact   lias    been    recotinoitered 
time   and    again,    not    only    by    the    sur- 
veyors  and    by   engineers    investigating 
the    traffic    possibilities    there    for    the 
government  which  guaranteed  bonds  to 
the   amount   of   75   per   cent  of   the  cost 
of    the    mountain    section,    but    also    by 
officials    of     the    Grand    Trunk,     which 
guaranteed   the    remaining  25   per   cent, 
and    the    Grand    Trunk    I'acific    officials 
who    are    building    this    daring   project.

And  42  Cents'  Worth  of 

Food  Daily  Is  living 

High. 

Washington,  July  2. — No  longer  does 
the  tired  farm  hand  tumble  out  of  bed 
at  4  a  m.  with  the  prospect  of  sixteen 
hours'  work  before  retiring — at  least 
not  In  Minnesota.  Farm  hands  In  Min- 
nesota ha%-e  practically  an  eight-hour 
day,  according  to  the  department  of 
agriculture.  ,  ^      ,    ^ 

Not  only  tliat,  but  the  up-to-date 
farm  hand  lives  off  the  fat  of  the  land, 
the  statistics  showing  he  eats  daily 
food  which  costs  on  the  farm  42  cents. 
He  eats  J12.65  worth  every  month — 
estimating  country  costs  and  not  city 
prices  It  is  figured  by  the  department 
of  agriculture  that  this  is  living  high. 
A  bulletin  Just  Issued  by  the  depart- 
ment deals  with  the  work  of  state  ex- 
periment stations.  In  Minnesota  an 
important,  although  somewhat  unusual 
line  of  Investigation  has  been  carried 
on  relating  to  hours  of  labor  on  farms, 
wages  paid  hands,  and  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing  for   farmers. 

Investigation  of  farm  wages  In  four 
localities  for  the  years  1904-1907 
showed  that  the  average  wage  paid 
during  the  crop  season  (April  to^No- 
vember  Inclusive),  a  little  over  I26  a 
month,  or  12.7  cents  an  hour,  the 
hours  of  labor  being  much  shorter  in 
winter.  The  wages  paid  are  not  In  ad- 
dition to  board,  the  cost  of  which  has 
been  added  to  the  wages  actually  paid. 
The  hours  of  labor  in  tliree  localities 
during  six  years  were  found  to  ave^r- 
ase  for  all  months  of  the  year  8.6 
hours  for  week  days  with  three  hours 
work  on  riundays.  ^   ,,    ,  ,  j 

Studies  of  the  cost  of  living  showed 
that  In  Minnesota  the  average  farm 
family  uses  annually  farm  produce 
worth  J222.97,  groceries  and  fuel  cost- 
ing $170.89  and  house  furnishings  cost- 
ing $32.57,  while  the  value  of  the  wom- 
en's labor  involved  Is  $216.66,  and  that 
of  men  and  horses  $57.74,  making  a 
total  cost  of  $700.83  per  family  a 
vear  Of  this  $203.35  represents  the 
actual  ca.<'h  outlay  for  supplies,  to 
which  must  be  added  whatever  wages 
may  be  paid  to  hired  women,  the^  bal- 
ance representing  the  produce  of  the 
farm   and   the   labor  of   the   family. 

The  average  cost  of  the  board  of 
hands  was  found  to  be  $12.65  a  month 
or  42   cents    a   day.

INTENDED  TO  ROB. 


Alleged    South    Dakota   Wholesale 
Murderer  Prompted  By  Cupidity. 

Aberdeen,  S.  D.,  July  23. — The  aged 
father  of  Emil  Victor,  charged  with 
killing  the  Christie  family,  arrived  here 
Wednesday  afternoon  from  East 
Aurora,  N.  Y.,  and  will  do  all  in  his 
power  to  assist  his  son  in  his  time  of 
trouble. 

Altliough  the  official  record  of  tho 
confession  of  Emil  Victor  has  not  been 
given  out,  and  may  not  be  made  public. 
In  all  its  details,  until  the  prisoner  is 
placed  on  trial  for  his  life,  the  main 
facts  given  in  the  prisoner's  state- 
ment  are   known. 

According  to  his  own  statement, 
Victor  did  not  intend  to  murder  the 
Christie  family  and  Michael  Ronayne, 
or  any  one  of  them,  when  he  crept  up 
to  the  home  of  the  doomed  family 
early  on  Saturday  morning,  July  3, 
entered  the  barn  where  J.  W.  Clirlstie 
was  milking  and  dealt  the  unsuspect- 
ing  victim    his  deathblow. 

According  to  his  story,  Victor  mere- 
ly Intended  to  rob  the  man,  and  meant 
only  to  deal  a  blow  of  sufficient  vio- 
lence to  render  his  victim  unconscious 
while  he  went  through  his  pockets  and 
secured  what  money  he  had,  which  the 
prisoner  believed  to  be  a  very  large 
sum.  But  he  miscalculated.  Instead 
of  merely  stunning  Christie,  tlie  blow 
caused   his   instant   deatli.

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Army  Engineers  Say  That 

It  Would  Be  Failure 

Commercially. 


Washii  gton,  July  23. — The  question 
of  a  deep  waterway  between  the  lakes 
and  the  gulf  will  be  one  of  the  burn- 
ing questions  before  the  house  next 
winter.  It  begins  to  look  as  if  for 
some  time  to  come  the  question  of 
river  and  harbor  improvements  In  the 
United  States  on  a  grand  scale  would 
hinge  on  the  disposition  of  this  deep 
waterway  proposition. 

Far  from  being  a  local  question,  it 
is  looked  upon  as  a  certainty  that 
the  prop<jsed  deep  waterway  will  be- 
come of  national  Importance  and  tliat 
the  advocates  of  the  deep  waterway 
will  be  able  to  hold  back  legislation 
on  rivers,  harbors  and  canals  until 
they  succeed  in  getting  what  they 
want  from   the  government. 

The  army  engineers  who  have  made 
an  investigation  are  unanimously  op- 
posed to  llie  deep  waterway  between 
the  lakes  and  the  gulf  on  the  ground 
that  allliough  the  plan  is  perfectly 
feasible,  connnercialiy  it  would  be 
stupendous  failure. 

In   face  of  this  opinion  it   is  probable 
that  tile  advocates  of  a  deep  waterway 
will   go  ahead   with    more   energy    tlian 
ever    in    lavor    of    their    scheme    for 
14-foot   ciiannel. 

The  man  who  now  looms  up  as  the 
moremost  advocate  of  the  waterway 
scheme  is  tlie  new  senator  from  Illinois, 
V.'illiam  l^orimer.  Air.  Lorimer  will 
have  back  of  liim  in  his  advocacy  of 
the  measure  the  business  interests  of 
the  city  of  Chicago  wlio  see  in  the 
proposed  work  something  that  would 
redound  to  the  credit  of  the  entire 
Missis.sippi  valley.  No  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  such  a  waterway  has  been 
given  out,  and  it  is  thought  that  when 
the  figures  are  presented  the  estimated 
co.st  will  greatly  handicap  the  advo- 
cates of  tlie  measures  at  present.

Recently  there  has  been  completed 
at  the  treasury  department  what  is 
probably  the  greatest  steel  vault  in  the 
world.

Work  on  the  vault  w.is  commenced  un- 
der Corlelyou's  administration,  and  so 
perfect  is  it  that  a  small  army  of  burg- 
lars would  stand  appalled  at  the  task 
of  trying  to  break  into  It  even  were 
they  able  to  gain  access  to  it. 

The  roof  of  the  vault  Is  about  twen- 
ty-five feet  under  the  surface  of  the 
s'treet,  under  the  corner  of  the  build- 
ing occupied  by  the  division  of  issue 
of  the  treasury  department.  There  is 
only  one  way  of  reaching  the  vault — 
bv  an  elevator,  which  opens  Into  the 
oifice  of  the  division.  The  vault  Is  of 
steel  throughout  and  is  fifty-five  feet 
wide  with  a  helglit  of  eighteen  feet. 
All  the  steel  enclosing  the  vault  is 
tight  inches  thick,  something  like  the 
armor  of  a  battleship. 

No  less  than  seventeen  miles  of  wire 
is  wound  around  the  vault,  and  it  l' 
practically  impossible  to  touch  the  ex

The  navy  department  seems  to  be  at 
a  loss  what  to  do  with  the  thousands 
of  voung  and  enterprising  wireless  in- 
ventors who  have  built  as  well  as  de- 
signed delicate  instruments  of  their 
own,  have  learned  the  naval  and  com- 
mercial codes  and  copy  the  official  dis- 
patches of  the  navy  as  promptly  and 
accurately  as  the  naval  operators 
them.selves,  said  a  retired  naval  of- 
ficer   recently. 

The  case  is  absolutely  without  prece- 
dent, continued  the  officer.  "When  the 
navy  began  to  construct  its  string  of 
wireless  telegraph  stations  along  the 
coasts  in  order  to  regulate  the  move- 
ments of  the  vessels  at  sea,  to  assist 
vessels  in  emergencies  and  to  furnish 
weather  bulletins  to  coast  stations  and 
hips  within  radius  of  the  telegraph 
apparatus  and  to  play  an  important 
part  In  the  system  of  national  defense, 
it  was  impossible  to  predict  the  build- 
ing of  the  numberless  amateur  wire- 
less stations  that  now  extend  in  a 
complete  line  along  the  coasts  parallel 
with  the  stations  of  the  navy  depart- 
ment. 

"It  did  not  occur  to  the  authorities 
that  these  expensive  and  delicate  in- 
struments u.sed  by  the  naval  operator 
would  be  imitated  and  constructed  by 
school  boys  at  an  absolutely  low  cost, 
or  that  the  naval  codes  would  become 
the  property  of  the  wireless  enthusiast, 
together  with  all  the  official  dis- 
patches sent  out  to  the  ships  from  land 
stations.  Yet  such  is  now  the  case, 
and  moreover  the  amateur  stations 
have  in  many  cases  outstripped  the 
navy  department  in  equipment  and 
general   efficiency.

"Some  of  these  saints  of  the  Middle 
Ages  went  so  far  as  to  praceice  mutila- 
tion— self-inflicted— in  the  struggle  for 
purity  and  spiritual  power.  The  whole 
method  works  rather  upon  the  line  of 
spiritual  emasculation  rather  than 
upon  the   line   of  spiritual  power. 

"The  average  American  being,  too 
busv  In  his  pursuit  of  wealth  and  pow- 
er, "takes  no  time  to  discipline  him- 
S'lf  or  train  the  rising  generation  in 
the  true  principles  of  life,  and  has 
fallen  back  upon  the  easy  method  of 
enactment  of  many  laws  and  the  re- 
liance upon  multitudes  of  policemen. 
The  world  has  never  been  helped  any 
in  that  way.  It  hs  the  sign  of  a  de- 
cadent, moral  and  spiritual  power. 
"Temperance    can    never    be    built   up 


on    intemperance   and   loose    moral   dis- 
tinctions and   unfair  play."

make  no  unnecessary  noise  and  must 
be   mechanically  safe.

and  throw  a  light  sixty-five  feet  on  a 
dark  niglit.

A  sheriff  receives  no  emolu- 
ment, and  the  post,  which  is  widely 
sought  after,  entails  an  expenditure  of 
more   than     $19,200.

Now  Y'ork,  July  23. — Alarmed  by  the 
invasion  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail 
moths  into  this  state  from  New  Eng- 
land, where  their  ravages  have  cost 
the  people  many  millions  of  dollars, 
thousands  of  leaders  among  the  agri- 
cultural communities  of  every  section 
of  the  country  are  today  joining  a 
movement  to  ward  off  this  crop  plague 
by  protecting  the  birds  that  serve  as 
its  greatest  check.  Acting  upon  this 
emergency  demand  from  the  farming 
interests,  the  National  Association  of 
Audubon  societies  has  established  a 
national  information  bureau  at  141 
Broadway  from  which  instructions  for 
preserving  and  increasing  the  numl^er.s 
of  the  insect-eating  birds  are  being 
distributed  throughout  the  country.     If 


once,  it  is  declared  by  entomological 
experts  here,  there  may  yet  be  some 
hope  of  averting  tie  moth  plague 
which  now  threatenns  to  sweep  the 
continent. 

Three  main  lines  of  work  have  been 
projected  today  by  'he  leaders  in  this 
movement  on  behalf  of  the  country's 
agricultural  interests.  Sentiment  in 
favor  of  the  protect  ion  of  birds  is  to 
be  crystallized,  comprehensive  and 
drastic  laws  to  this  end  enacted,  and 
every  possible  means  -asied  to  attract 
birds  and  thus  increase  their  number 
to  combat  the  insect  crop  pests.  Every 
state,  county  and  t  iwn  where  proper 
protection  of  the  insect-eating  birds 
has  not  been  provided  or  whose  bird 
laws  are  not  enforced,  will  fall  an 
easy  prey  to  the  coftiy  ravages  of  the 
spreading  moths,  it  is  sliown.  Failure 
to  take  up  an  active  campaign  such 
as  is  proposed  can  only  be  undone  in 
the  face  of  the  moth  plague  by  years 
of  hard  labor  and  millions  of  dollars 
of  the  taxpayers'  money,  it  has  been 
proved  by  tiie  government  and  state 
authorities. 

The  Empire  state  is  today  massing  a 
great  force  of  experts  near  Port  Cliea- 
ter,  where  these  insect  pests  have  just 
crossed  tlie  border  line  on  their  way 
West.  If  this  advancing  column  is  not 
checked,  it  will  cost  the  people  many 
millions  of  dollars  in  the  near  future 
to  make  up  for  the  depletion  of  its 
wild  birds,  due  to  years  of  lax  laws, 
it  is  estimated.  In  other  states  in  the 
path  of  this  pest,  where  little  legisla- 
tion exists  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of 
the  insect  eaters,  campaigns  are  already 
on  foot  to  rouse  the  people  to  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  situation.  For  years  the 
millinery  interests  liave  prevented  the 
farmers  from  securing  real  bird  pro- 
tection in  New  York  state,  it  is  pointed 
out,  and  now  the  wliole  commonwealth 
must  pay  the  penalty.

The  chief  reason  why  physicians  are  growing  more 
careful  in  the  use  of  these  drugs  is  the  particularly  de- 
pressing effect  they  have  upon  the  heart.  In  fact,  that  is 
the  way  they  do  the  work  for  which  they  are  used.  A 
bad  headache  indicates  a  congestion  of  blood  in  the  head, 
and  the  coal  tar  drug,  by  depressing  the  heart,  relieves 
that  congestion,  but  at  a  fearful  peril  to  life  itself.  Those 
who  have  "felt  queer"  after  using  too  many  headache 
tiiblets  will  realize  from  this  what  is  the  matter;  the  drug 
is  slowing  up  their  hearts,  and  the  heart  is  a  very  delicate 
organ  to  experiment  with.  If  the  drug  will  slow  the 
heart's  action,  a  little  too  much  of  it  may  stop  its  action 
altogether;  and  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  is  too  much, 
because  one  person  can  stand  a  quantity  that  might  be 
fatal  to  another. 

The  most  significant  thing  found  out  by  the  depart- 
ment, aside  from  the  fact  that  doctors  are  becoming  wary 
of  these  drugs,  is  that  popular  consumption  of  them  is 
steadily  increasing.  This  is  because  of  the  flood  of  head- 
ache cures  which  finds  its  outlets  through  every  drug 
store.  People  are  not  getting  these  drugs  through  the 
prescriptions  of  physicians  as  much  as  they  were,  but 
they  are  getting  them  through  patent  medicines  and 
through  preparations  made  up  by  the  drug  stores  them- 
selves and  sold  indiscriminately  to  everybody  that  asks 
for  a  headache  cure,  a  cold  cure  or  other  nostrum. 

There  is  peril  in  these  disclosures.  They  mean  that 
thousands  of  people  are  unconsciously  swallowing  deadly 

poisons,   running   the   risk   of   paying   for   release  from   offers,  and  it  strikes  me  that  when  the 
trifling  headaches  by  being  released  from  life  itself.    Also, 
they  mean  that  many  of  these  patrons  of  the  products 
of  coal  tar  are  forming  habits  which  spell  ruin.

The  Herald  has  been  publishing  on  this  page  the  com- 
ments of  the  country  press  on  the  supreme  court  deci- 
sion dcckiring  the  road  appropriation  bill  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional, but  it  gives  special  prominence  to  this  par- 
ticular quotation  bccau.se  it  is  so  different  from  the  rest 
and  s..  different  from  what  it  ought  to  be. 

Tw^)  things  in  this  controversy  are  absolutely  cer- 
tain: tlie  whole  state  wishes  good  roads,  and  it  will 
never  get  llicm  by  foolish  bickering  between  city  and 
country. 

It  is  very  pleasant  to  note,  therefore,  that  the  atti- 
tude uf  the  country  press  as  a  whole  is  distinctly  approv- 
ing oi  the  downiall  of  the  "pork  barrel"  bill,  and  that 
comments  like  the  above  are  remarkable  chiefly  for  their 
rarity. 

Somebody  has  said  that  in  most  bitter  disputes  the 
difference  is  chiclly  over  definitions,  and  seldom  over  the 
object  to  be  attained.  That  is  distinctly  true  in  the  case 
of  good  roads.  Everybody,  in  city  and  country  alike, 
wishc-,  good  roads  and  wishes  the  state  to  deal  liberally 
witli  tlicm.  There  is  absolutely  no  difference  here.  The 
ci!i>  s  are  not  fighting  state  road  appropriations  in  order 
to  li;  ve  more  state  money  to  be  spent  with  them;  the 
cities  are  anxious  to  see  large  sums  expended,  even 
larger  tlian  tho.^^e  involved  in  the  "pork  barrel,"  to  the 
end  that  good  roads  may  make  the  country  prosper  and 
th:it  the  cities  may  share  in  that  prosperity. 

Yet  tl.cre  is  an  evident  mi.sunderstanding  here  that 
must  be  cleared  up  before  any  progress  can  be  expected. 
While  the  attitude  of  the  country  press  is  overwhelm- 
ing'y  :ig;anst  the  "pork  barrel"  method  of  distributing 
state  road  money,  it  is  plain  that  some  farmers  fear  that 
tlie  cities  seek  to  divert  state  road  money  to  the  building 
of  aulHi'.bile  boulevards.  This  isn't  so;  few  city  people 
own  automobiles,  and  in  viewing  the  road  situation  90  per 
cent  of  the  city  p'pulation  would  agree  that  roads  should 
be  bnih  for  the  convenience  of  the  farmer,  who  has  the 
lir.'^t  rijj;ln  to  their  use.  If  the  automobile  owners  wish  to 
get  into  the  band  wagon  and  help  because  good  roads 
provide  pleasant  trips  for  them,  so  much  the  better, 
providing  they  realize  that  the  roads  are  being  built  for 
p:aotical   use   and   not   for   pleasuring. 

Again,  many  farmers  seem  to  fear  that  under  the  state 
higlnvny  conimi.->sion  plan  city  people  will  spend  all  the 
state  ruad  monej-.  This  isn't  the  way  that  it  is  done, 
and  it  shouldn't  be.  The  highw^ay  commission  should  not 
expend  the  state  road  money,  but  it  should  supervise 
its  cxpciuliture.  The  county  authorities  will  spend  the 
money,  but  over  them  will  be  the  highway  commission  to 
-see  tliat  the  money  brings  res\ilts  and  that  the  results 
accord  with  a  broad  plan  of  providing  roads  that  will  do 
the  ni  >st  good. 

Tl;c  trouble  has  been  that  members  of  the  legislature 
V,  l',o>c  only  appeal  for  re-election  lies  in  the  fact  that  thej' 
dipped  their  fingers  into  the  "pork  barrel"  have  confused 
the  i.->suc.  Their  viewpoint  is  purely  selfish,  and  that  their 
.seli'ishnes-,  has  overreached  itself  is  evident  from  the 
fact  tliat  there  is  quite  as  much  dissatisfaction  with  "pork 
barrel"  methods  in  the  country  as  there  is  in  the  city. 

The  thing  to  do  is  to  cease  <iuarreling,  lo  cease  agitat- 
ing the  evil  issue  of  country  against  city,  and  to  let  city 
ai.il  country  get  together  in  the  common  interests  to 
devi-e  a  scheme  of  state  aid  for  road-making  that  will 
accomp!i^h  the  maximum  of  results  for  the  whole  state. 


SWEDEN'S  TARIFF  COMMISSION. 

Col.  Charles  H.  Graves  of  Duluth,  United  States 
minister  to  Sweden,  reports  to  the  state  department  an 
interesting  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Swedish  tariff 
commission,  which  was  appointed  June  22,  1906,  and 
has  just  completed  its  work  and  published  an  exhaustive 
report  in  four  large  volumes.  The  report  is  of  partictilar 
interest  at  this  time  because  of  the  growing  belief, 
amounting  now  to  a  general  conviction,  that  only  through 
a  tariff  commission  is  it  possible  to  get  the  tariff  in  this 
country  upon  an  honest  and  scientific  business  basis. 

The  members  of  the  commission  were  one  of  the 
bureau  chiefs  of  the  customs  department,  the  manager 
of  a  paper  mill,  the  chief  of  the  commercial  division  of 
the  foreign  office,  one  wholesale  merchant,  two  manufac- 
turers and  two  members  of  parliament.  The  committee 
was  instructed  to  make  a  complete  revision  of  the  tariff 
of  June  6,  1906.  The  report  and  the  completed  bill  go 
before  the  Riksdag  for  action  at  its  next  session,  which 
begins  about  the  middle  of  January,  1910. 

The  committee  does  not  report  a  "maximum  and 
minimum"  clause,  because  its  commercial  relations  with 
the  rest  of  the  world  so  far  as  that  provision  goes  are 
covered  by  treaties  containing  the  "most-favored  nation" 
calause.  However,  it  is  recommended  that  in  case  of 
emergency  the  cabinet  be  empowered  to  make  an  "in- 
terim minimum  or  maximum  tariff,"  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Riksdag  at  its  next  session. 

The  committee  has  not  attacked  the  policy  of  protec- 
tion, which  has  applied  in  Sweden  since  1888,  though  it 
has  reduced  schedules  where  they  seemed  too  high.  It 
has  sought  to  guard  against  "dumping"  of  surplus  prod- 
ucts of  other  countries,  and  the  committee  devotes  much 
space  in  its  report  to  this  practice.  Countries  doing 
manufacturing  on  a  larger  scale  than  Sweden  can  sup- 
port are  apt  to  undersell  Swedish  manufacturers,  espe- 
cially with  goods  that  have  gone  out  of  fashion  to  some 
extent  in  the  countries  in  which  they  are  made.  The 
committee  states  that  the  "trusts"  in  other  countries 
have  funds  "with  which  to  indemnify  their  members  for 
loss  by  exporting  at  ruinous  prices."  Since  some  of  the 
trusts  referred  to  live  in  this  country,  there  is  interest  in 
the  suggestion  that  they  have  funds  to  indemnify  their 
m.embers  by  profitless  sales  abroad,  since  it  is  only  by 
high  prices  at  home  that  they  can  accumulate  such  a 
fund,  and  thus  the  foreigner  gets  the  benefit  of  "ruinous 
prices"  for  which  the  home  consumers  pay  through  prices 
which  must  be  unfairly  high  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 
Dumping  is  found  to  be  practised  by  most  German 
manufacturers,  and  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  it  is 
alleged  principally  as  to  iron  and  leather  goods. 

The  committee  adopted  specific  and  not  ad  valorem 
schedules  throughout,  and  says  on  this  point:  "It  is 
acknowledged  that  ad  valorem  duties  are  tlieoretically 
the  most  proper,  but  since  such  a  tariff  would  naturally 
have  the  character  of  a  price-list  tariff,  and  the  low 
prices  during  a  crisis  would  cause  lower  duties,  while  just 
during  such  times  the  largest  possible  protection  would 
be  needed  against  foreign  'dumping;'  and  since  the  ad 
valorem  tariff,  in  order  to  be  really  effective,  requires 
a  corps  of  experts  which  surely  could  not  be  found  at 
small  customs  stations;  and  finally,  since  the  use  of  false 
invoices  could  easily  be,  and  has  also  been,  carried  on  by 
dishonest  merchants,  the  committee  has  proposed  duties 
based  on  weight.  But  in  order  that  we  should  be  pre- 
pared against  competition  in  newly  constructed  ma- 
chinery, the  committee  retains  in  its  proposition  a  special 
ad  valorem  duty  for  machinery  not  specified  in  the  tariff, 
as  well  as  for  automobiles  and  certain  other  articles." 
The  rates  on  food  supplies  are  not  increased.  On  lard 
and  oleomargarine  the  duty  is  reduced  a  third.  The  duty 
on  hides  is  increased,  and  printing  presses  and  type- 
foundry  and  type-setting  machines  are  made  free.

The 
members  stayed  up  themselves,  worlv- 
ing,  and  tlie  first  thing  yesterday 
morning,  they  were  supervising  the 
activities  of  large  crews  of  men  and 
teams.  -^ 

They  cleared  the  streets  and  permit- 
ted a  resumption  of  the  usual  traffic  of 
tiie  city  in  a  commendably  short  time 
and  are  removing  the  elleets  of  the 
cloudburst  as  rapidly  as  they  know 
how.

Chicago  News:  After  having  made 
duties  in  the  pending  tariff  bill  as 
high  as  tiiey  dared,  the  Aldrich  coterie 
in  the  senate  have  sought  to  utilize 
the  maximum  and  minimum  plan  a.s  a 
device  for  raising  the  rates  still  higher 
in   some   instances. 

The  idea  of  providing  maximum  and 
minimum  duties  anj  giving  the  admin- 
istrative arm  of  the  government  power 
to  levy  against  any  particular  country 
tlie  lower  or  higher  rates,  according 
as  that  country  does  not  or  does  prac- 
tice trade  discriminations  against 
American  goods,  apjoealed  to  the  public 
mind  when  it  was  first  presented.  It 
was  supposed  tliat  the  plan  would  be 
utilized  to  work  a  reduction  of  duties 
en  goods  iniporied  from  friendly  coun- 
tries. But  Aldrich  and  Cannon  do  not 
allow   things   to   work    that   way. 

After  Aldrich  and  his  crowd  in  the 
senate  succeeded  twelve  year.s  ago  in 
getting  the  rales  in  tlie  Dingley  law 
fixed  abnormally  high,  ostensibly  to 
have  a  sufficient  margin  on  which  to 
trade  in  the  negotiation  of  reciprocity 
treaties,  they  refused  to  permit  the 
ratification  of  any  of  the  treaties  of 
this  character  negotiated  during  the 
administration  of  President  McKinley. 
The  maximum  and  minimum  tariff  de- 
vice now  is  being  utilized  in  the  same 
general  way  that  the  reciprocity  pre- 
tense was  utilized  at  the  time  the 
Dingley   law   was   framed. 

The  operation  of  this  feature  of  the 
pending  bill,  if  approved  as  it  stands, 
cannot  possibly  work  any  reduction 
of  rates  below  the  high  figures  in  the 
proposed  law.  To  what  extent  its  op- 
eration actually  will  pioduce  an  addi- 
tion of  25  per  cent  to  the  higli  rates 
specified,  the  general  public  has  no 
definite  knowledge.  It  may  serve  to 
lift  to  preposterous  heights  the  duties 
on  some  imported  articles  of  great 
Importance  to  the  consumers.

vide tcnipfuary  relief  from  the  agonies  of  headache. 

The>e  drugs  are  declared  to  be  objctionable  from  two 
vicwpoi'iis:  First,  they  are  poisons  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  u.iid,  and  exceedingly  dangerous  things  for  those 
unacciuainted  with  their  properties  to  use.  Second,  they 
arc  habit-forming  drugs,  being  in  that  sense  scarcely  less 
objeoti<niable  than  opium.

It  is  evident  that  tliere  is  going  to  be  need  for 
patience  regarding  the  repair  of  the  havoc  wrought  in 
a  few  brief  hours  by  the  storm  of  Wednesday  night.

In  many  instances  they 
have  their  work  to  do;  for  washed-out  lawns  and 
undermined  sidewalks  and  flooded  cellars  are  common. 
If  the  sufferers  from  these  injuries  to  sightly  home 
places  happened  to  be  caught  without  a  surplus  in  the 
bank  to  meet  the  expense  of  repairs  they  will  know 
how    to    appreciate     the     city's     fi.x.

NO  BALLET  DANCERS'  BAN. 

French  Official  Denies  Any  "Sabo- 
tage of  Pleasures  of  Paris." 

Paris,  July  23. — The  corps  de  ballet 
has  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  Pataud,  the 
labor  agitator,  and  opera-goers  will 
not  be  visited  with  any  such  misfort- 
unes  as    a   "strike    of    folded   legs." 

Having  apparently  taken  Pataud 
more  seriously  Ihan  most  other  people, 
the  "secretary  general  of  the  Syndicate 
of  Dramatic  Artists'  wrote  Indignant- 
ly to  the  press,  repudiating  any  revo- 
lutionary intentions  on  the  part  of  that 
bodv,  and  denying  that  any  "sabotage 
of  the  pleasures  of  Paris"  has  ever 
been  thought  or  dreamed  of.  He  points 
out  that  the  svndicate,  which  was  le.g- 
allv  inorporatcd  in  1903,  and  numbers 
3,000  members,  including  singers,  com- 
edians and  dancers,  both  men  and 
women,  is  a  highly  peaceful  and  order- 
ly association,  whicii  has  already  ob- 
tained many  reforms  by  legal  means 
trim  p&rliament  and  me  authorities, 
and  would  not  dream  of  resorting  to 
violent   and   irregular  measures. 

Artists  are  the  servants  of  the  pub- 
lie,  and  never  will  spoil  the  i)u))lics 
pleasures  for  any  selflsh  ends.  "Let 
no  doubt  on  that  score  lurk  in  the 
public  mind,"  concludes  the  sccretar.v- 
general.  Admirers  of  the  ballet  thus 
now  have  tluir  fears  set  finally  at  rest 

GOODBYE  tI)  gondola. 

Classic  Craft  of  Venice  Are  Giving 
Way  to  Motor  Boats. 

Venice,   July    23. — The    Venetian    gon- 
dola   Will    shortly    be    a    thing    of    the 
past,    way    in     its    turn    to    the     motor 
launch.    In    tlic    early    'SOs    the      little 
steamers    made    their    first    appearance 
on    the    Grand    canal,    giving    the    first 
blow  to   the  gondoliers,   whose  custom- 
ers   largely     deserted      them      for     this 
cheaper    and    quicker    mode    of    locomo- 
tion,   while    the    gcindolas      had      their 
lives    shortened    by    the    greater    wash 
of    the    waves,    which    is   also    held    re- 
sponsible  for   the   damages   done   to  the 
foundations    of    various    historic    Vene- 
tian'buildings.     Now    a  far   more  dan- 
gerous  rival    to   the   gondola   has  estab- 
lished   itself    on      the      lagoons    in    the 
shape  of  the  motor  boat.     The   gondol- 
iers  have   protested,   but   in   vain.   Mucli 
the    same    fate      awaits      the      pleasure 
craft    on    the    Thames;    the    advent    of 
ilie    motor   boat   is   gradually    eliminat- 
ing   the    sculling    boat.      the      Canadian 
eanoe    and    the    restful    punt,    and      the 
"rowing'   river  par   excellence  of  Eng- 
1  hind    is    fated    to    be    given   over    to    the 
i  ni-chanicallv         propelled         craft.        In 
Venice    the    Socialists    have    raised    the 
'  question  of  the  gondola  at  the  munici- 
pal council    but  the  conservative  mayor 
has    taken    the    line    that    it    Is    time    to 
deprive  the  gondoliers  of  their  monop- 
oly  in   the  interests  of  progress. 

T\VO  KILLEDJN  VENDETTA. 

Five  Wounded  in  Savage  Battle  in 
Street  of  Naples. 

Milan.  July  23. — ^Two  people  have 
been  killed  and  five  wounded  with 
knives  and  revolvers  in  a  savage  Ca- 
morrist  vendetta  at  Naples.  The  affair 
originated  many  years  ago  in  a  feud 
between  the  families  of  two  chiefs  of 
the  Camorra  In  the  Monte  Calario 
quarter.  One  chief,  Valerie,  betrayed 
the  sister  of  another  called  Marino 
and  afterwards  abandoned  her.  Marino 
went  to  shoot  Valerie,  but  by  mistake 
killed    that    chiefs    wife    Instead. 

Marino,  who  had  just  returned  home 
after  serving  ten  years  in  the  convict 
settlement,  called  together  his  parti- 
sans to  wreak  vengeance  on  his  hated 
enemy,  Valerie,  who  Is  the  managing 
director  of  gambling  houses  under  the 
control  of  the  Camorra  in  that  part  of 
Naples.  A  fearful  affray  began  to- 
wards midday,  each  rival  being  sup- 
ported by  a  small  army  of  kinsfolk  anO 
comrades. 

Valerio  was  shot  through  the  heart 
and  tlien  pierced  with  daggers.  His 
wife's  throat  was  cut  and  her  fingers 
chopped  off;  lier  son  and  sister  were 
both  horribly  hacked  with  knives.  A 
policeman  with  two  passersby  Inter- 
vening wert  all  three  felled  with  bul- 
lets,  and    are    unlikely   to  survive. 


CARUSO  HAS  BEEN  CURED. 


Milan,  July  23. — Caruso  is  cured. 
The  operation  performed  upon  his 
throat  was  particularly  delicate  and 
difficult.  Prof.  Delia  Vedova,  ur.der 
wliose  care  Caruso  placed  himself,  has 
given  some  curious  and  interesting  de- 
tails regarding  the  affection  whicli,  for 
a  time,  seemed  to  threaten  the  ter- 
mination of  the  great  tenor's  operatic 
career.  The  malady  from  which  he 
suffered  was  a  nodular  growth  on  the 
right  vocal  cord,  which  it  was  neces- 
sarv  to  extirpate. 

P"or  ten  days  after  the  operation 
Caruso  had  to  maintain  the  most  abso- 
lute silence.  On  the  tenth  day  the  .lur- 
geon  permitted  him  to  speak  in  a 
whisper  ,and  ten  days  later  still  the 
great  singer  was  able  to  try  his  voice. 
It  was  an  anxious  moment,  but  the  re- 
suit  of  tlie  trial  gave  immediate  cer- 
tainty that  the  cure  was  perfect. 

Tlie  timbre  of  the  various  notes  dls- 
plaved  all  its  former  marvelous  purity. 

Tl-.en  Caruso  signed  a  contract  for 
three  concerts  at  Ostend  and  renewed 
his  contract  with  the  Metropolitan 
opera  liouse   in   New  York.

London,   July   23. — About   a  year  ago 
Kngland    began    the   systematic    collec- 
tion of  statistics  as  to  tke  physical  and 
mental  condition  of  her  school  children, 
and  now  the  first  of  the  reports  of  the 
medical    officers    appointed    under    the 
new    scheme    are    being    published    and 
are  coming  in  for  wide  and  earnest  dis- 
cussion.     To    say    that    the    country    is 
shocked  at  the  condition  of   things  re- 
vealed by  the  first  thorough  Inspection 
is    putting    the    case    mildly.        She      is 
aroused    to   the    danger   implied    in    the 
conditions,  and  the  revival  of  the  mil- 
itary   spirit   which    has    been    going    on 
for  some  time  is  intensifying  the  con- 
cern   of    the    public.      "Where    are    our 
soldiers   coming   from   if  we   are   breed- 
ing a  race  of  weaklings?"  men  are  ask- 
ing,   and    a    strong    public    demand     is 
going    up    for    Immediate    measures    to 
check    the    degeneracy    which    is    being 
revealed.  ,   , 

The  man  in  the  street  realized  in  a 
mild  sort  of  way  before  that  England 
todav  is  not  breeding  men  equal  to 
those  of  his  grandfather's  time,  but  lie 
consoled  himself  with  the  reflection 
that  even  if  they  were  not  as  big,  they 
were  quite  as  healthy,  and  declared 
that  when  the  time  came  Englishmen 
would  show  that  they  had  not  forgot- 
ten how  to  fight.  Now,  however,  he 
has  the  situation  set  before  him  in  re- 
lentless figures  and  comparative  tables, 
and  he  realizes  that  something  must 
be  done,  and  done  at  once. 

Same  Storj'  Told. 
So  far  ic  is  not  claimed  for  the  sta- 
tistics that  thev  are  more  than  partial, 
but  as  far  as  they  go  they  are  accu- 
rate Some  of  the  new  medical  officers, 
owing  to  the  delay  in  getting  the  law 
into  working  order,  organizing  their 
staff,  and  working  out  a  system  of  in- 
spection, have  only  six  months'  actual 
work  to  report  on,  but  in  nearly  every 
part  of  England  the  same  story  is 
told;  the  children  who  are  growing  up 
today  are  nearly  all  handicapped  by 
the  conditions  under  which  tiiey  are 
compelled  to  live,  and  many  of  them 
are  actually  diseased  or  mentally  de- 
f  ecti  ve. 

The  country  children  are  better  off 
in  many  respects,  of  course,  tiian  the 
cliildren  of  tlie  towns,  but  even  in  the 
agricultural  districts  a  lamentable 
amount  of  underdevelopment  and  neg- 
lect is  found.  Two  typical  reports  are 
those  of  Dr.  Stevenson,  medical  officer 
for  Somerset,  whose  system  has  been 
adopted  as  a  model  by  the  local  gov- 
ernment board,  and  I^r.  Sanders,  medi- 
cal officer  for  West  Ham.  Somerset  is 
almost  a  purely  agricultural  county 
where  tlie  conditions  for  the  growth 
and  development  of  child  life  ought  to 
be  ideal,  while  West  Ham  Is  one  of  the 
great  working  class  suburbs  of  P.ast 
London,  where  the  children  are  crowd- 
ed into  tiny  houses  in  narrow  streets 
and  subject  to  all  the  hardships  re- 
sultant on  the  irregular  and  scantily 
paid  employment  of  their  parents.  It 
might  be  expected  then  that  Somerset 
would  make  a  better  showing  In  .some 
respects  than  West  Ham,  and  it  does, 
but  in  otliers  it  is  lamentably  behina. 
HrlKht    and    Welsbt.  . 

To  begin  with  the  question  of  height 
and  weight.  In  lS8a  the  British  Anthro- 
nometrical  association  fixed  a  series  ot 
standards  based  on  the  figures  then 
available  for  the  entire  country,  for 
the  height  and  weight  of  boys  and 
girls  of  various  ages.  The  standards, 
of  course  were  averages  and  we  miglu 
expect  that  in  Somerset  the  height  and 
welKht  of  the  children  would  be  above 
the  standard.  It  is  not.  ,At  most  ages 
it  is  just  about  the  standard,  while  at 
some  it  is  slightly  lower.  In  West 
Ham  of  course,  both  height  and  weight 
at  all  ages  are  greatly  below  the 
standard.  Even  in  the  small  towns  ol 
Somerset  the  height  and  w'eight  of 
the  children  are  noticeably  below  those 
in  the  purelv  agricultural  districts. 

in  the  matter  of  nutrition  too.  there 
is  a  'Striking  difference  between  the 
'c^^untry  and^the  tow;n  Dr.  Stevenson 
finds  not  a  single  child  in  tlie  whole 
county  which  could  be  classed  as  dis- 
tinctly badly  fed,  and  he  finds  only  11 
per  cent  wlio  are  below  the  normal, 
in  Somerset  62  per  cent  of  the  children 
are  normally  nourished  and  2o  per 
cent  distinctly  well  nourished  In 
West  Ham,  on  the  other  hand.  11  Per 
cent  of  the  children  are  recorded  as 
badlv  nourished,  while  nearly  all  the 
rest  are  below  the  normal. 

When  we  come  to  teeth  there  is  not 
much  to  choose.  In  West  Ham  only  40 
per  cent  of  the  children  had  a  full  set 
of  teeth  and  practically  all  liad  some 
decayed  teeth.  In  Somerset  nearly 
every  child  had  two  or  three  decayed 
teeth,  and  in  both  districts  evidence  of 
the  use  of  the  tooth  brush  was  the  ex- 
ception and   not    the  rule. 

Demand  for  Keform. 
These  are  onlv  a  few  of  the  things 
that  have  been  discovered  as  a  result 
of  the  first  year  of  inspection,  but  al- 
readv  a  demand  is  going  up  for  relorm. 
Dr  Ker,  the  medical  officer  for  the 
London  countv  council  schools,  is  advo- 
cating the  establishment  of  school 
clinics,  at  which  all  the  children  \yill 
be  treated  for  their  ailments  and  im- 
perfections by  medical  men,  and  in 
connection  with  tills  he  insists  that 
school  kitchens  should  be  established 
by  which  tlie  evil  of  underfeeding  may 
be  remedied.  The  astonishing  thing 
about  it  is  that  the  British  public  is 
not  denouncing  these  proposals  as  So- 
cialism. It  is  taking  them  quite  seri- 
ously and  even  the  London  Times,  that 
organ  of  hidebound  conservatism. 
Messed  Dr.  Kcr's  propt>sals  in  an  edi- 
torial   the    other   day.  , 

Another  proposal  which  is  receiving 
serious  consideration  from  the  educa- 
tional authorities  is  that  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  school  dentists.  School 
oculists  have  already  been  appointed  in 
some  districts,  notably  in  Somerset, 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  teeth  are  even 
more  important  than  the  eye-s.  In  this 
the  education  authorities  are  being 
supported  by  tlie  war  office.  Fully  50 
per  cent  of  the  would-be  recruits  who 
offer  themselves  for  the  British  army 
ever.v  vear  are  rejected  because  of  their 
defective  teeth.  It  has  -oeen  said  that 
an  armv  marches  on  its  stomacli,  but  It 
might  be  said  even  more  truly  that  it 
marclies  on  its  teeth,  for  if  the  teeth 
are  not  up  to  proper  mastication,  indi- 
gestion and  all  its  concomitant  troubles 
are  sure  to  follow.  England  needs 
.'^oldiers  who  can  chew,  and  this  is 
going  to  be  a  powerful  factor  In  im- 
proving the  general  health  of  the  ris- 
ing  generation.

VERMONT  WANTS 
"JIM  CROW"  CARS 

Where  Negro  Soldiers  Are 
Quartered  By  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Boston.  Mass.,  July  23. — Confronted 
with  a  qiicj-tion  similar  to  that  which 
disturbed  the  peace  of  Brownsville, 
^ex.,  the  people  of  Northwestern  Ver- 
mont are  acting  not  unlike  their 
Southern   brethren. 

BurllnKton,  one  of  the  northernmost 
citles*of  Ntw  England  and  a  hotbed  of 
abolition   in  antebellum   days,   is   up   in 


arms  over  the  decision  of  the  govern- 
ment to  quarter  1,200  negro  cavalry- 
men at  Fort  Kthan  Allan,  three  miles 
from  that  city. 

While  people  have  refused  to  eat  In 
restaurants  with  the  negroes,  and  citi- 
zens of  Burling'ton  anil  Winnci.ski  are 
demanding  separate  cars  fur  whites 
and  blacks  on  the  trolley  road — "Jim 
Crow" — cars,  as  they  are  called  in  the 
South. 

The  first  trouble  started  at  Winooslil. 
a  little  town  a  mile  from  the  fort,  with 
1,400  inhabitants.  Winooskl.  while  of- 
ficially a  dry  town,  is  supplied  with 
two  or  three  kitchen  "cubbys,"  and  the 
ccdored  soldiers  are  in  the  habit  of  vis- 
iting: them. 

There  has  been  trouble  enough  al- 
ready with  only  a  portit)n  of  the  col- 
ored regiment  here,  and  the  natives  are 
becoming  alarmed  over  the  prospect 
uf  what  may  result  with  the  whole  de- 
tachment  in   town. 

The  race  pre.1udice  has  already  ex- 
tended to  the  restaurant.s,  cafes,  mov- 
ing picture  houses,  and  oven  the  coun- 
try papers  are  clamoring  for  the  sol- 
diers to  be  moved. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  New  England  when  colored  troops 
have  been  stationed  within  its  borders.

BMANAS  IN 
A_DECLINE 

Fruit  Is  Cheap  and  Import- 
ers Are  Chagrined 
Over  It

Rest  of  the  Produce  Mar- 
ket Is    Steady    and 
Unchanged. 


The  effect  of  the  liberal  Importations 
of  bananas  Is  beginning  to  be  felt  in 
the   local  produce  market. 

Importers  have  been  bringing  in 
bananas  at  an  extravagent  rate  and 
prices  in  the  markets  nearer  the  South- 
ern ports  have  been  easier  for  some 
time,  although  the  depression  In  the 
market  has  not  been  noticed  here  until 
this   week. 

Quotations  on  the  fruit  in  Duluth 
this  week  are  off  a  quarter  to  half  a 
cent  from  last  week.  This  is  not 
much  of  a  drop  on  the  face  of  it,  but 
when  it  is  considered  that  owing  to  the 
energies  of  the  "banana  trust,"  the 
market  for  them  in  this  country  la 
usually  about  as  steady  as  a  family 
horse,  the  significance  of  a  drop  of  a 
fraction   of   a    cent    can    be   appreciated. 

Local  banana  prices  seldom,  if  ever, 
fluctuate  beyond  a  range  of  one  point. 
If  they  do,  something  extraordinary 
has  happened.  And,  furthermore,  it  can 
generally  be  banked  upon  that  some- 
thing a  little  out  of  the  way  has  hap- 
pened when   the  fruit  drops  in    value. 

Something  extraordinary  has  hap- 
pened. The  big  men  in  the  banana 
trade  say  that  the  importations  have 
been  too  large  and  are  bewailing  the 
fact  that  the  American  banana  mar- 
ket is  demoralized,  as  a  consequence. 

And  n(>thing  demoralizes  the  heads 
of  the  banana  importing  Industry  like 
a  demorulizalion  of  tlie  market  for 
th<!lr  product. 

It  does  not  happen  very  often.  The 
importers  see  to  it  that  it  doesn't.  But 
occasionally  they  bring  in  more 
bananas  than  tliere  is  a  demand  for,  and 
their  lack  of  judgment  humiliates  and 
angers  them.  They  resolve  never  to  let 
it  happen  again. 

All  of  this  is  no  idle  joke,  for  If  there 
Is  a  business  which  has  learned  the 
modern  commercial  art  of  organization 
and  co-operation,  it  Is  the  banana  busi-

TO  GUARD  ANTIUIITIES. 


Italy 


Passes  New  Law  Which  Favors 
the  Owners. 

Rome,  July  23. — The  new  law  to 
guard  the  aiitlquities  and  art  treasures 
of  Italy  h.as  passed  the  senate,  with 
a  few  unimportant  modifications,  and 
will  soon  be  set  in  force.  It  does  not 
differ  materially  from  the  law  hith- 
erto In  force,  and  is.  If  anything, 
even  more  restrictive  with  regard  to 
the  export  of  objects  of  art.  The  sen- 
ate appears  to  have  tried  without  suc- 
cess to  procure  more  purchasing 
power  for  the  state;  and  lias  succeeded, 
at  least,  in  lessening  the  burden  on 
the  owner  by  obliging  the  state  to  un- 


dertake the  care  ar  d  cu.stody  of  any 
object  whose  export  Is  under  discu;^- 
sion. 

The  law  concernin;?  excavation.'',  from 
wiiich  mucli  was  exitected  by  tlie  Ital- 
ian archatlogists,  his.  after  all,  bec-n 
left  much  as  it  was  before.  What  the 
archaeologists  desired  was  a  law  de- 
claring that  a  land  owner  possessed 
no  arcliaeological  property  beneatli  tlie 
soil,  or,  in  other  words,  no  right  what- 
ever to  antiquities  fcund  In  excavation, 
and  that  he  could  only  claim  compen- 
sation for  loss  ur  dfiniage  done  to  his 
land  by  the  process  of  excavation.  The 
actual  law.  iioweve:*,  as  amended  by 
the  senate,  does  recognize  the  claim 
of  the  lanil  owner  and  declares  that 
a  fourth  part  of  tlie  antiquities  dis- 
covered, or  their  equivalent  value, 
shall    he    left    to    him    by    the    state. 

The  wishes  ot  the  archaelogical  coun- 
cil have  been  more  respected  in  the 
question  of  propert;.-  expropriated  by 
the  state  for  the  purpose  of  excava- 
tion.    In  such  cases  the  law  states  that 


in  the  valuation  of  such  a  property 
no  account  is  to  be  taken  of  the*  pre- 
sumed value  of  aiiti(|uities  which  may 
be  afterward  found.  This,  at  least, 
should  cltar  the  way  for  the  projjosed 
excavations  on  the  site  of  Herculaneum. 
Hitherto,  it  has  been  impossible  to 
exprv.pl  iate  the  necessary  land  ow- 
ing to  the  fabulous  price  placed  by 
the  owners  on  their  share  in  the  an- 
tiquities below  the  soji.

Oscar    Peterson    Describes 
Conditions  in  the  Coun- 
try Districts. 


That  all  roads  running  into  Duluth 
from  the  country  districts  were  but 
foaming  rivers  after  tlie  storm  of 
Wednesday  evening,  is  tlie  assertion  of 
Oscar  Peterson,  a  well  known  police 
officer  at  the  West  Duluth  station,  who, 
with  his  family,  under  great  diffi- 
lies,  came  to  West  Duluth  after  a  short 
stay  at  Pike   Lake  yesterday. 

The  Peterson  family  and  that  of 
Charles  Saff  of  2424  West  Second  street 
were  camping  for  a  few  days  near  the 
lake,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to 
come  to  West  Duluth  ytstcrday.  An  at- 
lompt  was  first  made  to  reacli  home  by 
ihe  tlermantown  road,  but  this  failed, 
as  several  bridges  were  washed  out  and 
!t    was    impassable. 

Next,  according  to  Mr.  Peterson,  he 
tripd  to  get  tlirough  on  the  Proctor 
road,  but  this  road  was  also  impas- 
sable. A  passage  was  hiially  e:'fccted 
on  the  Maple  Grove  road.  "The  t^ntire 
trip  was  just  like  fording  a  stream, 
.■<aid  Officer  Peterson.  "In  many  places, 
before  we  drove  the  rig  tjirough,  we 
waded  ahead  and  found  out  if  there 
were   anv    bridges   washed   out." 

The  Petersons  had  a  liigh-wlieeled 
carriage  and  even  tlien  water  came  in. 
Nearly  every  one  of  the  family  was 
ilrcnched  before  they  reached 
home    in    West    Duliiih.

Damage  to  the  extent  of  several 
thousand  dollars  was  done  to  the  Bay- 
view  Heights  incline  road  by  the  storm 
of  Wednesday  evening,  and  at  places 
the  tracks  are  a  total  wreck.

Navigation  on  the  St.  Louis  river  to- 
day is  dangerous  for  small  boats,  ac- 
cording to  tlie  stories  brought  down 
ilif  river  from  Fond  du  Lac  by  boatmen 
who  liave  had  narrow  escapes  from  ac- 
cidents  on   tlie  water. 

The  swollen  stream  carries  with  it  a 
mass  of  floating  debris,  consisting  of 
driftwood,  pine  .stumps  and  small  logs. 
Much  of  the  refuse  comes  from  the 
tributary  streams,  such  as  the  Cloquet 
liver  and   other  creeks. 

Yesterday  two  West  Duluthians  at- 
tempted to  get  up  the  river  against  tlie 
strong  current  in  a  liglU  boat.  Prog- 
ress was  very  slow  and  the  men  were 
in  constant  danger  of  being  swamped 
bv  deadheads   or   logs. 

Before  they  ha<I  gone  very  far.  &. 
piece  of  driftwood  knocked  the  pro- 
l>(.Ilor  off  the  boat  and  they  were  left 
to  the  mercy  of  the  current  for  some 
lime,  until  they  finally  steered  into 
.sliore  and  landed. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  streets  of 
Pond  du  Lac  arc  still  under  water  to- 
day. The  old  Mission  creek,  wliich 
wa.s  diked  up  like  a  canal,  was  washed 
out  and  the  stream   flooded  tlie  town.

"You     would     be     surprised     at     the 

stinginess     of     the    average     Easterner 

when    It    comes    to    buying    a    cigar," 

said    one    of    the    leading    cigar    store 

men    yesterday.      "One   would   naturally 

tliink  that  as  they  are  supposed  to  be 

plentifully    endowed    with    money,    and 

as     they     are     traveling    in     first-class 

style,   that   they    would   want    only    the 

best   to   smoke,   or  that,   at   least,    they 

would  ask  for  a  reasonably  good 
brand. 

'But  they  don't  do  It;  not  on  your 
life.  I  have  noticed  this  fact  in  pre- 
vious years,  but  never  so  much  as  this 
season.  They  seem  to  be  getting 
worse  instead  of  better  in  the  East  in 
this  respect.  A  clerk  in  Duluth  earn- 
ing $80  a  month,  and  maybe  married 
at  tliat,  spends  three  times  as  much 
for  his  smoking  material  as  does  one

If  we  don't  happen  to 
have  any  good  tliree-for-flve,  the  man 
will  maybe  compromise  on  a  two-for- 
five,  and  on  rare  occasions  he  may  get 
real  sporty  and  Invest  a  whole  nickel 
in  a  smoke.  About  one  in  eight  or 
ten  of  these  fellows  will  select  a  10- 
cent  brand  and  when  he  does  I  size 
him  up  right  away  as  coming  from  this 
side  of   the   Pennsylvania   state  line."

Des  Moines.  Iowa,  July  23. — The  Iowa 
board  of  pardons  yesterday  recom-

Washington,  July  23. — Emphasizing 
the  Importance  of  insisting  upon  re- 
ductions in  the  duties  upon  manufac- 
tures as  well  as  upon  raw  material. 
Senator  Cummins  of  Iowa  late  yester- 
day made  publi:  a  statement  which  Is 
accepted  as  representing  the  views  of 
at  least  a  majoiity  of  the  "Progressive 
Republican"  senators  relative  to  the 
present  situation  with  regard  to  the 
tariff    bill. 

Previously  Mr.  Cummins  had  been  in 
consultation  for  two  hours  with  tlie 
president,  and  an  exchange  of  views 
had  passed  between  Mr.  Cummins  and 
others  of  the  ten  who  voted  against  the 
tariff   bill   in   th<    senate. 

The  pronouncement  is  evidently  in- 
tended to  meet  Ihe  idea  that  the  presi- 
dent and  the  downward  revisionists 
would  be  content  with  free  raw  ma- 
terial. 

"1  Indorse  evi?ry  word  of  the  state- 
ment recently  made  by  the  president, 
and  earnestly  hope  that  he  will  be 
successful  in  bringing  the  conferees  to 
his  views,"  says  Mr.  Cummins,  who 
tiien  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
especial  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon 
the    so-called    raw    materials. 

To    Inclu«le    3IanufnctureH. 

"I  feel  compelled,"  says  Mr.  Cum- 
mins, "to  remind  the  public  that 
neither  the  presidents  statement  nor 
our  light  was  so  confined."  He  then 
says: 

"While  it  Is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance that  iron  jre,  oil,  liides  and  coal 
be  dealt  with  as  proposed  by  the  presi- 
dent, it  is  still  more  Important  that 
the  duties  on  manufactured  products 
shall  be  brought  down  somewhere  near 
the  protective  point.  It  will  be  of  little 
advantage  to  tie  body  of  the  people 
to  do  away  with  unnecessary  duties 
upon  raw  materials,  if  the  manufac- 
turers are  pern  It  ted  to  enjoy  the  ex- 
cessive duties  that  enable  them  to 
take  e.vtortlonate  profits  upon  the 
things  that  the  people  must  buy  and 
use." 

Instancing  the  most  prominent  fea- 
tures of  the  senile  bill  which  he  thinks 
should  be  amended,  Mr.  Cummins  says 
that  "those  who  have  been  contending 
for  lower  dutljs  can  afford  to  sur- 
render a  part  of  their  just  demands 
if  they  can,  in  the  main,  obtain  the  re- 
ductions     which      insure        the     people 


against   undue  prices  In   the  chief  com* 
niodllies    of    commerce." 

Criticieeti    Senate    BUI. 

He  then  outlined  lils  principal  ob- 
jections to  the  bill  as  it  left  the  sen- 
ate. He  rays  the  reductions  in  th< 
steel  schedule  generally  are  not  suf- 
ficient, but  the  schedule  might  be  ac- 
cepted but  lor  the  Increase  on  struo- 
lural   iron  and  steel. 

"Struciuial  iron  and  steel,  the  us« 
of  whicli  is  so  rapidly  increasing," 
says  .Mr.  Cummins,  "is  raised  from  th« 
Dingley  rate  of  $10  per  ton  and  tii« 
house  rale  of  $6  per  ton,  to  45  peM 
ttnt  ad-valorem,  which,  at  the  present 
price  of  this  commodity,  means  a  duty 
of  $16  per  ton,  an  increase  over  th* 
present  lavi-  of  $6  per  ton  and  over 
the    house    provision    of    $10    per    ton. 

"When  it  Is  considered  that  the  duty 
on  rails  is  $3.50  a  ton  and  their  mar- 
ket price  is  $-S  per  ton,  the  proposed 
duty  on  a  form  of  steel  which  sell* 
for  $35  per  ton  is  wholly  indefensible. 
Free  iron  ore  is  a  very  desirable  thinff 
but  when  the  welfare  of  the  consumer 
is  taken  into  account,  it  would  be 
vastly  better,  if  a  fair  rate  can  be 
sf. cured  on  but  one  of  these  items,  to 
allow  the  duty  on  iron  ore  to  go  at 
^'5  cents  pel  ton,  and  cut  the  duty  on 
structural  steel  to  $5  or  $6  per  ton, 
where  it  properly  belongs  and  where 
It  would  still  furnish  complete  protec- 
tion for  homo  producers,  measured  by 
the  Republican  standard. 
An   to  Lamber. 

"In  the  lumber  schedule,  if  both 
rough  and  dressed  lumber  are  not  free, 
as  they  ought  to  be,  the  house  rate  of 
$1  on  rough  lumber  should  be  pre- 
served, and  the  differential  upon 
dressed  lumber  should  begin  at  25  cent* 
per  1,000,  and  not  go  beyond  60  centa 
per    1,000. 

"In  the  paper  schedule  the  house 
rate  of  $2  per  ton  on  print  paper  v.-ith- 
out  the  possibility  of  increasing  it  by  a 
countervailing  duty,  and  free  woo4 
pulp,  also  protected  against  a  counter- 
vailing duty,  should  be  rigidly  insisted 
upon. 

In  the  cotton  schedule  the  senate 
increases  from  beginning  to  end  should 
be  rejected,  and  while  I  believe  that 
there  should  be  reductions  In  thli 
schedule,  the  people  might  be  willing 
to  stand  for  the  house  rate,  barring,  of 
course,    the    hosiery    increases. 

"The  woolen  schedule,  with  respect 
to  the  compensatory  duties  to  manu- 
facturers, is  manifestly  wrong;  and  the 
artificial  and  arbitrary  plan  of  esti- 
mating the  relation  between  unwashed 
and  scoured  wool  is  grossly  absurd. 
The  wool  grower  is  sacrificed  In  order 
to  give  undue  protection  to  the  worst- 
ed wool  manufacturers.  The  whole 
schedule  is  so  indefensible  that  a  re- 
adjustment seems  Imperative,  evea 
though  to  accomplish  It  the  confer- 
ence report  be  voted  down  and  the  bill 
brought  before  the  senate  again  for 
amendment. 

Add    to    OTer-Production. 

"Our  platform  and  our  pledges  em- 
brace every  dutiable  commodity,  and 
we  should  apply  the  same  criterion 
from  the  first  to  the  last.  It  will  be 
most  unfortunate  If,  in  trying  to  give 
relief  to  the  rank  ana  file  of  our  peo- 
ple, we  succeed  only  in  giving  manu- 
facturers free  materials  and  thus  add 
to  the  over-protection  which  they  now 
enjoy  the  further  profits  of  cheapened 
production,  profits  whicli  the  manufac- 
turers will  be  slow  to  share  with  the 
consuming    public." 

While  Mr.  Cummins  says  he  does  not 
undertake  to  represent  the  views  of 
the  other  "Progressives,"'  it  is  known 
that  most  of  them  were  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  read  Mr.  Cummins'  an- 
nouncement and  some  of  tliese  public- 
ly stated  that  it  expressed  tiielr  opin- 
ions.

Both  Strikers  and  Boat  Own- 
ers Lay  Back  for  Long 
Wait. 

Now  that  Che  excitement  made  by 
the  great  strike  on  the  lakes  has  to  a 
great  extent  abated,  and  both  the 
strikers  and  the  boat  companies  have 
become  used  to  the  conditions,  lake 
traffic  Is  back  on  a  normal  br.sls.

The  steamer  Steel  Iving  of  tlie  Gil- 
christ line  which  has  been  idle  so  far 
tills  year  is  being  filled  out  in  liie  local 
harbor  and  will  leave,  it  is  expected, 
during  the  course  of  a  few  days  fur 
down    the    lakes   with   a   lar.sro   of   oi-e. 

The  steamer  A.  G.  Brower  is  also 
being  fitted  out  at  Asliland  wiiere  she 
wintered.

tlie  la><  rs  of  mud  which  blocked 
traffii     larlior   in    the    day. 

This  morning  Superior  street  pre- 
sent" il  an  appearance  that  was  almost 
normal  Hundreds  of  tons  of  earth, 
pavifiK'  blocks,  stones  and  refu.se  were 
wasluii  on  to  the  main  thoroughfare 
by  thf  toroe  of  the  hillside  torrent.s, 
an>l  .laylii;:ht  yesterday  showed  almost 
every  str.et  corner  for  several  blocks 
cov'T.  li  with  heavj'  layers  of  this 
mateiial. 

As  told  in  yesterday's  Herald,  200 
men  and  forty-five  teams  were  put  to 
work  .  arly  in  the  morning,  and  road- 
wa.vs  were  cleared  through  the  block- 
ade. As  soon  as  space  sutlliient  for 
the  teams  and  street  cars  was  pro- 
vlileii  tin-  ( r^'ws  began  the  work  of 
cl«  arip.i;    the    remainder    of    the    street. 

\\  ion  darkness  came  last  night,  the 
Work  was  .still  incomplete,  and  a  night 
ir.u  .if  100  men  and  a  number  of 
teams  ui  re  put  on.  Shortly  after  mid- 
night Suiterior  street  was  practically 
free  of  mud  and  storm  wreckage  in 
the  businiss  district.  Today  there  is 
liunlly  u  trace  of  the  storm  along  the 
street. 

With  tiie  completion  of  this  work, 
the  crews  have  turned  their  attention 
to  First,  Second  and  Third  streets, 
whert    little  was  done  yesterday  aside 


from  cleaning  out  a  roadway  in  the 
morning.  The  avenues  are  also  com- 
ing in  for  attention.  It  will  be  several 
days  before  all  the  wreckage  Is  cleared 
away,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  will 
amount  into  the  thotisands  of  dollars. 
Following  this  will  come  the  repairs 
that  are  immediately  necessary.  The 
city  is  without  funds  at  present  to  do 
all  the  repair  work  needed,  but  an  ef- 
fort will  me  made  to  raise  them  some- 
how. 

Board  members  are  coming  in  for 
earty  commendation  on  the  rajiidity 
with  which  they  cleared  up  the  mes.3 
of  yesterday.  All  the  members  of  the 
board  were  up  all  night  Wednesday, 
doing  what  they  could  to  save  public 
and  private  property.  The  storm  of 
the  previous  night  had  kept  them 
working  from  daylight  to  dark 
Wednesday,  and  some  of  the  men  had 
spent  most  of  the  night  looking  after 
the  damage  Tuesday  night.  La.st 
evening  found  these  men  two  nights 
and  two  days  shy  on  sleep,  but  the 
energy  with  which  they  carried  on  the 
cleanup  campaign  would  hardly  lead 
a  person  to  suspect  this  fact. 

Todav  crews  of  teams  and  men  are 
at  work  on  East  Superior  street,  and 
on  the  hillside  avenues  and  streets. 
The  avenues  between  Superior  and 
Fir.st  .street  have  been  put  In  pa.ssable 
condition.  The  work  on  Kast  Supe- 
rior strtet  will  be  completed  today,  and 
the  city's  main  thoroughfare  will  then 
be  in  as  good  condition  as  It  was  be- 
fore  the  storm. 

Mayor  Haven  himself  lent  a  helpmg 
liand  in  the  street  cleaning  work  yes- 
terday afternoon  and  last  evening,  and 
took  a  trip  over  the  damaged  streets 
with  James  l^reston,  president  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  this  morning. 
This  afternoon  the  mayor  is  at  Wood- 
land, looking  into  the  danutge  there. 
The  working  crews  are  even  belter  or- 
ganized today  than  they  were  yester- 
day, and  great  progress  is  being  made 
In  the  clean-up  campaign.  Mr.  Pres- 
ton has  general  supervision  over  the 
whole  work,  assisted  by  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  and  Mayi>r  Haven. 
••I'nddj"  Ut  the  Uescuc. 
While  Mr.  Preston  is  chiefiy  respons- 
ible for  planning  the  details  of  the 
work,  he  would  have  ha<l  a  much  hard- 
er time  of  it  if  some  of  the  local  con- 
tractors had  not  come  to  his  assist- 
ance with  teams  and  men,  for  both 
were  hard*  to  get.  P.  McDonnell  did 
the  most  in  this  respect.  He  has  dif- 
ferent contracts  under  way  in  Du- 
luth,  but  yesterday  he  let  his  own  In- 
terests take  care  of  themselves,  and 
turned  every  team  and  every  man  in 
his  employ  over  to  the  board  of  pii'»"c 
works.  His  wagons,  especially  designed 
for  the  hauling  of  dirt,  were  also  of 
great    assistance. 

Mr.  McDonnell  suffered  considerable 
damage  from  the  scorm  b.v  the  loss  of 
material  piled  along  the  streets  where 
he  was  working.  Most  of  this  material 
was  swept  away,  and  on  the  Fourth 
street  contract  hundreds  of  blocks  of 
sandstone  were  carried  down  the  hill. 
many  of  them  landing  on  Superior 
street.  Mr.  McDonnell  was  asked  this 
morning  If  his  loss  would  not  be 
heavy. 

"What  does  a  money  loss  amount  to, 
anywav."  he  replied,  '•when  one  thinks 
of  the  grief  of  that  mother  wlio  lost 
her  two  children?  Those  people  who 
are  so  inii^rnall.v  narrow  and  selfish  as 
to  bf^gln  to  talk  of  suing  the  city  be- 
cause tlieir  flower  beds  were  spoiled, 
before  the  streets  have  even  liad  a 
chance  to  dry,  make  me  tired.  What- 
ever loss  there  was.  financial  or  other- 
wise, was  <lue  to  that  wliich  no  human 
power  could  withstand.  There  is  no 
use  acting   like  a   baby  over  It-"'

The  con>  rcte  foundations  for  pave-

.lured   by    the   storm. 

"As  soon  as  the  work  of  cleaning 
the  streets  is  completed,  we  will  be- 
gin on  sewer  repair  work,"  said  .Mayor 
Havon  this  morning.  "This  is  second 
in  importance.  Some  rejiairs  are  al- 
leady  under  way.  It  will  probabh 
take  a  week  to  clear  away  all  the  storm 
wreckage    from    the    streets. 

"We  shall  begin  Immediately  to  put 
the  different  streets  and  avenues  in 
condition  for  traveling  over,  but  th.ere 
win  be  no  pretense  of  making  them 
as  good  as  they  were  before  the  storm. 
This  cannot  be  done  this  year.  Prob- 
ably not  to  exceed  $1.1,000  will  be  spent 
in  this  rpiiair  work.  This  will  leave 
much  undone,  but  that  cannot  be 
helppd.

AMERICAN  DIES 
OF  THE  CHOLERA 

Name  Is  Withheld  By  Medi- 
cal Authorities  of  Prus- 
sian City. 

Koenigsburg,  I'russia,  July  23. — A 
.\ijuns  Anu-rican,  whose  name  for  the 
inesent  is  witliheld  by  the  medical 
authorities,  ariived  here  with  his  wife 
.Inly  21  from  Mussia.  The  couple  went 
to  a  hotel  here  and  a  few  hours  after- 
ward the  man  died  from  what  the  bac- 
tereological  examination  today  showed 
to  liave  been  cholera. 

The  body  was  immediately  buried 
with  great  privacy  so  as  not  to  alarm 
t!ie  people  of  tlie  town.  The  man's 
wife  and  the  railroad  employes  of  the 
train  wihcli  l>rought  him  here  were 
isolated  in  a  detached  building  held 
in  readiness  for  cholera  cases,  anj  the 
railwa.v  car  in  which  the  family  ar- 
rived was  withdrawn  from  tlie  service. 
It  was  said  tliat  the  American  and  his 
wife  had  come  across  Siberia  and  that 
their  next  immediate  destination  was 
L)rcsden. 

Every  preacution  was  taken  to  pre- 
vent cliolera  from  crossing  the  Russian 
frontier,  and  the  medical  autliorities 
were  most  reluctant  to  admit  that  the 
man  died  from  cholera,  being  divided 
among  themselves  until  the  official  bac- 
Icieological    test    establislicd    the    fact.

Albert  Kitto  of  Tower,  known  at  the 
county  auditor's  office  as  the  cliam- 
pion  wolf  bounty  collector  of  the 
county,  called  at  the  county  auditor's 
office  yesterday  to  collect  a  few 
bounties  and  transact  other  business. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kitto  were  on  their  way 
to  Sparta,  Wis.,  on  a  visit  and  they 
stopped   off   in   Duluth. 

Although  Mr.  Kitto  probably  collects 
more  wolf  bounties  than  any  other 
man  in  the  eountv,  lie  does  not  kill  all 
the  wolves.  He  cDllects  the  bounties 
for  the  Indians  and  settlers  in  the 
vicinity  of  Tower,  as  lie  often  has 
liusiness  in  Duluth.  Every  visit  he 
makes  means  a  large  outlay  on  the 
l>art  of  the  county  lor  woU  bounties, 
ior  he  seldom  comes  witiiout  the  affi- 
davits for  tlie  collection  of  a  consider- 
able  amount. 

Mr.  Kitto  says  that  the  wolves  are 
muic  plentiful  than  ever  in  tlie  vicinity 
of  Tower.  Despite  the  large  number 
killed  eacli  year,  there  appears  to  be  a  ' 
considerable"  increase  tliis  year.  Wolves 
multiply  more  rapidly  than  the  setulers 
can     kill     them     off.  They     travel     in 

large  packs  and  the  infretiuency  with 
which  they  are  molested  has  made 
them  fearless,  for  they  approach  near 
to    the    stUjements. 

Mr.  Kitto  says  that  the  large  num- 
ber of  wolves  in  the  woods  augurs  bad- 
ly for  the  deer.  The  deer  are  the  nat- 
ural prey  of  the  gray  timber  wolf,  and 
he  savs  that  hundreds  of  deer  are 
killed  in  the  territory  immediately 
tributary  to  Tower  eacii  year.  During 
ilie  day,  just  outside  of  Tower,  he 
said,  all  is  still.  There  isn't  a  wolt 
in  sight,  nor  a  sound  made  by  them. 
But  just  as  soon  as  nigiit  comes,  the 
packs  begin  to  run  and  their  howling  is 
audible  for  miles.  Any  deer  that 
crosses  tiie  path  of  one  of  yie  packs 
is  gone,  for  on  account  of  their  great 
number  and  tlie  tireless  manner  in 
wliich  they  conduct  a  pursuit  they 
are   able    to    run   down    their   prey. 

Mr.  Kitto  says  that  Tower  is  pros- 
perous tills  year.  The  new  summer  re- 
sort is  popular  and  beautiful  I^ake  Ver- 
milion IS  attracting  the  usual  number 
of  summer  resorters.  The  new  hotel 
being  constructed  in  Tower  on  the  site 
of  tlie  old  Vermilion  hotel,  wliicb 
burned  two  or  three  years  ago,  is  rap- 
idly nearing  completion  and  Mr.  Kitto 
sa\s  it  will  be  ver.v  popular  among  the 
visitors  to  the  Vermilion  range,  as  It 
will  be  an  up-to-date  hostelry,  some- 
thing tliat  the  Vermilion  range  has 
long  needed. 


High  Water  Tuesday  Night 
Hampered  Two  Har- 
bors Work. 

Two  Harbors,  Minn..  July  23. — (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — The  rain  Wednes- 
day evening  which  did  so  much  dam- 
age at  Duluth  was  not  so  severe  here 
but  Hooded  the  ore  yards  so  two  of  the 
ore  docks  could  not  be  used  for  a  few 
hours. 

Most  of  the  damage  was  between 
Duluth  and  l..akewood,  all  freight  and 
passenger  trains  on  the  Iron  Ilange 
road  northbound  being  held  at  Duluth 
until  the  track  ■was  repaired.  North 
of  here  there  was  but  little  damage 
and  no  delay  to  trains  though  the 
rait!  was  heavy  and  tlie  rivers  are  full.

"Washington,  July  23. — The  indica- 
tions this  afternoon  are  very  strong 
that  the  tariff  conference  committee 
will  rcDort  in  favor  of  the  following 
rate.s  on  the  articles  which  have  been 
the  cause  of  so  much  recent  contro- 
versy: 

Coal.  45  cents  per  ton;  iron  ore,  25 
cents;  hides,  7  per  cent  ad  valorem; 
lumber,  |1.25  per  thousand;  petroleum, 
free.  There  will  be  more  opposition  to 
the  liide  reduction  tlian  to  any  other  of 

these    adjustments. 

"\Vt  are  going  to  have  a  bill  and 
soon,"  said  Senator  Elklns  of  West 
Virgina,  after  a  brief  call  at  the 
Whitt    House    today. 

"The  lights  are  over"  said  a  mem- 
ber of  tlie  house,  wlio  was  an  early 
caller  at  the  executive  oftices.  "Be- 
cause, "  he  added,  "Senator  Elkins  was 
over  on  the  house  side  this  morning 
raising  the  devil  with  us  for  not 
standing   by    tlie   senate." 

Will  Win  C'oufCsiNlous. 
All  the  congressional  <allers  at  the 
Wliite  House  today  left  ttie  impression 
tliat  the  president  would  win  conces- 
sions for  his  figiit  for  downward  re- 
vision, especially  on  raw  materials, 
enough  to  make  it  sure  tliat  a  biil  will 
be  devised  which  will  win  his  signa- 
ture. ^  ,  , 
But  the  anti-free  raw  material 
senators  and  representatives  are  still 
on  the  firing  line,  devoting  their  ener- 
gies now  to  a  Hank  movement  against 
the  scliedules  on  manufactured  and 
finished  products.  If  raw  materials  are 
to  he  reduced  almost  to  the  extent  ot 
putting  tliem  on  the  free  list,  the  sen- 
ators do  not  see  wliy  the  same  princi- 
ple should  not  apply  to  finished  pro- 
ducts. Facing  defeat  on  tliose  items 
in  which  llieir  constituents  are  most 
concerned,  the  anti-free  raw  material 
folk  are  anxious  to  show  that  the 
other  fellows  had  to  suffer  much  the 
same  fate. 

MoCiimber  SpeakH  Vp. 
"I  stand  on  tlie  Republican  plat- 
form and  1  am  with  the  president,"  de- 
clared Senator  Elkins  today,  "and  this 
applies  lo  his  pronouncement  of  Fri- 
day,   too." 

"So  am  I,"  inter.iected  Senator  Mc- 
Cumber  of  North  Dakota,  "but,"  they 
added  in  chorus,  "we  want  to  see  tlie 
revision  called  for  in  the  platform 
carried  out  without  discrimination  and 
all  along  the  line.  Why  should  such 
products  as  hides  and  oil  be  made  free 
and  tlie  rates  on  cotton  and  woolen 
goods  kept  up  so  high  you  can't  reach 
them   on  a  stepladder?" 

"We  would  have  been  satisfied  with 
just  a  suggestion  of  a  duty — a  diaph- 
anous dutv — on  oil,"  continued  Sena- 
tor Elkins,  "but  tliey  are  even  goiog 
to  take   that   off." 

"I  liave  studied  the  bill  pretty  care- 
fully," said  Senator  McCumber,  "and  I 
find  substantial  reductions  everywhere 
until  we  gee  to  the  cotton  and  woolen 
goods  schedules.  Tliese  goods  are  the 
ones  that  strike  homo  to  tlie  people.' 

"In  discussing  this  matter  with  the 
president  I  went  so  far  as  to  say  that 
V.  e  were  willing  to  have  a  slight  com- 
mensurate reduction  made  on  raw  wool 
if  we  could  get  a  reduction  in  the 
woolen    goods    schedule." 

Han  an  l^ye  ou  Wool  Schedule. 
The  president  lias  taken  ctignizance 
of  tlie  situation  as  to  cotton  and 
woolen  goods,  and  the  senators  who 
saw  him  today  reported  that  he  had 
told  them  to  go  ahead  and  see  what 
could  be  done  looking  to  a  reduction, 
and  he  added  that  he  would  do  the 
same. 

The  president  was  told  that  a  con- 
ference report  might  be  expected  Mon- 
dav.  Congressional  callers  brought 
news  of  the  activity  of  Senator  Crane, 
who  is  using  liis  abilities  as  "the  great 
conciliator  of  the  senate"  to  bring 
about  a  settlement  in  favor  of  the 
president's  program.  The  senator  was 
an  earlv  White  House  caller  and  ex- 
pects a  "reply   by  late   Saturday.

After  the  storm  comes  a  compara- 
tive calm,  but  the  weather  man  and 
liis  assistants,  after  having  turned 
on  perfect  days  and  glorious  nights 
until  further  notice,  have  been  busy 
with  long  pencils  and  plenty  of  paper 
compiling  statisttcs.  The  corrected  re- 
turns are  as  follows:  During  the  sec- 
ond day  of  the  storm  3.82  Inches  of 
rain  fell  instead  of  3.32  as  first  an- 
nounced. The  rainfall  for  the  first  day 
was  .?..',4  inches,  making  a  total  of  7.1« 
inches  during  tlie  period  of  strenuous 
showers.  During  the  twenty-lour 
li.iurs  from  midnight  to  midnight  of 
.lulv  21  rain  lo  the  amount  of  5.2 
inches  fell.  This  beats  all  previous 
records  bv  an  inch.  The  previous  higli 
record  was  recorded  on  July  2,  1907, 
when  4.2  inches  of  rain  moistened  the 
earth    in    tlie   vicinity   of   Duluth.

Old  Man  Deeply   Affected 

By  Misfortune  of  His 

Boy. 


A  broken  hearted  old  man,  father  of 
Domenico  Stagliano,  wlio  was  com- 
mitted by  Judge  Middlecoff  in  probate 
court  this  week  to  the  insane  hospital 
at  Fergus  P'alls,  arrived  in  Duluth 
from  Bena,  Minn.  He  will  endeavor  to 
secure  his  son's  release  in  order  that 
he  may  take  him  back  to  their  old 
home  In  Italy. 

Stagliano  is  still  in  the  county  jail, 
from  wilt-re  he  will  be  taken  to  Fergus 
Falls.  Now  that  the  court  has  com- 
milled  him,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
secure  tlie  permission  of  tlie  board  of 
control  before  he  can  be  turned  over 
to  his  father.  Judge  Middlecoff  will 
this  afternoon  call  up  the  members  of 
the  board  of  control  and  endeavor  to 
secure  the  necessary  permission.  The 
board  will  probably  order  that  he  be 
sent  to  Fergus  Falls  and  steps  will  be 
taken  later  to  grant  the  old  man's  re- 
quest. 

The  elder  Stagliano  came  out  from 
Italy  several  years  ago.  Nearly  three 
years  ago  he  sent  fur  his  son  and  he 
Kept  him  with  him  up  to  the  time  the 
younger  man  became  insane.  Suddenly 
joung  Stagliano  became  possessed  with 
a  belief  that  the  "Black  Hand"  was 
pursuing  himself  and  his  father,  and, 
arming  himself  with  a  villainous  look- 
jug  knife  and  a  revolver,  he  set  out  to 
rid  tiie  earth  of  the  band  of  assassins. 
He  came  to  Duluth  from  Bena  and  his 
(jueer  actions  resulted  in  his  arrest. 
An  examination  In  probate  court  proved 
that  he  was  insane.  His  father  says  up 
lo  the  time  he  left  Bena  his  son  was 
rational  and  peaceable. 

The  younger  Stagliano  Is  now  22 
years  of  age.  His  father  believes  that 
if  he  is  taken  back  to  Italy  and  given 
proper  treatment  he  will  recover.  His 
family  Is  in  Catanzaro,  province  of  Ca- 
labria, in  Italy,  and  there  is  a  sani- 
tarium within  a  mile  or  two  of  the 
family  home.  Mr.  Stagliano  thinks  that 
in  the  familiar  surroundings  his  son 
will  regain  his  reason  and,  relying  on 
that  h.ope,  he  wants  to  take  him  back 
across  the  water.  The  old  man  is 
deeply  affected  by  his  son's  misfortune 
and  his  plea  for  custody  of  the  young 
man  will   undoubtedly  be  granted. 

CONVICTS  HAVE  GOLD  MINE. 


Agitation  Is  now  on  foot,  backed  by 
the  members  of  the  West  End  Hillside 
Improvement  club,  f  >r  the  extension  of 
the  water  main  from  Fifth  street  and 
Piedmont  avenue  to  Twelfth  street.  It 
will  also  be  ursred  that  a  sanitary 
sewer  be  laid  from  Sixth  to  Eighth 
streets. 

As  a  means  of  getting  tne  water  up 
the  hill,  it  has  oeen  proposed  that  an 
electric  pump,  simi.ar  to  the  one  on 
Forty-sixth  avenue  west,  be  Installed. 
With  the  city  pressure,  water  can  be 
raised  as  high  as  the  lower  side  of 
Tenth  street  and  ci^n  be  brought  into 
tlie  basement  of  the  new  Ensign 
school.

Paris,  July  23. — Convicts  in  French 
Guiana  seem  to  be  in  luck.  They  are 
reported  to  be  working  a  gold  mine 
on  their  own  account.

SAYS  GIRLS  ARE  LIRED 

TO  THE  (ANAL  ZONE. 

New  York.  July  23. — A  plea  for 
suppression  of  the  "white  slave"  traffio 
between  the  United  States  and  the 
canal  zone  is  contain'^d  in  a  letter  from 
Second  Lieut.  C.  W.  EarVjer,  Second 
I'nited  States  infanti-y.  the  second  as- 
si.stant  of  police  of  the  canal  zone, 
which  was  given  out  yesterday  by  the 
local  police.  "Writing  to  Former  Po- 
lice Commissioner  Bingham.  Lieut. 
Borbcr  declared  that  many  American 
girls,  especially  actresses,  had  been 
lured  to  Panama  and  that  "the  life 
they  lead  there  would  make  your  heart 
bleed." 

Tho  letter  tells  the  stor>'  of  three 
chorus  girls,  who,  the  writer  says,  were 
lured  to  Panama  on  the  promise  of 
an  engagement  in  a  local  playhouse, 
an 3  who  were  saved  by  the  captain  of 
the  steamer  Tagus,  who  took  them 
down. 

The  woman  who  is  alleged  to  have 
engaged  them  to  come  to  Panama  was 
arrested.  Later  she  escaped,  but  de- 
tectives sent  by  the  New  York  police 
arrested  her  at  Guyaquil  on  July  10, 
the  police  say,  under  the  name  of 
Spencer.

Washington,  July  24.— Parcels  of 
greater  weight  and  of  higher  valu« 
will  be  admitted  to  the  malls  fo» 
transmission  to  Japan  by  parcels  post* 
beginning  Aug.  1,  in  accordance  with 
an  order  just  issued  by  Postmaste», 
General  Hitchcock,  making  effective 
the  recent  amendment  to  the  parcel* 
post  convention  with  that  country. 

The  limits  of  such  parcels  have  beeit 
laised  in  weight  to  eleven  pounds  and 
In  value  to  $80.

'  postage  on  such  parcels  to  Japan  will 
be  12  cents  for  one  pound  or  fiactioi^ 
of  a  pound,  prepaid.

Argued  That  River  Channel 

Should  Be  Classed  as 

Harbor. 

Saginaw.  Mich..  July  24,— Saginaw 
has  finislied  its  brief  for  presentation 
to  Col.  C.  McD.  Townsend  of  Detroit 
on  the  subject  of  a  twenty-foot  chan- 
nel for  the  Saginaw   river. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the 
impro\ement  will  be  f  1,100,000  for  a 
channel  200  feet  wide.  It  will  be  nec- 
essary to  remove  6,500,000  cubic  yards 
of  material,  and  the  cut  will  be  through 
solid  clay,  making  a  permanent  chan- 
nel, It  is  claimed.  It  is  argued  that 
the  Saginaw  river  should  not  be  In- 
cluded under  the  head  of  river  im- 
piovements,  but  that  it  is  really  a  por- 
tion of  Saginaw  bay  and  should  be 
classed  as  a  harbor,  as  is  tiie  case  at 
Duluth. 

It  is  set  out  that  the  area  drained 
by  the  Saginaw  river  and  its  tributar- 
ie.s  is  6,000  square  miles  and  holds  a 
population  of  500,000  persons?.  It  is  as- 
serted in  tUt  brief  that  the  economies 
of  transportation  that  would  be  effect- 
ed by  deepening  the  cliannel  would  re- 
duce" the  price  of  hard  coal  to  consum- 
ers here  $1  a  ton,  saving  them  in  tlie 
aggregate  $75,000  a  year  in  their  fuel 
l.'llls.  It  is  figured  that  65  cents  a  ton 
would  l)e  saved  on  outgoing  coal  from 
tlie  Michigan  mines  and  that  this  sav- 
ing would  pay  for  tlie  dredging  of  the 
channel  in  two  years.  It  is  claimed 
that  tlie  opening  of  the  river  would 
extend  the  market  for  Michigan  coal 
vastly,  permitting  the  mines  to  operate 
the  year  around  at  full  capacity,  and 
increasing  the  annual  output  by  1,000,- 
000  tons,  which  is  practically  doul)le, 
without  adding  to  the  fixed  charges  or 
iipening  otlier   mines.

IMMIGRANTS  ARE 
ROBBED  ON  TRAIN 


Erie  Raitoad  Car  Said  to 

Be  Scene  of  Sensational 

Holdup. 

New  Y'ork,  July  24. — Reports  of  a 
holdup  of  passengers  on  an  Erie  rail- 
road train  In  which  western  bound  im- 
migrants were  the  victims,  reached 
New  Y^ork  last  night.  The  reports 
came  from  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  ajid  said 
that  the  holdup  occurred  just  after 
the  train  had  left  the  Bergen  tunnel 
In  New  Jersey,  The  train  is  known  as 
;he  Western  e.\  press  and  leaves  Jersey 
City  at   12:10  a.   m. 

The  varying  reports  of  the  affair  eay 
that  either  one  or  two  men  stepped 
Into  the  first  of  two  day  coachea 
bound  west,  and  holding  the  passen- 
gers at  bay  with  revolvers,  stripped 
them  of  money  and  valuables.  Before 
the  train  crew  discovered  that  there 
had  been  a  robbery,  it  is  said,  the  train 
was  almost  at  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  the 
first  stop  after  leaving  Jersey  City. 
The  robber  or  robbers  in  the  meantime 
had  escaped. 

Officers  of  the  Erie  railroad  said  last 
night  that  a  few  immigrants  had  been 
robbed,  but  they  deny  that  the  rob- 
bery  had  any   "wild    West  "    aspect.

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HONDURAS  TO  BE 
UNCLE  SAM'S  WARD 

Story  of  Proposed  Proctecl- 

orate  Is  Told  By  Man  in 

City  of  Mexico. 

City  of  Mexico,  July  24.— That  the 
United  States  contemplates  the  forma- 
tion of  a  protectorate  over  the  repub- 
lic of  Honduras  in  the  near  future  was 
the  statement  brought  to  this  city  by 
a  secret  agent  of  one  of  the  Central 
American  republics.  This  man  arrived 
here  Thursday  night  and  practically 
went  into  hiding,  but  was  routed  out 
by  a  newspaper  man,  who  obtained 
from  him  the  story  on  condition  that 
the  informant's  Identity  be  not  dis- 
closed and  that  his  business  in  Mexico 
be    not    inquired    Into. 

The  agent  left  Havana  on  the  steam- 
er Newport  and  arrived  at  the  port  of 
Corlnto,  Nicaragua.  July  2.  Traveling 
with  him  as  fellow  passenger  was 
Gen.  Dmgo  Vasquez,  a  former  presi- 
dent of  Honduras,  who  was  exiled 
through  the  efforts  of  President  Zelaya 
of  Nicaragua  In   1!J05.

The  papers  were  presented  and  ap- 
proved and  Vasquez  left  for  Teguci- 
galpa, the  capital  of  Honduras.  He  Is 
there  now  conferring  with  President 
Davila,  relative  io  the  proposed  pro- 
tectorate.

Cordova,  Alaska,  July  24. — Francis  J. 
Honey,  the  San  P'rancisco  prosecutor,

Vonng  Man   Injured  in  Burt 
Dies  After  .Amputation. 

Hibbing,  Minn.,  July  24.— (Special 
to  The  iierald.) — The  shock  caused  by 
the  injury  he  sustained  when  he  was 
run  over  by  the  cars  in  the  Burt  pit 
yesterday  and  tlie  subsequent  shock  of 
an  operation,  when  both  legs  were 
taken  off,  proved  fatal  for  a  young 
man  named  McDade.

with  the  park  sewer,  and  connecttid 
with  it,  exploded  with  the  noise  of  a 
heavy  charge  of  dynamite  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Michigan  street  and  First  ave- 
nue, tearing  a  gaping  hole  in  the 
ground,  and  breaking  windows  all 
around.  The  force  of  all  three  explo- 
sions was  felt  clear  Vom  Michigan  to 
Fifth  streets,  and  manholes  over  this 
course,  and  windows  along  the  street, 
were    broken    by    the    score. 

Uurld  Man  l<:i§rl>t  Feet. 

The  last  explosion  threw  one  man 
eight  or  ten  feet  down  the  center  of 
Michigan  street.  He  was  the  only  one 
near  at  the  time.  He  picked  liimself 
up,  wiped  a  splash  of  blood  from  his 
head,  and  then  ran  as  fast  as  he  could 
down  the  street.  Nothing  more  was 
seen  of  him,  and  his  name  was  not 
learned.  Plate  glass  windows  in  tne 
Armour  Packing  coniiiany  building,  A.\- 
benberg's  store.  Smith  &  Smith's  drug 
store,  and  the  Frederic  hotel,  together 
with  a  large  number  of  smaller  win- 
dows in  the  same  buildt\igs,  and  in 
all  other  buildings  along  the  avenue, 
were  broken. 

The  most  surprising  thing  of  the 
whole  affair  was  Mr.  Johnson's  remark- 
able escape  from  death.  His  fellow 
workman,  when  they  felt  the  ground 
tremble  beneath  their  feet  from  tie 
force  of  the  explosion,  and  saw  a  liufje 
tongue  of  flame  shoot  from  the  man- 
hole and  then  subside,  concluded  im- 
mediately that  their  foreman  had  met 
a  horrible  death  underground.  T.le 
l>urst  of  flame  lasted  only  for  a  -mo- 
ment and  then  the  men  iushed  lo  the 
mouth  of  the  manhole  an<l  one  of  them 
started  to  descend  to  look  for  the  re- 
mains. He  had  gotten  only  a  part  w:iy 
down  the  ladder  when  he  heard  a  voice 
from  below.  He  almost  lost  his  foot- 
ing in  his  astonishment.  Hardly  be- 
lieving his  ears,  he  called  Johnson's 
name  and  received  a  reply.  He  found 
the  man  leaning  weakly  against  the 
sides  of  tile  manhole  and  hastily 
dragged   him  to  the  outer  air. 

Was   KlHklnfc   HIM  Life. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  easily  marked  as  a 
hero,  not  because  of  this  terrible  expe- 
plence,  but  because,  at  the  time  the 
explosion     came,     he     was     risking     his 


life  in  the  performance  of  duty.  The 
terrific  rain  storm  of  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  night  resulted  in  the  com- 
plete blocking  of  the  storm  sewer  run- 
ning through  Cascade  park,  and  the 
water,  forced  back,  fiowed  over  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  turning  the 
whole  park,  and  particularly  the  park 
steps,    into    one    huge    waterfall. 

Ml-.  Johnson  and  his  crew  of  men 
were  set  at  the  work  of  clearing  the 
sewer,  which  has  a  four-foot  pipe.  Sec- 
retary Heim  of  the  park  board  warned 
the  foreman  to  be  extremely  careful, 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  the  lieavy 
liead  of  water  above  the  blockade 
would  sweep  forward  with  great  sud- 
denness, probably  completely  filling 
the  sewer  pipe,  if  the  obstruction 
shoum  become  loosened  and  give  way 
all   at  once. 

Mr.  Johnson  recognized  the  danger, 
and  decided  that  he  would  not  send 
any  of  his  men  where  he  would  not  go 
himself.  More  than  that,  he  would  not 
send  tiiem  at  all,  but  took  upon  him- 
self the  task  of  clearilig  away  the  de- 
bris, and  descended  int  othe  manhole 
alone.  By  last  night  he  had  made 
good  progress  with  tlie  work,  and  ex- 
pected to  get  through  with  it  today. 
Something  of  the  nature  of  his  task 
mav  be  guessed  when  it  is  said  that 
he  "took  a  plank  twelve  feet  long,  four 
inches  thick,  and  twelve  inches  wide, 
besides  several  lengths  of  gas  pipe, 
from  the  mass  of  wreckage  blocked 
in  the  sewer.  Besides  this  there  were 
pieces  of  wood,  tin  cans,  tin  palls,  wash 
lioilers,   etc. 

>\  rnt  Into  IIf>Ie  Alone. 
This  moining  he  went  down  into 
the  hole  alone,  carrying  a  large  search- 
light wiih  him.  The  sewer  is  probably 
ten  feet  below  the  ground.  Arriving 
on  its  level,  he  had  to  stoop  half  over, 
for  the  space  of  four  feet  would  not 
let  him  stand  upright.  He  walked  a 
distance  of  fifty  feet  up  into  the  park, 
and  thus  was  about  sixty  feet  from 
davlight.  He  barely  had  time  to  lay  his 
hands  upon  the  pile  of  debris  when 
there  was  a  blinding  flash,  and  he  was 
wrapped  in  a  sheet  of  flame.  The 
flash  was  accompanied  by  a  heavy  roar. 
Johnson  was  thrown  some  distance, 
and  landed  on  his  back.  The  flames 
shot  into  his  mouth  and  nostrils,  and 
burned  them  as  was  shown  later  in  a 
medical  examination.  His  liair,  mous- 
tache  and   eye  brows  were   singed,   and 


his   hands   were  fearfully   burned. 

The  light  and  fire  lasts d  but  a  frac- 
tion of  a  secomi,  and  then  all  was 
again  dark.  The  foreman  struggled  to 
his  feet.  He  resved  a  moment  against 
the  side  of  the  sewer,  and  then  stag- 
gered towards  the  manhole.  He 
reached  it  at  last,  and  weakly  called 
out  for  help.  Hist  men  were  there,  and 
soon  he  began  taking  long  breaths  of 
the  delicious  pure  air.  When  his  head 
and  shoulders  ttrst  appeared  above  the 
ground  his  men  cried  out  in  alarm. 
His  face  was  burned  black,  his  liands 
were  the  same  i;olor,  and,  altogether 
he    presented   a    startling  figure. 

The  men  tried  to  send  for  an  ambu- 
lance and  a  doctor,  but  Mr.  Johnson 
would  not  allow  them  to  do  it.  He 
said  he  was  all  right.  He  tidied  lum- 
self  up  a  bit,  ar  d  then  walked  down 
First  avenue  we-?t,  unassisted,  to  the 
drug  store  at  tie  corner  of  Superior 
street.  The  drug  clerk  called  in  a  doc- 
tor, and  soon  the  foreman  was  ban- 
daged up  in  gocd  shape.  He  walked 
back  to  the  scene  of  the  explosion,  and 
was  found  there  by  Secretary 
Helm,  who  immediately  sent  him 
home.  This  afternoon  he  was 
sleeping  <iuieily.  and  attending  physi- 
cians sav  he  wiil  be  all  right  in  the 
course  of  two  or  three  weeks.  They 
say  they  cannot  understand  why  he 
did  not  at  least  lose  his  eyesight,  but 
explain  this  by  saying  that  he  must 
have  instinctively  thrown  his  arm 
across  his  face  when  the  flash  came. 
Within  a  few  minutes  after  the  first 
explosion,  tliere  was  another,  farther 
down  the  avenue,  and  as  many  windows 
were  broken  by  its  force,  as  there 
were  bv  the  firs".  The  biggest  explo- 
sion of  all  came  at  10  o'clock.  on 
Michigan  street.  Tliir>  is  when  most 
of  the  windows  were  broken.  The 
manhole  cover  on  the  avenue.  Just  above 
Superior  street,  a  block  distant,  was 
thrown  fifty  fe^t  Into  the  air,  and 
when  it  fell  the  heavy  steel  broke  in 
two.  It  is  believed  the  fire  followed 
the  gas  down   from   Fifth  street. 

Leaking  gas  wis  reported  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Superior  street  and  First  avenue 
west  vesterday.  but  the  leak  was  not 
located  then.  During  the  night  the 
gas  escaped  fron-  the  main  in  suffiiient 
quantities  to  fill  the  sewer  main  lead- 
ing up  First  aviMiue,  so  the  trap  was 
all  ready  for  Foreman  Johnson  when 
he  arrived  at  his   work  this  morning.

Senate  Im  Firm.

There  was  little  doubt  that  such 
a  report,  witi  some  reduction  on  the 
leather  schedule,  would  be  accepted  by 
the  senate,  I  ut  it  was  questioned 
whether  the  free  liide  people  of  the 
house  would  allow  that  rate  to  go 
through.

If  he  could 
he  brought  to  10  per  cent  it  is  thought 
the    house   wo  ild    follow.

Gas. 


IS  INVOLVED 


A  leak  in  the  Superior  street  gas 
main,  near  the  intersection  of  First 
avenue  west,  caused  the  filling  up  of 
the  First  avenue  west  storm  sewer 
with  gas,  resulting  i».  tliis  morning's 
explosion,  according  to  Manager  Case 
of   the    water   and    liglit   department. 

"We  have  known  for  several  days 
that  there  was  a  leak  In  the  main 
somewhere  in  that  vicinity,  and  have 
'oeen  trying  to  locate  it,  "  said  Mr. 
Case.  "We  could  tell  this  by  tiie  faci 
the  water  had  leaked  into  the  main 
whicli  feeds  tiie  Lake  avenue  and  lark 
Point  districts,  shutting  off  the  gas 
supply    there. 

"A  leak  of  this  kind  is  not  easy  to 
locate,  but  the  men  were  at  work  "try- 
ing to  find  it  when  the  explosion  came. 
Later  In  the  day,  after  the  explosion, 
the  leak  was  located  on  Superior 
street,    not    far    from    First    avenue. 

"In  order  to  lepair  the  break  it  will 
be  necessary  to  shut  off  the  gas  along 
Superior  street,  between  Lake  and 
Fourth  avenues  west,  for  a  time  tiiis 
afternoon. 

"I  do  not  know  how^  the  gas  in  the 
sewer  became  ignited.  We  have  the 
manholes  open  now  and  are  trying  to 
get  the  gas  out  of  the  sewer  system 
and  that  probably  causes  the  smell 
noticeable  at  other  points  along  the 
street."

Malfeasance  and   Taking  of 

Bribes  Charged  By 

Grand  Jury. 

Chicago  PoHce   Scandal  Is 
Taken  to  the  ''Man 
ler  Up." 


The  mandate  of  the  supreme  court, 
affirming  the  decision  of  the  district 
court  in  the  va.nh  of  John  Frederickson 
against  thcirou  Range  Brewing  asso- 
ciation was  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  thi.s  morning.  The 
mandate  means  tluit  the  ca.se  will  go 
back  to  the  municipal  court  of  the  city 
of   Duluth    for  another  hearing. 

The  case  is  a  peculiar  one,  in  which 
it  is  evident  that  the  litigants  are 
fighting  for  a  principle  and  not  for  any 
pecuniary  gain.  It  was  caused  by  the 
alleged  theft  of  four  tons  of  hay  two 
years  ago  and  the  costs  and  attornt'y's 
fees  have  now  amounted  to  many '. 
times   the   value    of    four   tons    of   hay. 

The  suit  was  brought  Mr.  Fredoriok- 
son  early  in  190S.  He  claimed  that 
he  cut  and  laid  out  four  tons  of  hay 
during  the  summer  of  1907,  and  it  was 
appropriated  by  the  brewing  a.ssocia- 
tion.  It  was  worth  $4S.  he  claimed, 
and  he  sued  for  $144,  treble  damages 
under  the  .statute.  The  action  was 
tried  in  municipal  court  and  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  for  $120  in  Mr. 
Frederickspn's  favor. 

After  hearing  a  motion  of  the  de- 
fendant <•  r  judgment  notwithstand- 
ing the  verdict  or  a  new  trial.  Judge  ! 
Windom  decided  that  the  evidence 
didn't  .justify  the  action  of  the  jury 
and  he  decided  that  judgment  should 
be  entered  for  the  defendant,  notwith- 
standing the  verdict. 

Frederickson  appealed  to  the  dis- 
trict court  and  there  the  three  judsres 
decided  that  a  new  trial  should  be 
granted  and  Frederickson  given  an  op- 
portunity to  more  satisfactorily  prove 
his  casi.  The  brewing  association,  in 
turn,  appealed  to  the  supreme  court 
and  the  mandate  Just  received  affirms 
the  lower  court.

Besides  Mct.'ann  and  Griffin  four 
others,  Louis  Frank,  said  to  Vie  a 
tnlnor,  wlio  has  been  politically  promi- 
nent in  tii<^  "ievee"  district  of  the  West 
side;  Michael  Hitler,  otherwise  known 
as  'Mike  the  Pike;"  Morris  Shatz,  who 
is  said  to  have  confessed  astounding 
details  of  the  alleged  "graft,"  and  M. 
A.  Sanchez,  who  is  charged  witli  col- 
lecting money  on  tlte  pretext  that  he 
would  secure  protection,  also  were  in- 
dicted. 

McCann  has  been  with  the  police  de- 
partment for  a  generation,  rising  from 
the  ranks  to  liis  pi'esent  position.  He 
declares  that  the  charges  come  from 
a  powerful  clique  wliich,  despairing  of 
forcing  him  to  protect  vice,  has  deter- 
itiined  as  a  last  resort  to  try  to  ruin 
him.

Administrator  of  Caspar  Es- 
tate Pays  Residue  to 
the  Heirs. 


litigation  Consumed  Nearly 

Three-Fourths  of  the 

Original  Estate. 


After  litigation  extending  over  a 
period  of  three  and  one-half 
years  and  the  resultant  dwindling  of 
the  estate  to  about  one-fourth  its  orig- 
inal value,  the  final  chapter  was  writ- 
ten this  morning  in  the  i^robating  of 
the  estate  of  Charles  tiaspar,  wlio  died 
at   Fond  du  Lac  Jan.   14,   1906. 

W.  G.  Joerns,  administrator  of  the 
estate,  tills  morning  filed  with  llie  pro- 
bate court  his  affidavit  and  the  re- 
ceipts of  Johannes  Grunow  of  St.  Paul, 
Imperial  German  consul  for  the  Nortli- 
west,  showing  that  Mr.  Joerns  liad 
turned  o\er  to  the  consul  us  represen- 
tative of  the  heirs  llie  sum  of  $2,525, 
llie  residue  of  an  estate  tliat  irt,ven- 
toried  about  |ti,oyo  at  the  time  of  lli<J 
man's  deatli. 

The  litigation  attendant  to  the  set- 
tling ot  tile  estate  ha.'i  filled  an  entire 
compartment  in  the  files  of  the  i)ro- 
bate  court.  Tliere  weie  two  special 
adniinisiraiors  before  Mr.  Joerns  was 
apj)oiiited  administrator.  Tlie  German 
consul  as  representative  of  the  lieirs 
first  fought  tor  tlie  appointment  oi'  Mr. 
Joerns  as  administi  aior,  and  finally 
asked  the  piobate  court  for  permls- 
s^ion  to  sue  Mr.  Joerns  to  recover  tlie 
residue.  There  were  motions  and 
counter  motions,  suits  and  appeals  and 
the  wliole  history  ot  the  ca.-^e  is  one 
of  quibbling  and  quarreling  and  cou- 
fusion. 

Mr.  Caspar  was  a  native  of  Germany 
and  conducted  a  store  at  Fond  du  L.ac 
up  to  tlie  time  of  his  deatli.  He  had 
Iiroperty  in  St.  Louis  and  Carlton  coun- 
ties and  left  a  niod<  st  competence  to 
start  tlie  macliinery  of  ilic  law  in  mo- 
tion. He  left  no  direct  descendants, 
and  after  a  search  it  was  discovered 
tliat  two  cousins  and  tliree  clilldren  of 
another  cousin,  all  living  in  Germany, 
were   the   only    heirs. 

Creditors  of  Mr.  Caspar  started  the 
trouble  over  tlie  appointment  of  an 
administrator,  triiaries  A.  I'eterson. 
Simon  Clark  and  Mr.  Joerns  were  all 
put  forward  and  there  were  objections 
to  each.  Mr.  ivterson  and  Mr.  Clark 
were  successively  specinl  administrat- 
ors, and  tlien  Mr.  Joerns  was  appointed 
administrator. 

More  litigation  followed  and  tlie  final 
decree  was  finally  entered  Jan.  31,  1908, 
decreeing  the  division  of  the  residue. 
But  Mr.  Joerns"  claim  of  |2,639.30  for 
service  as  administrator  and  attornev 
was  disallowed  by  the  probate  court 
and  he  appealed  to  the  district  court. 
The  heirs  did  not  fight  the  appeal  and 
the  probate  oourt  was  reversed,  Mr 
Joerns'  claim  being  allowed. 

Trouble  then  arose  between  the  Ger- 
man consul  and  Mr.  Joerns.  and  the 
consul  applied  and  received  permission 
from  the  probate  court  to  sue  Mr. 
Joerns  for  the  residue  of  the  estate. 
The  matter  has  uow  been  finallv  set- 
tled by  the  payment  of  the  sum  of 
$2,225.  and  the  long  expectant  heirs  In 
Germany  will  receive  their  money  at 
last.

Washington,  July  24.— As  those  who 
have  contended  for  the  retention  of 
the  duty  on  hides  have  demanded  a 
greater  reduction  in  the  leather  sched- 
ule than  it  is  believed  will  be  made, 
the  conferees  refused  to  speak  of  the 
results  attained  at  today's  forenoon 
executive  session  of  the  conference 
committee.  Therefore,  while  there  la 
little  doubt  that  hides  are  to  be  put 
on  the  free  list,  a  variety  of  opiniona 
are  expected  concerning  the  duties  to 
L-e   fixed   upon  leather. 

The  generally  accepted  program  Is  as 
follows:  ,  ,  „„„» 

Hides     free;    sole   leather,   5    per   cent 
ad  valorem,  the  same  as  the  house  rate 
and   10  per   cent   lower   than    the  senate 
rate;   leather   for   uppers,    7i/i    per   cent, 
which   is   one-half   ihe  rate  of  tlie  sen- 
ate  and    house    bills;    boots    an^    shoes, 
10   per   cent     as   against    15   per   cent  in 
ihe   house    bill   and    20    per   cent   in    the 
senate  bill.     These  rates,  it  is  said,  are 
to    be    applied    to    articles    which    are 
made    chielly    of    tlie    grades    of    hides 
which  would  be  admitted  free. 
KlKht   In   the    Senate. 
The   present   indications  are   that   tne 
advocates  of  a  duty   on   hides  will  ac- 
cept   the   situation    after   a    struggle    in 
the  senate.     A  large  proportion  ot  their 
natural    support    will    be    drawn    away 
from  them  by   the  reduction  of  the  du- 
ties  on   leather  and   leather   goods,   and 
they  have  been  told  that  if  tne  present 
bill    fails      another      measure      will    be 
brought    in    immediately    which    wou  d 
not    only    make    hides    free     but    would 
strike  at  wool  and  lead  and  zinc   ores.

since    he    quitted   Italian    shores. 

Nearly  every  reporter  bore  the  invi- 
tation of  his  paper  for  Dorando  to 
write  articles  at  whatever  price  he 
pleased  on  his  experience  In  the  United 
States.  Dorando  replied  that  he  in- 
tended to  remain  In  Italy  only  two 
months  before  returning  to  New  York, 
but  would  do  all  he  could  gratis  dur- 
ing that  period. 

"I  made  enough  money  over  there," 
he  protested,  "to  last  a  long   time." 

Twenty  thousand  dollars — and  that 
means  100, uoo  francs — is  the  sum  the 
little  racer  says  he  picked  up  in  the 
short  time  he  spent  In  the  states,  and 
he  expects  to  be  able  to  make  that 
much  every  year  as  long  as  his  en- 
durance   holds    out. 

"But  the  most  agreeable  thing  was 
fame,"  acknowledged  Dorando,  with  a 
smile.  "There  were  Dorando  ties  and 
Dorando  cakes,  Dorando  songs  and 
Dorando  shirts.  I  heard  my  name  pro- 
nounced on  every  street  corner.  In 
every  cafe  and  at  the  theater.  I  strug- 
gled to  be  worthy  of  this;  to  put  up  a 
good  fight  even  when  I  fell  1  could 
not    win."

GOSSIP  OF  THE  RIALTO] 


DISSOLUTION  OF  UNITED  STATES  AMUSE- 
MENT COMPANY  ENDS  THE  DISASTROUS 
FLING  IN  "ADVANCED"  VAUDEVILLE— SAV- 
AGE AND  SHUBERTS  MAY  HAVE   LAWSUIT. 


New  York,  .July  L'4. — The  formal  dis- 
solution of  the  United  States  Amuse- 
ment company,  which  took  place  has 
brought  to  an  end  an  interesting  chap- 
ter in  history  of  American  theatricals. 
When  the  Klaw  &  Erlanger  syndicate 
determined  to  go  into  "advanced  "  vau- 
deville about  three  years  ago  they  first 
started  out  on  their  own  accord,  but 
at  the  same  time  they  were  having 
their  first  big  fight  with  the  newly  or- 
ganized Shubert  interests.  In  March 
of  1907  an  agreement  was  entered  Into 
l«y  the  rival  factions  whereby  they 
were  to  cease  warring  upon  one  an- 
other, not  bid  against  one  another  for 
theaters  or  playhouses,  and  to  mutually 
respect  one  another's  rights.  At  the 
same  time  the  Shuberts  were  to  be- 
come interested  in  the  vaudeville  and 
of  the  Klaw  &  Erlanger  syndicate  aiid 
the  United  States  Amusement  company 
was  the  result.  A  peculiar  angle  iti 
the  formation  of  this  company  pre- 
sented itself  when  it  was  found  tliat 
Max  Anderson  and  Henry  Ziegler,  who 
are  closely  identified  with  the  Shubert 
intoiests  and  wlio  are  big  factors  in 
the  older  vaudeville  organization, 
found  themselves  on  both  sides  of  the 
fight. 

The  success  of  "advanced"  vaude- 
ville Is  a  matter  of  history.  It  was 
spectacular  wl  ile  it  lasted,  but  it  only 
l.itted  three  months  and  then  the  older 
and  established  syndicate  took  over 
tlie  contracts  of  the  Klaw  &  Erlanger 
combmation.  It  has  been  stated  by 
one  of  the  principal  stockholders  in 
the  United  States  Amusement  com- 
pany that  their  three  months'  Hing  in 
vaudeville  cost  the  company  the  neat 
sum  of  $480,000.  F'nm  the  same  source 
it  was  also  learned  that  the  company 
had  left  at  the  time  of  Its  dissolution 
about  $160,000  of  its  $1,000,000  capital, 
which  is  to  be  divided  among  the 
stockholders.  And  so  the  last  dismal 
echo  of  "advanced"  vaudeville  has  died 
away  'in  the  distance.

I'nless  something  intervenes,  there 
will  be  another  case  of  "The  Devil"  to 
engage  the  flieatrical  world  this  sea- 
son, and  again  Henry  W.  Savage  will 
be  one  ol  the  contesting  parties,  with 
the  Siiuberts  this  time  as  his  adver- 
saries. A  Berlin  letter  recently  re- 
ft rred  to  the  great  success  of  a  Hun- 
garian operetta  in  the  German  capital, 
called  "Ein  Herbstmanoever"'  ("The 
Autumn  Maneuver"),  and  that  It  ap- 
peared to  be  best  available  of  all  the 
iiew  musical  pieces  for  the  American 
stage.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
copyright  agreement  which  exists  b- - 
tween  this  country  and  Austra-Hun- 
garv,  this  piece  can  be  secured  and 
produced  by  anybody  who  wishes  in 
this  country.  Announcement  is  now 
made  that  Henry  W.  Savage  is  to  give 
the  pi'^ce  an  early  production  under  the 
title  of  "The  Gay  Hussar.s"  in  Atlantic 
City  while  at  the  same  time  the  Shu- 
terts  announce  that  they  will  bring 
out  the  same  piece  In  Philadelphia  to- 
ward the  end  of  this  month  under  the 
title  "The  Dancing  Dragoons."

A  new  method  of  lighting  the  stage 
was  recently  tried  at  one  of  the  royal 
theaters  In  Berlin.  an  experiment 
which  may  greatly  change  tlie  present 
system  of  Incandescent  lights.  It  is 
tlie  Invention  of  an  Italian  named 
Fortuny.  Tlie  great  shortcoming  of 
the  present  system  of  stage  lighting  is 
that  the  light  Issues  individually  from 
each  lamp  Instead  of  being  disseminat- 
ed, and  thereby  casts  a  series  of 
sliadows.  at  the  same  time  giving  some- 
what of  a  cold  color  to  any  daylight 
scenes  In  exterior  settings.  To  over- 
come this  Fortunay  has  invented  a  sort 
of  cupola  formed  apparatus,  which 
I'overs  che  entire  stage  from  the  rear 
drop  upward  to  the  procenium  arch, 
thereby  describing  the  quarter  sections 
of  a  Inige  ball.  By  a  series  of  curved 
electric  lights,  wlilch  do  not  cast  their 
rays  direct,  but  are  made  to  pass 
til  rough  drums  over  whlcli  silk  which 
has  been  chemically  treated  is  stretched, 
the  liglit  Is  disseminated  completely 
and  the  actual  effect  of  firmament  and 
horizon  supplied.  Tliese  silk  coverings 
are  changeable  according  to  the  color 
of  light  desired.  Thus  If  full  and  strong 
davllght  is  desired  the  light  Is  passed 
tlirongh  white  silk;  if  evening  shades 
.Tre  required  blue  and  red  are  gradual- 
ly drawn  across  the  drums,  while  the 
lowering   light   of   an    oncoming   storm 


is  produced  by  passing  the  rays  through 
black.  These  changes  In  the  silk  are 
brought  about  swiftly  and  noiselessly 
by  mechanical  appliances.  Fortuny 
has  also  solved  t'le  difficulty  of  moving 
clouds  on  the  heavens  by  means  of  re- 
flecting   his    lights      through       painted 

mirrors,  said  to  be  the  most  realistic 
effect  of  the  kind  yet  shown  on  the 
stage.  Above  all,  the  apparatus  can 
be  folded  like  a  huge  umbrella  when 
not  needed,  and  also  saves  considerable 
electricity.

Increased  Shipmenfs  to  Smelter  By  Calumet  &  Ari- 
zona and  Superior  &  Pittsburg—Wolverine  & 
Arizona  to  Resume  Shipments  Soon. 


Bisbee.  Ariz..  July  24. — Calumet  & 
Arizona  ami  Superior  &  Pittsburg  are 
ahlppiiiR  more  ore  to  the  smelter  this 
month  than  last  and  the  output  of  the 
emeltor  will  undoubtedly  be  greater 
than  last  month.  The  Calumet  &  Ariz- 
ona properties  are  shipping  at  the  rate 
of  about  50,000  tons  per  month,  while 
the  Superior  &  Pittsburg  company  is 
shipping  that  amount.  The  drift  on 
the  6o0  level  of  the  new  Powell  shaft 
has  been  run  for  a  distance  of  70 
feet  and  indications  are  that  they  will 
BOon  encounter  ore,  the  formation  be- 
ing very  favorable.  The  Cole  shaft 
Ig  shipping  some  exceptionally  rich 
ore.

A  statement  is  subniittvd  showing 
rec'-Miits  from  stock  subscription.^ 
flOii.ijOO,  of  whicii  151,075  was  loaned 
to  the  San  Antonio  Copper  company,  S. 
A.,  of  Mexico.  Tliere  was  a  cash  bal- 
ance on  May  31.  amounting  to  $17,477, 
in   the  irea.sury. 

The  company  was  organized  under 
Arizona  laws  with  an  authorized  cap- 
ital stock  of  250.000  sliares,  par  $10, 
lOO.oOO  shares  of  which  are  fully  paid 
and  non-a.ssessable  and  150,000  shares 
aasessable  to  the  full  amount  of  $lo 
each.  Of  the  latior  amount.  100.000 
share.s  have  been  issued  at  $1  per 
Bharo.  leaving  o'i.oOO  shares  in  the 
treasury. 

The  non-assessable  stocK  was  issued 
to  acauire  all  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  San  Antonio  Copper  company,  £.  A., 
a  corporation  organized  under  Mexican 
laws  whose  property  Is  situated  near 
San  Antonio  de  la  Hucrta,  Sonora, 
Mexico,  upon  which  development  work 
carried  on  during  the  past  three  years 
ha.'i  revealed  "a  large  amount  of  copper 
ore." 

The  100.000  shares  of  assessable 
stock  are  issued  to  carry  on  further 
development  work  on  the  property  and 
to  provide  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
Bmelter  and  the  purchase  and  instal- 
latjiin   of  other  equipment.

the  general  outlook  for  greater  or  less 
production,  the  tendency  of  copper 
costs,   etc. 

"It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated 
that  the  creation  of  the  association, 
together  with  the  statistics  which  are 
published  monthly,  has  filled  a  long- 
felt  want  We  have  progressed  a  step 
farther  and  have  divided  the  item  of 
"deliveries'  so  as  to  sliow  tlie  amount 
delivered  to  home  consumers  and  the 
amount  delivered  to  vessels  consigned 
to  foreign  ports,  an  improvement  sug- 
gested by  tlie  Boston   news   bureau. 

"it  is  possible  that  it  may  be  de- 
cided to  proceed  still  further  along 
these  lines  and  attempt  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  the  members  In  the 
matter  of  reporting  sales  and  prices. 
Thte,  however,  is  a  matter  for  tlie 
future. 

*'i  violate  no  confidence  when  I  say 
that  all  the  members  were  unanimous 
in  the  view  that  tlie  June  report  of 
tlie    association    was    not    unfavorable, 


and  after  the  publication  of  the  figures 
there  was  ^  dldposition  to  take  a  more 
clieerful  view.  OjL  the  outlook.  Practi- 
cally all  the  pTOducers  have  sold  up 
tiKMr  output  to  the  last  of  the  month, 
and  some  have  sold  all  the  copper 
which  their  plants  can  produce  up  to 
the  middle  df  August,  but  such  in- 
stances  are   exceptional. 

ttiiite    OptlmlKile. 

"Personally.  1  am  (luite  optimistic 
regarding  the  future  of  copper  and  see 
no  reason  for  revising  my  opinion  that 
copper  will  sell  at  15  cents  before 
Dec.  31.  Mr.  Broughton  of  the  United 
Metals  Selling  (iompany,  expects  to  see 
Hij^-cent  copper  this  year. 

"It  is  true  that  the  refineries  of  thi.' 
country  are  turning  out  a  record  pro- 
duction of  the  metal,  but  consumption 
Is  also  better  than  the  average  man 
believes  it  to  be.  The  June  figures 
showed  that  there  were  delivered  to 
home  manufacturers  a  trifle  more  than 
GO, 000. 000  pounds  of  copper.  This  rep- 
resents the  actual  consumptive  demand 
for  that  period,  as  tlie  manufacturers 
are  not  stocking  up  witli  more  copper 
than  they  want  to  use  beyond  the  next 
sixty  days.  Tills  figure  excludes  tht' 
Mg  Items  of  consumption  and  manu- 
facture v/hlch  have  yet  to  come  into 
the    market    in    a    large    way. 

"The  statistical  position  of  copper  in 
not  unfavorable.  Let  us  look  at  the  re-- 
suits  for  the  first  six  months  of  thi.s 
year.  The  statements  of  the  Copper 
Producers'  association  show  that  ther<! 
has  been  a  net  accumulation  in  this 
country  during  tlie  first  half  of  the 
current  year  amounting  to  32,500,000 
pounds.    The  foreign  visible  supply  ha.s 


increased  during  the  same  period  25,- 
791,000  pounds,  or  a  total  of  58.291,000 
pounds,  a  figure  equal  to  only  3  per 
cent  of  the  world's  output.  This  58,- 
000,000  pounds  is  equivalent  to  con- 
siderably less  than  one  month's  con- 
sumptive requirements  of  this  coun- 
try alone. 

No   Hint   of  Curtailment. 

"I  notice  now  and  then  the  sugges- 
tion is  made  that  the  output  of  copper 
should  DC  curtailed.  There  has  never 
been  a  hint  of  such  a  proceeding  at 
any  of  the  meetings  of  the  associa- 
tion, as  It  seems  to  be  generally  recog- 
nized that  such  a  course  could  not  be 
successfully  executed.  It  would  be 
absolutely  impossible  to  bring  the  for- 
eign mines  into  line  even  if  it  were 
possible  to  get  the  American  producers 
to  agree  thereto.  Witli  the  foreign- 
ers out  of  such  an  agreement,  the 
Americans  would  be  simply  helping  tiie 
price  movement  at  their  own  expense 
and  in  favor  of  the  foreign  mine 
owner. 

"If  there  is  overproduction,  the  price 
of  the  commodity  will  sooner  or  later 
correct  it,  and  this  is  the  only  wise  and 
economic  course  to  pursue.  To  hear 
some  people  talk  the  impression  would 
be  gained  that  13  cents  for  copper 
spelled  ruination  for  the  holders  of 
copper  shares.  How  foolish!  If  too 
much  copper  is  coming  forward  the 
price  will  go  down  and  high-cost  out- 
put will  be  the  more  quickly  elimin- 
ated. This  is  the  natural  solution  of 
the  problem  of  overproduction,  but  If 
for  a  brief  period  there  is  an  over- 
supply,  there  need  be  no  alarm;  the 
world  will  soon  be  crying  for  'more,' 
as  it  did  in  1906." 


WORK  RUSHING  ON  CORDOVA 

Ore  Body  Recently  Struck  Believed  to  be  Part  of  Big 

Vein  of  the  Miami  Uine—Property's 

Prospects  Very  Bright. 


AT  THE  LAKE  COPPER  MINES 

Operations  at  tlie  Old  Colony  Stopped  as  Results  Were  Discour- 
aging— Developments  at  Lake  Make  Rich  Showing — Report 
Denied  That  Work  on  Isle  Royale  Lode  Would  Cease. 


AT  THE  SUPERIOR  &  BOSTON 

Development  Going  Forward  in  Four  Shafts-'Four 

Foot  Ore  Vein  Strud^—New  Men  for  Positions 

of  Superintendent  and  Foreman. 


Globe,  Ariz.,  July  24. — With  a  drift 
from  the  COO-foot  level  of  the  Great 
Eastern  shaft  of  the  Superior  &  Boston 
ehowing  ore  running  14  per  cent  cop- 
per and  other  workings  inaking  an 
excellent  showing,  development  work 
of  a  very  .satisfactory  nature  is  in 
progress  on  this  proi)erty. 

The  MiGuw  shaft  is  down  to  a  depth 
of  450  feet  and  is  still  sinking  The 
Bhowing  on  this  work  is  highly  pleas- 
ing   to    the    company. 

The  east  drift  from  the  Limestone 
shaft  on  the  300-foot  level  has  en- 
countered a  four-foot  vein,  running 
about  S  per  cent  copper.  According 
to  present  indications,  the  size  of  the 
vein  and  the  quality  of  the  ore  should 
Increase  . 

On  the  Gardner  incline  shaft  the  ore 
body  has  not  been  encountered  as  yet, 
but  a  marked  improvement  has  been 
shown  during  the  past  few  days.  Kvery 
Indication  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
main  ore  body  will  be  encountered 
•within   a   short   time. 

George  Bell,  for  eight  years  mine 
foreman  with  the  Calumet  &  Arizona 
company   .has  taken   up   his  duties   in 


a  similar  capacity  with  the  Superior 
&   Boston. 

He  succeeds  W  .E.  Carter,  who  re- 
signed a  short  time  ago.  John  D. 
W.anvig.  who  has  been  acting  as  chief 
engineer,  has  taken  a  position  as  su- 
perintendent. 

The  new  Nordberg  hoist  is  being 
rapidly  'a.ssembled  and  put  in  place 
at  the  McGaw  shaft.  Within  the  next 
thirty  days  this  hoist  will  be  running 
and  with  this  important  piece  of  ma- 
chinery installed,  development  work 
at  the  Superior  &  Boston  can  proceed 
with  much  more  rapidity  than  has 
been    possbile    in    the    past. 

As  the  result  of  little  more  than  six 
months'  work,  the  Telfair  shaft  of  the 
Arizona-Michigan  has  reached  a  depth 
of  nearly  500  feet,  an  excellent  show- 
'ing  considering  the  fact  that  hand 
work  has  been  used  entirely  in  the 
sinking  of  the  shaft.  The  shaft  is  still 
in  diorite,  but  some  ledge  matter  has 
been  encountered,  and  Manager  Nels 
A.  Nelson  is  confident  that  ore  bear- 
ing rock  will  be  found  within  a  short 
tmie.  The  Telfair  shaft  will  be  sunk 
to  a  depth  of  600  feet,  unless  water 
is  encountered,  at  which  depth  crosfe- 
cutting  will  be  commenced. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  July  2  4. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Operations  at  the 
Old  Colony,  which  have  been  entirely 
in  the  nature  of  underground  explor- 
ations, have  been  ceased  and  the  prop- 
erty is  again  idle.  The  exploratory 
campaign  just  closed  extended  over  a 
period  of  six  years,  in  which  time  the 
property  was  extensively  diamond 
drilled  and  a  thorough  Investigation 
of  the  half  dozen  copper  bearing  lodes 

disclosed  .^was  made.  The  very  en- 
couraging showings  obtained  in  the 
drill  cores  did  not  result  in  equal  en- 
ouragement  in  the  opening  of  the  beds 
by  drifts  and  crosscuts,  and  though 
several  bunches  of  good  ground  and 
one  or  two  very  large  piece  of  mass 
copper  were  encountered,  the  several 
beds  exploited  were  found  to  be  bar- 
ren generally  and  positively  unwork- 
able. The  ground  in  which  the  bulk  of 
the  w  ork  and  also  the  most  encourage- 
ment was  obtained  was  opened  to 
about  1,000  feet.  Lateral  openings 
extend  over  a  distance  of  about  900 
feet.  Total  openings  will  probably 
aggregate  around  4,000  feet. 
Luke. 
Developments  in  the  Lake  mine  con- 
tinue to  show  a  remarkable  degree  of 
mineralization  at  nearly  all  points  of 
attack.  The  showing  at  the  third 
level  continues  particularly  rich  and 
is  much  the  best  obtaining  in  the 
mine.  At  the  second  level  and  also 
at  the  fourth  level  good  average 
ground  is  being  opened.  The  shaft 
has  attained  a  depth  of  about  700  feet 
and  is  now  sinking  in  what  pre- 
sumably is  the  foot  wall  trap  rock, 
giving  the  shaft  firm  ground  at  all 
sides  and  necessitating  but  a  few  feet 
of  crosscutting  to  reach  the  lode.

Five  ma- 
chine drills  are  in  service,  and  from 
their  operation  and  without  Sloping, 
the  stockpile  is  being  added  to  at  tlm 
rate   of   qtiite   forty   tons   daily. 

The    Old    Fraiikliii. 

The  Nos.  3  .and  B  Franklin  shafts 
on  the  Old  Franklin  property  recent- 
ly acquired  by  the  Quincy  company, 
are  being  disrnantled  preparatory  to 
abandonment.  The  Quincy  will  ex- 
tract the  unstoped  portions  of  the 
lode  in  this  property  through  drift 
connections  had  with  the  Quincy  No. 
6  and  No.  8  shafts  next  adjoining,  the 
electric  underground  haulage  system 
in  use  in  the  Quincy  mine  obviating 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  shaft 
at  this  point.  The  Old  Franklin  mimj 
is  opened  in  some  of  the  richest 
ground  yet  encountered  in  the  Pe- 
wabic  lode  and  though  pretty  well 
worked  out  much  good  ground  yet 
remains  in  the  bottom  that  can  be 
profitably  extracted  through  the 
Quincy  workings  underlying.  Quincy 
has  four  full  size  shafts  in  active  ser- 
vice from  which  a  daily  rock  output 
of  quite  4,800  tons  is  being  had.  A 
fifth  shaft  on  the  extreme  north  end 
of  the  property  is  sinking  around  u 
depth  of  500  feet  and  is  expected  to 
be  in  shape  for  production  within 
another  year.

machine  drills  are  in  service  engaged 
in  shaft  sinking,  stoping  and  opening 
work. 

New  Baltic. 

New  Baltic  has  not  yet  succeeded  in 
getting  the  No.  2  sand  pipe  down 
through  the  o^ffr'biirden  to  the  solid 
rock  and  it  is  likely  that  a  further  at- 
tempt will  not  be  made,  but  that  an- 
other pipe   will   be  started   in  the   vi- 


cinity. Operations  on  the  property  to 
date  have  revealed  nothing  of  com- 
mercial value  nor  has  a  reasonable 
amount  of  work  been  accomplished  to 
disprove  this  particularly  parcel  of 
ground,  the  sum  total  of  all  work 
done  there  being  limited  to  a  single 
drill  hole  312  feet  deep  and  a  half 
dozen  trenches  or  pits  opened  for  the 
greater  part  on  the  conglomerate  bed 
supposedly  underlying  the  much  sought 
Baltic  lode.  The  results  obtained  in 
the  several  pits  have  been  of  a  nature 
that  seemingly  indicate  the  presence 
of  mineral  at  this  point  and  have  al- 
so revealed  a  formation  geologically 
similar  to  that  noted  on  the  Superior 
property  quite  six  miles  to  the  south- 
ward. The  results  obtained  in  the  dia- 
mond drilling  were  of  a  negative  na- 
ture. It  is  generally  believed  and 
quite  probable  that  this  hole  owing  to 
a  faulting  in  the  formation  was  put 
down  outside  the  horizon  of  the  Baltic 
lode  and  passed  through  what  ap- 
parently is  the  foot  wall  trap  rock 
and  conglomerate  bed  underlying. 

iKle    Royale. 

It  has  been  persistently  rumored  that 
Isle  Royale  would  suspend  all  opera- 
tions on  tlie  Isle  Royale  lode  because 
of  the  rather  low  average  copper  con- 
tent of  that  lode  and  the  consequent 
Inability  of  the  management  to  realize 
a  profit  from  operations  at  the  present 
price  of  the  metal.  The  rumor  fails  of 
official  confirmation  and  so  far  as  the 
local  management  lias  knowledge  in 
the  matter  no  steps  looking  toward  a 
shutdown  have  been  taken  or  is  such 
a  course  premeditated.  The  new  man- 
agement is  not  going  ahead  with  any 
further  improvements  that  may  have 
been  overlooked  by  the  old  manage- 
ment, and  is  confining  itself  in  a  gen- 
eral way  to  the  completion  of  the  bet- 
terments already  begun  and  to  the  cre- 
ation of  further  underground  openings 
on  both  the  Isle  1-tovale  and  Baitlc 
lode.s.  The  average  yield  of  copper  per 
ton  of  rock  is  undeniably  low  and  in 
the  past  five  years  has  fallen  from  15.7

The  option  on  the  Keystone  mine  is 
held  by  J.  H.  Susman  of  the  Lewisohn 
Interests.  The  new  company  will  be 
organized  separately,  and  not  merged 
with  the  Miami  interests.  The  orig- 
inal stockholders  in  the  Keystone 
mine  hold  that  the  $100,000  worth  of 
development  work  already  done  on  the 
mine  by  the  present  workers  of  it 
justifies  them  in  making  the  arrange- 
ment   which    they    have.         The    work 


done  so  far  has  shown  up  good  bodies 
of  low  grade  ore.  The  meeting  re- 
sulted in  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
all  factional  differences  in  the  Key- 
stone property.

The  brlquetting  costs  only  10  to  12 
cents  a  ton,  and  when  the  Ely  Central 
begins  production,  It  will  enable  the 
Steptoe  plant  to  run  its  blast  furnace, 
which  it  is  now  unable  to  do  because 
it  has  no  suitable  ore  for  that  pur- 
pose. This  ore  will  enable  the  Steptoe 
smelter  to  treat  a  large  tonnage  in 
this  district  now  unavailable  for  want 
of  copper  fluxes. 

The  most  promising  claims  in  the 
Rly  Central  acreage  are  the  Weber, 
Eureka  Fraction  No.  1,  Quartette  and 
Chispy  claims  lying  to  the  east  and 
southeast  of  the  big  pit  on  Copper 
Flat.  The  eastern  limit  of  operations 
in   the   pit   is    now   within   sixty   feet   of 
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Globe,  Ariz.,  July  24. — With  the  Sul- 
livan shaft  oh  the  Cordova  property  in 
quartz  porphyry  ind  schist  showing 
a  good  percentage  of  copper  at  a  depth 
of  205  feet,  the  prospects  of  this  prop- 
erty, which  has  been  the  subject  of 
much  speculation  on  the  part  of  in- 
vestors, are  very  brtght,  according  to 
Hoval  A.  Smith,  a  heavy  stockholder 
in  the  company,  who  inspected  the 
property. 

According  to  Mr.  Smith.  It  is  -diffi- 
cult to  determine  ad  yet.  Just  wh«tt  the 
outcome  of  this  strike  will  be,  aB  the 
bottom  of  the  shaft  is  In  earth  of  such 
a  mucky  coneisteacy  that  Its  true  na- 
ture   is    difficult    to    determine. 

Nevertheless  the  schist  is  showing 
2^  per  cent  copp.^r,  which  is  consid- 
ered highly  satisfactory  to  the  pro- 
moters   of    the    company. 

Whether  or  no.  the  ore  body  on 
the  Miami  group,  but  300  feet  to  the 
north,  has  been  encountered,  has  not 
been  learned  deflrltely  by  Mr.  Smith 
as  yet.  In  speaking  of  the  matter  to 
the  Silver  Belt,  he  said  that  the  pros- 
pects were  most  encouraging,  inas- 
much as  the  shaft  was  in  ten  feet 
of  mineralized  schist  at  the  present 
time,  with  all  Indications  pointing  to 
the  fact  that  the  main  ore  body  would 
be  encountered  within  the  next  few 
days. 

Considering  the  fact  that  Mr.  Smith 
is  a  conservative  man.  who  does  not 
readily  jump  at  conclusions,  develop- 
ments at  the  Cordova  property  will  be 
eagerly  watched  until  further  develop 
ments  determine  the  presence  of  the 
much   looked   for    jre   body.

and  the  tunnel  which  will  connect  with 
the  drift  from  that  shaft,  tiie  work  la 
progressing  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner. 

Only  about  135  feet  of  drifting  re- 
mains to  be  done  before  the  drift  and 
tunnel  will  connect,  opening  up  a  large 
area.  This  work  is  being  rushed  to 
completion  and  it  Is  probable  that  It 
will  be  finished  within  tlie  next  few 
weeks. 

The  drift  is  now  in  a  highly  silicious 
capping,  indicatng  the  presence  of  an 
ore    body    within    a    short   distance. 

From  the  development  work  which 
has  already  been  done  on  this  prop- 
erty, it  is  evident  that  the  ore  body 
follows    the    contour    of    the    hill.

tical shaft.  Crosscuts  will  be  made  on 
the   300   and   500-foot  levels.

"If  the  Sullivan  shaft  on  the  Cor- 
dova encounters  the  Miami  ore  body, 
it  will  mean  the  presence  of  millions 
of  tons  of  additional  copper  bearing 
ore  in  that  district  and  the  importance 
of  such  a  strike  can  hardly  be  over 
estimated. 

"The  indications  on  this  property, 
as  well  as  the  Live  Oak  are  very  prom- 
ising and  within  the  next  two  w.eeks.

CALUMET  &  ARIZONA  DEALS 


Said  to  be  Mter  Famous  Three  "/?"  Group  in  Pata- 
gonia District'" Also  Expected  to  Acquire 
Well  Known  Rosemont  Mines. 


Tucson,  Ariz..  July  24. — It  has  been 
learned  that  an  important  mining  deal 
involving  the  famous  Three  "R" 
group  in  the  Pfitagonia  district,  is 
pending  in  this  city.  This  property, 
which  has  been  <iwned  for  a  number 
of  years  by  Col.  R.  R.  Richardson, 
the  prominent  Patagonia  mining  man 
and  merchant,  is  being  sought  by  Col. 
L.  W.  Powell,  ger  eral  manager  of  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona.  Douglas  Gray, 
who  was  formerlj  the  manager  of  the 
American  Smelting  &  Refining  com- 
pany in  this  country,  is  also  interested 
in  the  sale  as  he  owns  property  con- 
tiguous to  the  Three  "R."  The  deal 
now  in  progress  Is  said  to  be  one  of 
the  most  important  ever  engineered  in 
the  Patagonia  st  ction.  The  Three 
"R"  properties  were  bonded  at  one 
time  by  Col.  W.  C.  Greene,  but  the 
bond  w'as  allowed  to  lap.se  when  the 
Cananea  magnatf  suffered  his  tem- 
porary financial  difficulties.  The 
properties  have  been  extensively 
worked  and  consiiierable  ore  has  been 
shipped  from  them. 


That  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  com- 
pany is  about  to  close  a  deal  for  the 
purchase  of  the  properties  of  the 
fiosemont  Copper  company  is  another 
report  which  is  in  circulation  among 
local  mining  men.  This  report  is 
given  considerable  credence  and  those 
who  are  in  position  to  know  details 
regarding  the  negotiations  predict  that 
the  sale  of  the  property  will  be  con- 
summated   within   a   short   time. 

It  has  been  learned  that  Thomas  F. 
Cole,  the  big  Duluth  copper  magnate, 
who  is  one  of  the  chief  men  of  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona,  expects  to  pay  a 
visit  to  this  city  within  a  few  weeks 
to   visit    the    Rosemont    properties. 

It  is  known  that  for  more  than  a 
year  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  has  been 
endeavoring  to  secure  this  mine  which 
several  years  ago  was  an  excellent 
producer.  It  has  not  been  operated 
recently,  however.  It  is  owned  by 
New  York  capitalists  who  have  placi>d 
a  caretaker  in  charge  of  the  mines. 
When  this  property  was  in  operation 
employment  was  given  to  a  large 
number  of  miners. 


ORE  STRIKE  RICH  IN  COPPER 

On   Duncan's  Comanche  Chief  Claims  in  Paradise 

District—Winze  to  Be  Sunk  at  Once— 

Option  on  the  Scanland  Group. 


Paradise.  Ariz.,  July  24. — The  ore 
recently  struck  in  the  tunnel  on  the 
Comanche  Chief  claim  of  the  Capt. 
John  A.  Duncan  group  proved  to  be 
rich  in  copper.  The  returns  from  one 
sample  were  as  follows:  Gold,  $1; 
silver  $1.50;  copper.  17%  per  cent;

Sinking  cannot  be  commenced  for 
about  six  weeks,  however,  as  the 
shaft  is  approxin  atelv  forty  feet  dis- 
tant and  the  miners'  rate  of  progress 
in  the  connecting  drift  is  one  foot  per 
day  only — which  is  as  great  as  could 
be  expected  in  the  ground  now  being 
encountered.

Move  By  Cole-Ryan  Interests  in  the  Ely  Field—Rail' 

road  is  to  Be  Extended  From  Ely 

to  Salt  Lake. 


New  York.  July  24— Mining  circles 
are  convinced  that  a  real  contest  is 
going  on  under  cover  between  the 
Guggenheim  and  the  Cole-Ryan  Inter- 
ests for  the  control  of  the  Nevada 
ore  supplies.  It  is  taking  the  shape 
of  a  bit  of  railro£.d  finance. 

The  policy  of  the  International 
Smelting  &  Reining  company,  of 
which  John  D.  Ryan  is  president,  is 
indicated  by  the  circumstance,  which 
is  pretty  well  vouched  for,  that  the 
controlling  interests  have  become  a 
substantial  factor  in  the  projected  ex- 
tension of  the  Tonopah  &  Tidewater 
railroad  from  Goldfleld  to  Ely.  soon 
to  be  extended  from  Ely  to  Salt  Lake, 
to  connect  with  the  Tooele  plant  of 
the   International    in    Utah. 

By  being  able  to  dictate  the  freight 
rates  on  ore  between  Goldfield  and  the 
plant  of  its  competitors  at  Ely.  it  is 
believed  that  the  International  would 
have  the  power  to  control  the  custom 
smelting  businesu  of  the  precious 
metal  districts  of  Nevada.  It  is  also 
held  that  any  diflculty  offered  by  the 
interstate  commerce  law  can  probably 
be  overcome  by  what  would  amount 


to  a  joint  rate  for  freight  to  and 
smelting  at  the  Tooele  plant. 

Another  object  of  the  Cole-Ryan 
people  in  building  the  projected  road 
to  their  Utah  plant,  according  to  New 
York  financiers,  is  to  transport  the 
ores  of  their  Giroux  mine  at  Ely. 

A  dispatch  from  Ely  says:  "The 
announcement  made  on  reliable  au- 
thority that  the  Cole-Ryan  interests 
are  identified  with  the  proposed  Ely- 
Goldfield  road  means  that  the  Ely  dis- 
trict is  about  to  realize  another  of 
Its  hopes.  The  reputation  for  doing 
things  which  the  Cole-Ryan  people 
have  so  firmly  established  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  with  the  an- 
nouncement of  this  fact.

$9,000  A  MONTH 
PAIDJO  POLICE 

Big  Graft  Story  Said  to  Have 

Been  Told  to  Chicago 

Grand  Jury. 

Chicago,  July  2  4. — An  astounding 
story  of  graft  in  the  so-called  West 
Side  levee  of  Cliicago  is  said  to  have 
been  related  to  the  grand  Jury  yester- 
day. 

Detective  Sergeant  Jeremiah  Griffin, 
alleged  to  have  been  the  collector  of 
protection  money  from  divekeepers, 
gamblers  and  cocaine  dives,  was  in- 
dicted on  eight  counts.  He  is  alleged 
to  have  garnered  as  high  as  $9,000  a 
month,  a  very  small  part  of  which  re- 
manied  in  his  o\^  n  pockets.  In  all,  Grif- 
fin, who  travels  out  of  the  Desplaines 
street  station  h<?adquarters  of  Inspec- 
tor McCann,  is  alleged  to  have  col- 
lected $150,000  from  denizens  of  the 
under  world  of  the  West  side. 
Gathered  in  $1,000,000. 
Indictments  were  also  returned 
against  Louis  Frank",  a  saloon  keeper 
and  politician,  who  is  said  to  havt?  ac- 
cumulated a  fortune  of  $1,000,000  in 
the  levee  district,  and  against  Michael 
Heitler  the  latter  being  familiarly 
known 'as  "Mike,  the  Pike."  They  are 
alleged  to  have  collected  money  from 
illegal  houses  by  representing  them- 
selves as  agents  of  the  police. 

Testimony  against  Griffin  was  given 
by  Charles  Yariker  a  dive  proprietor 
known  as  "Mokey  Charley."  Morris 
Schatz,  who  is  said  to  conduct  an  il- 
legal establishment  at  108  Peoria 
street,  appears  on  the  indictment  as 
complainant.  Four  detectives  also 
gave  testimony. 

One  witness  charged  that  the  price 
of  protection  rose  recently  from  $20  to 
$40  a  month  and  that  he  was  com- 
pelled to  quit  business  owing  to  the 
expense.

The  conference  wishes  the  teachers  to 
unite  with  them  In  this  work,  for 
school  teachers  are  the  real  character 
builders.  ,  ^      ,       ... 

"The  charity  workers  can  deal  with 
the  cause  outside  of  the  family,  such 
as  the  emplovment  of  men,  their  hours 
and  food.  The  hours  of  a  working  man 
are  against  him,  also  his  environment, 
for  his  home  '.s  usually  situated  where 
temptation  and  evil  are  at  Ills  very 
door  These  conditions  can  be  dealt 
with  more  dliectly  by  the  members  of 
the  conference.

restored  in  conference.  The  agreement  included 
$1.50  lumber  instead  of  $1  Itimber.  As  a  result  of 
this  compromise,  which  I  accepted  as  a  hard  and 
fast  bargain,  I  withdrew  my  opposition  and  culled 
a  meeting  of  the  insurgcnt.s,  who  did  likewise,  and 
the  rule  was  adopted.  Without  our  votes  it  never 
could  have  been  put  through.  When  I  told  Presi- 
dent Taft  of  this  agreement  he  merely  said  that 
he  was  not  a  party  to  it  and  could  not  consent 
to  be  bound  by  it." 

Which  was  a  very  proper  answer  for  the  presi- 
dent  to   make. 

This  is  the  way  the  tariff  is  made,  and  this  is 
the  way  Cannon  holds  his  power.  Mr.  Miller,  the 
congressman  from  this  district,  was  probably  a 
party  to  that  agreement.  He  wanted  a  tariff  on 
iion  ore,  and  to  get  it  he  must  consent  to  a  tariff 
on  coal  and  hides  and  lumber,  none  of  which  the 
people  of  this  district  want.  The  desire  for  a 
tariff  on  iron  ore  is  confined  to  the  iron  mining 
sections  of  the  district,  and  arouses  no  enthusiasm 
in  eight  out  of  the  dozen  counties  composing  the 
district. 

Mr.  Langley's  statement  is  very  interesting 
indeed,  since  it  shows  how  the  thing  is  done  in 
Washington.  It  is  a  matter  of  bargain  and  price. 
These  men  could  have  defeated  the  rule  for  the 
passage  of  the  Payne  bill,  but  they  hung  out  till 
ihcy  got  assurances  of  what  they  wanted.  Now 
the  president,  who  has  the  linal  voice  in  the  matter, 
refuses  to  be  bound  by  the  bargain,  or  to  deliver 
the  price  for  which  these  "insurgents"  agreed  to  it. 

In  all  this  there  is  no  thought  of  the  people  as 
a  whole,  and  that  is  why  congressional  tariff-mak- 
ing is  wrong.

WHEN  DEMOS  FINDS  HIS  VOICE. 

Never  has  this  nation  had  clearer  evidence  that

N<  great  invitation  to  radicalism,  no  more 
d:i:i.;-'  :  r.s  attack  upon  the  citadels  of  conserva- 
tism, u.ia  ever  made  than  was  made  by  the  '"con- 
Fcrvaiivo'"  advocates  of  reaction  in  congress  dur- 
ing the   special   session. 

Ai>i)arcntly  they  believe  that  the  people  will 
stand  anything.  They  seem .  to  have  gained  such 
coniidence  in  the  supincness  of  the  people  that 
they  will  no  longer  stop  at  anything,  and  they  no 
lon>;i.r  see  the  need  of  secrecy  or  caution.  To 
believe  t!  at  they  are  right  is  to  insult  the  Amer- 
ican pooplo. 

'l"i;o  gravest  evil  of  the  situation  is  that  the 
abu^v>  of  "conservatism"  are  sowing  the  seeds  of 
a  radicalism  that  may,  for  lack  of  restraint,  be- 
come more  dangerous  even  than  the  conservatism 
which   it  is  to  attack. 

Says  the  Wall  Street  Journal:  "There  is  no 
nicano;  nor  more  mischievous  cant  than  that  which 
tells  the  lowest  class  of  labor  that  it  produces 
everythnig.  or  that  it  lives  by  right  and  every- 
thing else  bj-  sufferance;  but  on  the  other 
hand  there  is  such  a  thing  as  exploiting  that  class, 
and  the  process  is  not  maile  any  better  by  admin- 
istering dangerous  anodynes.  Some  day  Demos  will 
awako.  and  those  v.'ho  have  failed  to  teach  him  his 
true  relation  to  the  social  scheme  and  to  secure 
him  his  real  rights  will  have  much  to  answer  for. 
Under  the  tariff  as  it  now  finds  shape,  every  article 
of  fi-od,  vegetables  fresh  and  dried,  meat  and 
fish  fresh  and  cured,  sugar,  cheese,  butter,  eggs,  all 
bread- 1  litis,  condensed  milk,  rice,  lard,  everything, 
in  fact,  which  makes  the  menu  of  a  family  of 
small  means,  is  heavilj-  taxed,  and  upon  the  whole 
more  heavily  than  under  the  Dingley  tariff.  Added 
to  tlu5  Cotton  fabrics  within  the  reach  of  the  fam- 
ily of  limited  means  and  all  articles  of  clothing 
pay  more  than  they  ever  paid  before.  There  is 
no  ciincsponding  advance  in  wages,  and  without 
the  tariif  the  natural  tendency  of  commodities  is 
higher.  All  over  the  world,  with  perhaps  the 
exception  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  burdens 
upon  the  relatively  poor  are  beginning  to  exercise  a 
well-ni.ijh  intolerable  pressure.  The  theory  that  the 
great  part  of  such  exactions  is  returned  in  higher 
wages  is  rapidly  becoming  discredited.  We  are 
bu.syirt/;  ourselves  with  the  settlement  of  some  very 
supi  r.ci  il  problems,  many  of  which  have  been  set- 
tled .ilrcady  for  all  time,  and  we  are  ignoring  a 
possible  problem  far  greater  than  all  these  put 
together.  What  will  happen  to  a  system  so 
tangibly  unjust  when  Demos  finds  his  voice?" 

And  it  is  the  arrogance  and  greed  of  the  blind 
and  stupid  plunderbund  which  controls  the  powers 
of  government,  and  uses  them  to  increase  the  bur- 
dens of  the  many  and  the  luxuries  of  the  few,  that 
are  calling  in  clarion  tones  to  that  slumbering 
Demos  which  is  just  showing  signs  of  awakening. 


UNENCUMBERED  TITLES. 

Recently  a  French  marquise,  now  living  in  hum- 
ble  circumsttances  in  New  York,  advertised  a 
large  assortment  of  foreign  titles  for  sale. 

A  newspaper  woman,  suspecting  a  fraud,  an- 
swered the  advertisement  and  found  no  fraud  but 
a  very  interesting  story.  The  marquise  claimed 
to  possess  a  very  attractive  variety  of  titles,  which 
she  had  no  use  for  her^self,  and  which  she  was 
willing  to  sell  to  anybody  that  had  the  price. 

It  seems  that  in  spite  of  the  complicated  lineage 
that  brought  her  all  these  titles,  she  was  poor,  and 
the  titles  wouldn't  buy  bread.  The  gentlemen  who 
keep  the  establishment  advertised  by  three  golden 
balls  would  lend  money  on  her  furniture,  but  they 
wouldn't  lend  a  penny  on  a  bushel  of  titles.  The 
grocer,  the  butcher  and  the  dry  goods  man  all 
agreed  in  turning  up  their  noses  at  the  idea  of 
taking  titles  in  exchange  for  potatoes,  beefsteak 
or  dressgoods.  So  this  many-titled  woman  inserted 
an  advertisement  in  a  newspaper,  seeking  to  retail 
her  titles  to  those  who  needed  them  more  than  she 
did  and  who  could  afford  to  pay  a  price  for  them. 

We  haven't  heard  what  kind  of  a  business  she 
is  doing,  but  so  long  as  her  stock  holds  out  it 
ought  to  be  a  good  business.  There  are  so  many 
advantages  in  favor  of  titles  unencumbered  by 
wastrel  and  degenerate  European  husbands  that 
there  ought  to  be  quite  a  lively  market  for  her 
goods.  In  the  past  the  only  way  American  heir- 
esses knew  how  to  get  titles  was  by  the  disagree- 
able, costly  and  often  bitterly  cruel  way  of  buying 
husbands  with  them.  Really  they  bought  the  titles, 
and  the  husbands  were  thrown  in;  but  in  alto- 
gether too  many  cases  these  unwise  young  Amer- 
ican women  erred  sadly  in  judging  these  encum- 
berances  as  being  of  no  more  account  than  would 
be  expected  from  something  that  is  "thrown  in" 
with  a  purchase.  They  turned  out,  in  spite  of  their 
weaknesses  and  follies,  to  be  of  a  great  deal  more 
account  than  that,  in  that  they  developed  an  un- 
happy faculty  for  making  their  American  wives 
suffer  deeply  and  repent  keenly  of  their  bargains. 
In  short,  the  husband  that  was  thrown  in  with  the 
coveted  title  turned  out  to  be  such  a  ntiisance  that 
it  was  impossible  to  enjoy  the  commodity  for 
which   fatlier's   money   went — the   title. 

How  much  better  it  would  be,  therefore,  if 
these  ambitious  young  daughters  of  American 
plutocracy  were  provided  with  a  way  of  getting 
titles  without  the  encumbrance  of  a  husband. 
They  could  easily  afford  to  pay  a  great  deal  more 
for  unencumbered  titles  than  they  could  for  titles 
so  terribly  encumbered  as  some  of  them  have  been. 
If  the  wretched  business  were  done  that  way  this 
New  York  marquise,  who  probably  wishes  nothing 
more  than  a  competence,  would  be  made  happy, 
while  the  title-hunting  heiresses  and  their  families 
would  be  saved  much  grief  and  disgrace. 


styles.  You  see,  we  stcurted  in  with  many  odd 
styles,  what  are  called  ij*  thr  trade  freak  shapes, 
but  their  life  was  short.  The  Ityles  changed  almost 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eve,  so  that  the  extreme 
styles  of  the  early  spring ^terflly  had  to  be  thrown 
away.  Hats  costing  $50  'to  #75  went  up  to  thi; 
workroom  to  have  the  trimmings  removed,  and  the 
shapes  were  dumped  into  the  waste  basket.  You 
see,  husbands  simply  slrOt  ^wn  on  their  wiveii 
wearing  such  extreme  styles. ..;  I  have  had  no  end 
of  husbands  come  to  the  shop  tliis  spring  in  com- 
pany witli  their  wives  to  pick  their  hats,  to  pre- 
vent them  from  investing'in  a  peach  basket,  wash 
basin  or  inverted  bowl  shape.  Never  before  has 
so  much  fun  been  poked  at  millinery  as  this  season. 
The  consequence  is  that  the  trottom  dropped  out  of 
prices,   and   they  haven't   been   re-established." 

Two  thoughts  occur  regarding  this  statement. 
One  is  that  if  the  bottom  dropped  out  of  women's 
hat  prices,  the  fall  must  have  been  fearful,  for  they 
had  a  long  downward  way  to  travel.  The  other 
regards  the  terrific  extravagance  of  throwing  away 
the  "shapes."  While  The  Herald  professes  no 
knowledge,  expert  or  otherwise,  of  the  science  of 
hat-making,  surely  it  would  have  been  possible  to 
economize  by  saving  those  shapes,  for  each  one 
should  contain  material  enough  for  a  dozen  ordi- 
nary hats. 


A  MIXED  BLESSING. 

The  storms  of  the  past  week  furnished  further 
evidence  that  it  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  no  good. 
Though  it  was  a  very  costly  way  of  doing  it,  and 
not  one  that  we  should  have  recommended  to 
the  city  authorities  if  they  had  any  option  about 
it,  the  flood  that  poured  down  the  hill  through  the 
town  gave  the  city  a  vigorous  bath,  and  undoubt- 
edly carried  away  a  great  deal  of  decaying  debris 
in  which  lived  the  possibility  of  germ-incubation 
and  disease.  Duluth  needs  such  a  bath  much  less 
than  almost  any  other  city  in  the  country,  because 
of  its  excellent  natural  drainage,  but  there  are 
places  even  in  Duluth  that  natural  drainage  does 
not  reach,  and  if  any  such  place  was  overlooked  by 
the  cataract  that  poured  tumultuously  through  the 
city    Wednesday   niglit   we   haven't   heard   of   it. 

So  in  spite  of  the  vast  expense  that  it  in- 
volved, and  the  destruction  that  it  wrought,  the 
flood  did  some  good,  too,  which  should  not  be 
overlooked. 

However,  even  this  good  is  not  unmixed.  A 
good  deal  of  this  dangerous  waste  of  water  that 
was  swept  away  from  its  lodging  place  by  the 
storm  got  into  cellars,  and  if  it  is  permitted  to  stay 
there  it  may  be  even  more  dangerous  than  it 
was  before.  So  there  was  good  common  sense  in 
the  warning  given  in  The  Herald  last  night  by 
Health  Commissioner  F.  J.  Patton,  urging  people 
whose  cellars  were  flooded  to  use  great  pre- 
caution in  cleaning  them  out.  "All  sorts  of  filth 
was  carried  down  the  hill  Wednesday  night,"  said 
Dr.  Patton  to  The  Herald,  "and  a  person  cannot 
tell  what  kind  of  disease  germs  may  be  lurking  in 
the  basement  of  his  home  as  a  result  of  the  place 
being  flooded.  The  best  way  is  to  be  on  the  safe 
side.  Chloride  of  lime  and  whitewash  will  put 
every  one  there." 

That's  good  advice.  Of  course  everybody  has 
thought  of  draining  and  cleaning  his  flooded 
cellar,  but  perhaps  not  everybody  has  remem- 
bered that  that  may  not  be  enough.  Plenty  of 
chloride  of  lime  and  a  coat  of  whitewash  will  be 
a  good  investment.

A  LIGHT  ON  TARIFF-MAKING. 

Since  the  little  dispute  between  the  president 
and  some  of  the  Republican  house  members  over 
the  question  of  free  raw  materials,  Congressman 
Langley  of  Kentucky  has  been  letting  a  flood  of 
light  upon  an  interesting  feature  of  tariff-making. 
Following  is  his  statement: 

"When  Speaker  Cannon  was  facing  a  large- 
sized  insurrection,  and  when  it  looked  as  though 
he  could  not  get  votes  enough  to  put  through  the 
rule  for  the  passage  of  the  tariff  bill  in  the  house, 
I  received  a  summons  to  the  speaker's  room. 
There  I  found  the  speaker,  ex-Representative  Jim 
Watson  and  Representative  Dwight,  the  Republic- 
an whip  of  the  house.  At  that  time  a  number  of 
us  were  'off  the  reservation"  because  we  did  not 
like  the  provisions  of  the  Payne  bill  for  free  coal, 
free  iron  ore,  free  hides  and  $1  lumber.  Mr. 
Dwight  promised  me  with  an  emphatic  oath,  in  the 
presence  of  the  speaker  and  Mr.  Watson,  who 
assented,  that  if  we  would  withdraw  our  opposition 
and  vote  for  the  rule  the  tariff  on  these  articles 
would  be  restored  in  the  senate  and  would  remain 


DERIDING  A  FASHION. 

We  hadn't  noticed  it  out  this  way,  but  it  seems 
from  the  New  York  newspapers  that  ridicule  has 
curbed  the  spread  of  the  famous  "peach  basket" 
hat,  and  that  New  York  milliners,  looking  about 
for  somebody  to  blame  for  it,  have  concluded  to 
attribute  the  failure  of  a  fashion  to  the  newspaper 
paragraphers.  most  of  whoin  have  had  cutting 
things  to  say  about'  the  monstrosities  of  headgear 
beneath  which  women  have  sought  to  conceal  their 
beauty  this  year. 

At  any  rate,  the  New  York  Sun  reports  that 
Neve  York  milliners  are  actually  giving  hats  away. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  industry 
husbands,  actuated  by  the  gibes  of  the  newspaper 
paragraphers,  have  insisted  upon  accompanying 
their  wives  to  the  millinery  emporiums  and  censor- 
ing their  headgear.  When  they  did  this,  of  course 
they  put  their  feet  down  so  far  as  the  "peach 
basket"  enormities  were  concerned. 

There  seems  something  wrong  about  the  story, 
however.  In  the  first  place,  Duluth  usually  man- 
ages to  keep  fairly  w^cll  abreast  of  the  fashion,  no 
matter  how  tempestuously  it  hurries  ahead,  and  we 
have  observed  no  particular  amelioration  of  the 
size  and  shape  of  hats  in  this  vicinage.  In  the 
second  place,  as  a  rule  woman  has  not  been  in  the 
habit  of  permitting  herself  to  be  balked  in  her 
pursuit  of  the  fashion  by  ridicule.  No  matter  how 
hideous  and  monstrous  the  fashion  might  be,  no 
matter  how  mere  men  might  gibe  and  jeer,  the 
fashion  has  been  the  fashion,  and  woman  has 
tackled  it  bravely  and  single-mindedly.  In  the 
third  place,  if  New  York  husbands  presume  to 
censor  the  headgear  of  their  wives,  Duluth  hus- 
bands don't,  as  a  rule,  dare  so  greatly.  Neither  do 
they,  as  a  rule,  visit  the  millinery  shop  when  their 
wives  pick  out  their  hats;  and  for  this  there  are 
two  good  reasons— they  don't  want  to  and  their 
wives  don't  want  them  to. 

However,  here  is  what  the  head  of  the  millinery 
department  of  one  of  New  York's  big  department 
stores  says:  "I  believe  the  men  are  much  to  blame 
for  this  state  of  affairs,  for  they — and  the  news- 
papers— sat    down    so    unmercifully   on    the   early 


AN  UNWITTING  CRUELTY. 

One  wonders  if  women,  seeking  to  adorn  them- 
selves with  the  despoiled  plumage  of  innocent  wild 
birds,  ever  stop  to  think  of  the  havoc  they  create. 

For  instance,  there  is  the  aigret — a  beautiful 
head  ornament  which  some  women — inany  women, 
indeed — delight  to  wear.  How  many  women  who 
buy  these  ornaments,  perhaps  at  large  cost  and 
possibly  at  the  cost  of  a  drain  upon  the  family 
purse  that  it  can  ill  afford,  think  of  what  this  pretty 
but   horrible   fashion  means? 

The  feathers  in  this  ornament  come  from  a 
particular  kind  of  heron — the  egret.  The  egret 
bears  this  delicate  plumage  only  during  the  breed- 
ing season  and  while  it  is  rearing  its  young.  At 
this  time  men  seeking  spoils  for  fashion's  cruel 
market  capture  the  pretty  mother  birds,  despoil 
tliem  of  their  plumage — while  they  are  still  alive, 
it  is  said— and  rob  the  fledgeling  herons  of  that 
mother's  care  without  which  their  hope  for  exist- 
ence is  small  indeed.  Thus  the  capture  of  a  single 
mother  heron  whose  beautiful  plumes  arc  wanted 
to  furnish  forth  the  unthinking  head  of  some  fair 
woman  probably  ineans  the  extinction  of  a  whole 
brood. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  women,  once  they 
know  this  story,  can  be  comfortable  when  they 
are  wearing  even  the  most  beautiful  aigrets.  Surely 
woman  has  more  heart  than  to  make  herself,  know- 
ingly, the  instrument  of  the  destruction  of  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  species  of  wild  birds  the  coun- 
trj--  affords.  Yet  that  is  exactly  what  the  aigret 
fashion  means — the  destruction  of  the  entire  race 
of  egrets. 

Says  the  Technical  World:  "High  above  the 
marshy  wastes  which  border  the  Klamath  lakes  in 
Southern  Oregon  a  lone  white  heron  winged  its 
desolate  flight  a  month  ago,  the  sole  survivor 
of  a  once  numerous  family.  *  *  *  jjuj  o^iq  jg 
left,  according  to  the  officials  of  the  United  States 
land  office  and  of  the  National  Association  c>f 
Audubon  societies;  but  one  white  sample  remaining 
oi  myriad  thousands  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
of  all  native  birds;  the  decree  of  fashion  having 
brought  about  such  a  butchery  that  biological  his- 
torians will  in  future  record  the  fact  that  in  A.  I). 
1909  the  white  heron  followed  tlie  great  auk  over 
the  dismal  trail  that  stretches  backward  to  the  ages 
that  arc  gone." 

Of  course  w'oman  did  not  do  this  terrible  thing 
knowingly.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  there  lives  a 
woman  who  would  have  even  been  a  party  to  the 
destruction  of  the  race  of  egrets  if  she  had  had  to 
go  herself  into  the  lonely  wastes  where  it  made  its 
home;  if  she  had  had  to  capture  the  beautiful 
mother  bird  while  it  was  engaged  in  its  tender 
ministration  to  an  unfledged  brood  too  young  to 
care  for  themselves;  if  she  had  had  to  add  to  the 
pain  of  a  bird  mother  wrenched  violently  away 
from  her  young  by  pulling  the  dainty  feathers  out 
of   the  quivering,  living  flesh. 

Yet  woman,  knowingly  or  not,  has  done  this 
awful  injury,  and  the  world  is  about  to  lose  forever 
a  race  of  birds  that  beautified  its  waste  places,  be- 
cause a  cruel  fashion  sent  forth  the  word  that 
these  birds  must  die  because  woman's  vanity  mu.4t 
be  satisfied.

Why  do  not  our  au- 
tliorities  compel  tlie  owners  of  the 
tluatei-.s  to  Install  some  means  of  ven- 
tilating their  houses,  that  they  shall 
not  be  a  source  of  all  kinds  of  dis- 
eases, and  those  who  attend  the  thea- 
ter shall  not  need  to  risk  their  health? 

'^et  us  lupe  that  our  city  fathers  will 
take  it  up,  and  do  something  for  the 
protection   of  the   public.

CONTINGENT  FUND  NEEDED. 

To   the   Editor   of    The   Herald: 

In  conversation  with  one  of  our  al- 
dermen the  other  day  I  happened  to 
ask  him  liov.-  much  Duluth's  mayor 
was  allowed  as  a  coiulngency  fund, 
and  was  very  much  surprised  when  he 
told  me  that  no  such  fund  was  pro- 
vided in  tlii.s  city.  1  am  a  liepublican, 
and  voted  UiV  Mr.  Haven  at  tlie  last 
election,  but  if  1  were  a  Democrat,  and 
had  voted  fur  Tessman,  or  if  1  had 
nevei  been  a  resident  of  Duluiii,  and 
did  not  even  know  the  mayors  name 
or  politics,  my  views  of  the  need  of  a 
contingency    fund    would    be    the   same. 

One  should  be  provided  here  fur  the 
use  of  the  city's  chief  executive,  as  it 
is  piovidcd  in  nearly  every  city  of 
more  than  50,000  population  in  the 
country,  and  in  a  good  many  towns  of 
less  population  tlian  that.  If  the 
people  are  afraid  tlie  mayor,  who- 
ever he  might  be,  would  spend  moi-e 
than  he  should  from  the  money  tlius 
set  aside,  it  could  be  easily  ai'ianged 
that  every  dollar  expended  should  be 
accounted  for,  and  the  bills  passed  up- 
on by  the  council  before  being  paid.  I 
regard  a  contingency  fund  not  as  a 
■"side  graft,"  but  as  a  necessity.  In 
Duluth  it  would  not  have  to  be  very 
large.  Probably  $uOO  a  year  would  be 
more    than    sulficient. 

The  chief  use  of  a  contingency  fund 
is  to  pay  the  expenses  of  entertaining 
visiling  officials  from  other  cities,  who 
naturally  look  to  the  mayor  for  such 
entertainment,  and  for  entertaining 
such  notables  as  may  be  here  on  muni- 
cipal aflalrs,  and  who  expect  the  mayor 
to  take  them  about  the  city,  thus  call- 
ing for  the  use  of  a  carriage  or  auto- 
mobile. For  example,  if  the  mayor  of 
Milwaukee,  together  with  a  committee 
of  aldermen  came  to  Duluth  to  look 
into  the  matter  of  local  pavements,  so 
that  they  might  get  some  pointers, 
they  would  tliliik  it  rather  queer,  and 
it  would  look  bad  for  the  city.  If  they 
were  left  to  their  own  resources  in  go- 
ing from  place  to  place,  and  were  not 
taken  in  charge  by  tiie  mayor,  with  a 
suitable  conveyance.  While  they 
might  not  expect  him  to  take  them  out 
to  dinner,  siill,  it  would  make  a  good 
impression,  and  would  be  the  proper 
thing  for   iiim  to    do. 

In  the  case  of  the  Grand  Forks  city 
officials  who  were  here  last  week  the 
case  was  somewhat  different,  for  tliey 
were  here  more  to  look  into  the  merits 
of  the  pavements  laid  by  a  certain  con- 
tractor, and  he  was  willing  to  pay  all 
expenses  of  the  investigation,  I  under- 
stand, so  the  city  was  not  expected  to 
stand  any  part  of  the  cost,  although, 
as  was  no  more  than  proper.  Mayor 
Haven  and  City  I-Jngineer  McGiivray 
accompanied  the  D;ikoia  men  on  their 
tour  of  inspection.  This,  however,  was 
an  exceptional  ca.se.  The  day  prior  to 
the  visit  of  the  men  from  the  West, 
the  mayor  of  Ashland,  \\is.,  and  the 
president  of  the  board  of  public  works 
of  the  Wisconsin  city,  were  here  look- 
ing ever  the  city,  and.  as  a  mere  mat- 
ter of  courtesy,  the  city  had  to  fui-iiisli 
a  carriage  to  take  them  about  the  city. 

Every  once  in  a  while  It  happens 
that  visitors  come  to  Duluth  who  e.\- 
pect  to  receive  attentions  of  this  na- 
ture at  the  hands  of  the  mayor,  and  I 
do  not  tliink  it  right  that  lie  should 
be  called  upon  to  stand  the  expense  out 
of  his  own  pocket,  especially  in  view  of 
the  modest  salary  he  gets,  for  he  has 
no  personal  interest  in  seeing  that  they 
are  properly  cared  for.  It  Is  the  city 
at  large  that  is  interested.  Yet  the 
mayor  frequently  finds  himself  in  a 
position  where  he  has  to  entertain  men 
here  on  municipal  business,  and  where 
he  has  to  pay  the  expenses  from  his 
own  pocket,  where  the  city  should 
stand  the  cost.  In  the  course  of  a  year 
the  money  thus  expended  amounts  to 
quite  a  lot  when  taken  from  one  man's 
salary,  but  It  would  not  amount  to 
much  when  taken  as  one  of  the  legiti- 
mate expenses  of  a  big  city. 

As  1  intimated  i>efoi-e,  1  am  not  par- 
ticularly interested  in  seeing  the  pres- 
ent mayor  get  the  benefits  of  the  pres- 
'ent  fund,  any  inoro  than  any  future 
mayor  and,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
would  be  willing  to  see  nothing  done 
about  the  matter  until  after  the  next 
election.

The  Restfulness  of  Religion. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  the  period 
which,  to  a  great  and  Increasing  ex- 
tent, every  year  Is  set  apart  for  rest. 
Nearly  every  one  gets  a  little  time  off 
— half  a  day,  if  not  more,  and  theoreti- 
cally at  least,  humanity  will  be  consid- 
erably rested  by  the  first  of  September. 
So  otf  we  see  them  ge),  tired  men  and 
women  to  the  shore,  the  mountains  and 
the  country.  But  will  tliey  really  come 
liome  rested? 

A  hearty  believer  In  such  outings 
and  wishing  that  for  hard  workers 
throughout  the  year  they  could  be 
made  longer,  I  suggest  another  re- 
cuperative agency  in  addition  to  ocean 
breezes,  mountain  climbing  and  rest- 
ing under  the  shadow  of  leafy  trees. 
Religion,  when  rightly  understood  is 
a  rest-bringing  affair.  It  carried  with 
it  an  immense  amount  of  quieting  and 
soei  thing. 

For  what  Is  It  that  tires  poopleT

That  God 
has  ordained  it  for  us,  that  it  is  vastly 
better  than  idleness,  tiiat  by  dolnir 
your  work  patiently,  cheerfully  and 
well,  we  are  true  soldiers  of  civiliza- 
tion, contributing  something  to  the 
wealth  of  the  world  and  the  ongoing  of 
civilization.  If  we  opce  get  this  splen- 
did idea  wrought  into  our  very  beings 
we  can  possess  a  certain  restfulness 
of  spirit  even  when  w^e  are  tending  the 
machine  and  measuring  off  drygoods. 
Another  great  source  of  weari- 
ness in  the  modern  world  is  imitation 
of  others.  We  are  tired  at  the  end  of 
the  week  because  we  have  had  a 
breathless  chase  since  Mondav  morn- 
ing to  keep  up  with  our  neighliors  In 
point  of  dress,  display,  po.'ssesaions. 
But  religion  speaks  plainlv  concerning 
a  kind  of  life  in  wliich  raiment  and 
food  are  subordinate  factors,  which 
has  sufficient  resources  of  another 
character  to  make  us  reUtivelv  Indif- 
ferent to  the  pace  which  our  ne'ighbora 
take  in  society  and  in  their  home  life. 
The  uncertainty  that  shrouds  tomor- 
row is  another  source  of  weariness. 
%\  e  want  to  be  a  little  more  sure  than 
we  are  concerning  our  bread  and  but- 
ter. We  would  pierce  through  the  mvs- 
terious  veil  that  separates  the  pres- 
ent from  the  future  and  find  out  what 
is  in  store  for  us.  But  better  than 
minute  and  positive  knowledge  is  the 
ossurance  from  Him  who  bids  us  come 
unto  Him  and  find  rest,  that  we  are  of 
more  value  than  all  the  birds  that  sing 
blithely  in  the  branches,  and  tliat  He 
who  cares  for  the  sparrow  will  surely 
care  for  us.  We  have  no  business  to 
let  the  weight  of  this  mvstery  and 
uncertainty  weigh  us  completely  down 
when  religion  offers  us  a  rational  and 
reliable    way    of    relief. 

Still  another  wearving  element  In 
the  lite  of  some  of  us  who  have  waked 
up  to  the  needs  of  our  fellowmen,  is 
tlie  immense  amount  of  social  unrest 
in  every  land.  Turkey  has  been  seeth- 
ing with  revolution.  The  placidity  of 
life  in  China  and  Japan  and  India  has 
been  ruffled  never  again  to  relapse 
into  its  former  calm.  In  this  country 
thousands  of  persons  are  set  against 
tlie  present  order.  If  we  tried  to  car- 
ry in  our  hearts  all  this  unrest  we 
could  not  stagger  through  a  single 
week  and  even  the  concern  we  do  feel 
wearies  u.s.  Rut  here  again  the  re- 
ligion of  Jesus  puts  Its  tranqualizing 
touch  ujion  our  disturbed  social  and 
industrial  life,  and  by  exalting  the  way 
of  justice  and  love  points  out  the  only 
path   to    permanent   peace. 

Just    try    religion,    tired    people,    and 
see  it  it  does  not  really  quiet  and  rein- 
vigoiate   you.

New  York,  publishers  of  "The  King  of 
Nobody's  Island,"  a  very  entertaining 
novel  recently  reviewed  in  these  col- 
umns, kindly  volunteer  an  exjilana- 
tion  of  an  apparent  discrejjancy  in  the 
book  to  which  attention  was  called 
-by  The  Heralds  review,  as  follows: 
"There  is  one  exception  we  wish  to 
take  to  your  criticism,  and  that  is  the 
reference  to  the  amount  of  money 
made  by  the  hero  and  his  associates 
in  wheat.  The  4,000,000  bushels  on  the 
long  side  and  the  :5, 000, 000  bushels  on 
the  short  side  constitute  only  tho  lines 
that  were  in  sight,  the  $1,000,000  hav- 
ing been  made  on  the  line  that  was  not 
in  sight  and  that  was  turned  over 
several  times  on  the  way  up  to  97 
cents.  You  will  notice  that  Bruce  was 
laboring  under  the  impression  that 
these  submerged  lines  belonged  to  the 
people  in  the  Northwest."  It  is  true 
that  the  money  was  made  on  the  sub- 
merged lines;  but  it  is  also  true  that 
the  4.000.000  bushels  on  the  long  side 
ct.nstituted  the  submerged  line.^.  and 
balaneed  against  3,000,000  busliels  on 
the  .short  side  left  a  margin  ot  only 
1,000,000  bushels  to  play  upon.  How- 
ever, bv  turning  over  or  i)yiamiding 
it  might  have  been  possible  to  make 
the  1,000.000  bushels  into  $1,000,000. 
This  being  said  it  might  be 
added  that  the  detail  it  concerns  is  not 
especially  material  to  the  tale,  which 
would  be  quite  as  readable  even  if  the 
seeming    discrepancy    actually    existed.

control,  while  not  directly  con- 
nected with  national  or  even 
with  Now  York  state  politirs, 
has  become  a  subjoct  of  in- 
tense Interest  to  people  throughout 
the  United  States  on  account  of  the 
part  which  Tammany  Hall  plaj's  in  the 
affairs  of  the  department  and  in  the 
political  work  of  New  Y'ork  state. 
Consequently  when  Mayor  McClellan, 
following  the  election  in  which  he 
broke  with  Tammany,  called  Brig.- 
Qen.  Theodore  A.  Bingham  to  the  po- 
sition of  police  commissioner  of  New 
York  city,  there  were  many  predic- 
tions that  the  power  of  Tammany  Hall 
In  municipal  affairs  had  received  what 
might   prove   to  bo   a   mortal   blow. 

It  is  through  the  office  of  the  police 
commissioner  that  much  of  the  power 
of  the  political  organizations  in  New 
York  Is  exerted.  The  commissioner 
can  appoint  or  lay  off  men  on  the 
force;  he  can  promote  or  reduce  those 
whom  he  sees  fit  to  recognize  in  that 
manner;  he  can  give  orders  regarding 
the  protection  of  certain  persons  who 
are  acting  in  violation  of  city  or- 
dinances, and  he  can  use  the  re- 
sources of  the  entire  police  force  to 
compel  a  given  person  to  any  par- 
ticular course  of  action.  Tlierefore 
the  appointment  to  that  post  of  a  man 
who  not  only  had  no  personal  inter- 
est In  New  York  politics,  but  whose 
army  training  and  record  had  been 
excellent,  seemed  to  mean  a  new. 
regime  In  Gotham's  police  circles,  a 
regime    under    which    laws    would    be

enforced  impartially,  and  which  would 
help  materially  in  giving  the  city 
a  "clean"  administration,  as  well 
through  supervision  of  elections  as  by 
other   means. 


VERYTHING  SEEMED  to  point 
to  an  era  of  a  kind  long  un- 
known in  New  York  affairs,  for 
the  definite  breach  between  the 
mayor  and  the  Sullivan-Murphy 

crowd,  and  the  subsequent  appoint- 
ment of  Gen.  Bingham  were  followed 
by  soine  very  tangible  results.  There 
were  names  on  the  police  blotters 
which  had  not  been  seen  there  be- 
fore, names  of  men  whose  political 
activity  and  assistance  had  bought 
them  Immunity  under  former  com- 
missioners dominated  by  Tammany. 
Shakeups  in  the  force  began  to  follow 
actual  inefficiency  instead  of  failure  to 
deliver  the  goods  on  election  day.  In 
fact,  there  was  an  undreamed  of  vir- 
tue In  the  management  of  the  New 
York  police,  and  the  credit  was  given 
to  the  new  commissioner. 

Meanv.hile  it  was  whispered  about, 
first  as  a  prediction  then  as  a  fact,  that 
Bingham's  scalp  was  being  sought  by 
the  Sullivan-Murphy  outfit.  There 
were  some  skeptics,  of  course,  who 
could  not  imagine  in  what  way  the 
commissioner  could  be  reached  by  the 
Tammany  men.  But  there  were  others 
who  believed  that  what  the  gang  went 
out  after  was  sure  to  be  their  meat 
sooner  or  later.  Then  State  Senator 
Patrick  H.  McCarren  of  Brooklyn  was 
spoken  of  as  being  interested  in  dis- 
lodging Bingham.  This  added  interest 
to  the  situation.  But  it  was  not  until 
Mayor  McClellan  himself  began  to 
pick  flaws  and  seek  trouble  with  his 
appointee  that  the  forecasters  could 
see  where  the  attack  might  be  made. 
The  fact  that  it  came  through  the 
mayor's  office  and  that  McClellan 
actually  ousted  Bingham,  the  enemy 
of  Tammany,  has  led  to  repeated  as- 
sertions that  the  mayor  is  at  least  flirt-

HETHER  THE  MAYOR  ac- 
tually is  petting  the  tiger,  in 
the  hope  of  a  reward  in  the 
election  next  fall,  or  whether 
he  is  not,  the  developments 
of  the  last  two  weeks  seem  to  bear 
out  the  statements  of  those  who  as- 
sert that  his  honor  has  sorne  such  end 
in  view.  At  any  rate,  on  June  30  of 
this  year  the  mayor,  who  had  been 
having  periodical  fallings  out  with 
Gen.  Bingham  for  many  weeks,  sent 
the  commissioner  a  peremptory  or- 
der to  dismiss  Third  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner Bert  Hansen  and  Secretary 
Daniel  Slattery  within  twelve  hours. 
Commissioner  Bingham  received  the 
message  that  night,  and  the  next 
morning  sent  word  to  the  mayor  that 
he  would  not  dismi.ss  the  men  named. 
The  next  move  was  made  almost  as 
soon  as  the  twelve  hours  were  up. 
Mayor  McClellan  sending  formal  no- 
tice to  Gen.  Bingham  that  the  office 
of  police  commissioner  of  New  York 
city  had  been  declared  vacant.  At 
virtually  the  same  time  Deputy  Baker 
was  instructed  to  go  to  the  city  hall. 

Gen.  Bingham  lost  no  time  in  obey- 
ing the  order  of  dismissal.  He  took 
only  fifteen  minutes  to  get  out  of  the 
building  and  spent  that  time  in  say- 
ing good-bye  to  his  staff.  W'hen  he 
left  he  made  only  one  comment  on 
the  mayor's  action:  "It's  politics." 
Meanwhile  Deputy  Baker  had  seen 
the  mayor,  and  had  been  instructed 
to  take  over  the  charge  of  the  police 
department,  at  least  temporarily.  But 
he  had  a  surprise  of  his  own  waiting 
for   him,   for,   on  returning  to  the  of-

OUNG  AS  Gen.  Bingham  is  in 
political  life,  he  has  seen 
enough  of  its  intricacies  to 
mistrust  it  and  its  effcts  on 
public  .service,  so  when  he  had 
made  up  his  mind  that  W.  F.  Baker, 
then  a  deputy  in  the  Brooklj'n  police 
department,  was  mixing  a  good  deal 
of  political  work  with  his  duties  in 
the  department,  he  promptly  moved 
the  voung  man  over  to  the  Manhat- 
tan side  and  placed  him  on  the  staft 
there.  It  is  from  his  position  as  first 
deputy  under  Bingham  that  Baker  haa 
been  raised  to  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment. He  is  not  inexperienced  in 
police  matters.  He  was  secretary  to 
Bird  Coler  when  tht-  latter  was  a  civlj 
service  commissioner,  and  succeeded 
his  chief  in  that  position.  His  next 
move  was  to  a  deputy  commissioner- 
ship  Avhich  gave  him  charge  of  the 
borough  of  Brooklyn,  from  which 
place  Gen.  Bingham  removed  him  t6 
put  him  to  work  next  to  himself. 

Baker  is  regarded  In  New  York  as 
a  McCarren  man,  and  whether  rightly 
or  not,  his  selection  for  the  post  of 
commissioner  is  attributed  to  the  in- 
fluence of  Senator  "Pat,"  and  forms 
another  link  in  the  chain  that  is  said 
to  be  binding  Mayor  McClellan  and 
Tammany  in  close  relationship.  At 
any  rate,  he  has  taken  office  under 
the  suspicion  of  being  a  recipient  of 
a  political  favor,  for  which  he  will  be 
expected  to  pay  with  the  kind  of 
service  political  gangs  are  wont  to 
expect  from  those  whom  they  put 
into  offices  of  peculiar  power  or  in- 
fluence.

@N  THE  DAY  WHEN  Gen.  Bing- 
ham left  New'  York,  after  be- 
ing relieved  of  his  duties  as 
police  corimissioner,  he  declared 
that  he  felt  "like  a  schoolboy 
was  getting  away  from  his 
books."  There  had  been  a  rumor  be- 
fore that  time  that  he  might  take  the 
stump  in  the  fall  campaign  to  tell 
people  what  kiid  of  a  police  depart- 
ment New  York  would  have  had  if  he 
had  obeyed  all  the  Instructions  of 
Mayor  McClellan,  but  there  was  noth- 
ing more  than  that  in  view  then.  Two 
or  three  days  liter,  however;  it  came 
out  that  Gen.  IMngham  ha<j  been  ap- 
proached on  tie  subject  of  himself 
becoming  a  candidate  for  mayor  in 
the  fall.  His  reply  was  given  in  effect 
as  a  statement  that  If  the  people  of 
New  York  likec";  the  way  he  had  con- 
ducted the  police  department,  and 
would  like  to  'lave  all  the  executive 
affairs  of  the  city  conducted  in  the 
same  manner,  he  would  be  willing  to 
enter  the  mayoralty  race,  and.  If 
elected,  would  give  them  that  kind 
of  an  adminlstiation. 

This  has  put  an  unexpected  situa- 
tion before  the  voters  of  the  city,  and 
if  the  public  espresslons  of  some  in- 
fluential men  are  to  be  taken  as  a 
basis  for  judgment,  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  think  that  Gen.  Bingham  will 
be  in  the  race.

^        UXNING  THROUGH  the  line   of 
iQ)     events    preceding    the    dismissal 
of  Gen.  Bingham  is  the  stoiy  of 
a    Brooklyn    boy    named    Duffy. 
This  youth  was  arrested  by  the 
New  York  police  on  the  theft   charge 
and    was     "mugged."        That     is,      his 
picture   was  taken  and   placed  in  the 
rogues'    gallery   of  the   New   York    po- 
lice    department,     and     his     Bertillon 
measurements  were  filed   in  the  same 
place.  There  are  hundreds  of  such  pic- 
tures and  measurement  records  there, 
and   every   one   whose   picture  appears 
in   that   collection    is   regarded   by   tht; 
police  as  a  "suspicious  character,"  and 
is    liable    to    arrest    at    any    time    the 
officers    consider    that    he    may     have 
done  something  contrary  to  law. 

When  the  Duffy  boy's  case  came 
to  trial  it  was  found  that  there  was 
not  evidence  to  convict  him,  and  he 
was  discharged,  but  the  police  de- 
partment retained  his  picture  in  the 
rogues'  gallery,  in  .spite  of  protests 
from  various  quarters,  ba.'^ed  on  a  de- 
cision of  the  courts  which  had  com- 
pelled the  department  to  remove  a 
picture  of  a  man  placed  there  under 
similar   conditions. 

One  of  the  most  active  workers  in 
behalf  of  the  Duffy  boy  was  Chief 
Ju.stice  Gaynor  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  it  was  about  the  complaints  made 
by  him  that  the  trouble  finally  cen- 
tered. Commissioner  Bingham  claimed 
to  have  evidence  that  satisfied  him 
that  the  Duffy  boy  would  bear  watch-

there  is  one  locality  in  which  even  the 
police  are  sometimes  at  a  loss  to  ac- 
count for  happenings,  and  where  even 
murders  may  go  for  days  without  be- 
ing discovered.  And  that  is  in  China- 
town. The  Chinese  secret  societies, 
their  Oriental  factions,  or  "tongs," 
and  the  extreme  differences  between 
their  way  of  living  and  that  of  West- 
ern peoples  all  help  to  make  China- 
town more  or  less  of  a  place  of  mys- 
tery   even  to  the  police. 

Moreover,  the  Chinese  are  pecu- 
liarly slow  about  aiding  the  oflicer^ 
to  run  down  fellow-countrymen  who 
are  wanted  on  charges  of  lawbreak- 
ing.  An  example  of  this  is  to  be 
seen  in  the  difficulty  which  the  police 
encountered  in  trying  to  get  some 
trace  -of  Leung  Ling,  the  Chinaman 
accused  of  tlie  murder  of  Elsie  Sigel, 
the  young  mis.sion  worker. 

But,  besides  the  ordinary  run  of 
crimes,  thefts  and  murders  which  are 
likely  to  crop  out  in  any  community, 
the  police  who  guard  Chinatown  have 
to  be  constantly  on  the  qui  vlve  as 
to  outbreaks  of  the  hostilities  between 
members  of  factions,  or  •'fongs."  Some- 
times rumors  of  coming  outbreaks 
reach  the  ears  of  the  police  depart- 
ment, and  special  detectives  art}  sent 
to  Chinatown  to  U-ok  out  for  possible 
offenders.

Bangs.  It  was  early  discovered  by  the 
latter  that  young  Vail  possessed  spe- 
cial qualifications  for  the  develop- 
ment of  what  was  the  worlds  first 
railway  postal  service,  and  wlien  he 
was  only  -S  years  of  age  he  was  made 
assistant  general  superintendent,  and 
liecanie  in  complete  executive  charge 
of  the  railway  mail  service  of  Hie 
l"iiit<d  States  the  vear  before 
tliiitieth    birtlidav.

There  were  many  persons 
doubted  the  wisdom  "of  establishing  a 
post  office  on  railway  trains.  With 
great  difficulty  congress  was  persuaded 
that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the 
business  men  of  the  country  if  It  were 
possible  to  mail  a -letter  either  in  Chi- 
cago or  in  New  York  and  have  it  de- 
livered at  tlie  otlier  city  In  a  little 
over  twenty-four  hours"  time.  Mr.  V'ail 
demonstrated  l)oth  in  private  conver- 
sation and  in  st.itements  before  con- 
Sressional  committees  that  such  a  fast 
mall  service  between  New  York  and 
Chicago  represented  a  great  deal  more 
than  letters  designed  for  merchants 
of  cither  cit.v.  For  New  York  and  Chi- 
cago, he  said,  are  the  great  distrib- 
uting, as  well  as  the  great  concentrat- 
ing mail  centers  of  the  United  Slates, 
and  it  meant  a  great  deal  to  a  mer- 
chant, or  a  business  man,  oi-  a  farmer, 
who  was  looking  to  a  good  marketing 
of  his  liarvests.  if  he  received  his  mall 
speedil.\-.  or  wa.<  sure  it  would  be  de- 
livered as  rapidly  as  railroad  trains 
could    run. 

In  time  Mr.  Vail  made  congress  see 
the  matter  his  way,  and  so  he  became 
the  fatlier  of  the  country's  fast  rail- 
wav  mail  service,  an  innovation  which 
was  speedily  copied  in  every  fully  civil- 
ized country  the  world  over.  But  be- 
fore he  had  garnered  this  distinction 
he  and  the  service's  first  superinten- 
dent I'ad  pirfeeted  a  svntem  which 
now-  makes  it  possible  to  have  upon 
railway   train    one    poslal    car    which 
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Ml.  \ail  is  a  native  of  Ohio,  and 
•uheii  a  young  man  w^as  sure  that  his 
car 'er  was  to  be  tliat  of  a  pliyslcian. 
Bui  he  was  strongly  attracted  to  the 
tlu  n  n-  wlv  created  railway  mail  serv- 
ice, and  when  lie  was  abo»it  25  years  of 
age  he  became  a  clerk  in  that  de- 
partment   of    the    Federal    government.

It  so  happened  that  just  about  the 
time  that  Mr.  Vail  had  perfected  the 
lallway  mail  service  in  the  United 
States,  Ihere  came  the  first  demonstra- 
tion of  the  commercial  practicability  of 
the  telephone.  Naturally,  his  vocation 
intensely  interested  him  in  this  new 
method  of  rapid  communication  of  In- 
telligence. It  was  Just  the  kind  of  ap- 
I>aratus  that  would  appeal  to  a  man  of 
i'.is  intellect  and  training,  and  it  was 
not  iong  thereafter  that  Mr.  Vail  gave 
up  his  as.sociation  with  the  railway 
mail  service  so  that  he  might  become 
connected        with    the    telephone. 

The  first  important  telephonic  work 
of  this  energetic,  clear  eyed,  prompt- 
mannered  young  man  was  tlie  install- 
ation of  teleplione  systems  In  Buenos 
Ayres  and  IMo  de  .laneiro.  In  both  cap- 
itals Ills  hustling  qualities  brought  him 
the  undivided  att»-nlion  of  traveling  oi 
self-exiled  Americana.  It  also  brougiit 
liim  tlie  admiring  observation  of  the 
iiome  office,  and  when  he  had  complet- 
ed his  work  in  Brazil  and  the  Argen- 
tine republic  he  was  called  to  the  prin- 
cipal offii'e  of  the  telephone  corpora- 
tion,  which  is   in   Boston.     There,  some 


Mr.  I  two  years  ago,  upon  the  retirement  of 
the  former  president,  the  father  oi  the 
countrys  fast  railway  mail  service  be- 
came the  i<reBideiit  of  the  world's  larg- 
est   telephone    system. 

At  that  time  it  was  recognized  that 
the  great  work  Mr.  Vail  had  before 
liim  was  to  expand  the  system  so  that 
it  would  virtually  net-work  or  cobweb 
the  entire  United  States.  This  work  is 
now  in  progress  and  before  the  end  of 
the  present  year  it  will  doubtless  be 
possible  for  President  Vail  to  report 
great  expansion  of  the  telephone  serv- 
ice, and  especially  of  the  long  distance 
service  throughout  many  parts  of  the 
West. 

\\  iliieRHiiiis  the  First  Liuuk  DlMtaace 
Talk. 
In  this  connection  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  Mr.  Vail  was  a  member 
of  that  small  group  of  men  who  gath- 
ered around  Alexander  Graham  Bell  In 
the  offices  of  the  telephone  company  in 
New  York  city  some  twelve  years  ago 
and  took  part  in  an  epoch-marking 
event  in  the  history  of  the  telephone — 
the  tran.smission  of  the  first  long  dis- 
tance telephone  message.  It  was  to 
be  a  demonstration  of  the  use  to  which 
the  telephone  could  be  put  which  would 
compare  in  sensational  and  dramatic 
interest  with  the  first  and  spectacular 
dtmonstration  of  the  telephone  that 
was  made  by  Prof.  Bell  at  the  Centen- 
nial   exposition    of   1876. 

Prof.  Bell  himself  was  to  do  the 
talking  over  the  long  distance  wire 
with  Chicago.  No  tue  excepting  those 
who  were  constructing  this  service  had 
talked  with  Chicago,  and  they  only 
when  testing  the  apparatus.  There 
were  present  men  who  had  won  dis- 
tirction,  and  some  of  them  wealtli  for 
their  work  in  perfetti.ng  the  tele- 
phone. 

Tiiere  was  Pupln.  an  earnest-man- 
nered, solemn-eyed,  typical  student  of 
science,  who  liad  perfected  tlie  appar- 
atus without  which  the  long  distance 
service  could  not  have  been  put  in 
use.  There  was  Picknerell,  a  jolly- 
faced,  humor-loving,  dark-eyed  young 
man,  who  had  worked  out  a  method 
for  the  convolution  of  the  heavy  cop- 
per •wire  which  prevented  induction. 
There  was  J.  K.  Carly,  wlio,  when  a 
boy  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  was  fasci- 
nated by  tile  telephone,  began  the 
study  of  electricity  and  of  the  tele- 
phone apparatus,  and  at  last  invented 
the  little  bell,  now  known  b.v  his  name, 
whi<-h  rings  on  the  telephone  Instru- 
meni   when   there   Is  a    call. 

But  perhaps  the  two  most  con- 
spicuous and  interesting  characters 
t  xcept  Prof.  Bell  iiimself,  who  P:e:  • 
on  this  occasion,  were  Dr.  Gardner  G. 
Hubbard,  Bell's  father-in-law.  and 
Theodore  N.  Vail.  Dr.  Hubbard  was  to 
see  that  day  the  finest  exemplification 
of     the     commercial     expansion     of     the 
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ttlephone  which  his  <>wn  financial  gen- 
ius had  so  greatly  aided.  Theodore  N 
\  ail  was  to  witness  what  for  nim  wa 
an  even  gre.it2r  exploit  than  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  fast  railway  mail 
servh'e  by  whlcli  the  mails  were  car- 
ried between  Clilcago  and  New  York 
in    twenty-four    hours'    time. 

Dr.  Hubbard  w.atcl>^d  the  telephone, 
but  Mr.  Vail  seened  especially  at- 
tracted by  tlie  picture  which  Prof. 
Bell  himself  made.  Prof.  Bell  took  his 
seat  before  the  telephone,  and  chatted 
for  a  few  moments  with  some  of  those 
who  were  about  him.  Mr.  Vail  stood 
silent,  as  if  completely  dominated  by 
the  fascination  and  mystery  of  this  ex'- 
plnit.  He  watched  Prof.  Bell  as  though 
the  latter  were  of  some  superhuman 
quality,  a  wonderful  wizard,  compre- 
hending and  accomplishing  things  that 
the  averajse  human  mind  cannot  un- 
derstand. 

Prof.  Bell  took  up  the  transmitter 
and  rung  the  bell.  In  a  moment  those 
■.vho  were  nearby  heard  him  say  In  a 
low  tone  of  voice:  "Is  that  you,  Chi- 
cago?" You  Mould  have  thought  from 
his  manner  that  he   was  about  to  chat 


with  some  one  at  a  telephone  not  more 
tlian  half  a  mile  away.  Then,  having 
heard  Ciiicago's  reply.  Prof.  Bell  said, 
still  speaking  in  a  conversational  tone 
of  voice,  "How  are  you,  Chicago?"  and 
having  received  the  answer,  he  said:  "I 
hear  you  distlnrtly.  Do  you  hear  me?" 
Tlien,  after  a  moment,  "I  am  glad  you 
do.  Chicago  is  now  next  door  to  New 
York." 

There  was  perhaps  five  minutes'  con- 
versation of  tills  kind,  and  then  Prof. 
Bell  took  down  tiie  receiver,  and  turn- 
ing to  his  friends  said:  "The  long  dis- 
tance telephone  is  now  an  accomplished 
fact." 

At  no  far  distant  date  President  Vail 
will  doubtless  be  able  to  report  to  the 
I'irectors  of  the  great  corporation 
which  he  now  heads  that  long  distance 
telephonic  communication  is  now  an 
accomplished  fact  from  one  boundary 
of  the  United  States  to  another. 

Our      Railroad       Kxpanaloa       Into      tbe 
Troptcit. 

Another  of  the  great  American  eK- 
panslons  now  well  under  way  Is  the 
financ'al  and  transportation  conquest 
of  the  countries  immediately  to  tiie 
t-ojtii  of  us — Mexico,  Central  America 
and  Panama.  Anr.erlcj  ns  of  capital  are 
dally  gaining  wide  Influence  In  these 
countries,  and  others  high  in  the  trans- 
portation' world  are  pushing  new  rail- 
way lines  into  and  through  all  of 
these  countries,  to  have  them  ready 
against  the  day  when  the  Panama 
canal  will  receive  the  floating  commerce 
of  the  world  desirous  of  taking  a  short 
cut  from  one  ocean  to  the  other.  These 
financiers  and  these  railroad  builders 
realize  that  the  canal  will  mean  In- 
creased business  for  the  lower  part  of 
the  North  American  continent,  and  they 
do  not  propose  to  be  caught  napping. 

One  of  the  most  Interesting  of  these 
railway  expansions  and  extensions  is 
tliat  which  represents  the  original  pur- 
icse  and  persistent  energy  of  A.  E. 
Stillwell  of  Kansas  City,  who  is  to  have 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  of 
Uncle  Sam's  nephews  to  construct  a 
railway  running  southwesterly  from- 
Kansas  City  across  Mexico  to  the 
finest  of  the  harbors  upon  tlie  west 
coast  of  Mexico.  And  In  connection 
with  anotner  young  American,  Kdwin 
Hawley,  Mr.  Stillwell  Is  to  perfect  with 
a  year  or  two  the  shortest  of  trans- 
continental  railway  linos. 

M"hen  E.  H.  Harriman  needed  money 
to  carry  out  his  plans  with  respect  to 
tlie    Union    Pacific   railway    system,    he 


approached  some  of  the  greatest  Inter- 
national bankers  of  the  world.  He 
was  able  to  persuade  them,  as  James 
J.  Hill  had  earlier  been  able  to  con- 
vlri'je  that  shrewd,  conservative,  cau- 
tious and  humor-loving  Scotchman 
John  S.  Kennedy,  that  It  was  well 
Worth  while  to  build  a  railroad  from 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  across  the 
great  Northwest  to  tlie  Pacific.  But 
Mr.  Stillwell,  when  he  had  worked  out 
his  plans  for  his  great  railroad  did 
not  approach  any  of  the  famous  New 
^  ork  or  Eastern  bankers.  Instead  he 
made  friends  with  those  sagacious 
bankers  of  Holland,  whose  ancestors 
were  the  first  to  invent  and  make  use 
of  bills  of  foreign  exchange,  which 
has  so  greatly  facilitated  international 
commerce.  And  today  it  is  universally 
recognized  that  he  is  to  have  a  promi- 
nent part  in  the  great  world  move- 
ments which  are  to  distinguish  the  era 
now  opening. 

With  Mr.  Creel  A.  E.  Stillwell  be- 
came Intimate,  both  personally  and  in 
business,  and  when  the  latter  explained 
to  the  brilliant  Mexican  banker  and 
statesman  why  he  had  planned  to  con- 
struct a  railroad  running  almost  ex- 
actly southwesterly  from  Kansas  City 
to  Topolobampo  Harbor,  Mr.  Creel  be- 
came speedily  associated  with  this 
young  railway  genius.  Therefore  Mr 
Stillwell,  still  seeking  the  flnanclal'sup- 
port  of  the  bankers  of  Holland,  also 
obtained  strong  financial  and  political 
aid  from  the  bankers  and  the  govern- 
ment  of  Mexico. 

It  was  easy  enough  for  the  engineers 
to  lay  out  a  route  for  the  railroad 
from  Kansas  City  across  Oklahoma. 
Texas  and  eastern  Mexico,  and  it  was 
also  no  difficult  matter  to  construct  a 
railroad  from  Topolobampo  Harbor 
northeasterly,  about  a  hundred  miles. 
But  between  these  two  great  links 
stood  the  gigantic  ramparts  of  the 
Sierra  Madre  mountains.  They  must  be 
conquered  before  the  shortest  and,  in 
some  respects,  the  most  Important  of 
American  transcontinental  lines  could 
be  completed. 

When  the  Mexican  government  and 
.American  and  English  capitalists  want- 
ed to  extend  the  national  railway  sys- 
tem of  Mexico  from  Mexico  City  to  the 
Pacific,  the  question  was  how  they 
were  to  take  their  railroad  across, 
through  or  under  the  Sierra  Madre 
mountains.  Pioneers  and  pathfinders 
rode  far  and  near  to  discover  some 
opening  in  the  mountains  that  might 
prove  to  be  a  natural  one.  At  last  one 
venturesome  explorer  discovered  a  little 
opening  and  rode  towards  It,  fearing 
that  he  might  have  been  deceived  by 
a  mirage.  But  it  was  a  real  opening. 
He,  a  solitary  horseman,  ventured  In, 
and  continued  on,  forever  winding  In 
and  out,  the  pass  deviating  at  times 
from  a  straight  line  by  many  miles,  but 
at  last  opening  out  upon  tiie  Pacific 
side.  In  such  fashion  was  the  Sierra 
Madre  range  conquered  for  the  branch 
railroad  from  Mexico  City  to  the  Pa- 
cific. 

But  Mr.  Stillwell  and  Mr.  Creel  found 
no  pass  In  the  part  of  the  Sierra  Madre 
range  through  which  It  was  necessary 
for  their  transcontinental  system  to  be 
constructed.  In  the  old  days  the  plan 
would  have  been  abandoned.  In  these 
days  of  great  world  movements,  even 
the  lofty  and  presumably  inaccessible 
or  Insurmountaole  fastnesses  of  nature 
are  not  permitted  to  be  an  obstacle  to 
any  scheme.  Mr.  Stillwell  and  Mr. 
Creel  agreed  that  the  railroad  must 
be  taken  under,  over  or  through  the 
mountains,  and  this  year  the  work  of 
conquering  them  will  be  well  under 
way. 

The  end  of  this  year  will  also  witness 
great  progress  in  the  construction  of 
the  railway  which  Mr.  Harriman  Is 
driving  from  this  country  down  along 
the  west  coast  of  Mexico,  and  It  may 
be  that  some  day   not  far  distant   this 


I  road  will  connect  with  others  that  will 
take  it  right  up  to  the  banks  of  the 
Panama  canal  itself.

StiUweir.*   Vtnlo'n  of  a  Neiv  Empire. 

Like  John  I).  Uockefeller,  Henry  M. 
Flagler  Edwin  Hawley,  E.  H.  Harri- 
man and  several  others  who  have 
achieved  greatly  in  these  days,  Mr. 
Stillwell  was  born  In  New  York  state. 
He  is  now  under  50  years  of  age,  and 
the  youngest  of  all  the  men  who  have 
secured  great  fs.me  in  the  world  of 
lallway  affairs  during  the  past  fifteen 
years.  But  he  began  as  a  life  Insur- 
ance agent,  and  some  who  knew  him 
when  he  was  seeking  to  write  policies 
in  Chicago,  predicted  that  such  a 
bright-eyed,  earnest-mannered,  quick- 
moving  and  yet  always  self-controlled 
young  man  woud  not  long  remain  a 
solicitor    of    Insurance. 

As  for  this  very  young  man  he  used 
frequently  to  look  towards  the  West 
and  Southwest,  and  say  to  his  friends: 
"Over  there  is  ojiportunity;  the  South- 
west Is  going  to  be  the  great  empire 
region  of  the  United  States.  It  can 
support  a  larger  population  that  all  of 
Europe,  leaving  Russia  out,  and  it  Is 
going  to  develop  an  enormous  com- 
merce with  other  parts  of  the  coun- 
try." In  time  they  saw  .Arthur  Still- 
well, when  he  was  barely  30  years  of 
age,  busily  occupied  in  constructing  a 
belt  railroad  around  Kansas  City.  And 
as  he  was  building  this  railroad  ram- 
part around  what  Is  to  be  an  Imperial 
city  of  the  Missouri  valley,  he  must 
have  had  In  mird  the  Idea  that  some 
day  it  would  ser'.'e  him  better  to  carry 
out   some   of   his   great   purposes. 

Having  built  this  belt  road,  Mr. 
Stillwell  turned  his  eyes  directly 
towards  the  Sou  :h.  Then  began  what 
many  financiers  regarded  as  his  mys- 
terious communications  with  the  rich 
bankers  of  Hollind.  But  something 
about  Mr.  StllUvvfll's  manner,  a  frank- 
ness arid  earnestness — many  call  it  al- 
most hypnotic  quality  causing  brilliant 
men  to  think  as  he  does— persuaded  the 
Dutch  bankers  to  back  the  ambitious 
railroad  scheme  unfolded  to  them,  so 
that  he  who  a  I'ew  years  earlier  had 
been  a  relatively  obscure  life  insur- 
ance man  of  Chicago  at  last  directed 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  running 
almost  exactly  die  south  from  Kansas 
<rity  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  just  east  of 
Galveston. 

Mr.  Stillwell,  hiving  finished  the  rail- 
way from  Kansas  City  to  the  gulf, 
turned  his  eyes  still  further  south.  He 
is  one  of  the  men  who  knew  that  the 
construction  of  f.n  Isthmian  canal  was 
Inevitable,  and  he  was  one  of  the  very 
few  men  of  America  who  realized  that 
the  building  of  a  canal  across  the 
isthmus,    Instead    of    checking    railroad 


construction,  would  vastly  stimulate  It, 

causing  railroads  to  be  projected  from 
this  country  far  Into  and  probably 
through  Mexico,  there  found  that  all 
that  had  been  said  in  praise  of  the  har- 
bor of  Tapolobampo  on  the  Pacific  coast 
was  understatement  rather  than  exag- 
geration, and — equally  important  to  his 
plans — came    into    communication    with 

Enrhjue    C.    Creel,    one    of    the    ablest 
living    men    of    Mexico,    although    lie    is 
an    American    by    birth,    his   father   hav- 
ing   been   a   Kentuckian. 
\    Self-Blade    AmbaiMador   and    Banker. 

If  any  one  desires  to  see  excmpll- 
fled  the  finest  qualities  of  Spanish 
courtesy,  all  of  tlae  traditional  giacea, 
the  polite  and  kindly  consideration 
which  distinguish  the  Spani.sli  nobility, 
let  iiim  seek  out  Senor  Creel,  a  self- 
made  man  in  the  best  sense  of  the 
word.  For  Mr.  Creel  had  to  go  to  work 
at  an  early  age.  At  one  period  lie  was 
a  .school  teacher,  at  anotlier  a  farmer, 
at  a  third  a  tanner,  and  at  still  an- 
other a  miner.  And  he  reported  for 
newspapers,  sold  dry  goods  over  the 
counter,  and  all  the  time  was  educat- 
ing  himself. 

All  the  time,  too,  he  was  planning 
for  bigger  things,  and  while  still  a 
young  man  he  took  it  upon  himself  to 
explain  to  the  leading  men  of  Mexico 
the  great  opportunities  for  commercial, 
mining  and  railway  development  that 
lay  before  him  in  the  state  of  Chihua- 
hua. In  his  ambitious  expositions  ho 
found  an  attentive  listener  in  Gen.  Ter- 
razas  of  Ciiihuahua,  one  of  the  richest 
men  of  the  world.  Later  on.  Gen.  Ter- 
razas  became  the  father-in-law  of  Mr. 
Creel,  and  lived  long  enough  to  see 
his  son-in-law  magnificently  develop- 
ing Northern  and  Central  Mexico,  gov- 
ernor of  Chihauhua.  and  at  last  am- 
bassador to  tlie  United  States  from 
Mexico.  Today  many  close  observers 
of  Mexican  affairs  are  of  the  opinion 
that  Ambassador  Creel  may  some  day 
become  president  of  the  Mexican  Ke- 
publla 

They  are  not  looking  for  the  gold  for 
which  the  territory  has  become  world- 
famous.  The  Guggenheiins-i— Senator 
Simon  of  Colorado,  Daniel  and  Isaao, 
among  the  rest, — who  have  carried 
American  smelting  Interests  to  such  a 
degree  of  prosperity  that  not  even  the 
great  smelting  works  of  South  Africa 
are  regarded  of  greater  consequence, 
are  especially  interested  in  copper  and 
coal.  Mr.  Perkins  has  chiefly  in  mind 
the  railroad  situation;  tlie  Rothchllda 
stand  ready  to  pour  millions  of  Euro- 
pean capital  into  the  territory  if  the 
Investigations  now  under  way  ar« 
favorable    to   such   a   move. 

Of  course.  It  is  impossible  now  to 
predict  what  the  result  of  this  explor- 
ation an  dinvestigatlon  by  men  of 
capital  In  Alaska  will  be.  But  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  undertaken  Is 
garded  as  Indicating  that  one  of 
chief  features  of  the  world-wide 
panslon  of  industry  this  fall  wlli  be 
beginning  of  a  much  higher  and  great- 
er development  of  railway,  mining  and 
possibly  agricultural  Interests  In 
Alaska. 

Thus,  this  new  impulse  is  sweeping 
from  Alaska  across  the  United  States, 
and  on  Into  Mexico,  Central  America 
and  South  America.  For  early  In  the 
fall  new  steamship  lines,  connecting 
the  United  States  with  the  Argentine 
Republic,  and  bringing  to  the  United 
States  beef  carcasses,  will  lie  estab- 
lished. No  doubt  this  expansion  rep- 
resents in  part  the  recent  vast  invest- 
ment In  South  America  by  the  Ar- 
mours of  capital  for  the  maintaining  of 
millions  of  acres  of  beef  raiiches.  so 
that  If  there  be  any 
beef  supply  In  the 
may  be  made  good 
South  America, 
comprising  an  American  syndicate,  will 
have  shared  before  long  with  the  great 
bankers  of  Germany.  France,  and  Lon- 
don in  the  marketing  of  a  Chinese 
loan.  And  undoubtedly  some  time  dur- 
ing the  early  fall  American  securities 
in  large  amounts  are  to  be  placed 
upon  the  list  of  securities  offered  in 
the  great   Paris  stock   exchange. 

These  examples  are  sufficient  to  Il- 
lustrate the  facts  that  the  year  1909. 
and  especially  the  latter  half  of  it.  Is 
to  become  traditional  by  reason  of  the 
world-wide  expansion  of  American  fi- 
nancial, industrial  and  commercial 
activities.  We  are  going  to  take  our 
place  as  a  w^orld  power.

In  tlu  dry  goods  markets 
further  expansion  is  noted  In  the  de- 
mand for  fall  merchandise  and  In 
operations  for  next  year's  spring  trade. 
Conservatism  In  production  is  still  a 
feature,  not  only  in  cotton  but  In  silk 
and  ribbon  mills  and  In  some  other 
directions  where  the  character  of  the 
future  demand  is  not  clearly  defined. 
Price  adjustments  lo  higlier  levels  con- 


sequent upon  l.igher  cost  of  production 
are  having  a  somewhat  conservative 
effect,  but  at  the  same  time  confidcnc© 
is  abundantly  manifested  that  the  gen- 
eral volume  of  transactions  will  be 
maintained.  The  movement  of  goods 
from  mills  and  agencies  continues  of 
large  proportions.  The  increased,  vol- 
ume of  inipi>rts  In  te.xtiles  Is  due  In 
some  measure  to  the  anxiety  of  the 
large  houses  to  be  as  free  as  possible 
of  complications  that  must  arise  when 
a  new  law  goes  into  effect.  Exports  of 
cotton  goods  thus  far  this  year  are 
more  than  double  those  of  last  ■'ear. 
Tanners  are  more  encouraged  over  the 
prospect  for  free  hides  in  the  tarifC 
bill  and  are  conseciuently  more  dis- 
posed to  hold  off  from  buying.  Do- 
mestic hides,  though  quiet,  are  un- 
changed in  price  and  a  further  ad- 
vance has  been  scored  In  foreign  dry 
hides.  Leather  is  quiet  owing  to  buy- 
ers holding  off  until  they  have  se- 
cured more  orders  for  shoes.  Prices, 
however,  are  very  strong  and  de- 
creased receipts  offset  the  diminished 
demand.  Trade  in  shoes  continues 
quiet  and  some  of  the  factories  are 
partly  idle  in  their  cutting  rooms, 
owing  to  having  finished  up  what  fall 
orders  th.ey  had  and  having  insuffi- 
cient new  business  to  keep  them  fully 
employed.  The  prospects  are  good, 
however,  for  an  increased  trade  after 
the  question  of  the  tariff  is  finally 
settled.

ASKS  BANKS  TO 
HEimOP  FUND 

Treasury    Department  Says 

They  Can  Give  Material 

Aid. 

Washington,  July  24.— The  co-opera- 
tion of  the  national  banks  with  the 
treasury  department  in  furnishing 
small  bills  to  meet  the  demands  grow- 
ing out  of  the  movement  of  the  crops 
in   various    sections    of    the   country,    is 

urged  in  a  statement  given  out  at  the 
treasury  department  yesterday.  The 
suggestion  followed  a  conference  of 
the  treasury  officials  at  which  the 
whole  matter  was  thrashed  over. 

The  relief  sought  is  to  have  the  na- 
tional banks  Issue  $5  bank  notes  to 
their  legal  limit  in  place  of  the  larger 
denominations  and  then  to  excliange 
their  $5  certificate!!  for  ?1  silver  cerlirt- 
cates  of  equal  aggregate  value.  The 
statement    follows: 

"The  usual  fall  demand  Is  being 
made  on  the  trecsuTy  department  by 
the  banks  for  a  saipply  of  small  bills 
for   crop   moving   [lurposes. 

"To  meet  this  demand  the  treasury 
can  issue  new  $1  silver  certificates  in 
exchange  for  silver  certificates  of 
larger  denominations  which  are  s^  it 
to  the  treasury  Un-  that  purpos.>.  An 
unusual  supply  of  small  bills  has  been 
preiiared  to  meet  this  special  demand 
and  the  banks  cm  materially  assist 
the  treasury  by  effecting  the  exchange 
of  their  large  silver  certificates  tor 
smiili  bills  at  an  eirly  date  ralh-ir  than 
by  waiting  until  ihe  crop-moving  sea- 
son  actually   begir  s. 

BankM   Can   Help  31ueli. 

"It  lies  within  the  power  of  the  na- 
tional banks  of  tiie  country  to  render 
further  material  assistance  in  this 
matter.  Banks  are  permitted  unJi  r 
the  law  to  take  cut  33  1-3  per  cent  of 
their  circulation  in  ?5  bank  noiis,  or 
about  $200,000,000.  They  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  privilege  only  lo  H.ie 
extent  of  19  per  cent,  or  about  $126.- 
000,000;  therefore  the  national  banks 
could.  If  they  desired,  increase  their 
supply  of  $0  bank   notes  by  $94,000,000. 

"In  some  instatces  it  would  involve 
the  banks  In  tin?  small  expense  and 
trouble  of  having  plates  engraved  for 
$5  bank  notes.  But  the  banks  would 
undoubtedly  Incur  this  expense  and 
trouble  if  "they  fully  understood  how 
much  it  lies  in  their  power  to  relieve 
the  scarcity  of  $1  bllKs.  For  if  the 
banks  were 'to  is.^ue  as  many  $5  bank 
notes  as  they  can  legally  do  instead 
of  issuing  larger  denominations,  it 
would  supply  tiie  banks  with  $5  bank 
notes  and  enable  them  to  send  to  the 
treasury  tlieir  $5  silver  certificates  to 
be  exchanged  for  $1  silver  certificates.

"As  in  the  case  of  money  forwarded 
for  redemption.  Hie  banks  can  effect 
these  changes  at  no  other  cost  than 
the  express  charges  at  government 
contract   rates." 

Tlie  $2  bills  ha\e  not  proved  popular. 
The  banks  are  not  requesting  the  ship- 
ment of  these  bills  and  the  treasury  Is 
not  Issuing  any  extra  supply  of  this 
denomination.

of  time  the  people  of  the  country  have 
demon.strated  that  they  can  live,  some- 
how, without  the  ministrations  of  the 
town.  But  on  the  other  hand  the 
people  of  the  town  have  never  dared 
to  risk  the  contra  experiment,  though 
we  seem  impatient  to  look  into  the 
matter. 

In  view  of  the  splendid  spirit  and 
organization  of  thousands  of  unselfish 
people  in  this  country  who  deeply 
omcern  themselves  with  the  average 
city  num's  making-a-iiving  problems, 
it  is  worth  while  to  inquire  if  they 
are  really  serious  since  in  their  ac- 
tivities they  have  almost  entirely 
ignored  the  producing  end  which  is  at 
the  basis  of  every  one's  life  problems. 
Indeed  not  only  have  these  construc- 
tive activities  ignored  country  life  and 
its  business,  but  they  have  so  mag- 
nified the  special  problems  of  city 
life  and  have  provided  for  them  on 
such  splendid  scale  as  to  withdraw 
practicaly  all  attention  from  the  un- 
sung woes  of  country  life.  And  by 
their  diversity  and  scope  the  institu- 
tions of  the  cities  put  institutional 
life  on  such  a  high  plane  as  seems 
to  have  entirely  discouraged  this 
form  of  social  expression  in  the  coun- 
try. It  is  public  information  con- 
firmed by  the  inquirj'  and  report  of 
President  Roosevelt's  commission  on 
country  life  and  other  authoritative 
agencies  that  the  people  of  the  open 
country  are  wofuUy  unorganized  for 
any  i)urpo.se;  that  their  churches, 
schools  and  such  organizations  as  do 
t  xist  lack,  for  the  greater  part,  both 
body  and  spirit;  that  there  is  little 
if  any  .social  life;  and  that  in  prac- 
tice, ambition  and  progress  among 
country  men  and  women  are  most 
generalbr  denoted  by  their  departure 
for    the   city. 

It  must  be  true  that  for  every  man- 
ufa'cturing  and  trading  man  surround- 
ed by  healthy  social  conditions  in 
town,  there  should  be  a  proportionate 
number  of  producing  men,  or  part  of 
a  man.  in  equally  healthy  conditions 
in  the  country. 

WTio  is  attending  to  this  business? 
Kvery  national  or  local  organization 
of  persons  working  for  the  advance- 
ment of  humanity  which  is  content  to 
limit  its  activities  within  city  gates 
is  pursuing  a  policy  which  may  event- 
ually perfect  a  manufacturing  and 
trading  scheme,  but  which  makes  ab- 
soluteb-  no  provision  for  putting  it 
into  effect  through  the  production  of 
raw  material  and  for  sustaining  It 
through  the  production  of  food  and 
clothing. 

We  are  engaged  in  a  broad,  last- 
ing development  of  our  national  life, 
yet  all  roads  lead  to  town,  all  action 
is  there,  all  plans  are  cit-  plans.  In 
the  United  States  the  self-governing 
political  unit  is  the  county,  each  with 
a  county  seat,  which  is  fretiuently  a 
sizable  town  or  city,  and  for  a  great 
part  of  them  these  counties  are  the 
country  in  miniature  exhibiting  with- 
in their  limits  to  a  greater  or  lesser 
degree  most  of  the  Imiiortant,  vital 
phases  of  our  national  life.

Strike  on  Golden  Summit  Mine. 


Deadwood,  S.  D.,  July  24. — More 
than  usual  Interest  attached  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
tbe  .Safe  Investment  Gold  Mining  com- 
pany, held  here,  owing  to  the  recent 
action  of  the  government  in  bring- 
ing suit  in  the  federal  courts  to  cancel 
its  patent  on  the  ground  that  its  land 
in  Lawrence-county  was  obtained  im- 
properly and  that  the  proper  mineral 
showing  had  not  been  made.  The 
question  was  discussed  at  some  length. 
The  suit  will  be  contested  and  the  offi- 
cers were  instructed  to  proceed  toward 
tliat  end.  as  the  affairs  of  the  com- 
pany are  practically  at  a  standstill 
until  the  suit  is  heard  and  the  title  to 
•the  1,12  8  acres  of  mineral  ground 
near  Benchmark,  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  county,  decided,  as  the  suit  In- 
volves only  specific  technicalities. 

Under  the  name  of  the  Mount  Rath 
Mining  company  the  property  of  the 
old  Redfern  Mining  company,  located 
near  Redfern  on  the  Burlington  road 
in  the  Central  Hills,  is  to  be  developed 
at  once.  The  controlling  interests  in 
the  new  company  are  Mrs.  Delia  Jami- 
son of  Omaha  and  H.  A.  Gallup  of 
Grand  Island.  Neb.,  both  of  whom 
have  been  here  .some  days  making 
plans  for  summer  work  on  the  prop- 
erty. The  new  company  was  incor- 
porated and  is  ready  to  proceed.  The 
Redfern  company  was  organized  some 
eight  years  ago  with  property  former- 
ly owned  by  Joe  Drenna,  Maurice 
Walsh.  Dennis  O'Brien  and  associates.

Hut  then  let  us  revert  back  to  the 
question  of  fact.  iJo  we  Socialists  ad- 
vocate government  ownership?  Bluntly 
speaking,  no.  "But  you  certainly  ad- 
vocate the  taking-  over  of  the  indus- 
tries of  the  nation,  don't  you?"  Yes, 
most  emphatically.  To  some  the  above 
may  seem  parado.xical,  so  permit  me 
to  clear  up  this  apparent  inconsistency. 
In  order  to  do  this  we  have  to  give 
our  deJiaition  of  government.  "(Jovern- 
ment,'" — says  Kngels  in  his  "Social- 
ism from  ITtopia  to  Science" — "is  tiie 
organized  expression  of  the  ruling 
class."  It  is  the  instiument  evolved  by 
the  privileged  class  to  function  as  the 
essential  institution  to  protect  and  de- 
fend nruperty  rights.  Consequently 
has  its  root  and  origin  in  property 
and  must  and  will  necessarily  exist  so 
long  as  society  believes  it  essential 
to  maintain  property  privileges  Tak- 
ing this  definition  to  be  literally  true, 
if  becomes  evident  that  wc  Socialists, 
wlio  advocate  the  complete  abolition 
of  special  privileges  and  advocate  the 
socialization  of  all  the  essential  social 
means  of  production,  cannot  con.s.lst- 
etUl.v  favor  government  or  state  own- 
ership of  either  land,  or  capital,  al- 
though we  recognize  that  as  a  logical 
sequence  to  private  competition  and 
private  montjpoly,  the  stale,  to  pre- 
serve the  interests  of  the  ruling  class, 
will  from  lime  to  time  take  over  and 
eontrol  such  industries  as  become, 
from  their  very  nature,  public  in  char- 
acter. This  is  generally  done,  not  be- 
cause of  any  humanitarian  or  kindl.v 
motives  hut  br-cause  the  ruling  cla.ss 
recognize  the  "signs  of  the  times"  and 
to  stave  oft"  their  own  downfall  prefer 
tliis  method  of  throwing  ".«iop.s"  as 
T>alUatives  with  which  to  appease  the 
awakening  intelligence  of  the  prop- 
ertyless    clnss. 

As  we  Socialists  view  all  these  mani- 
festations as  tendencies  In  the  direc- 
tion of  trustification  we  therefore  take 
the  same  viewpoint  towards  erovern- 
ment  ownership  as  'we  do  when  we

MINNESOTA  STATE  FAIR  IN  SEPTEMBER  —  MANY 
OTHER  BIG  FEATURES  PROMISED. 


The  Minnesota  state  fair,  as  a  pro- 
ducing institution,  bids  fair  to  take  its 
place  in  the  fir.st  rank  this  year  and  to 
set  its  own  standard  well  In  advance  of 
that  established  last  season,  for  there 
is  now  being  built  in  the  building.s  on 
the  state  fair  grounds.  the  largest 
production,  from  a  scenic  standpoint, 
ever  attempted. 

L.a.>Jt  .vear  \i.  E.  Gregor.v.  superinten- 
dent of  amusements,  made  eventful  his 
lirst  season  in  this  capacity  with  the 
.Minnesoia  state  fair,  by  originating  and 
producing  the  spectacle  of  "Fort 
Uidgley  m  '«l',"  based  upon  the  Sioux 
up-rising  in  this  state  at  that  time. 
.So  great  was  the  success  of  thi.«!  rather 
daring  venture  that  the  lilglit  grand- 
stand attendance  was  increased  by 
40, 000  and  nearly  a  dozen  fairs 
throu.ghout  the  country  adopting  the 
Gregoiy  idea  to  the  extent  of  at- 
tempting spectacles  along  various 
lines. 

While  "Fort  Ridgley  in  'G2"  was  a 
most  ambitious  undertaking  and  In- 
volved the  expenditure  of  large  sums 
of  money,  and  called  for  the  talent 
of  a  large  number  of  men  and  women,

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pounds  fine.  In  1903,  to  13.8  pounds  In 
lilOS.  The  cause  is  directly  traeeabie 
to  the  larjge  proportion  of  rock  shipped 
by  the  new  .shafts  opened  on  the  south 
end  of  the  piaipert.v,  which  rock  taken 
out  in  the  course  of  development  work 
was  shipped  and  milled  without  se- 
lection, and  though  all  of  it  was  vein 
rock,  much  would  ordinarily  have  been 
discarded  as  poor  rock.  During  the 
four  years  preceding  1908  the  average 
yield  did  not  fall  below  lo.Ii  pounds 
line  ((jpper  per  ton  of  rock  stamped. 
In  those  years  a  proper  selection  was 
made,  as  now  in  the  rock  mined  at 
the  No.  2  shaft,  and  only  a  small  j)ro- 
poition  of  unselected  rock  was  shipped 
from  the  No.  6,  the  onl.v  other  pro- 
ducing shaft.  An  ordinary  and  entirely 
proiier  selection  is  now  being  prac- 
ticed at  all  four  shafts  and  a  higlier 
average  yield  is  resulting.  Since  the 
first  of  the  .vear  the  yield  has  steadily 
in(;reased,  and  thougii  it  varies  from 
month  to  mouth,  will  probablj'  average 
fifteen  pounds  line  copper  per  ton  of 
vvck  stamped.  The  territory  tapped  by 
the  tliree  newer  shafts  to  the  south- 
ward is  unquestitmably  of  a  higher 
average  copper  content  than  is  that 
opened  in  the  No.  2  shaft,  and  though 
this  end  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
poor  average  mill  returns  obtained 
last  year,  due  to  improper  selection, 
as  pointed  out,  will,  w^ith  the  selection 
tliat  will  be  possible  with  Increased 
openings,  result  In  a  further  Increased 
average  recovery  as  the  proportion  of 
selected  rock  from  this  end  Increases. 
The  average  numbi»r  of  men  employed 
monthly  by  the  company  has  steadily 
increased  to  around  SOO,  as  compared 
with  Sr.O  a  year  ago,  and  liie  present 
month  will  result  in  a  new  high  record 
of  production  if  the  present  ruck  output 
of  quite  1,500  tons  daily  can  be  main- 
tained,  as   seems   likely.

the  spectacle  being  built  for  the  state 
fair,  Sept.  6  to  11.  "Minnesota  at  Get- 
tysburg'" is  so  much  more  elaborate 
as  to  make  comparison  almost  Impos- 
sible. 

.\s  the  title  suggests,  the  1909  spec- 
tacle Is  based  upon  the  famous  charge 
of  tlie  First  Minnesota  during  the  bat- 
tle of  Gettysburg,  July  2.  1863,  in 
whicli  262  men  stopped  Longstreet's 
column  of  8,000  and  at  the  same  time 
su.'^tained  the  greatest  number  of  cas- 
ualties in  proportion  lo  the  number  of 
tliose  engaged,  known  to  modern  war- 
fare. 

Like  "Fort  Rldgley  In  'S2."  "Minne- 
sota at  Gettysburg"  will  have  a  large 
amount  of  local  Interest,  and  the  stale 
fair  management  Is  already  preparing 
lo  entertain  the  surviving  members  of 
the  regiment  upon  the  oeeasion  of  the 
initial  production  of  this  spectacle  in 
front  of  the  g'randetand  at  the  fair 
grounds  upon   the  evening  of  Sept.   6. 

For  the  past  three  months  artists, 
electricians,  stage  carpenters  and  me- 
chanics of  various  sorts  have  been 
working  lndu.«triously  in  the  buildings 
on  the  fair  grounds,  putting  into  shape 
lliis  spectacle,  wliieh  should  attract 
more  attention  than  any  one  feature 
ever  presented  In  connection  with  the 
state  fair. 

As  it  will  be  seen  In  front  of  the 
grandstand  each  evening  during  the 
fair,  the  •'picture"  which  represents  the 
held  of  Gettysburg  with  Little  Round 
Top,  the  wheat  field,  the  peach  orchard 
and  other  prominent  features  of  that 
famous  battle  ground,  will  be  626  feet 
Ions,  whicli  Is  three  times  longer  than 
any  combination  of  scenery  ever  put 
on  the  state  fair  grounds  in  connection 
with  the  pyrotechiiical  displays  such 
as  "The  Fall  of  Pompeii."  In  places 
tlii.s-  picture  will  be  over  thirty  feet  in 
1  eight. 

It  has  required  8,533  yards  of  canvas, 
l.'>,000  feet  of  lumber  and  500  gallons  of 
paint,  in  addition  to  a  large  amount  of 
Iron  and  steel,  and  lias  called  for  the 
constant  employment  of  half  a  hundred 
men  since  tiie  first  of  -^.pril.  The  pro- 
duction will  require  a  cast  of  over  1,000 
men,  and  veterana  of  the  famous  Fight- 
ing First  Minnesota  will  be  imperson- 
ated by  young  fellows  of  the  present 
Minnesota  regiment.  There  will  bo  a 
large  amount  of  artillery  employed,  as 
well  as  some  300  horsemen,  and  the  ac- 
tion of  the  piece  will  be  as  thrilling  as 
any  spectacle  ever  produced  indoors  or 
out. 

Although  this  is  one  of  the  biggest 
feattn-es  of  the  coming  state  fair,  it  is 
but  one  of  the  many,  the  board  of  man- 
agers investing  In  amusements  and  free 
attractions   this   year   over   $25,000.

Washington,  July  24. — Heat,  which 
«ent  the  temperature  in  the  senate 
chamber  up  to  87,  wilted  the  collars 
and  spirits  of  senators,  combined  wltli 
the  efforts  of  Senator  Tillman,  did  the 
Impossible  the  other  day  when  the 
senate,  after  three  hours  of  speech- 
making,  decided  to  adjourn  for  the  day. 
The  electric  fans  in  the  chamber  had 
been  shut  off  as  the  whirring  noise 
drowned  the  oratory  and  chased  bril- 
liant ideas  out  of  the  windows,  so  that 
when   Senator  Tillman  rose   to  ask   for 

a  10  per  cent  duty  on  tea,  to  protect 
the  tea  plantations  of  the  South,  the 
senators  were  dripping  with  perspira- 
tion. But  they  didn't  seem  to  mind  It 
much  until  "Pitchfork  Ben,"  looking 
over  his  glasses  at  the  Republican  side 
of   the   chamber,   said:  ♦ 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  senate  is 
located  over  the  devils  kitchen,  and  we 
are  getting  the  fumes  as  they  come 
up.  Some  of  us  are  getting  a  taste  of 
what  we  may  suffer  for  our  sins  in 
connection  with  our  votes  on  the  tariff 
bill."

While  the  mercury  has  been  threat- 
ening to  climb  over  the  tops  of  the 
thermometers  during  the  past  week, 
employes  of  the  government  printing 
office  who  work  in  the  main  pressroom 
on  the  flist  floor  have  been  registering 
complaints  against  an  order  which  re- 
(luires  that  the  hjwer  sashes  of  the 
windows  shall  remain  closed  during 
working  hours.  That  no  protestations 
have  occurred  anu.uig  the  men  and 
women  working  on  this  floor  is  consid- 
ered j-emarkablo  by  the  employes  as 
the  fact  that  the  order  should  be  is- 
sued during  the  hottest  spell  of  the 
season. 

In  some  Instances  the  thermometers 
on  this  floor  have  registered  as  liigh 
as  100  dCKS.,  and  tlie  employes  feel  that 
they  have  been  subjected  to  llilrl.v- 
ihlrd  degree  sweating  that  few  criUi- 
inals  have  been  subjected  to  at  the 
hands  of  the  jiollce. 

Tlie  explanation  of  Public  Printer 
Donnelly  that  the  windows  were  kept 
closed  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  out 
the  breeze  is  hardly  satisfactory  lo  the 
workmen.  They  cannot  conceive  of 
any  other  reason  why  they  should  be 
closed.  Mr.  Donnelly's  secretary  says 
that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  keep 
the  windows  closed,  as  any  breeze 
blowing  through  the  pressroom  would 
blow    papers    all    over    the    room.

"Many  false  and  foolish  reports 
about  the  Dead  Sea — that  strange  and 
Interesting  lake — have  been  circulat- 
ed," said  Abraham  S.  Abrahams,  a 
banker  of  Jerusalem  and  London,  who 
is  on  a   to'Jr   of  this  country. 

"Much  has  appeared  in  papers  and 
periodicals  about  steamboats  navigat- 
ing the  Dead  Sea.  This,  too,  is  a  fab- 
rication. The  only  boat  on  the  Dead 
Sea  is  a  small  sailing  vessel  about 
twenty  feet  long.  This  boat  makes 
trips,  as  the  wind  allows,  from  the 
north  end  of  the  sea  to  the  bay  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  tongue  that  divides 
the  water  near  the  middle.  At  this 
terminus  some  Jews  are  located.  Tlie 
whole  concern  is,  in  fact,  in  the  hands 
of  Jews,  who  at  a  low  rate  buy  wheat 
and  barley  from  the  Arabs  to  be  deliv- 
ered at  the  sea  shore.  From  there  it  1m 
shipped  to  the  Jericho  side,  and  car- 
ried on  donkeys  to  Jerusalem,  w^here 
It  finds  ready  sale  at  a  good  price. 
When  adverse  winds  blow,  the  little 
craft  Is  in  danger  of  being  swamped, 
for  the  so-called  Dead  Sea  becomes  a 
living  mass  of  waves.  Not  long  ago  I 
spent  four  nights,  such  as  I  will  never 
forget,  on  these  waters,  and  the  smart- 
ness of  the  old  man  at  the  helm  and 
the  boy  with  the  sails  saved  us  from 
being  wrecked  again  and  again.  A 
charge  of  about  80  cents  In  .Vmerlcan 
money  is  made  for  the  trip  per  passen- 
ger, which,  considering  the  unique- 
ness  of   tlie  voyage,   is    not    exorbitant.

The  overl>urden  at  this  point  has  an 
average  thickness  of  less  than  50  feet, 
while  on  the  west  side  of  the  pit  it  is 
from  80  to  120  feet  thick,  rendering 
LJie  cost  of  mining  in  that  direction  so 
lilgh  as  to  be  practically  prohibitive 
under  steam  shovel  methods,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  caving  system  wiil 
l>e  eventually  adopted  In  that  terri- 
tory. 

Within  the  past  year  more  than  eight 
acres  of  overburden,  consisting  almost 
entirel.v  of  rhyolite,  has  been  removed 
fiom  the  Star  claim  at  the  southeastern 
end  of  the  pit,  exposing  fully  5,000,000 
tons  of  3  per  cent  ore  lying  about  fifty 
feet  below  the  original  surface.  The 
rhyolite  Is  about  forty  feet  tldck  and 
tlie  oxidized  and  leached  porphyry  be- 
tween the  rhyolite  and  the  pay  ore  is 
about  ten  feet.

The  con- 
troversy grew  out  of  a  J100,000  as- 
ses.=iment  l«vied  last  year,  ostensibly 
for  a  stock  fund,  but  In  reality  to  clear 
the  indtbtrtdness  of  the  parent  organ- 
ization.

DEADLY  DISEASE 
LAID  TO  BAD  CORN 


Government  Is  Studying  Italy's 
Fight  Against  Pel- 
lagra. 

Washington,  July  24. — In  view  of  re- 
ports of  i)ellagra  in  some  parts  of  the 
South,  and  the  Investigations  which 
have  followed,  a  report  just  issued  by 
the  ijublc  health  and  marine  hospital 
service,  bearing  upon  the  spread  of 
th  edisease  in  Italy  is  of  special  inter- 
est, as  showing  tiie  methods  of  that 
country  is  following  to  stamp  out  the 
contagion. 

Deteriorated  maize  and  corn  smut 
are  regarded  as  the  siiecial  etiologic 
factors  in  producing  the  specific  pois- 
ons. Pellagrins  in  Italy,  it  Is  stated, 
number  about  50,000  and  durng  1906 
and  1907  the  disease  was  the  cause  of 
1,873  deaths  and  1,293  cases  of  insanity. 
A  movement  la  now  on  foot  to  combat 
the  present  evils  by  establishing  a 
municipal  milling  service  in  communi- 
ties afflicted  with  pellagra  and  to 
make  unlawful  the  milling  of  de- 
teriorated maize. 

Already  the  Italian  government  has 
given  financial  aid  toward  operation 
of  curative  Institutions  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  pellagrins,  and  also 
for    improved    agricultural    processes. 

UNITED  STATES 
IS  NOT  UABLE 

Injured  Man  Has  No  Redress 
for  Poor  Service  in 


Hospital 


Washington,  July  24. — Injured  by  a 
rolling  log,  mistreated,  as  he  alleges, 
by  a  physician  under  government  con- 
tract to  treat  him  at  the  Good  Samari- 
tan hospital  in  Washington  state,  and 
claiming  reimbursement  as  the  result 
of  sucli  medical  mistreatment,  Ole  B, 
Susort,  an  Okanogan  reclamation  serv- 
ice employe  at  Concully,  Wasli.,  has 
been  advised  that  he  has  no  redress 
from   the  government. 

"A  person  who  enters  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  United  States  which 
provides  for  the  performance  of  a  serv- 
ice by  one  of  its  agents  must  be  pre- 
sumed to  do  so  in  recognition  of  the 
well-known  rule  of  law  that  the  United 
States  is  not  liable  for  the  negligence 
of  its  employes,"  holds  the  comptroller 
of  the  treasury. 

"The  United  States  does  not  under- 
take responsibility  for  lack  ot  skill  or 
negligence  of  its  agents  tliat  tt  em- 
ploys under  the  contract.  The  dam- 
ages. If  any,  re.sulted  from  negligence 
or  lack  of  skill  of  the  employe  who 
was  to  furnish  the  hospital  treatment 
and  medical  attendance.  The  contract 
cannot  be  construed  as  a  warranty  that 
due  care  would  be  exercised  by  its 
employes  in  tlie  performance  of  this 
part  of  the  contract.  The  wrong,  if 
any,  was  committed  by  the  agent  of  the 
government,  and  not  by  the  govern- 
ment."

According  to  tlie 
irate  dairvman,  the  pour  animal  is  af- 
flicted with  all  the  ills  that  horse  Ile.'^h 
is  heir  to.  Sharp  words  passed  be- 
tween the  two  men.  and  the  employer 
said  the  employe  would  have  to  pay  the 
price  of  horse  No.  1.  Employe  said  he 
wouldn't  do  it. 

Mr.  Oliver  called  at  the  office  of  .As- 
sistant City  Attorney  Kennv  vesterdav 
and  swore  oui  a  complaint  against 
Lorin,    charging;    him    with    grand    iar- 


ceiiy,  in  the  theft  of  a  horse.  Lorin 
was  arresl>:-d.  He  showed  up  In  court 
this  morning  and  was  set  free,  tlie 
judge  holding  that  no  larceny  case- 
could  be  made  out  of  tlie  incident.

They 
say  that  (^iioiulrud  was  walking  along 
the  I'lihith  &  Northern  Minnesota 
tracks  u  lu-n  Lakeri  suddenly  ran  Into 
view,  pulled  a  revolver  and  llred  one 
shot,  t!;c!i  tied.  Grondrud  fell,  groan- 
ing. He  was  carried  unconsciou.s  to 
the  City  hospital.

— Louis  Bleriot,  the 
Frenchman  who  made  history  by  Hying 
across  the  English  channel  from  Les 
Barques  to  Dover,  a  distance  of  twenty- 
one  miles,  in  the  remarkable  time  of  a 
little  less  than  half  an  hour,  and  his 
famoiis  little  monoplane,  both  reached 
London  this  morning,  the  former  to 
receive  the  monetary  fruits  of  his 
acliievement  In  tlie  shape  of  a  check 
lor  $5,000,  and  the  latter  to  be  placed 
on  exhibition  to  the  financial  advan- 
tage of  both  a  London  newspaper  and 
the  enterprising  proprietor  of  the  only 
American   department   store   here. 

The  famous  aviator  is  finding  hero 
woisliip  much  more  trying  to  endure 
than  the  strain  of  navigating  the  air.

Damage  the  Best 

of  Any. 

Some  More  Expensive  Pave- 
ments Destroyed  By 
Flood.

City  Engineer  McGilvray  lias  been 
making  a  careful  study  of  Dulutli 
streets  since  Wodnosday  niglifs  down- 
pour, with  a  view  to  finding  wlilch  class 
of  pavement  stood  up  best  under  the 
flood,      lie    says    he    was    surprised    to 

find  that  tar  macadam,  one  of  the 
cheapest  paving  matt  rials  ever  laid 
in  Duluth,  stood  the  strain  Ijetter  than 
any  of  the  other  pavements  along  the 
avenues. 

Tlie  Telford  macadam  did  not  with- 
stand tlie  force  oi  tlie  water  at  all,  ap- 
parently. This  Is  particularly  notice- 
able on  Ninth  avenue  east  and  L.ake 
avenue.  The  torrent  ot  water  left 
scarcely  any  sign  of  the  pavement. 
Only  two  pieces  of  tar  macadam,  and 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  it  in  the  city, 
were  affected  by  the  storm.  Tbese 
were  on  Tenth  avenue  east  and 
Twenty-fourth  avenue  ea.st.  In  one  in- 
stance water  from  a  cros.s  sewer  rose 
under  the  pavement,  and  in  the  other 
an  overliowing  manhole  forced  water 
under  the  macadam. 

The  avenue  pavements,  of  course, 
were  damaged  more  than  those  on  the 
streets,  because  it  was  the  avenues 
that  carried  off  most  of  the  water. 
The  asplialt  on  Superior  street,  be- 
tween Nintli  and  Tenth  avenues  east, 
was  damaged  on  the  nortli  side  as  tlie 
result  of  water  working  underneatli. 
Generally  si)eakinK.  the  street  pave- 
ment was  not  hurt  at  all. 

The  sandstone  block  pavements  held 
up  well,  but  this  is  one  of  the  most 
expensive  pavement.s  that  can  he  laid. 
Mr.  McGilvray  was  surprised  to  find 
that  the  wooden  block  pavements  on 
Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  west  and  on 
other  uvenues  weie  undamaged.  In  the 
old  days  the  block  i)aveinents  used  co 
be  the  first  to  go  in  a  big  rain  storm. 

Tlie  storm  also  teaches  a  lesson  in 
better  construction.  The  cement  gut- 
ters stood  undamaged  through  all  the 
force  of  water  brought  to  bear  against 
tliem.  while  the  wooden  gutters  were 
destroyed  entirelj-,  and  the  stone  gut- 
ters were  badly  damaged.

WHITE  MEN 
ON  SLEEPERS 

Milwaukee  Road  Will  Try 

to  Abolish  the  Tipping 

System. 

Colored  Porters  Will  Be  Re- 
placed  By  White 
Men. 


Philadolpbla.  July  26.— Sudden  death 
yesterday  prevented  John  Rodel,  aged 
67,  from  committing  suicide.  After 
climbing  on  a  barrel,  tying  a  noose 
about  his  neck  and  attaching  the  end 
ol"  the  rope  to  a  spike  in  the  wall,  he 
died  from  heart  disease.  His  body  was 
found  on  the  barrel  with  the  noose 
hanging  loosely  about  the  neck. 


According  to  the  statement  of  a 
Chicago  railroad  man.  who  Is  here  to- 
day, The  Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  railway  will  soon  try  an  experi- 
ment that  will  determine  largely 
whether  the  colored  porter  is  to  be- 
come a  relic  of  the  past,  so  far  as 
railroad  transportation  in  the  North  is 
concerned.  ^,      ,^         , 

It  is  stated  upon  the  authority  of 
this  man,  that  the  Milwaukee  will  re- 
place all  of  the  colored  porters  In  its 
emplov  with  white  men,  that  the  tip 
system  will  be  entirely  abolished,  as 
far  as  it  is  possible  for  the  rallroid 
officials  to  abolish  this  practice,  aad 
that  the  salary  of  the  white  employee 
will  be  made  sufficient  to  permit  h\m 
to  live  decently  without  the  aid  or 
tips.  .    .    . 

The   experiment  soon   to   t)e  tried    by 


the  Milwaukee  will  be  watched  by 
many  other  large  railroads  of  the 
country,  according  to  the  .same  source 
)f  information.  If  the  plan  works 
.)ut  .successfulUv.  then  the  other  roads 
will  probably  follow  tne  lead  of  the 
Milwaukee,  and  replace  their  colored 
employees  with  white  men. 

It  is  seated  that  railroad  officials 
have  been  attempting  to  solv6  the  pres- 
ent tipping  problem  for  some  time  past. 
The  answer  is.  the  railroad  officials 
believe,  to  replace  the  colored  em- 
ploves  with  white  men  and  to  pay 
thes"  white  employes  salaries  that  will 
enable   them   to   support   themselves. 

It  is  further  stated  that  all  the  de- 
tails of  the  plan  have  been  worked  out. 
and  that  the  Milwaukee  will  proceed 
shortlv  to  put  the  plan  into  execution. 
The  Milwaukee  was  selected  by  the 
other  roads,  at  the  meeting  of  officials, 
to  try   the  experiment. 

The  plan  of  the  Milwaukee  also  in- 
volves the  doing  away  with  colored 
help  on  the  diners  of  the  company. 
The  waiters  will  be  replaced  with  white 
men,   just   as   on    che   sleeping   cars. 

While  the  railroad  man  who  ^ave  out 
the  storv  stated  that  the  plan  involved 
the  expenditure  of  a  greater  amount 
of  money  bv  the  railroads,  the  railroad 
officials  are  of  the  opinion  that  In  the 
end  it  will  pay.  In  the  first  place, 
there  is  ac  the  present  time  an  agita- 
tion against  the  tipping  system.  This 
the  officials  of  the  larger  railroads 
clearlv  perceive.  They  are  of  the  opin- 
ion tliat  the  placing  of  white  men  in 
the  work  now  done  by  colored  men  will 
dcerease  the  earnings  of  the  railroads 
at  first,  but  that  in  the  end  it  will  pay.

The  "insurrection"  members  of  the 
house,  as  the  anti-raw  material  fighters 
are  coming  to  be  called,  decided  upon 
holding  a  meeting.  Tlie  senators  who 
are  making  a  fight  along  the  same 
line  concluded  to  perfe<t  their  plans  by 
means  of  individual  conferences.  Most 
active  among  the  workers  on  the  sen- 
ate side  were  Senators  Clark  and  %\  ar- 
ren  of  Wyoming,  Carter  of  Montana, 
Borah   of  Idaho,  and  Smoot  of  I'tah. 

In  case  the  conferees  bring  In  a  free 
liide  report,  the  opposition  will  resort 
to  adopting  a  resolution  of  authoriza- 
tion to  the  conference  committee  to 
place  all  kinds  of  leather  and  all  leath- 
er goods  on  the  free  list.  This  plan 
will  not  be  resorted  to  because  it  is 
preferred  to  make  these  articles  free, 
but  because  success  is  regarded  as 
more  probable  if  this  policy  is  followed 
than  If  an  attempt  should  be  made  to 
instruct  the  committee  to  place  a  duty 
<m  lildes. 

By  the  former  course,  the  opposition 
count  on  obtaining  all  but  one  of  the 
Democratic  votes  In  the  senate  and  all 
but  four  of  the  Democratic  votes  in  the 
house.  While  the  Democrats  would  not 
directly  help  the  hide  men  by  voting 
to  put  a  higher  duty  on  hides,  tlie 
Democrats  would  be  willing  to  force 
all  the   duty   oft  shoes. 

Look  for  ConceMfUon. 
The  hide  men  think  that  rather  than 
accept  free  leather  and  free  shoes,  the 
manufacturers  and  those  conferees 
who  represent  the  manufacturers' 
views  would  be  willing  to  concede  a 
duty   on    hides.  ,     .^ 

The  fight  wUl  be  close  in  both 
house  and  senate.  Senator  McEnery  of 
the  Democratic  column  will  vote  with 
the  Republicans  for  protection.  The 
other  thirty  Democrats  are  counted  up- 
on as  favorable  to  free  leather.  With 
these  thirtv  votes  as  a  starter.  It 
would  be  liecessary  to  get  seventeen 
Republican  votes.  There  Is  some  doubt 
as  to  whether  this  result  could  be  ac- 
complished. 

The  contestants  were  engaged  dur- 
ing the  forenoon  in  making  a  careful 
canvass  of  the  senate.  Their  scouts

Wa.shington,  July  2*;. — Greatly  con- 
cerned by  reports  of  friction  between 
Senator  Aldrich  and  Representative 
Payne  in  the  Sunday  night  session  of 
the  tariff  conference  committee,  many 
members  of  the  senate  and  house  to- 
day besieged  the  offices  of  the  two 
leaders  in  efforts  to  learn.

Some  people  have  queer  ideas  of  humor.  There  are 
the  fool  that  rocks  the  boat,  the  idiot  that  pulls  the  chair 
out  from  uiukr  jou  as  you  are  about  to  sit  down,  the 
cheerful  maniac  who  seeks  to  humiliate  newly  married 
couples,  the  imbecile  who  plan's  tricks  with  giant  fire- 
crackors — tlie  a.^sorcnient  is  too  wide  and  too  numer- 
ous to  he  catalogued. 

But  it  would  be  hard  to  beat  the  fellow  that  plaj-ed 
a  practical  joke  on  a  friend  in  New  York  the  other  day. 
It  didn't  liarm  the  friend  much,  unless  his  sympathies 
are  very  acute,  and  it  gave  the  joker  much  pleasure,  no 
doubt;  hiti  it-,  efifects  upon  others  were  what  attract  at- 
tention and  give  this  humorist  a  distinction  that  puts 
him  in  a  class  b}-  himself. 

lie  put  this  advertisement  in  a  New  York  newspaper: 
"W.W'TI  I)— Thirty  able-bodied  men  to  call  between  8 
and   12  at'" — here   he  gave  the  address  of  his   friend. 

Says  the  X -w  York  World,  describing  the  prosperity 
that  awaited  this  joke:  "Well,  men  came — more,  many 
more  than  thirty — hoping  to  obtain  the  coveted  work, 
looking  only  for  the  means  of  earning  an  existence — 
and  they  learned  that  it  was  all  a  joke.  An  unknown 
indivihial,  i)resumahly  one  of  the  victim's  friends,  had 
inserted  the  advertisement  'for  fun.'  So  back  again  they 
tramped.  It  was  only  another  chance  gone,  another  day 
wasted.  I'.nt  sometimes  a  single  day  means  much,  for 
a  man  may  be  at  the  very  end  of  his  tether." 

Think  of  what  it  meant.  Put  yourself  in  the  place 
of  one  of  those  we;iry  treaders  of  city  pavements  who 
have  sovij;lit  work  day  after  day,  following  the  slightest 
clue,  Iiopc  brightening  at  every  gleam  of  probability 
until  it  w.is  extinguished  so  completely  by  repeated 
rebuffs  of  fortune  that  it  was  drowned  in  abject  hope- 
lc»sne>>,  nureifully  .softened  by  the  apathy  of  complete 
depression.  You  picked  up  a  newspaper  in  the  park 
where  you  had  spent  the  weary  night  following  a  hard 
day's  tramp  tiirough  a  pitiless  city,  and  saw  that  adver- 
tisement. It  promised  work.  Work  was  what  you 
sought;  the  chance  to  earn  an  honest  day's  wages  by  an 
hone.-t  (lay's  labor;  the  chance  to  make  your  strong 
right  arm,  perhaps  row  weakened  by  deprivation  and 
discouragement  but  quick  to  regain  its  strength  in  the 
energy  <?f  fruitful  toil,  yield  you  the  day's  bread  for  your- 
self an.l  perhaps  for  hungry  little  ones  at  home.  The 
address  was  far  away,  but  you  set  out,  hope  reviving  in 
its  pathetically  resilient  fashion,  and  resumed  your  des- 
perate .onnd  in  the  treadmill  of  the  man  out  of  work. 
Perhaps  you  h;id  a  few  cents  left,  and  in  order  to  be  an 
early  applicant— knowing  that  there  were  thousands 
more  like  you  in  the  city — you  spent  a  precious  nickel 
of  your  store  for  car  fare.

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITAL. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  action  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  in  postponing  the  appropriation 
for  the  proposed  county  tuberculosis  sanitarium  until 
Aug.  6  does  not  indicate  the  existence  of  any  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  the  commissioners  as  to  the  advisability 
of  making  the  investment. 

Possibly  the  postponement  was  made  in  order  to 
sound  public  sentiment  on  the  proposition  further.  In 
that  event,  if  the  members  of  the  board  will  make  careful 
inquiry,  The  Herald  has  no  doubt  that  they  will  find  an 
undivided  sentiment  in  favor  of  liberality  in  this  import- 
ant matter.

From  the  economic  viewpoint,  the  board  should  re- 
member that  every  wage-earner  thus  afflicted  is  a  dis- 
tinct loss,  not  only  to  those  whose  livelihood  depends 
upon  his  productive  energies  but  to  society  as  a  whole. 
There  is  to  be  considered  not  only  the  direct  cost  in 
nursing,  medicines  and  doctors'  bills,  but  the  indirect 
cost  in  the  loss  of  an  ablebodied  worker's  services. 

The  amount  asked  for  by  the  commission  appointed 
by  the  county  board,  $20,0(X),  seems  modest  indeed,  in 
view  of  the  size  of  the  county,  its  large  population  and 
the  numbers  of  those  living  in  circumstances  most  likely 
to  encourage  the  disease.  There  should  be  an  adminis- 
tration building,  where  the  superintendent  and  staff  shall 
live,  and  where  the  patients  shall  eat  and  gather  in 
inclement  weather.  There  must  be,  besides  this,  two 
inexpensive  buildings  in  which  the  patients  shall  sJe<p; 
one  for  men  and  one  for  women.  It  is  hard  to  sec  how 
anything  worth  while  could  be  built  for  less  than  the 
amount  asked  for  by  the  commission. 

The  county  board  need  not  look  upon  this  projccV  in 
anything  but  a  business  light  to  see  its  way  clear  to 
granting  the  commission's  request.  It  is  not  a  luxury, 
but  a  necessity;  it  is  not  an  experiment,  but  a  practical 
and  immensely  valuable  institution;  it  is  not  a  costly 
luxur}-,  but  a  paying  and  economically  sound  invest- 
ment. The  county  needs  it,  and  the  state  needs  many 
more.  little  Rhode  Island,  which  is  so  small  that  it 
would  be  lost  in  St.  Louis  county,  has  public  provision 
for  380  patients,  while  Minnesota  today  has  less  than 
half  that  amount  of  accommodation. 

The  county  board  will  do  the  county  a  service  of 
unusual  value  if  it  deals  liberally  with  this  project.

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DRAINAGE  AM)  THE 

AITKIX  FLOOD  BASIN. 

To    the    Editor    of    The    Herald: 

In  a  recent  farm  journal  I  saw  a 
complaint  that  in  all  tlie  great  irri- 
gation plants  the  government  Is  con- 
structing in  the  West,  tliere  is  never 
a  move  made  until  special  interests 
have  an  option  on  all  tlie  land,  and 
then  the  work  begins.  The  advertise- 
ment coining  from  the  government 
operations  draws  attention,  and  adds 
^•alu^■  to  tlie  land,  and  tlie  speculator 
stands    by   and    takes    the   profit. 

Now  tluvt  is  just  what  is  happening 
in  Minnesota  in  state  drainage  affairs. 
A  lot  of  speculators  get  hold  of  some 
swamp  land  and  get  the  state  to  drain 
it.  Such  lands  as  will  sell  bv  reason 
ol  added  value  from  drainage  and  the 
advertising,  by  reason  of  state  opera- 
tions, tiiey  sell  and  pocket  tiic  profits. 
8uch  lands  as  will  not  sell  the  state 
can  have  back  for  taxes.  The  specu- 
lator never  pays  taxes.  In  this  deal 
the  state  pays  expenses  and  pockets 
the  loss  and  the  speculator  pockets 
whatever   is   gained. 

The  drainage  board  will  refuse  or 
hang  up  all  work  not  backed  by  the 
"systems."  Anything  the  general  pub- 
lic wants,  and  there  Is  no  graft  con- 
nected, is  turned  down  or  neglected. 
Anything  the  "system"  ask  advances 
with  amazing  celeritv.  Tiiere  is  a 
case  that  Illustrates  it  right  here  in 
Aitkin  county.  .Some  speculators  own 
a  swamp  they  want  to  drain  that  is 
far  removed  from  any  se<tlement.  They 
get  out  petitions,  post  notices,  bring  it 
liefore  tlie  district  judge,  and  in  less 
than  six  months  an  electric  lighted 
dredge  boat  Is  plowing  its  way 
across  tlie  marsli,  day  and  night.  Who 
was  behind  the  petition  we  do  not 
know:  all  we  have  heard  was  protest 
against  the  graft  by  adjacent  settlers. 
No  present  settlement  is  affected,  ex- 
cept that  tlie  ditch  empties  out  in  the 
already  overtaxed  Aitkin  flood  basin 
with  no  provision  to  take  care  of  the 
extra   water. 

Agitation  for  the  Aitkin  relief  canal 
to  relieve  the  flood  caused  by  the  open- 
ing of  government  and  lumbermen's 
reservoirs  in  log  driving  time,  was  be- 
gun fifteen  years  ago.  Five  or  six 
years  ago  the  agitation  became  so 
great  that  it  became  necessary  to  do 
something  to  slop  the  clamor.  Con- 
gressmen and  senators  made  promises; 
commercial  clubs,  ditto;  the  people 
waited  e.\i)ectant  until  a  year  passed 
and  nothing  doing.  Tlie  silence  on 
canal  matters  became  intense,  and  then 
the  log  driving  season,  with  its  floods, 
started  the  clamor  again.  More  talk. 
The  state  drainage  board  took  the  mat- 
ter up  and  sent  an  engineer  to  look 
over  the  ground.  The  people  waited 
and  listened;  the  silence  grew  and  the 
annual  flood  came.  More  talk;  the 
state  drainage  engineer  came  and  sur- 
veyed the  route ;  then  silence  and  an- 
other year  passed;  another  flood  came 
and  the  state  engineer  came  and  re- 
ported on  tlie  I'easibilitv  of  the  canal 
as  a  palliative.  Now  it  was  said  the 
drainage  board  would  act  at  once,  and 
anotlier  year   passed  in  silence. 

Then  a  petition  was  sent  to  the 
drainage  board  asking  them  to  take 
immediate  action.  The  peiitfon  was 
signed  by  most  of  the  settlers  in  the 
flood  basin  and  tlie  business  men  of 
Aitkin.  It  is  true  that  some  of  the 
business  men  had  two  faces  in  the  mat- 
ter, but  the  board  sliould  look  only  on 
tlie  face  that  is  turned  toward  the 
public.  But  likely  being  tainted  bv 
the  "system,  '  it  reversed  the  rule  and 
looked  only  on  tlie  other  face.  After 
holding  the  matter  up  for  three  years 
they  deliberately  let  it  drop. 

The  settlers  then  placed  the  matter 
in  the  hands  of  the  district  judge.  The 
drainage  board  came  promptly  with  an 
offer  to  furnish  the  services  of  the  state 
drainage  engineer  free,  and  an  ap- 
propriation of  |-:5,00i»  from  the  state 
drainage    fund. 

The  judge  appointed  the  state  en- 
gineer as  engineer  for  the  relief  canal. 
Then  the  engineer  proceeded  to  h.ang 
tlie  matter  up  on  the  plea  tliat  lie  could 
not  agree  with  the  war  dei)artment 
and  tliere  it  will  hang  until  the  pres- 
sure gets  too  strong,  when  some  other 
larce   will   be   played. 

The  drainage  board  doe.«  not  want  to 
waste  the  state's  funds  on  public  work 
or  have  any  competition  with  the  "sys- 
tem's" drainage  graft.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  floods  have  reduced  the  farm- 
ing population  in  the  llood  zone  to  one- 
fourth  of  what  it  was  six  vears  ago, 
and  the  land  men,  taking  advantage 
of  a  dry  year,  are  trying  to  repopulate 
it  again.  It  ought  to  be  made  a  crime 
to  Induce  any  one  to  come  to  this  part 
of  Aitkin  county  under  present  con- 
ditions. Word  comes  that  tliere  is  four 
feet  more  water  in  some  of  the  reser- 
voirs this  year  than  last.  Last  vear 
they  were  emptied  and  caused  a  flOod 
and  this  year  they  are  holding  for  next 
year's  flood.  The  cold-blooded  perfec- 
tion of  this  graft  government  of  ours 
makes    one's   flesh   creep. 

It  has  been  very  dry  here  this  year 
and  such  crops  as  there  are  have 
grown  entirely  without  rain;  yet 
there  are  some  very  fair  crops.  Re- 
cently, eight  incites  of  rain  fell  In 
thirty  hours,  more  rain  than  fell  dur- 
ing some  of  our  disastrous  floods,  yet 
we  are  In  no  more  danger  from  flood 
than  we  would  be  If  only  dew  had 
fallen.  The  reservoirs  are  not  In  a 
state  of  eruption.  There  is  not  mucli 
doing  in  the  log  line  at  this  tltne  of 
year,  and  not  much  doing  this  year 
anyhow.  The  reservoirs  are  the  only 
source    of    disastrous    floods    here

Life:  The  bill  that  Mr.  Taft  signs— 
if  he  does  sign  It — may  be  better  than 
the  bill  that  Mr.  Aldrich's  senate  fin- 
ance committee  lias  fabricated,  but  of 
course  it  will  be  a  pretty  rotten  bill 
The  hopeful  side  of  things  is  that  so 
many  voters  will  know  it  is  rotten 
and  know  why,  and  will  be  mad  about 
it.  When  Florida  gets  a  tax  put  on 
pineapples  so  that  it  can  try  to  raise 
luneapples  at  a  profit,  and  California 
trets  a  tax  put  on  so  Important  a  fruit 
ij,3  lemons  so  that  its  lemon  growers 
(.an  squeeze  the  people,  surely  the 
principle  of  high  protection  has  gone 
a  long  way  toward  becoming  ridicu- 
lous. When  the  various  and  widely  in- 
clusive American  climate  has  to  be 
protected  against  the  other  climates 
things  must  be  pretty  near  a  climax. 
Sucli  protection  sugar  and  tobacco 
have  long  enjoyed,  and  now  pineapples, 
lemons,  the  "citrous  fruits  of  Cali- 
fornia and  who  knows  what  else,  want 
their  share.  Surely  it  will  not  be  pos- 
sible much  longer  to  persuade  a  con- 
trolling fraction  of  the  American  peo- 
ple that  they  can  accomplisli  an  appre- 
ciable rise  in  life  by  tugging  at  their 
boot-straps.  And  that  is  virtually 
what  high  protection  comes  to  the 
rainute  It  Is  extended  enough  to  be 
somewhere  near  fair.  So  long  as  it  is 
limited  and  says,  "Let  a  few  of  us  get 
rich  by  taxing  all  the  rest."  tliere  is 
some  fiscal  sense  in  it,  and  undoubted- 
ly profit  for  the  few.  But  when  the 
lemons  and  pineapples,  and  evervthing 
else  holler  for  their  share,  the  ciy  be- 
gins to  become,  "Let's  all  get  rich  by 
taxing  one  another."  and  that's  an  ef- 
fort of  the  country  to  lift  itself  by  the 
loot  straps,  and  of  course  that's  non- 
sense. 

Just  as  quickly  as  high  protection 
begins  to  he  so  distributed  r\s  to  make 
it  i^ecni  fair  it  becomes  ridiculous— too 
ridiculous  for  its  absurdity  to  be  con- 
cealed. But  it  never  is  fair,  because 
however  much  it  is  spread  out  there 
are  millions  of  people  who  can  got 
nothing  out  of  it  except  the  privilege 
of  contributing  to  the  profits  of  the 
rest.

the    August    Delineator.

sician, to  give  to  every  town  the  right 
to  protect  its  bal)les  before  they  are 
born.  We  believe  that  the  best  pre- 
ventive of  physical  defects  in  seaoul 
children,  of  tuberculosis,  of  impure 
milk  as  well  as  of  Infant  mortality,  is 
the  eilucation  of  the  mother.  The  De- 
lineator conference  Is  a  permanent 
conforenie  composed  of  and  directed 
by  all  those  doctors,  teachers,  mothers 
aiid  public-spirited  citizens  who  are 
Working  for  the  physical  welfare  of 
children. 

riie  conference  works  through  the 
maga/.ine  by  telling  tlie  story  of  tlie 
best  work  that  is  being  done  for 
babies.  The  conference  works  outside 
the  magazine  through  correspondence 
courses  with  health  <jfficers,  teachers, 
clubwomen  and  motliers  on  how  to 
start  classes  for  mothers.

With  Long  Stems. 

Roses   v.ill    flourisii      better     for      the 

amateur    gardener    if    she      cuts     them 

freriuently   and   with   long   stems.     Tl;e 

natural    inclination    to    ses'er    blossoms 

with  sh.>rt  stalks  does  not  benefit  the 
plant,  and  it  is  far  belter  to  cut  off  a 
joint  than  not  to  prune  enough  says  an 
exchange. 

The  manner  of  cutting  ropes  has 
much  to  do  witli  the  way  tliey  flourisii. 
One  does  not  sec  a  professii>nal  gar- 
dener iiut  ills  knife  close  to  the  blos- 
soms. It  goes  well  down  on  the  wood, 
with  the  result  that  the  plant  is  made 
sturdier  and  puts  forth  m..)re  shoots 
than  if  allowed  to  spindle  into  wood 
and    leaves. 

There  must  be  no  hesitation  in  sac- 
rificing a  prospective  rose  to  one  well 
developed,  if  the  forme*-  is  close  to  the 
latter. 

Each  little  leaf  that  assumes  a  red- 
dish tinge  as  it  opens  first  indicates 
a  coming  blossom.  When  this  is  lo- 
cated .sufficiently  far  from  tlie  devel- 
oped rose  to  Insure  a  good  stem  for 
the  latter  it  must  be  cared  for  and  per- 
mitted  to   grow. 

Always,  in  cutting,  the  severing 
should  be  just  aliove  a  joint.  There  is 
jio  object  In  leaving  a  straiglit  stem 
several  Inches  above  a  shoot.  An  inch 
is  suffiicent.  and  then  the  plant's 
strength    is    concentrated    for    flowers.

Rev.  Coyle  Pleads  for  Abofi- 

tion  of  Sale  of  Alcohohc 

Beverages. 

"The  Saloon  as  a  Factor  In  Our  Civic 
Life  "  was  the  subject  of  Rev.  Campt>ell 
Coyle's  sermon  at  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian church  last  night.  He  made  a 
strong  plea  for  the  abolition  of  alco- 
holic beverages,  comparing  the  saloon 
to  a  ferocious  wild  beast,  its  jaws 
dripping  with   human   blood. 

The  minister  said  tlie  saloon  was 
the  cause  of  100,000  deaths  in  the 
United  States  alone  each  year,  or  an 
average  of  275  each  day.  Some  die 
from  alcoholic  poisoning  and  others 
commit  suicide,  he  said.  He  declared 
that  everything  in  the  country  is  suf- 
fering from  the  influence  of  the  sa- 
loon— manhood,  seholarsliip,  business, 
character  and   the   Lord's  day. 

"The  saloon  always  sits  close  beside 
the  theater,"  said  Rev.  Coyle.  "The 
saloon  and  the  brothel  are  Siamese 
tv\  ins,  nourished  by  the  same  blood, 
and  bound  by  the  same  life.  It  lays 
Its  fingers  upon  the  father  and  the 
mother,  on  the  brother  and  sister,  and 
crouches  beside  the  cradle  to  claim  the 
new-born  life.  Not  a  single  noble  in- 
stitution, from  the  school  to  the  church 
;  It  has  not  harmed.  It  has  laid  Its 
'  liands  upon  politics.  The  most  terri- 
ble institution  in  the  land  is  the  sa- 
loon, and  we  should  mass  ourselves 
against  It.  Let  us  systematically  tell 
the  bovs  and  girls  that  it  leads  to  the 
abyss  of  hell.  Let  us  banish  the  wine 
cup  from  the  home.  Drink  in  the  home 
is  more  dangerous,  where  there  are 
those  things  that  throw  about  it  the 
beautiful  garment  of  respectabllit.v.  Let 
us  vote  against  It.  The  Democratic 
and  Republican  parties  have  systemat- 
ically ignored  this,  one  of  the  greatest 
issues  of  American   politics."

He  said  the  negligence  laws  are  an- 
tiquated and  not  suited  to  present  con- 
ditions, and  much  money  will  be  saved 
employer  and  employe  by  keeping  liti- 
gation down  and  settling  differences  on 
an  equitable  basis.  The  days  of  strife 
between  the  employer  and  employe  are 
fast  passing,  he  said,  aj>d  capital  and 
labor  are  getting  on  to  a  mutual 
ground  -where  they  can  agree  amicably 
on  questions  of  moment  to  each  other. 
Mr.  McEwen  said  that  there  is  neces- 
sarily a  great  waste  of  money  on  the 
part  of  both  employer  and  employe  In 
expensive  litigation  and  all  can  be 
prevented  by  such  a  law  as  that  pro- 
posted  by  tlie  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

Mr.  Dodge  gave  a  history  of  the  or- 
der and  the  \^ork  it  Is  doing  in  all  parts 
of  the  country.  Mr.  Morrisey  spoke  In 
behalf  of  the  home  for  aged  and  dis- 
abled trainmen  being  erected  at  High- 
land Park,  111. 

Mr.  Harrigan  predicted  that  .  the 
membership  of  the  order  in  the  United 
States  will  be  doubled  within  the  next 
few  years.

P.  D.  Norton,  of  Hettinger, 
former  chief  clerk  of  the  house,  while 
here  stated  that  tlie  farmers  v.ould  be 
in  the  fields  about  Tuesday  or  VV'ednes- 
<iay  cutting  wheat  in  case  tiie  bright 
weather   held  up. 

Tlie  work  of  harvesting  wheat  in  the 
Northern  sections  of  the  state  is  some- 
what later  than  in  the  southwestern 
section,  but  operations  vviU  be  general 
by  Aug    15. 

Past    Week   Favorable. 

The  past  week  was  a  very  good  one 
for  the  crops  In  the  nortliern  section 
of  the  state,  as  the  bright  weather, 
so  much  needed,  prevailed  from  the 
opening   to    tlie    close    of   tiie   week. 

In  the  east  central  and  south  central 
sections,  however,  a  great  deal  of  dam- 
age was  done  by  heavy  storms.  The 
hall  storms  that  were  experienced  in 
Gi-iggs,  Benson,  Ransome  and  Ben- 
son counties  were  very  heavy,  and  the 
damage  will  be  the  largest  of  the  year 
from  hail. 

All  kinds  of  garden  vegetables  are 
coming  along  splendidly.  A  great  many 
potatoes  liave  been  planted  this  year 
and  the  present  season's  product, 
which  is  already  on  the  market  prom- 
ises to  be   exceptionally  large. 

Sunday  there  was  a  (luite  general  fall 
of  rain  over  the  state  wnich,  if  fol- 
lowed by  hot  weather,  will  prove  very 
beneficial  as  tlie  ground  was  rather 
dry  up  to  the  time  the  rain  fell.

Keweenaw  Copper  Company 

May  Open  Another  Shaft 

Near  Medora. 

Houghton.  Mich..  July  116. — A  new 
mine  on  the  amygdaloid  lode  at  the 
north  end  of  Keweenaw  county  will  be 
the-  probable  result  of  the  excellent 
showing  found  by  the  Keweenaw  Cop- 
per company  in  its  explorations  near 
Mandan  during  the  past  three  months. 
The  company  has  been  engaged  tor 
some  time  in  drilling  on  the  Keaisarge 
lode  near  tbe  old  Medora  sliaft,  and 
the  cores  brotight  up  are  rei)orted  to 
be  far  better  tlian  the  average  amyg- 
daloid   in   copper  contents. 

The  lode  is  now  uncovered  at  two 
points  by  test  pits,  wliicii  liave  reached 
the  vein  at  a  depth  of  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  feet  from  the  surface,  the  over- 
burden being  very  light.  In  botli  of 
these  pits  copper  in  commercial  «iuan- 
titics  have  been  found. 

Trenching  will  be  done  immediately 
at  all  points  upon  this  lode,  and  it  is 
possible    that    a    sluift    may    be    opened 


New  York,  July  2C. — Activity  con- 
tinues tliroughout  the  iron  and  steel 
intUistiy.  The  tendency  still  is  toward 
higher  prices,  but  there  is  more  or  less 
irregularity  and  in  some  lines  keen 
competition    prevails. 

The  buving  movement  in  pig  iron  in 
the  Ka.stern  territory  is  gaining  mo- 
mentum with  contracts  placed  last 
week  l\>v  foundry  and  basic  iron  ag- 
gregating Tu.OUO  tons,  made  up  of  35,- 
00(1  basic  and  40.000  foundry  grades. 
Nine-tenths  of  the  business  has  been 
in  Northern  iron,  the  orders  going 
mainly  to  Buffalo  and  Eastern  Penn- 
sylvania producers,  but  there  has  been 
moderate  sales  of  Virginia  iron  for  de- 
liverv  in  Connecticut.  Textile  macliin- 
erv  manufacturers  in  Massaclnisetts 
have  been  tlie  largest  individual  buy- 
ers taking  about  12.000  tons  at  about 
Sly  of  sliglitlv  under,  delivered, 
equivalent  to  $14.50  at  Buffalo,  but 
such  producers  are  now  asking  ?lo 
to  $15. ^.T  at  furnace.  The  principal 
feature,  however,  has  been  the  advance- 
in  basic  iron  from  $15.75  to  $17  de- 
livered,   10,000    tons  selling   at    the   out- 


side  price,    delivery    over   this   year. 

Billets  have  been  in  active  demand 
and  at  prices  $1  to  $2  per  ton  higher; 
11.000  tons  open-hearth  bringing  $25 
to  $26  at  the  iiiill.  Wagon  manufac- 
turers have  purchased  more  soft  steel 
bars,  while  carshops,  electrical  equip- 
ment manufacturers  and  railroad 
equipment  shops  have  placer  orders 
for  plain  structural  material  and  boiler 
manufacturers,  tank  makers,  locomo- 
tive builders  and  shipyards  have  placed 
additional  orders  for  steel  plates.  Steel 
bars  have  sold  mainly  at  $110,  but 
some  business  has  been  done  lower  and 
small  lots  at  $1.35.  I'l.ain  structural 
sliapes  as  well  as  plates  have  brought 
$1.30  to  $1.40  at  the  mill,  base.  Pitts- 
burg,   mainlv    at    the    inside   price. 

It  is  notable  that  while  plain  ma- 
terial has  been  bringing  more  money, 
prices  of  fabricated  steel  liave  con- 
tinued very  ragged.  Contracts  for 
fabricated  steel  during  the  week  ag- 
gregated  36,000   tons. 

Wrought  iron  has  been  advanced  $2 
per  ton  in  the  East  and  an  advance  in 
steel  pipe  is  expected  soon  in  cast 
products.

About  a  year  ago,  he  re- 
pented, and  was  again  received  into  the 
Catholic  church,  togetlier  with  a  num- 
ber of  the  influential  members  of  the 
independent  congregation.  Since  that 
time  the  cliurch  has  had  a  hard  time, 
and  the  sale  win  probably  mean  the 
end  of  the  n.ovement.

Texas  is  no  longer  that  wild  and 
woolly  portion  of  the  country  tliat  his- 
tory painted  the  Lone  Star  state,  not 
so  many  years  ago.  On  the  contrary 
Mr.  Lockbee  says  that  the  Texas  of 
today  IS  more  on  the  order  of  one  of 
tile  oldest  settled  of  the  Eastern  states. 
The  soutliweslern  trend  of  immigra- 
tion is  responsible  for  the  great 
changes  that  iiave  taken  place  m 
Texas,  according  to  Mr.  Lockbee.  An- 
otl.er  thing  tiiai  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  modernizing  -ji  Texas,  is  the 
auto.  Witii  the  rapid  settlement  of  the 
slate  has  come  the  automobile,  succeed- 
ing tile  bucking  bronciio  and  tlie  stage 
and  marking  the  latest  cliapter  in  the 
deevlopnient  of  tlie  largest  state  in  the 
cluster. 

"Down  in  Dallas  tliey  have  the 
taxicab  and  the  latest  racing  cars," 
says  Mr  Lockbee.  "Not  only  that,  but 
the  auto  stage  has  really  taken  the 
place  of  ttie  old  stage  of  early  Texas 
history.  Hotels,  that  in  years  gone  by. 
were  the  places  where  the  stages 
changed  their  panting  steeds,  are  now 
remodeled  and  are  called  inns.  Here 
the  auto  of  the  rancher  and  the 
parties  from  the  city  stoi),  and  I  tell 
you  that  these  inns  are  doing  a  large 
business. 

"Many  of  these  inns  are  on  roads 
that  are  routes  chosen  by  autoists. 
They  receive  the  patronage  of  the  auto 
driver,  of  many  parties  that  come 
from  the  cities  on  tours  through  the 
state. 

"You  may  know  that  the  days  of  the 
big  ranch  in  Texas  have  passed.

"Sure,  many  of  the  people  of  Texas 
still  love  the  noble  horse;  there  are 
some  of  the  best  horses  in  tlie  entire 
country  right  down  there;  but  the  auto 
has  come  to  stay,  and  in  a  state  as  big 
as  Texas  It  is  a  right  liandy  way  of 
traveling.  The  farmers  down  our  way 
have  teleidiones  and  automobiles. 
They  come  to  town  wlien  they  feel  like 
It.  They  call  up  their  neighbors  and 
plan  parties  and  good  times.  Those 
ranchers  of  the  older  days  have  money, 
for  they  have  sold  their  land  at  good 
prices,  and  they  are  now  enjoying  the 
ijleasures  of  life. 

"Yes.  you  may  be  sure  that  Texas 
has  changed  mlglitily  in  these  few 
year.s.  You  don't  see  the  cowboy  any 
more;  rather  you  see  the  gentleman 
rancher  and  his  automobile  of  a  late 
model.  The  roads  are  no  longer  sad- 
dle trails;  they  are  country  roads  of 
good  construction.  Distances  are  being

"A  slight  improvement  In  the  tone 
of  the  copper  market  is  noted.  Prices 
were  offered  down  early  this  week  to 
12''4  cents  for  electrolytic,  and  it  is  re- 
ported that  small  lots  of  lake  were 
sold  at  13 1^  cents.  At  present  lake  is 
about  13V2  cents  and  electrolytic  13i/4 
cents  per  pound.  The  improvement  in 
buying  demand  was  the  result  both  of 
further  gain  in  business  conditions  and 
the  resumption  of  bullisli  activity  in 
the  stock  markei.  The  copper  situa- 
tion is  improving  very  slowly,  but  the 
outlook,  viewed  from  a  long  range 
standpoint,  seems  to  be  decidedly 
favorable. 

"Some  one  who  iias  attempted  an 
analysis  of  the  .statistical  position  of 
copper  figures  it  out  that  surplus  sup- 
plies In  this  couitry  and  abroad  now 
amount  to  over  400,000,000  pounds.  I 
have  been  maklnf  a  careful  Investiga- 
tion of  the  situation  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  it  is  not  nearly  so  liad  as  It  ap- 
pears on  the  surface.  Practically  all 
of  the  producers  are  sold  out  up  to 
date,  and  some  of  them  have  disposed 
of  a  considerable  proportion  of  their 
August  copper.  Vo  producer  is  carry- 
ing more  than  two  or  three  months' 
production,  and  few  If  aay  of  the 
large  consumers  in  this  country  have 
bought  copper  fcr  later  than  Septem- 
her  delivery.  Sojne  of  the  foreign  con- 
sumers have  macie  purchases  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  their  Immediate  re- 
quirements; but  this  lias  been  thpir 
practice  for  man;.-  years  past  whenever 
jirices  were  low,  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  actual  world-wide  surplus  supplies 
of  copper  exceed  200.000,000  to  300.000  - 
OOO  pounds,  or  at  the  most  two  months' 
production. 

"With  the  unprecedentedly  large 
production  whicli  is  now  coming  to 
market  it  may  b€  three  or  four  months 
before  the  surpltis  is  entirely  disposed 
of;  but  there  cai  be  no  doubt  that  It 
will  di.sappear  liltlmately,  and  that 
after  the  first  cf  the  year  consump- 
tion will  again  exceed  production.  Al- 
though there  is  very  little  in  the  situa- 
tion to  warrant  the  belief  that  there 
will  be  an  immediate  advance  in  metal 
prices,  tliere  is  every  reason  to  expect 
a  gradual  and  sveady  gain.  When  in- 
dustrial progress  gets  In  full  swing 
again  there  will  be  a  tremendously 
heavy  demand  for  copper  for  electrical 
and  other  uses,  and  Its  price  will  ad- 
vance despite  tns  heavy  production."

"Insurgents"  in  the  House 

Send  Committee  to  Call 

on  Payne. 

Washingtonfl,  July  26. — Aroused  by 
Representative  Payne's  insistence  upon 
free  hides,  the  "insurrection"  element 
in  the  house,  which  is  fighting  against 
the  free  raw  material  jirogram,  held  a 
meeting  today  w'hich  brought  out  more 
radical  speeches  than  liave  former 
meetings  of  the  tariff  "insurgents."  A 
committee  consisting  of  Representa- 
tives Gains  of  West  Virginia,  Mondell 
of  Wyoming  and  Kennedy  of  Ohio, 
called  upon  Mr.  Payne  and  urged 
agaiuFt  the  free  raw  materials  program- 
While  apparently  assured  that  coal 
and  ire'ii  ore  would  not  be  placed  on  tho 
free  list,  the  cojumittee  was  gi\en  to 
understand  tliat  the  chairman  of  the 
v.avs  and  means  committee  would  insist 
opon  free  hides  and  the  house  rates  on 
shoes  and   Icatlier. 

There  was  practically  no  effort  in  the 
house  todav  to  canvass  the  situation  as 
to  tlie  po.vsibility  of  adopting  a  rule 
wliich  would  permit  the  conference 
committee  to  place  a  lowcr  duly  on 
sho«s  and  leather  than  either  the  house 
or  senate  rates.  The  tariff  "insurgents'* 
would  not  say  anything  as  to  what  at- 
titude tliey  will  take  when  the  confer- 
ence report  is  broiiglit  into  the  house.

Washouts  Did  Not  hterfere 

With  Ore  Shipments  to 

Any  Extent 

Shipping  Season  Is  at  Its 
Height  Business  Rush- 
ing in  AD  Lines. 


Newspapers  at  ports  down  thfi  lakes 
will  have  it  taht  the  washouts  on  the 
Missabe  and  Iron  Range  railroads  were 
the  worst  in  years,  that  ore  shipments 
are  greatly  delayed  and  that  the  local 
harbor  is  full  of  light  boats  waiting 
to  be  loaded.  They  say  that  the  tleup 
is  one  of  the  worst  in  years  and  that 
it  will  seriously  interfere  with  the 
season's  shipping  record  when  as  a 
matter  of  fact  tho  .Mlissable  road  was 
tied  up  but  a  few  hours  and  the  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  about  the  same 
length    of   time. 

There  are  no  light  boats  in  the  har- 
bor waiting  for  loads  and  everything  is 
going  on  as  usual.  The  washouts  did 
not  affect  shipping  and  ore  is  coming 
down  as  fast  as  at  any  time  during 
the  present  season.  The  mines  are  not 
flooded     and     work     has     suffered     but 

little  delay. 

•      •      * 

The  shipping  season  is  now  at  its 
heighth. 

Coal  cargoes  have  been  scarce  up 
till  this  time  but  are  now  offered 
freely.  Very  few  boats  are  coming  up 
the    lakes   light. 

Ore  is  moving  at  a  great  rate  and 
the  boats  are  being  pushed  through  for 
as   many   trips  as   possible. 

The  package  freighters  are  doing  a 
rushing  business  and  the  amount  of 
lumber  being  shipped  to  lower  lake 
ports  Is  surprising  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  branch  of  the  lake  trade  has 
not  been  what  might  be  called  rushing 
for   several    years  past. 

The  passenger  business  is  not  so 
good  as  last  year.  Boat  agents  at- 
tribute this  to  the  fact  that  with  the 
increasing  good  times  people  have  not 
the  lime  to  travel  as  they  had  a  year 
ago.  Last  year  was  one  of  the  poor- 
est shipping  years  in  history,  and  tlie 
passenger  boats  were  overcrowded. 
There  have  been  several  boats  added 
to  tlie  lines  this  year  and  It  may  be 
that  the  business,  while  just  as  large. 
Is  divided   up  to  a   greater  extent.

Gov.  Comer   Sends   Special 

Message  to  Alabama 

Legislature. 

Stricter  Prohibition  Laws  Are 

Needed  hi  That  State, 

He  Declares. 


Montgomery,  Ala.,  July  27. — In  a 
message  to  the  legislature  today.  Gov- 
ernor B.  B.  Ctmer  advises  making 
prohibition  conslltutior-al,  because  the 
members  wlio  enacted  tlie  present  law 
had  In  mind  fixing  legislation  so  that 
the  state  would  never  again  have  sa- 
loons or  liquor  licenses.  In  his  opinion, 
prohibition  should  be  disposed  of  so 
tliat  it  will  not  be  recurrent  at  every 
election,  and  become  a  disturbing  fac- 
tor in  the  politics  of  the  state. 

Necessity  for  further  statutory  pro- 
hibition acts  are  found,  the  governor 
thinks,  in  the  ff.ct  that  In  many  sec- 
tions tlie  law  has  been  disregarded 
and  defied.  It  las  become  almost  a 
question,  he  arj.  ues.  whetlier  whisky 
shall  dominate  tlie  state,  or  the  state 
control  whisky.  He  deplores  tlie  effort 
to  defeat  the  laws  by  spending  monev, 
and  thinks  it  a  sad  state  of  affairs 
when  citizens  ha'-e  to  organize  law  and 
order  leagues  to  enforce  tlie  laws  that 
officers  are  paid   to  enforce. 

In  conclusion  Governor  Comer  says 
that  when  officers  of  tlie  law  commer- 
cialize themselves,  anarchy  ie  drawing 
near.

Berkelej',  Cal.,  July  27. — Before  a 
number  of  professors  at  the  University 
of  California  today  Dr.  D.  D.  Mac- 
Dougal,  formerlj    connected   with    the 

Carnegie  institute  and  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  announced  that 
he  had  produced  unique  results  by  the 
use  of  chemicals   upon   plants. 

He  said  that  by  spraying  the  pollen 
of  the  parent  pi  tnt  with  solutions  of 
calcium  and  iodine  he  has  produced 
radical  changes  in  the  derivatives,  and 
hybriding  the  derivatives  with  natural 
plants  of  tlie  sane  species  he  has  ob- 
tained otiier  varvlng  results.  He  an- 
nounced that  he  had  taken  plants  with 
coarse  serrated  leaves  and  wltli 
chemicals  bad  produced  plants  with 
leaves    of   fine    aid   .smooth    texture. 

Dr.  MacDougal  was  formerly  in 
charge  of  the  .Vew  York  botanical 
grounds  and  later  was  connected  with 
the   University    of    Minnesota.

TO  BE  HEARD 


The  adjourned  term  of  federal  court 
will  be  held  beginning  Sept.   7. 

The  most  interesting  of  the  cases  to 
come  up  at  that  time  will  be  that  of 
John  n.  Bartow  vs.  Joseph  Sell  wood, 
the  Leetonla  Mining  company,  Brad- 
ford Mining  company,  and  the  Cass 
Lake  Mining  company. 

Bartow,  in  his  complaint,  claims  that 
in  March  of  1905  he  owned  3,000  shares 
of  the  capital  st6ck  of  the  Leetonla 
Mining  company.  He  claims  that  Capt. 
Sell  wood  and  his  associates  in  the 
mining  business  appropriated  the  stock

Bartow  also  claims  that  the  stock 
was  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  misap- 
propriation worth  $150,000.  He  asks 
that  he  be  granted  $150,000,  the  value 
of  the  stock,  together  with  interest  on 
the  amount  from  March,  1905. 

In  Ilia  separate  answer  to  the  com- 
plaint of  the  plaintiff,  Capt.  Sellwood 
sets  forUi  and  alleges  that  Mr.  Bartow 
was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Drake, 
Bartow  &  Co.  This  company  transact- 
ed its  business  in  lh6  city  of  Cleve- 
land Ohio,  and  was  on  the  order  of  an 
ore  brokerage  office.

SPANISH  DEALERS 

Washington.  July  27.— Shrewd  Amer- 
ican importers  have  placed  speculative 
Spanish  almond  dealers  in  a  somewhat 
uncomfortable  position  by  taking  ad- 
vantage of  early  reports  of  a  short 
yield  of  the  almi.>nd  crop  in  Italy, 
writes  American  Cunsul  Caughy  of  Ma- 
laga, Si)ain.  Deviating  from  the  usual 
custom  of  never  dealing  in  futures, 
tlie  Americans  made  several  large  con- 
tracts for  almond.s  with  Spanish  spec- 
ulators who.  It  appears,  were  not  too 
well  informed  as  to  the  prospects  of 
the   Spanish   crop.

Washington.  July  27. — Adopting  a 
concurrent  resolution  empowering  the 
president  to  transmit  to  the  governors 
of  the  various  states  copies  of  the 
resolution  heretofore  adopted  by  con- 
gress authorizing  an  amendment  to  the 
Con.Ntitucion  relative  to  the  levying  of 
an  Income  tax,  the  senate  yesterday 
adjourned    until    next   Thursday. 

Tlie  postponement  of  the  next  meet- 
ing day  for  so  long  a  period  was  gen- 
erally "construed  as  indicating  the  pos- 
sibility of  delay  In  receiving  the  re- 
port on  the  tariff  bill  from  the  con- 
ference committee,  but  it  was  pointed 
out  that  even  if  the  report  should  go 
to  the  house  today,  it  could  not  reach 
the  senate  before  Thursday,  and  It 
would   not   be  expected   even   then. 

The  house  today  agreed  to  the  sen- 
ate concurrent  resolution  authorizing 
tlie  president  to  transmit  fortliwith  to 
the  governors  of  the  several  states  a 
copy  of  the  resolution,  recently  adopt- 
e<l,  "embodving  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  regarding  the 
imposition   of   an    intome   tax.

ON  SCENE  OF  STORM. 


Houston,  Tex..  July  27. — That  fifteen 
persons  were  killed  and  the  town  of 
Bastrop  Bay,  fourteen  miles  '  from 
Angleton,  Tex.,  devastated  and  that  the 
few  suryivors  are  barely  subsisting 
on  a  scant  supply  of  sea  food,  was 
the  report  brought  to  Houston  late 
yesterdav  bv  Capt.  Pat  Benson.

The  aldermen  had  their  plans  for 
meeting  the  difficulty  of  providing  for 
the  repair  of  the  damage  due  to  the 
recent  storm  pretty  well  defined  before 
llie  session  opened  last  evening  and 
thus  the  most  important  part  of  the 
evening's  business  was  disposed  of  in 
short  order.  The  most  important 
move  was  the  resolution  authorizing 
the  renewal  of  the  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  board  of  public 
works,  which  were  to  liave  fallen  due 
July  31  of  this  year.  They  will  be 
extended  to  Dec.  31,  and  since  at  that 
time  new  certificates  can  be  issued  on 
the  1S>10  ta.K  levy,  this  practically 
means  that  the  board  of  public  works 
has  the  full  amount  of  the  certificates, 
$ir.,OuOO    with    which    to    work. 

Alderman  Moure  proposed  the  second 
relief  measure  in  the  form  of  a  resolu- 
tion providing  for  the  circulation  of  a 
petition  for  the  paving  of  seven  of  the 
hillside  avenues  in  the  central  part  of 
the  city.  The  board  of  public  works 
was  instructed  to  circulate  petitions 
for  the  pavement  of  Fourteenth,  Fif- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  avenues  east 
from  London  road  to  Fourth  street. 
Ninth  avenue  east  from  Superior  street 
to  Fourth  street.  Second  avenue  east 
from  Michigan  street  to  Fourth  street. 
Fourth  avenue  west  from  Second  street 
to  Fourth  street,  and  Third  avenue 
West  from  Second  street  to  Third 
street.  This  is  the  biggest  paving 
resolution  \vhieh  has  passed  the  council 
for  some  time.  Alderman  Moore  said 
that  he  did  not  have  any  doubt  but 
that  the  requisite  number  of  signers 
could  be  obtained  on  nearly  all  of  the 
avenues    in   question. 

In  addition  to  these  propositions,  a 
resolution  was  introduced  by  Alder- 
man Shartel  suggesting  to  property 
owners  that  it  would  be  a  public- 
spirited  act,  in  view  ol  the  impoverisiied 
condition  of  the  city  funds,  for  each 
land  holder  in  the  city  to  make  such 
minor  repairs  as  he  could  to  the  public 
pioperty  adjoining    his   holdings.

An  amendment  of  the  electric  wire 
ordinance  was  introduced  by  Alder- 
man Moore  last  night  and  given  Its 
first  reading.  The  present  ordinance 
provides  for  the  burying  of  ■wires  but 
expressly  forliids  the  laying  of  wire 
conduits  ii\  tlie  streets.  It  has  been 
thown  by  the  street  railway  company 
that  it  is  Impracticable  for  them  to 
lury  their  feed  wires  unless  they  be 
permitted  to  do  so  in  the  streets,  and  the 
amendment  introduced  by  Mr.  Moore 
provides  that  they  may  lay  conduits  in 
Superior  street  east  of  Second  avenue 
east.

R.  C.  Krusclike  and  Isadore  Gom- 
berg,  affected  property  owenrs,  ap- 
peared before  the  council  last  evening 
to  protest  against  the  paving  of  Ding- 
wall street  between  Nineteenth  and 
Twentieth  avenues  east.  They  argued 
that  it  was  not  fair  to  single  out  this 
one  block  and  put  in  a  $3,000  pave- 
ment there  and  leave  the  rest  of  the 
street  unpavcd.  They  were  in  favor 
of  paving  three  blocks  between  Sev- 
enteenth and  Twentieth,  and  said  that 
when  they  signed  the  petition  that 
was  what  they  thought  would  be  done. 
H  A.  Sedgewick  and  George  Ebert 
appeared  for  the  property  owners  who 
desired  the  improvement,  and  the  dis- 
cosslon  involved  some  vigorous  re- 
partee between  Mr.  Sedgewick  and  the 
protesting  owners.

He  pointed  out  that  the  creek  flooded 
dangerously  even  now  and  that  addi- 
tional feeders  in  the  shape  of  storm 
sewers  would  greatly  endanger  prop- 
erty along  the  creek.  His  protest  was 
submitted  to  the  city  engineer  for  re- 
port.

The  application  for  the  renewal  of 
the  liquor  license  of  Charles  Boyle,  the 
West  Superior  street  restaurant  and 
li(!Uor  man,  was  received,  and  It 
looked  for  a  time  as  if  some  of  the 
fireworks  which  this  application  caused 
last  year,  might  be  forthcoming.  Al- 
derman Moore  called  for  a  separate 
vote  on  the  measure,  and  It  was  passed 
by  the  usual  majority.  Aldermen 
Gelchell,  McKnight,  Moe  and  Moore 
voting  against  a  renewal  of  .the 
license.  Another  campaign  against  the 
license  by  the  Civic  leaguers  w^as 
rumored,  but  it  failed  to  materialize 
last   night.

James  W.  Cummings.  the  discharged 
eleetrical  inspector,  appeared  before 
the  council  last  evening  and  protested 
against  the  conduct  of  some  of  the 
electrical  companies.  He  pointed  out 
that  with  an  adequate  crew  of  men  all 
wires  which  should  be  buried,  could  be 
l)laoed  in  conduits  in  two  weeks.  He 
said  that  much  of  the  conduit  vfork 
was  Improperly  done,  no  vent  pipes 
being  left  for  escaping  gas,  etc.  The 
council    took    no    action    on    his    report.

CLEYEUND  HAS 
SUICIDE  CLUB 

Factory  Employes  Are  Said 

to  Be  in  Pact  of  Self- 

Destruction. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  27. — A  club 
composed  of  disheartened  factory  em- 
ployes, advocating  suicide  as  the  only 
means  within  their  reach  of  attaining 
the  peace  of  mind  they  crave  and  to 
escape  the  torments  of  the  dally  grind, 
is  believed  to  exist  here.  The  fact 
was  advanced  by  the  parents  of  Misn 
Rebecca  Boeechek,  18  years  old,  who 
was  found  dead  in  Gordon  park  Sun- 


day. After  considering-  all  of  the  known 
circumstances  surrounding  her  death, 
this  is  the  only  theory  evolved. 

Relatives  believe  that  another  girl, 
a  companion  3f  Miss  Bosechek,  will 
commit  sulcid';  within  the  next  few 
days,  The  mother  of  the  second  girl 
admits  having  overheard  her  daughter 
and  Miss  Bosechek  planning  to  kill 
themselves. 

According  tD  those  who  know  of 
the  habits  of  Miss  Bosechek,  the  club 
consisted  of  six  girls,  four  j'oung  men 
and  a  man  and  his  wife.  Most  of  them 
are  employed  in  cloak  factories.  Sun- 
da.v,  after  the  death  of  Miss  Bose- 
chek became  known,  several  young 
men  and  women  called  at  the  Bose- 
chek home  to  obtain  books  and  news- 
paper ellpplngis  which  the  girl  had  in 
lier  room  and  which  she  would  not 
let  her  parents  see.  The  girl  is  known 
to  have  met  the  young  people  In  meet- 
ings held  at  various  places.  The 
group  la  known  to  have  read  morbid 
literature  and  discussed  death  as  the 
only   relief  for   their   woes. 

Miss  Bosecl-iek  shot  herself.  Her 
body  wan  found  In  a  clump  of  bushes. 


It  Is  believed  that  the  club  chose  heij 
by  lot  as  the  first  to  commit  suicide.

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THE  RESULT  OF  A  TEST. 

It  was  interesting,  and  not  a  little  surprising,  to  note 
from  City  Engineer  McGilvray's  report  of  the  condition 
-pf  the  city  pavements  after  the  storm  that  the  ability  of 
the  various  pnving  materials  to  withstand  the  severe  test 
of  the  flood   was  to  a  large  degree  in  inverse  ratio 
their    coitluicss.      At    any    rate,    tar    macadam,   which 
about  the  cheapest  pavement  used  in  the  city, 
of  the  test  better  than  any  other  material. 

Tar  macadam  is  "'no  great  shakes  for  beauty;"  neither 
is  it  a  pavement  to  be  ashamed  of,  either,  for  that  mat- 
ter:  but    for   service  and  durability  it  is   rather   hard  to 
boat.     Traciically  only  two  places  in  the  many  miles  of 
tar  macadam  streets  showed  any  damage  at  all,  and  in 
cases,  according   to  the  negineer's   report,  damage 
through  undermining  from  overburdened  sewers,  a 
which   hardly   any    kind  of   pavement  could  with- 
Telford  macadam,  if  Ninth  avenue  east  is  to  be 
as  a  sample  of  its  work,  will  not  do  at  all. 
These  things  are  worth   remembering,  and   so  is  the 
further  t.b.>ervation,  mentioned  in  The  Herald  last  night, 
that  the  storm  teaches  a  lesson  in  better  construction  of 
gutters.     With  the  exception  of  a  few  places  where  they] 
were  undermined  and  toppled  over,  the  cement  gutters 
suffered    no    damage    whatever,    while    wooden    gtitters 
wore  wiped  out  absolutely  and  stone  gutters  ceased  to  be 
Kuticr-  at  all  and  became  gullies. 

Incidviually,  in  this  connection,  heed  should  be  given 
to  the  appeal' of  the  city  council  to  public-spirited  citi- 
zens, asking  them  to  make  such  minor  repairs  of  side- 
walks and  gutters  as  they  can  until  the  city  is  able  to 
complete  its  large  task.  The  city  is  doing  very  well 
indeed,  and  its  officers  should  be  helped,  not  obstructed 
by  useless  complaints.  The  streets  have  been  made 
passable  except  where  rcpaving  is  absolutely  necessary, 
and  with  the  means  at  hand  excellently  efficient  work 
done.

IS  THE  CURB  TOO  TIGHT? 

One  of  the  chief  factors  in  the  making  of  the  life  in- 
surance scandals  that  led  to  the  unpleasant  revelations 
of  a  few  years,  which  in  turn  led  to  death  and  disgrace 
for  a  number  of  insurance  magnates,  was  the  habit  of 
"racing"  for  business  that  three  or  four  of  the  biggest 
insurance  companies  had  fallen  into. 

It  was  discovered,  in  the  investtRations  conducted 
by  Governor  Hughes  of  New  York,  that  these  companies 
had  led  each  other  such  a  mad  chase  in  the  pursuit  of 
new  business  that  many  very  grave  abuses  had  crept  in, 
and  that  out  of  them  scandalous  conditions  had  grown. 
So  among  the  laws  passed  by  the  new  York  legisla- 
ture, designed  to  put  the  life  insurance  business  in  that 
state  upon  a  sounder  and  safer  basis,  was  one  law  which 
limited  the  new  business  to  be  done  by  any  one  company 
in  a  year  to  $150,000,000.  This  is  a  good  deal  of  business 
in  itself,  and  the  maximum  is  so  high  that  it  can  apply 
only  to  a  few  companies,  while  the  great  majority  of 
companies  would  doubtless  be  delighted  with  such  a  law 
if  it  also  provided  some  way  of  bringing  them  anywhere 
near  the  maximum  of  new  business. 

The  big  companies  are  growing  restive  under  this 
restriction,  and  that  is  not  unnatural.  It  is  also  not 
unnatural  to  find  the  employes  of  these  companies  con- 
cerned about  the  law,  because  it  has  made  necessary  a 
large  curtailment  in  the  field  forces  that  have  been 
Soliciting  new  business.  Much  new  business  comes  to 
the  big  companies  by  mere  force  of  gravity,  simply  be- 
!  cause  they  are  big;  and  when  the  amount  of  new  busi- 
i  ness  to  be  done  is  limited  by  law  the  size  of  the  solicit- 
ing force  is  certain  to  be  limited  also. 

Now  the  evils  that  this  and  other  life  insurance  laws 
were  aimed  at  are  obvious  evils,  and  big  ones.    "Racing," 
such  as  the  big  companies  were  engaged  in  when  they 
were  caught  at  it,  was  a  bad  thing  for  the  policyholders 
and  for  the  public.     The  only  question  is  whether  or  not 
the  legislature  of  New  York  attacked  these  evils  in  just 
the  right  way  by  prescribing  a  limitation  upon  business. 
The    method    is    novel,    to    say    the    least,    and    it    has 
never  been  applied  to  any  other  business,  nor  has  it  be- 
fore been  applied  to  the  life  insurance  business.     It  would 
be  resented  very  deeply  by  those  engaged  in  any  line  of 
business.    Also  the  public  may  have  a  direct  interest  in 
it.     Presumably   if  a  man  sought  life  insurance  in   one 
of  the  big  companies,  he  would  be  barred  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  if  at  the  time  of  his  application  the 
company  had  reached  the  legal  maxinmm  of  new  business. 
Yet  he  might  believe  the  company  to  which  he  applied  to 
be  the  safest  in  the  business,  and  he  might  resent  being 
into   diverting  his  application    to  a   smaller   con-

Thousands  of  people  must  liave  thrown 
their     watches    and     clocks     into    Lake 
Superior    wlien    only    6,185    are    on    the 
assfcstior's   books.     The  jewelers  of  Du- 
luth   will    soon    go    into    bankruptcy    if 
they    have    sold    but    $39,787    worth     of 
jewelry  in  all  the  years  tliey  have  been 
In   business   here. 

'Tis  more  than  passing  strange  how 
people  get  around,  how  articles  are 
delivered,  and  how  the  work  of  horses 
is  done,  when  but  2,470  horses  are 
owned  in  tlie  city  and  the  stock  market 
must  be  neglected  when  tliere  Is  but 
11,051,632  invested  in  stocks  and  bonds 
other   llian    bank   stocks. 

For  one  tiling,  the  assessors  may  be 
commended.  They  did  not  miss  the 
dogs.  Out  of  a  total  of  2,000,  one- 
fourth,  or  518,  on  the  books,  means 
that  more  people  have  owned  up  to 
ownership  of  canines  than  one  would 
suppose.  But  dogs  are  not  assessed  at 
as  much  as  automobiles  and  watciies 
and  stocks  and  bonds  and  things,  and 
perliaps  they  owned  up  to  the  dogs 
that  the  assessor's  attention  miglit  be 
diverted  from  the  more  valuable  pos- 
sessions.

On  the  wdiole,  it  doesn't  seem  to  be  the  best  way  of 
regulating  the  insurance  business.  Restrictions  as  to 
the  character  of  policies,  the  character  of  expenditures, 
the  methods  of  getting  new  business  and  the  methods 
of  handling  insurance  trust  funds,  cannot  be  made  too 
strict.  Certainly  mere  restriction  of  volume  of  business, 
without  restriction  as  to  methods,  would  be  utterly  futile. 
Given  proper  restrictions  as  to  methods,  there  seems  to 
be  a  reasonable  question  whether  restriction  of  the  vol- 
ume of  business  adds  any  further  security,  and  whether, 
in  view  of  the  possibility  of  this  restriction  extending  to 
other  lines  of  business,  the  precedent  is  a  good  one.

GOOD  ROADS  OR  GOOD  ROAD? 

Some  of  those  in  the  rural  districts  of  this  state  who 
oppose  the  state  highway  commission  plan  of  road-mak- 
ing believe  that  its  object  is  to  build  great  trunk  high- 
w:iys   leading   out    from    the   Twin    Cities,   and   intended 
chielly    tor    the    benefit    of   automobile-owners.      Perhaps 
there  are  a  few  city  people  who  look  upon  it  in  that  light, 
too.     But  both  are   mistaken.     So  long  as  the  railroads 
can  carry  freight  long  distances  cheaper  than  it  can  be 
carried  by  wag-jns,  there  is  no  need  for  trunk  highways 
except  as  they  may  be  brought  about  as  a  resttlt  of  road- 
making  for  local  purpo.^c3.      If   the  state  highway  com- 
mission   has    any   trunk   line    project   in   mind,   it   should 
either  drop  it  or  relegate  it  to  some  time  in  the  future 
when    roads   built    to   serve   the   farmers'    purposes   com- 
bine  themselves  naturally   to   produce   such   trunk  lines. 
Nor   do    we   believe    that    the    highway   commission    has 
any  such  projects  seriously  in  mind. 

Pennsylvania  is  making  that  mistake,  however.  It 
has  appropriated  $3,000,U00  to  be  spent  during  the  next 
two  years,  and  all  of  it  is  going  into  the  construction 
of  a  good  road  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg  and  on  to 
the  Ohio  state  line.  The  distance  Is  to  be  about  360 
miles,  which  makes  the  average  cost  per  mile  ?8,300. 
This  plan  will  accomplish  good  rcstdts  only  in  so  far 
IS  this  magnificent  trunk  highway  can  be  made  to  serve 
.ocal  purpose  by  affording  the  farmers  good  roadways 
:o  their  nearest  markets.  Beyond  that  use,  the  expense 
.s  practically  wasted.

new  election  law  in  that  state  is  unconstitutional  has  a 
curious  notion  of  what  constitutes  "freedom  in  voting." 

The  statue  which  has  been  rejected  by  the  court  after 
it  had  been  approved  by  the  people,  the  legislature  and 
the  governor  is  known  as  the  Donohue  non-partisan  ju- 
diciary election  law.  It  provides  for  the  election  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  district  court,  the 
regents  of  the  state  university  and  the  county  judges 
upon  a  separate  ballot,  and  requires  that  where  nomina- 
tions for  judicial  offices  are  made  by  petition  not  more 
than  500  of  the  1,0(X)  signers  can  be  residents  of  the  same 
county.  All  such  ofJicers  were  to  be  nominated  without 
regard  to  partisanship,  so  far  as  the  law  can  make  it  so, 
and  elected  upon  the  same  basis. 

The  importance  of  a  non-partisan  judiciary  is  so  great 
that  a  scrotiny  of  the  decision  is  interesting.  If  partisan- 
ship is  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  election  of  a  candidate 
to  any  office  within  the  gift  of  the  people,  surely  it  is 
not  sufficient  as  to  judges.  Indeed,  it  would  work  for  a 
better  judiciary  if  party  politics  had  no  concern  what- 
ever with  the  nomination  or  election  of  judges.  Meas- 
ures to  this  end  have  been  proposed  in  the  Minnesota 
legislature  many  times,  and  they  have  had  good  support

"As  an  example  of  high  grade  road  building  to  the 
rest  of  the  state  it  is  of  doubtful  value,  because  of  its 
very  excellence.  Few  counties  and  fewer  townships 
could  or  would  feel  able  or  inclined  to  duplicate  it 
locally.  On  the  contrary,  on  account  of  its  cost,  it  places 
an  argument  in  the  mouths  of  those  opposing  the  good 
roads  movement  calculated  to  create  adverse  opinion, 
better  would  be  a  distribution  of  this  money  on  a 
mile,  to  such  counties  as  would 
of  their  own  money.  This  would 
provide  for  1,5(X)  miles  of  excellent  roads;  as  $4,000  a 
mile  spent  on  present  highways  would  make  a  really 
good  road  where  road  material  is  as  abundant  as  it  is  in 
Pennsylvania.  This  is  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted 
elsewhere,  and  it  is  found  not  only  to  stimulate  the  desire 
for  good  roads,  but  it  enables  any  and  all  parts  of  the 
state  to  be  equally  benefited." 

This  is  sound  reasoning,  and  the  plan  suggested  by 
Mr.  Windsor  is  the  plan  that  Minnesota  should  adopt.

The  point  upon  which  the  Nebraska  court  has  decided 
against  this  interesting  and  promising  law  is  that  the 
provision  that  no  more  than  half  of  the  signers  to  a 
nominating  petition  can  live  in  the  same  county  "so 
hinders  and  obstructs  the  free  exercise  of  the  franchise 
by  the  electors  of  the  state  as  to  be  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution." 

Something  seems  to  be  the  matter  either  with  this 
court  or  this  Constitution.  The  non-partisan  judiciary 
idea  should  not  fail  to  appeal  to  the  members  of  any 
tribunal;  and  it  ought  to  appeal  with  so  much  force  that 
a  law  providing  for  it  would  be  sustained  if  possible,  and 
not  rejected  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  provision  that  signers  to  a  nominating  petition 
must  be  scattered  over  the  district  from  which  the  judge 
is  to  be  elected  seems  a  wise  one.     So  far  from  hinder- 
ing the  free  exercise  of  the  franchise,  it  seems  to  facili- 
tate  free   exercise   of  the   franchise   by   giving   a   wider 
circle  of  voters   a   voice  in  nominations.      For  instance, 
suppose  supreme  court  judges  in  Minnesota  were  nomi- 
nated by  petition  instead  of  by  party  conventions,  and 
suppose    there    were    no    such    restriction    as    the    one 
objected  to  by  the  Nebraska  court.    A  candidate  living  in 
Minneapolis    or    St.    Paul    could    fdl    his    petition    in    his 
home  town,   while   a   candidate  living  in   a   small   town 
would  have  to  scurry  over  a  widfe  territory  to  get  enough 
signers.    The  result  of  that  would  be  that  the  Twin  Cities 
would  furnish  all  the  judges,  arid  the  cotintry  districts 
would  have  no  representation  on  the  bench  of  the  high- 
est court  in   the  state.     This  wouldn't  be  right,  and  it 
wouldn't  be  desirable. 

The  point  is  that  it  is  becoming  rather  disgusting 
to  have  laws  which  the  people  desire,  which  conditions 
demand,  and  which  are  forced  through  reluctant  legisla- 
tures after  a  long  struggle,  wiped  out  by  the  courts.  The 
courts  were  not  intended  to  be  the  lawmaking  power  in 
this  country;  but  by  the  persistent  overworking  of  that 
dread  word  "unconstitutional"  they  are  getting  to  be 
the  only  lawmaking  power  worth  while.

It  is  also 
claimed  that  he  urged  her  to  leave  her 
liusband  and  ehildrtti,  saying  .hat  he 
wi>uld  secure  a  divorce  and  would  mar- 
ry her,  after  which  she  would  be  able 
to  live  in  greater  luxury  than  Larson's 
humble   means   could   furnish. 

Larson  and  his  wife  were  married  at 
Raciuf,  Wis..  Oct.  12,  IS.97.  They  have 
three  children,  the  oldest  10  years  of 
age  and  the  youngest  7  years  old.  Mr. 
Larson  is  35  years  old  and  a  carpen- 
ter,  and  his  wife   is  2S   years  old. 

Thiel  and  his  wife  first  became 
acquainted  in  1903,  Larson  says,  and 
the  trouble  Immediately  began.  Thiel 
visited  the  Larson  home  during  the 
working  hours  of  the  day,  Larson  says, 
and  also  induced  Mrs.  Larson  to  visit 
his  studio.

Kennedy  dropjied  Into  the  situation 
like  a  bolt  from  a  clear  sky -and  told 
a  frank,  straightforward  story  of  some 
of  the  incidents  prior  to  the  shooting, 
which  had  been  not  mentioned  by  any 
of  the  young  officers  who  already  had 
testified. 

Though  an  eye  witness  to  the  earlier 
encounter  between  Sutton  and  Lieut. 
Adams  on  the  night  the  former  was 
shot,  Kennedy's  name  has  not  been 
mentioned  by  the  witnesses  concerned 
in  the  affair.  His  testimony  supported 
the  contention  of  Sutton's  mother  and 
sister  that  Sutton  did  not  seek  the 
figlits  with  Adams  and  tiie  other  of- 
ficers. In  attacking  his  credibility, 
Maj.  Leonard,  the  judge  advocate,  went 
into  the  private's  record  and  sliowed 
he  had  been  disciplined  on  several  oc- 
casions In  the  service. 

Tuld  to  Iveep  Q.ulet. 
Kennedy  said  he  had  Vieen  reluctant 
to  mention  his  part  in  the  affair  be 
cause  Lieutenants  Utley  and  Adams, 
his  superiors,  had  both  admonished 
hlni  on  the  morning  following  the 
shooting  to  keep  quiet. 

On  his  way  to  relieve  a  sentry  at  1 
in  the  morning  of  the  shooting  he  had 
come  upon  Sutton,  Adams,  Uslerman 
and  Utley  In  an  angry  argument,  he 
said.  Adams  was  in  his  shirt  sleeves 
ready  for  a  fight  and  Sutton  had  ac- 
costed him,  Kennedy  said,  and  asked 
him  to  hold  his  blouse,  cap  and  cape. 
"All  right,  Adams,  If  you  want  to 
fight  I'll  light  you,"  the  witness  said 
Sutton  said. 

They  fought  hard  for  a  few  minutes 
and  Sutton's  face  was  bloody,  when 
Ueut.  Utley  interfered  and  stopped 
the  fight,  saying  that  the  guard  would 
be  out  if   they  did  not  stop. 

A  second  time,  Kennedy  said,  he  saw 
Adams  and  Sutton  together  as  he  was 
going  away  to  his  post.  Half  an  hour 
later  Kennedy  heard  the  shots  from 
the  naval  grounds,  and  soon  after 
Adams  appeared  at  the  hospital  and 
volunteered  the  information  to  Ken- 
nedy that  Sutton  had  shot  himself  and 
that  Adams  had  had  his  finger  shot  off, 
Utley  also  told  him  at  that  time  that 
Sutton  had  killed  himself,  the  witness 
said.  Next  morning  they  both  cau- 
tioned liim  not  to  say  anything  about 
the  affair. 

Saw  Utley  Get  Revolver. 
While  at  early  drill  on  the  follow- 
ing morning,  the  witness  said,  he  saw 
Lieut.  Utley  go  to  the  edge  of  the 
parade  grounds  ar.d  pick  up  a  38-call- 
ber  service  revolver,  which  Utley  car- 
ried into  the  barracks  with  him.  T.ie 
incident  had  been  observed  by  other 
privates  in  the  company,  the  witness 
said. 

Kennedy's  testimony  was  not 
shaken  h'y  the  cross  examination  of 
Adams'  counsel  Mr  Birney,  nor  by  that 
of  Maj.  Leonard. 

Dr.  McCormick  was  present  at  the 
autopsv  held  on  Sutton's  body  and 
examined  the  bullet  wound,  he  testified. 
He  located  the  wound  back  of  and 
slightly  above  the  right  ear,  while  Dr. 
Pickreil  testified  It  was  near  the  top 
of  the  head. 

To  substantiate  Kennedy's  testi- 
mony. Lawyers  Davis  and  Van  Dyke. 
Mrs.  Sutton.  Mrs.  Parker  and  several 
newspaper  men  went  to  the  parade 
grounds  after  the  adjournment  and 
took  the  various  positions  from  which 
the  witness  said  he  saw  and  heard  the 
fights.  Lawyer  Davis  said  afterwards 
that  their  case  would  rest  principally 
nn  the  testimony  of  Kennedy  and  Mrs. 
Parker.

Willi  the  storra  of  last  week  and  the 
havoc  it  wrouglit  result  in  a  change  In 
Duluth's  charter?  This  is  the  Ques- 
tion which  city  officials  and  others 
who  have  been  watching  the  trend  of 
affairs  since  the   storm,  are  asking. 

The  council  last  night  came  to  the 
rescue  by  granting  authority  to  extend 
$15,000  of  indebtedness  certificates  until 
next  year.  That  gives  enough  money 
to  make  some  start  on  repair  work. 
But  tliese  certificates  cannot  be  in- 
definite! v  postponed.  They  will  have 
to  be  reissued  against  next  year's  levy 
when  thev  lull  due  in  December,  and 
will  have  to  ht  paid  eventually  some 
lime  next  year.  This  means  that 
some  fund,  eitler  the  permanent  im- 
provement fund  or  the  general  fund, 
will  be  short  tl  at  amount.  The  con- 
ference committee,  at  its  September 
meeting  can  do  IJttle.  as  Duluth's  city 
cliarter  provides  that  tlie  annual  tax 
levy  for  certain  funds  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $320,000,  and  that  amount  is  used 
completelv  at  the  present  time,  with 
every  department  scrimped  and  pov- 
erty  stricken.  .  ^       ^. 

"We  have  got  to  wake  up  to  the 
fact  that  Duluth  has  passed  the  stage 
when  she  can  get  along  with  a  "two 
for  five'  charter,"  .'said  Mayi>r  R.  p. 
H;iven  this  morning.  "We  must  get  rid 
of  that  $320,000  limit  in  the  present 
cliarter,  and  tli-n  we  must  have  offic- 
ials wlio  can  conduct  the  city  s  busi- 
ness and  not  think  it  necessary  to 
spend  every  cent.  We  ought  to  have 
a  surplus  on  nand.  The  assessment 
limit  ought  to  be  big  enough  so  that 
the  levy  would  not  have  to  be  made 
to  barely  meet  running  expenses 
There  ought  to  be  an  emergency  fund 
of  at  least  $10,000  on  hand.  Now,  if 
an  unexpectedly  large  number  of  fire 
horses  go  out  of  commission,  if  we 
have  a  big  fir.»,  or  a  big  storm,  the 
whole  machinery  is  crippled  tor  want 
of  funds.  The  $320,000  limit  ought  to 
be   raised   to    $;  00,000   at   least." 

No  one  appears  to  have  a  very  defi- 
nite idea  as  to  how  far  the  $16,000 
which  has  been  provided  will  go  in 
clearing  a'way  the  storm  wreckage.  It 
will  probably  do  a  fairly  complete  job. 
however,  and  if  a  reasonable  propor- 
tion of  Alderman  Moores  paving  prop- 
ositions go  through,  it  is  expected 
that  the  streets  of  the  city  will  soon 
present  a  respectable  appearance 
again.  ^    ^, 

The  job  of  cleaning  out  the  sewers 
is  such  that  the  cost  of  doing  it  is 
not  easily  est  mated.  It  may  prove 
very  hard  or  comparatively  easy.  A 
number  of  then  are  slopped  up  with 
stones,  mud  and  refuse,  and  the  first 
work  of  repair  will  be  in  getting  them 
ready  to  take  care  of  another  heavy 
rain   should   one    occur.

Before  entering  the  conference  today 
Chairman  Payne  of  the  house  confer- 
ence said  tliat  no  effort  wtmld  be  made 
to  have  the  house  act  on  the  proposecl 
reduction  i-esolution  before  the  latter 
part  of  the  week.  It  had  been  sup- 
posed that  the  resolution  would  be 
Iiresented  today  In  the  hope  of  having 
the  conferees  informed  as  to  the  atti- 
tude of  the  house  before  proceeding 
further  with  the  bill.  Such,  however, 
i.«  not  the  intt-ntion  of  tlie  committee, 
and  when  the  house  met  today  there 
was  a  general  understanding  that  after 
t<'day's  session  the  members  would 
adjourn  until  next  Thursdays  session 
or    Frid.iy. 

Meantime  the  conferees  will  make  an 
effort  to  have  all  portions  of  the  bill 
except  the  liide  and  leatlier  schedule 
in  .'shape  for  prompt  presentation  to 
congress  as  soon  as  the  work  on  that 
schedule   is    fini.shed. 


Bl  M  SPIDS  THE  TAISE 

OF  TYPHOID  IN  NAYY. 


Provincetown.  Mass..  July  27. — That 
the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  among 
the  men  of  the  battleship  fleet  was  due 
to  bad  potatoes  was  the  official  ver- 
sion of  a  naval  physician  on  the  supply 
ship  Celtic  yesterday  after  a  thorough 
investigati^m.  The  ice  cream'and  vari- 
ous other  things  on  the  ship's  bill  of 
fare  have  been  under  suspicion,  but  It 
is  now  believed  that  potatoes  were  the 
cause  of  the  trouble.  As  a  result  of 
the  examination  hundreds  of  barrels 
of  potatoes  in  the  Celtic's  store  rooms, 
about  60  per  cent,  were  condemned  and 
yesterday  the  vessel  steamed  out  to 
sea  and   dumped   them  overboard.

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tlie  side  of  the  hill,  and  the  beautilul 
expanse  of  blue  water,  and  the  grace- 
ful lines  of  the  hills,  give  a  most  won- 
derful setting  for  a  city.  Tliere  are 
possibilities  for  improving  tiiese  nat- 
ural advantages,  which  have  not  yet 
l:efn  grasi)ed,  allliough  they  doul)tless 
will  be,  for  Duluth  is  a  young  city  yet. 
For  example  your  street  light mg  is 
not  up  to  the  most  progressive  meth- 
ods. In  mo.st  of  the  large  cities  they 
are  beginning  campaigns  against  the 
liuge  illuminated  signs,  and  are  tear- 
ing them  down  to  replace  them  witli 
ornamental  streit  standards.  It  is  no 
longer  metropolitan  to  have  a  street 
filled  witli  hug9  illuminated  signs. 
I-:very  little  town  has  them.  The  big 
cities  are  striving  for  symmetry  and 
Ijeauty   in   their   street   lights. 

•Jn  some  cities,  on  the  streets  where 
there  are  car  lines,  the  trolley  poles  are 
used  for  standards,  doing  away  with 
one    set    of    poles. 

"There  is  another  feature  that  mars 
the  beautv  of  many  cities,  the  innum- 
erable telephone  and  telegraph  poles, 
and  the  network  of  wires.  The  bigger 
cities  are  doing  away  wich  them  just 
as  rapidly  as  posible. 

l*re*«Tve  the  Llaes. 
"Your  boulevard  drive  Is  a  wonder, 
and  it  should  be  kept  parked,  to  pre- 
serve the  beautiful  line  of  the  hill,  it 
possible.  Some  day  your  city  is  going 
to  grow  up  over  the  hill,  and  you  want 
to  keep  that  green  line  along  there,  if 
possible,  rather  than  have  a  serried 
line  of  cheap  houses  along  the  crest. 

•Using  those  rocks  for  sign  posts 
doesn't  look  very  good  to  an   outsider. 

"Of  course  there  are  countless  pos- 
sibilities along  the  lake  shore.  It  is 
a  pitv  that  Park  Point  will  ultimately 
have  "to  go  for  business  purposes,  but 
I  understand  that  you  are  crowded  for 
railroad  yards  and  business  property, 
and  of  course  you  have  to  make  money 
before  you  can  spend  it. 

'•Duluth  has  done  wonders  toward  a 
civic  grouping  plan  of  public  buildings, 
and  wlien  you  get  it  worked  out  you 
will  have  a  magnifiient  group  of  build- 
ings in  the  center  of  tlie  city.  Few 
cities  of  this  size  could  afford  to  spend 
ulie  monev  vou  have  for  land  alone." 
Luyul  to  Home  Town. 
Mr.  Ihlder  is  now  nearing  the  end  of 
his  journev,  and  he  believes  that  Grand 
Uapids  has  more  to  teach  than  to  learn 
in  the  matter  of  public  Interest  in 
civic    betterment. 

"Kverywhere,"  ho  says.  "I  have 
f.iund  a  livelv  civic  patriotism,  but  no- 
where has  tills  as  yet  developed,  as 
witli  us,  into  a  determined  effort  to 
make  tlie  mass  of  the  people  under- 
stand civic  needs  and  cake  an  intelli- 
gent part   in   supplying   those   needs. 

•In  Denver  there  is  a  most  efficient 
c-ity  government,  headed  by  an  unus- 
ually strong  and  able  mayor  to 
\  whom  tlie  charter  gives  powers  whicli 
make  him  almost  a  dictator.  Mayor 
Speer  makes  up  the  budget,  issues 
bonds  and  initiates  public  improve- 
ments. The  aldermen,  the  supervisors 
and  the  people  can,  by  concerted  ac- 
tion stop  him  if  the  wish.  But, 
though  he  is  adding  to  the  ta.xes  every 
\ear  he  is  also  producing  results. 
Witliln  the  past  four  years  he  has 
worked  a  transformation.  W  hen  ins 
present  term  ends,  three  years  hence. 
he  will  be  able  to  brag  as  Augustus 
,!id  when  he  said  that  lie  found  Home 
of  brh-k  and  left  it  of  marble.  But 
this  is  all  Mr.  Speer's  work;  the  people 
have  had  no  constructive  part  in  it. 
Tlie  ideas  are  liis,  the  work  of  carry- 
ing them  out  is  his.  All  that  is  left  to 
the  people  is  footing  the  bills  and 
sharing  the  benefit  of  having  a  hand- 
some and  more  valuable  property.  It 
is  the  Prussian  system  of  an  intelli- 
gent despotism  transplanted  to  Amer- 
ica. 

"\Iarv«"louj»    Work    iu    Seattle. 
"In    Seattle    public    works     that     are 
simplv     marvelous     because       of       their 
magnitude    and       because    of    the       in- 
creased   value    they    give    the    city,    are 
being  carried  on.     But  liere  again    it  is 
to     one     man.     the     city     engineer,     to 
whom  credit   belongs.      He  has   the  con- 
fidence    of     the     lea.ling     business     men 
and    backed    by    tliis    he    cuts    the    tops 
off    of      hills,      regrades      and      widens 
streets    and    fills    in    the    harbor    front. 
Witliin    the    past    two    or    three    years 
lie    has    spent    oyer    J5, 000,000.      Within 
the    next   two    or    three    years    he    plans 
to     spend     over     ?6.000.000     more.        But 
the    people    liave    had    no    constructive 
part    in    this.      The    maiority    of    tliem 
complain     bitterly     at     t"**    assessments 
which    often    are    as    high    as    half    the 
value    of    their    property    even     in    tiie 
business   sections.      But   experience   lias 
shown     that     Mr.     Thomson's     improve- 
ments   more    than    pay    for    themselves 
and     th.e    big     business     men     are    con- 
vinced   that    if    Seattle    is    to    become    a 
metropolis   the   hills  must  be  cut   down, 
the   streets    regraded    and    widened   and 
new  land   made   along   the   water   front. 
"So     the     engineer     is     given     a     free 
hand.      Even   a   mayor  of   tiie   opposing 
i  political    party   did    not   dare    to    Inter- 


fere with  him  and  the  aldermen  in- 
dorse liis  recommemiatlons  as  a  mat- 
ter  of   course.

"But  all  of  tliese  .'things  liave  little 
bearing  on  tlie  prolilem  wliicli  Grand 
Itapids  is  trying  to  solve.  We,  too, 
want  public  improvemeiUs  whicli  will 
increase  the  value  and  tiie  attractive- 
ness of  the  city,  antl  we  are  getting 
tiiem.  For  instancOi  we  liave  more 
tlian  lialf  completed  ,a  tlood  wall  of 
concrete  which  extei>ds  for  more  than 
tliree  miles  on  botli  sides  of  tlie  Grand 
river  tliat  will  protect  us  froHi  all 
danger  of  overliow.  This  wall  lias 
greatly  raised  the  value  of  property 
ill  the"  lower  parts  of  the  city  and  we 
liojie  to  utilize  it  to  make  our  river 
front  one  of  the  great  attractions  of 
the  city  by  building  along  its  streets 
and  parkways.  We  are  constantly  in- 
creasing the  number  of  miles  of  paved 
streets  and  these  streets  are  kept 
clean  and  in  good  repair,  for  our  board 
of  public  works  has  a  general  man- 
ager wliose  political  opinions  are  un- 
known, who  was  brought  from  an- 
other citv  si.f  or  seven  years  ago  be- 
cause he  had  made  good  there  as  man- 
ager of  a  public  service  corporation, 
and  wlu^  lias  been  retained  by  both 
Democratic  and  Uepublican  mayors  be- 
cause lie  has  made  good  In  Grand 
Kapids. 

No  Graft  in  (irand  Kapidit. 
"To  the  people  of  some  cities  it  might 
seem  that  Grand  Bapids  had  about 
reached  the  millenium,  for  not  only  is 
public  work  being  carried  on  more  and 
more  efficiently,  though  there  is  room 
for  Improvement  in  some  departments, 
but  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  tliat 
there  is  graft  anywhere  in  the  city 
government.  We  had  our  troubles  tlial 
I  way  several  years  ago.  Perhaps  it  is 
because  of  them  that  we  are  now 
free.  But  we  believe  that  there  al- 
ways is  danger  of  a  relapse  unless  the 
people  take  a  continuous  and  construc- 
tive interest  in  public  affains.  This  is 
one  of  the  reasons  for  the  work  of  the 
municipal    affairs    committee. 

People  MuMt  Take  Part. 
"We  believe  that  efficiency  and  hon- 
esty can  be  maintained  over  a  long 
period  of  years  only  if  the  people  take 
an  active  part  in  what  is  going  on. 
The  Denver  desi)otism  produces  mate- 
rial results,  but  It  breeds  vice  and  cor- 
ruption. The  Seattle  policy  of  letting 
one  man  do  all  the  work  and  take  all 
the  responsibility  permits  of  rapid 
progress,  provided  a  Thomson  is  on 
the  job,  but  It  does  not  fit  the  people 
to  manage  their  own  affairs.  When 
Thomson  passes  they  will  be  helpless. 
"If  democracy  produces  a  higher 
grade  of  men  tlian  despotism  then  de- 
mocracy is  better  worth  working  for 
than  merely  material  gain.  And  no 
American  doubts  that  democracy  does 
produce  a  better  grade  of  men.  We 
want  efficiency  and  material  gain,  but 
we  want  them  with,  not  at  the  coat  of, 
a    better    citizenship. 

"For  this  reason  the  municipal  af- 
fairs committee,  wliich  consists  of  140 
of  the  business  and  professional  men 
of  Grand  Itapids,  is  divided  into  eight 
sub-committees  tliat  cover  every  phase 
of  civic  activity.  Each  of  these  sub- 
committees seeks  to  accomplish  tangi- 
ble results  in  Its  field,  but  it  lays  the 
emphasis  on  arousing  the  people  to 
an  interest  in  the  accomplishment  of 
these  results. 

Power  of  I*ubliv  Opinion. 
"Perhaps  the  most  Important  sul>- 
committee  last  year  was  that  on  a  bet- 
ter governed  city.  Last  fall  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  force  our  present 
efficient  chief  of  police  to  resign.  It 
was  believed  tliat  tliis  was  the  begin- 
ning of  an  attempt  to  make  the  police 
force  a  political  machine  and  »o  pave 
tlie  way  to  a  restoration  of  old  condi- 
tions. Within  two  days  the  committee 
liad  so  aroused  the  public  that  more 
than  3,000  peWtions  were  sent  to  the 
board  of  police  commi.ssioners  asking 
them  to  reverse  their  action.  The  pe- 
tition   was  granted. 

•"Grand  Kapids  is  an  industrial  city. 
Its  factories  employ  over  111,000  worlt- 
men,  with  a  payroll  of  over  $11,000,000 
annually.  Up  to  the  present  it  has  re- 
tained all  the  advantages  of  a  small 
citv.  There  is  plefnty  of  space,  its 
workingmen  live  in  detached  houses, 
many  of  which  are  owned  by  the  in- 
mates. Even  in  the  poorer  parts  of 
town  the  streets  are  shaded  by  trees  on 
either  side  and  the  houses  are  sur- 
rounded by  little  yards.     It  has  recent-

S.  F.  Snively,  president  of  the  Du- 
luth Land  &  Development  company, 
and  John  Tagland,  were  arrested  by 
Court  Officer  Jensen  this  morning  and 
brought  before  Judge  Cutting  charged 
with  setting  forest  flres  and  leaving 
them  "unquenched,"  Both  men  pleaded 
not  guilty,  and  the  hearing  Is  set  for 
Friday  at  2  o'clock.  Frank  C.  Boer- 
ner  and  Ernest  B.  Croft  swore  to  the 
complaint. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  on  or 
about  June  21  last,  Snively  and  Tag- 
land  set  fire  to  piles  of  brush  on  land 
near  Colbyville,  described  as  the  north- 
west quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter, 
Sl-Bl-l:?,  and  the  fire,  left  without  care, 
spread  over  adjoining  land  and  dam- 
aged  property    belonging   to   Jay   Cook. 

Mr.  Snively  says  that  the  charge  is 
ridiculous;  that  he  has  lived  in  terror 
of  his  life  from  forest  fires  in  that 
vicinity  for  years,  and  that  he  is  the 
last  man  who  would  be  careless  about 
them.  The  fires  have  generally  start- 
ed, he  says,  by  young  men  and  boys 
who  go  up  the  creek  in  that  region  to 
fish  and  shoot  at  targets,  etc.  Cigar- 
ette and  cigar  stumps  and  neglected 
camp  flres  have  caused  him  a  great 
deal  of  trouble,  and  he  has  had  his 
whole  force  out  fighting  fires  a  num- 
ber of  times.

Work  of  Equipping  Recrea- 
tion Ground  for  Children 
Under  Way. 

In  less  than  two  weeks'  time  chil- 
dren of  the  West  end  will  have  a  pub- 
lic playground,  if  the  plans  of  the  Du- 
luth Playgrounds  association  do  not 
miscarry.

Claiming  that  the  granting  of  a  fran- 
chise by  a  city  to  any  public  service 
corporation  Is  merely  the  exercising  of 
a  power  delegated  to  the  municipality 
by  the  state.  Judge  W.  M.  Steele  of  Su- 
perior and  C.  O.  Baldwin  of  Duluth,  at- 
ttirneys  for  tlie  Duluth  Terminal  rail- 
road, argued  in  district  court  this 
morning  against  tlie  introduction  of 
any  evidence  in  the  action  brought  by 
the  city  of  Duluth  for  the  annulment 
of  the  franchise  of  the  railway  com- 
pany. 

The  case  was  called  before  Judge  Di- 
bell  this  morning  and  the  railway  com- 
pany's attorneys  immediately  entered 
liieir  objection.  Their  arguments  took 
up  all  of  the  morning  session.  This 
aiternoon  the  attorneys  for  the  city 
will  answer  the  contentions  before 
Judge  Dibell   makes  his  ruling. 

The  action  brought  by  the  city  is 
based  on  the  claim  that  John  B.  Sut- 
phin,  mayor  of  the  city  at  the  time  of 
t.le  granting  of  the  franchise  to  the 
railway  company,  signed  the  ordinance 
and  was  at  the  same  time  a  stockholder 
in  the  corporation.  It  is  claimed  that 
toe  franchise  was  thus  never  legally 
granted  and  is  inherently  null  and 
end  void. 

In  objecting  to  the  introduction  of 
evidence,  the  attorneys  for  the  railway 
company  contended  that  any  such  ac- 
tion should  be  brought  in  the  name 
of  the  state  as  the  real  party  in  inter- 
i-Ht,  instead  of  in  the  name  of  the  city. 
IJieir  claim  is  that  any  public  service 
corporation  Is  in  tlie  service  of  the 
entire  public  of  the  state,  not  of  any 
specific  community,  and  thus  no  one 
community  may  bring  an  action  for 
tlie  annulment  of  a  franchise,  when 
s.u<;h  annulment  will  affect  the  entire 
public. 

Cases  were  cited  to  show  that,  though 
a  city  may  bring  an  action  for  the  vio- 
lation of  contractual  obligations  subse- 
quent to  the  granting  of  the  franchise, 
it  may  not  bring  an  action  based  on 
the  inherent  invalidity  of  the  franchise. 
The  state  of  Minnesota  and  not  tiie 
city  of  Duluth  is  the  real  party  in  in- 
terest, they  claimed,  and  the  attorney 
f.eneral  should  bring  the  action,  if  one 
is  to   be   niaintained. 

The  action  of  the  annulment  of  the 
franchise  grew  out  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Duluth  Terminal  Railway  company  to 
obtain  an  approach  to  the  interstate 
bridge  last  spring  by  going  into  court 
seeking  the  condemnation  of  certain 
t^treets  at  the  foot  of  Rice's  Point,  over 
which  it  proposed  to  build  an  overhead 
upproach.  The  condemnation  proceed- 
ihgs  were  begun  despite  the  fact  that 
the  city  had  already  granted  to  the  Du- 
luth &  Thunder  Bay  Railway  company

City  of  Mexidfc,  Mex.,  July  27. — Over 
200  arrests  have  been  made,  two  per- 
sons are  reported  dead  and  a  score 
or  more  injured,  including  two  Ameri- 
cans, as  a  result  of  political  riots  in 
the  city  of  Guadelajara  Sunday  after- 
noon  and  evening. 

A  mob  broke  up  a  meeting  which 
was  being  addressed  by  orators  who 
spoke  in  belialf  of  the  re-election  of 
President  Diaz  and  Vice  President 
Corral.  The  rioters  shouted  "Down 
with  Diaz!     We  want  Reyes!" 

During  the  night  iliey  stormed  the 
Hotel  Garcia,  where  the  Diaz  orators 
had  stopped.  Every  window  in  the 
building  was  smashed,  and  the  bar, 
office  and  barber  shop  looted.  The 
police  charged  the  crowd  again  and 
again,  but  were  repulsed.  Stace  troops 
were  called  out  and  shots  were  ex- 
changed. 

Six  mounted  police  and  two  foot 
policemen  were  wounded.  A  4-year-old 
boy  is  said  to  liave  been  killed.  Consid- 
erable American  property  was  de- 
stroyed and  two  Americans  were 
wounded.  The  Americans  have  asked 
the  American  consul  for  protection. 
The  names  of  the  Americans  are  W. 
Harton  and  H.  Murphy.  The  American 
consul  has  lodged  a  protest  with  the 
Mexican  authorities  because  of  the 
injuries  sustained  by  H.  Murphy. 
Claims  will  be  filed  by  those  Ameri- 
cans who  have  suffered  property  losses. 
The  authorities  have  the  situation  In 
hand  tonight  and  further  rioting  is  not 
looked  for.

Madrid,  July  28. — Much  apprehension 
is  felt  here  over  the  situation  in  the 
provinces  gf  Catalonia.

PRESIDENT  OF 
COLOMBIA  QUIT3 

Gen.  Reyes'  Resignation  Is 

Unanimously  Accepted  By 

the  Senate. 

Bogota,  July  28. — The  resignation  ot 
President  Reyes  was  presented  to  thij 
Colombian  senate  touav  and  unani- 
mously accepted.  Aug.  3  was  fixed  aj 
the  date  for  the  election  of  his  suc- 
cessor to  finish  the  constitutional  pe- 
riod,   which    ends    Aug.    7,    1910. 

Gen.  Reyes  succeeded  Senor  Marro- 
quin  as  president  of  Colombia  by  elec- 
tion in  January,  1905.  Although  for- 
merly identified  witli  the  Conservative 
or  Clerical  party,  Gen.  Reyes  adopted 
some  of  the  principles  of  the  Liberals, 
and  thereby  caused  the  bitter  enmity 
of  the  Conservative.^ ,  ,  His  most  radi- 
cal departures  from*"**;"  policies  of  his 
predecessors  were  vti>-  separation  of 
church  and  state  and  the  establJshment 
of  capital  punishment  for  treason. 
Wait  MliilHtcr  1«  France. 
Before  becoming  president.  Gen. 
Reyes  had  spent  many  years  in  the 
military  and  diplomatic  services  of  his 
countrv,  one  of  his  posts  having  been 
minister  to  France.  He  is  a  man  of 
wealth,  with  large  estates  In  the  prov- 
ince of  Cauca.  Gen.  Reyes  rendered 
distinguished  service  for  his  govern- 
ment in  the  rebellions  of  ISSa  and  1905. 
Gen.  Reyes  quietly  left  Bogota  in  the 
middle  of  last  month  for  Santa  Maria, 
on  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  where  he 
l)narded  a  steamer  for  Europe.  At  that 
time  it  was  reoorted  that  the  general 
had  abandoned  office  and  it  was  only 
asserted  that  his  voluntary  resignation 
from  office  or  a  revolutionary  coup 
were  the  only  possible  solutions  of 
t^olombiaa  political  troubles. 


Washington,  July  28. — Congressional 
visitors  to  the  White  House  today  re- 
ported that  President  Taft  is  not  satis- 
fied with  the  supposed  agreement  of 
the  house  and  senate  tariff  conferees  as 
announced  last  night.

Russia. 

St.  Petersburg,  July  28.— Dispatches 
received  today  from  Polotsk,  In  the 
government  of  Vitebsk,  the  only  city 
In  Russia  aside  from  St.  Petersburg 
where  the  cholera  has  made  mych 
headway,  say  that  Polotsk  Is  In  full 
panic  owing  to  the  inefficiency  of  the 
sanitary  arrangements  and  the  short- 
age of  physicians.  Forty  cases  of  chol- 
era are  reported  daily,  and  to  cope 
with  this  situation  there  are  only  five 
doctors.  The  five  are  so  overwhelmed 
with  work  that  they  are  obliged  to  re- 
fuse  their  services  at  night. 

Heartbreaking  scenes  are  witnessed 
at  the  physicians'  offices,  where  rela- 
tives of  the  stricken  figlit  to  secure 
attention.  Many  stores  have  been 
closed,  and  all  well-to-do  persons  are 
fieeing  from  the  city.

White  Plains,  N.  Y..  July  28. — Attend- 
ants at  the  hearing  in  which  Harry  K. 
Thaw  is  endeavoring  to  obtain  his  re- 
lease from  the  Matteawan  asylum  for 
the  criminal  insane,  to  which  he  was 
committed  for  the  murder  of  Stanford 
White,  today  were  given  a  scene  which 
recalled  vividly  the  sensational  trial 
of  tile  young  Pittsburger.  It  was  that 
of  District  Attorney  William  Travers 
Jerome  of  New  York  conducting  a  per- 
sonal cross-examination  of  Tliaw,  and 
tlie  appearance  of  the  two  ola 
■"enemies'  In  a  new  clash  marked  what 

is    expected    to    prove   the    most   sensa- 
tional   purtion    ui    tlie   liearing. 

From  ihe  moment  tliat  Jerome  reap- 
peared in  tiie  case  tlie  interest  in  me 
proceedings  lias  been  doubieu,  ttiough 
Thaw  has  insistently  declared  tliat  ne 
felt  no  fear  of  facing  t!ie  district  at- 
torney, wliom  he  has  accused  of  vindic- 
tively following  liim  throughout  his 
difnculties. 

Wlien  Jerome  began  his  introduction 
of  testimony  yesterday  It  became  evi- 
dent that  a  new  trend  was  to  be  given 
the  case.  The  must  sensational  incl- 
I  dent  in  his  work  thus  far  proved  to  be 
the  introduction  of  Mrs.  i?usau  Alerriil, 
a  woman  about  'iL  years  old,  wlio  testi- 
fied that  slie  had  seen  Thaw  deliber- 
ately apply  a  whip  to  the  bare  lle.>3h  of 
young  girls  whom  he  had  lured  to  a 
boarding  house  whicli  she  herself  con- 
ducted. The  intjuductlon  of  tlie  whip 
wliicli  he  Is  alleged  to  have  used  and 
lier  following  recital  of  the  events 
wliich  slie  says  transpired  in  her  house 
brouglit  a  flush  to  the  prisoners  face, 
and  it  was  evident  that  tlie  spectators 
were  strongly  impressed  by  her  testi- 
mony. 

Smj-h  Thaw  Uoueht  Stlenor. 
These  events,  the  witness  said,  oc- 
curred between  1902  and  1905,  before

The  action  Is  based  on  the  conten- 
tion that  the  franchise  was  inherently 
void  bv  reason  of  the  fact  that  John

ordinance,  was  also  a  stockholder  in 
the  company  wliich  benettted  by  It. 
Tlie  railwav  company  claims  that  Mr. 
Sutphins  signature  did  not  invalidate 
the  franchise.  ,  ,   , 

This  morning  on  the  stand,  Daniel 
Cash  brought  out  the  reasons  behind 
ilie  organization  of  the  company.  He 
said  It  was  a  public-spirited  move  to 
aid  in  the  commercial  development  of 
tlie  city.  At  the  time,  Duluth  was  be- 
ing discriminated  against  by  the  rail- 
roads tluougli  heavy  switching  charges 
and  it  was  difficult  to  secure  wholesale 
houses,  factories  and  other  enterprises 
for  the  citv.  A  number  of  public- 
spirited  citiV.ens,  including  the  officers 
ol"  the  chamber  of  commerce  and  the 
tMmmerclal  club  of  that  day,  got  to- 
gotiier  and  organized  the  new  co;n-

The  terminal  railway^  was  bound  by 
its  franchise  to  Impertlally  handle  the 
terminal  business  of  all  roads  coming 
into  the  city,  and  in  that  way  the 
switcliing  cliarges  were  done  away 
with  and  liie  inconveniences  of  the  old 
order  obviated.  Mr.  Cash  said,  also, 
that  the  citizens  of  that  day  were  far-

WORK  BEGUN  ON 
NEW  LIGHTHOUSE 

Finest    Building   on  Lakes 

to  Be  Ready  Next 

Spring. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  28. — Work  has 
been  started  and  will  be  completed 
in  time  for  the  opening  of  navigation 
next  spring  on  one  of  the  finest  light- 
houses on  the  Great  Lakes.  It  will  be 
built  on  the  east  arm  of  the  break- 
water at  the  local  harbor  entrance. 

The  liglithouse  was  designed  by  the 
government  lighthouse  engineers  at 
Buffalo.  It  win  rise  forty-nine  feet  to 
a  level  of  the  focal  plan  and  extend 
several  feet  above  tliai.  IL  will  be 
round  in  shape  and  will  rest  on  a 
heavy  concr.-te  foundation  wiiich  was 
installed  more  than  a  year  ago  and 
wliicli   has   liad  plenty  of  time  to  settle. 

The  inside  diameter  of  tlie  lighthouse 
is  twenty-three  feet.  It  will  liavo  six 
decks,  counting  the  one.s  on  which  the 
liglits  rest.  The  exterior  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  heavy  iron  plates,  firmly 
riveted  together.  It  will  be  backed 
vitli  a  heavy  wall  of  velnforced  con- 
crete two  feet  tlilck.  The  interior 
stairways   will   all    be    of   iron. 

In  tlie  light  tower  will  be  Installed 
powerful  harbor  liglits  of  a  tyi>e  in- 
vented by  Col.  John  Mills  a  number 
of  vears  ago  when  he  was  In  cliarge 
of  the  lighthouse  work  for  the  govern- 
ment. Col.  Mills  is  at  present  federal 
engineer    for   this   district. 

11  is  expected  that  the  main  struc- 
ture will  be  finished  before  the  cold 
weatlier  sets  in,  and  that  the  light- 
liouse  will  be  fully  equipped  before 
naviga'tion  opens  next  spring.  Next 
veav  the  government  expects  to  locate 
anotlier  liglithouse  of  a  smaller  type 
on  the  other  arm  of  the  breakwater, 
thus  furnishing  two  beacon  lights  by 
which  vessels  may  make  the  Cleveland 
harbor.  _

Work  on  the  Duluth,  Ashland,  and 
Houghton  wireless  stations  v,  ill  be 
ru.shed.  It  is  plann-d  to  gel  the  three 
stations  In  communication  with  the 
lower  lake  stations  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible  time.

The  police  department  intends  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  annoyance  to  wliich  pas- 
sengers are  subjected  by  street  urchins 
and  boys  of  maturer  years,  upon  ar- 
riving in  the  city.  The  youngsters  be- 
siege the  station  upou  the  arrival  of 
every  train  and  stick  to  the  incoming 
travelers  like  burrs,  often  jerking  the 
lug.i4age  and  otherwise  trying  to  force 
tiie  train-weary  pa.ssengers  to  give 
them  a   Job   carrying   their   bags  to   the 

hotel. 

Yesterday  Chief  Troyer  issued  orders 
to  his  Michigan  street  force  to  meet 
tlie  Omulia  trains  and  keep  a  watchful 
eye  over  the  Union  depot  and  to  stop 
the  practice  at  all  costs.  The  officers 
have  orders  to  get  the  youthful  of- 
fenders and  take  them  to  the  lockup 
where  they  will  be  charged  witli  dis- 
orderly   conduct. 

This  stringent  action  is  the  result 
of  a  long  series  of  complaints  which 
have  been  growing  more  and  more 
strenuous.  The  Omaha  depot  is 
e.specially  exposed.  At  the  Union  sta- 
tion the  depot  employes  take  care  of 
this  nuisance,  inside  the  station  and 
the  short  distance  from  the  main  en- 
tranci-  to  the  hotels  and  the  street 
car  makes  tlie  carrying  on  of  the 
businet-s  a  hopeless  affair.  The  Omaha 
depot  is  more  exposed,  however,  and 
the  young  ULcliins  line  up  along  the 
sidewalk  on  tiie  east  side  of  Fifth 
avtiiiie  west  and  wait  for   their  prey. 

The  police  have  succeeded  in  stop- 
ping the  nuisance  in  regard  to  the  lake 
traffic  to  a  large  extent  and  demands 
for  luggage  to  carry  are  surprisingly 
infiequent  along  the  docks  when  the 
big  passenger  boats  conie  in.  In  re- 
gt;rd  to  the  railway  stations,  however, 
the  officers  have  been  a  little  bit  un- 
certain as  to  their  authority.  They 
now  have  sufficiently  definite  instruc- 
tions, however,  and  arrests  are  likely 
to  occur.

Washington  for  a 

Conference. 

Prank  H.  Pequette  of  Sawyer,  Wis., 
was  in  Duluth  yesterday  for  a  few 
hours.  He  left  here  for  Washington, 
where  he  will  confer  witli  the  officials 
of  the  bureau  of  Indian  affairs  in  re- 
gard to  the  land  interests  and  allot- 
ment chances  of  the  Bois  Fort  Indians. 
Mr.  Pequetto  is  sent  by  the  Bois  Fort 
Indians  as  a  delegate  from  their   tribe. 

The  reservation  of  the  Bois  Fort 
Indians  is  on  Nett  Lake  in  townships 
>;4  and  65-21.  There  nave  been  some 
material  differences  between  the  In- 
dian bureau  and  the  Ir.dians  in  regard 
to  tlieir  timber  and  the  controversy 
lias  rt'aclu;d  a  point  wliere  a  confer- 
tiice  at  first  hand  is  believed  to  be 
the  best  manner  of  settlement. 

At  the  last  session  of  congress,  some 
changes  in  the  allotments  to  the  In- 
dians on  the  shores  of  Nett  I>ake  were 
propost'd.  They  were  sanctioned  by 
congress  and  Mr.  Pequette  will  urge 
on  the  officials  of  the  bureau  of  Indian 
affairs  the  advisability  of  hastening 
the  carrying  out  of  the  wishes  of  con- 
trress   as   expressed   in  the  act. 

Mr.  Pequette  says  the  Bois  Fort 
Indian.^  are  prosperous  farmers  and 
for  tlie  most  t)art  are  well  pleased  with 
the  results  attained   on   their  lands.

OBITUARY 


t«l.  lifopold  MarkbreU,  mayor  ol 
Cincinnaiil  aiid  a  distinguished  sol- 
dier and  journalist,  died  at  Cincinnati, 
Oliio,  July  27,  after  an  illness  extend- 
ing over  the  greater  part  of  the  nine- 
teen months  he  had  served  that  city 
as  lis  chief  executtve.  He  will  be  suc- 
ceeded in  office  by  Vice  Mayor  Galvin. 
Leopold  Markbreit  was  president  of 
ilie  Cincinnati  Tolksblatt  company, 
whicli  publislies  a  daily  German  news- 
paper. He  was  born  in  Vienna,  Aus- 
tria, In  1842,  and  went  to  Cincinnati  in 
1S48,  studied  law,  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  and  was  a  partner  for  a  short  time 
ot  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  who  was  later 
president  of  the  United  States.  He 
served  as  captain  in  the  Twenty-eightli 
Oliio  infantry  during  the  Civil  war  and 
was  adjutant  on  the  staff  of  Gen. 
(Jeorge  Croek.s.  He  was  captured  in 
1S63  by  the  Confederates  and  suffered 
in  Libby  prison  for  many  montlis. 
These  privations  shattered  his  health. 
Col.  Markl)reit  was  appointed  United 
States  minister  to  Bolivia  by  President 
(J rant  and  served  from  1869  to  1873; 
was  assistant  treasurer  of  the  United 
.states  at  Cincinnati  in  1882-1886,  and 
t>ecame  mayor  in  January,  1908.  Col. 
Markbreit  was  at  one  time  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
.\ssociated  I'ress.  In  18SS  Col.  Mark- 
breit married  Miss  Piebach.  a  talented 
.'ictress,  member  of  a  German  stock 
coini)any.  who  survives  him.  One  of 
liis  si.sters  is  the  widow  of  Admiral 
Kautz,    U.    S.    N. 

AlexiinAer  Cielihardt,  president  of  the 
Mercliants  National  bank  of  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  a  well  known  figure  In  fln- 
anoial  circles,  died  at  bis  home  in  Day- 
ton, Tuesday  night.  He  was  60  years 
old.

The  big  power  plant  of  the  Southern 
Wisconsin  Power  company  at  Kilbourn 
has  been  completed  and  po'wer  will 
soon  be  sent  to  Milwaukee  for  the 
operation  of  John  I.  Beggs'  street  rail- 
way system.  The  completion  of  the 
big  plant  is  of  interest  to  local  people 
because  of  the  fact  that  H.  P.  Brougli- 
tori,  who  was  formerly  connected  with 
the  Great  Nortliern  Power  company, 
has  been  in  charge  of  the  work  of  in- 
stallation and  general  supervision  of 
the  jjlant   for  the  past  seven   months. 

The  power  plant  is  a  gigantic  enter- 
prise, entailing  the  construction  of  a 
(lam  325  feet  in  width  with  a  height  of 
forty-seven  feet.  Originally  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  f^ompany  to  supply 
power  onl>"  to  surrounding  towns,  but 
John  I.  Beggs  saw  the  feasibility  of 
transmitting  the  "juice"  to  Milwau- 
kee and  entered  into  a  contract  for 
twenty-five  years  for  the  equivalent  of 
8,000  horsepower,  and  to  take  tiie  en- 
ite- 1  tire  output  of  the  plant  at  any  time 
yan  '  the  company  may  see  fit  to  sell.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  annual  Income  of 
the  company  for  the  present  mill  will 
be    $300,000. 

Tlie  plant  is  one  of  the  most  notable 
high  tension  plants  in  tlie  United 
States  and  is  attracting  much  atten- 
tion from  electrical  and  liydraulic  en- 
gineers.

Frank  P.  Lahra  of  the  signal 
corps,  v.  S.  A.,  was  the  passenger  who 
yesterday  sat  by  Orville  Wright  as  the 
machine  sped  through  the  air.  Today 
the  dangerous  honor  falls  to  the  lot  of 
Lieut.  Benjamin  Foulois  of  tlie  same 
service.  To  fulfil  the  contract  under 
which  tlie  government  is  to  pay  the 
Wrights  a  handsome  sum  for  ih^r 
aeroplane,  the  llight  today  must  aver- 
age  forty   miles  an   hour. 

The  national  capital  is  eagerly  In- 
lerested  in  the  performances  of  the 
Wrights.  Even  greater  crowds  than 
have  yet  witnessed  the  fliglits  will 
doubtless  view  the  run  to  be  made 
across  country. 

Taft  LeadM  Cheerlue> 
The  cheering  which  heralded  the  set- 
ling  of  a  new  mark  in  the  conquest  o£ 
the  air  was  led  by  President  Taft  in 
person,  who  had  sat  an  intensely  in- 
teiesied  spectator  throughout  tlie 
flight,  and  who  insisted  at  its  conclu- 
sion upon  personally  congratulating  the 
brothers  upon  Iheii-  success.  This  suc- 
cess was  all-important  to  the  Wrights 
In  that  it  completed  the  first  of  two 
crucial  tests  of  their  mucliine  imposea 
upon  them  by  the  United  Stales  gov- 
ernment, the  so-called  "endurance 
test,"  which  requires  them  to  remain 
one  hour  continuously  in  the  air  with 
one  passenger.  Orville  did  nearly  ihir- 
leen  minutes  better  than  that,  and 
could  have  kept  on  for  three  hours 
and  a  half,  the  limit  imposed  by  tlid 
gasoline  capacity  of  the  supply  tank. 
Miss  Katherine  Wright,  Oivilles  sis- 
ter, who  nursed  him  through  the  per- 
iod of  his  recovery  from  the  disaslei 
of  last  year,  anxiously  watched  him 
vesterday  from  the  doorway  of  the 
slied  where  the  aeroplane  is  kept. 
When  he  returned  unhurt  from  his 
llight,  she  gripped  him  eagerly  by  the 
arm,  nestled  her  face  against  his 
breast    and   said: 

«<Bully   for   You,  Brother." 
"Bully    for      you,      brother!      It      was 
beautiful." 

It  is  a  question  whether  this  word 
of  praise  was  not  more  to  iiim  than 
that  which  came  a  few  minutes  later 
when  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  who  had  waited  for  him  at 
the  other  end  of  the  great  parade 
ground,  took  him  warmly  by  the  hand 
and  said,  with  the  other  hand  grasp- 
ing the   hand   of  tiie   brother:

At  least  3,500  people  were  present 
when  the  fllglit  began.  Shortly  after  6 
o'clock  Orville  Wright  signaled  for 
the  aeroplane  to  be  trundled  to  the 
starting  derrick,  where  in  a  few  mo- 
ments 11  was  in  position  on  the  mono- 
rail, with  the  counterbalancing  weights 
poised.  At  6:30  Lieut.  Lahm  handed 
his  riding  cap  to  Orville,  and  gingerly 
took  his  seat  in  the  center  of  the  ma- 
chine, next  to  the  motor.  It  was  the 
place  tliat  Selfridge  took  ten  months 
ago.

CONQUERING  THE  AIR. 

Truly,  we  arc  yetting  on  with  the  air-navigation  busi- 
ness. The  other  d:iy  Blcriot  sped  over  the  Engli.sh  chan- 
nel in  his  aeroplane,  and  he  is  a  proud  and  happy  French- 
man KKhiy  bccau.-;e  he  is  the  first  man  ever  to  turn  the 
trick.  Yf-stcrday  Latham,  another  Frenchman,  did  nine- 
teen ..f  the  same  twenty-one  miles  and  then  fell  into  the 
Bca  l)c'cau>e  of  a  defect  in  his  motor.  He  had  made  the 
spt.ci..cular  run,  however,  in  twenty  minutes,  almost  at 
tlie  rate  of  a  mile  a  minute. 

But  yesterday,  too,  Orville  Wright  dimmed  the  bril- 
liancy ^>f  the  French  feats  by  sailing  with  a  passenger 
one  hour,  twelve  minutes  and  forty  seconds,  doing  more 
than  fifty  miles  at  an  average  rate  of  forty  miles  an  hour. 
Thu->  lie  made  a  now  world's  record,  eclipsing  his  brother 
Wilbur's  record  of  one  hour,  nine  minutes  and  thirty-one 
Becon.ls.  made  in  France  last  year.  Not  only  that,  but 
the  machine  alighted,  when  the  flight  was  over,  as 
gracefully  and  as  safely  as  a  bird  might  light,  and  the 
air-navigator  and  his  brave  passenger  stepped  forth  un- 
harmed. Xot  only  that,  btit  there  was  no  reason  why, 
if  he  had  cared  to,  Orville  couldn't  have  kept  it  up  for 
an  hour  t>r  two  more. 

No  wonder  the  assembled  thousands  cheered.  No 
wonder  grave  men  danced  with  glee  as  the  record  was 
beaten.  This  is  making  progress  with  a  vengeance,  and 
all  over  the  country  today  there  is  joy  because  the  chief 
distiiKtiMU  in  this  thrilling  business  of  navigating  the 
air,  tlianks  to  the  Wright  brothers,— to  whom  all  praise 
fcnd  honor,— remains  with  this  country. 

Incidentally,  hats  off  to  Lieut.  Frank  P.  Lahm, 
Orvilles  passenger,  who  dared  the  enterprise  that  killed 
the  la>t  man  that  tried  it,  and  who  showed  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  seriousness  of  his  position  as  follows,  accord- 
ing to  the  Associated  Press  report:  "To  somebody  who 
asked  him  if  he  had  any  message  to  leave,  Lahm  said: 
Td  like  to  have  some  Kentucky  grass  on  my  grave 
didn't  laugh  as  he  said  it." 


ANOTHER  NATURALIZATION  CASE. 

Not  long  ago  The  Herald  reported  a  decision  of  the 
Minnesota  supreme  court  admitting  to  citizenship  a  man 
who,  though  he  had  lived  in  this  country  for  nearly  a 
generation  and  had  children  going  to  school,  didn't  know 
who  was  president,  didn't  know  who  was  governor, 
didn't  know  where  the  national  or  state  capitals  are 
located,  didn't  know  who  George  Washington  was,  and 
didn't,  in  short,  know  much  of  anything  about  the  coun- 
try in  which  he  had  spent  the  best  part  of  his  life  or  the 
institutions  under  which  he  has  prospered. 

That  decision  was  criticised  severely,  not  only  by 
this  newspaper  and  by  a  dissenting  justice  who  intimated 
that  it  wasn't  even  good  common  sense,  but  by  news- 
papers all  over  the  country. 

Now  comes  a  report  of  another  naturalization  deci- 
sion which  affords  an  interesting  parallel.  The  case  is 
that  of  William  Knight,  who  applied  to  the  United  States 
court  in  New  York  for  citizenship. 

Knight  was  a  sailor  on  the  battleship  Connecticut, 
and  had  served  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States  for 
twenty-seven  years.  He  is  unusually  intelligent,  and  has 
!  a  record  of  service  that  commends  him  to  the  good 
'  graces  of  his  adopted  country.  He  was  on  the  flagship 
i  Olympia  in  the  battle  of  Manila  bay,  and  there  gave  an 
!  exhibition  of  bravery  that  brought  from  congress  a 
\  medal  which  he  wore  when  he  appcar<cd  in  the  natural- 
1  ization  court. 

'  He  was  well  fitted  for  citizenship,  and  had  earned  it 
by  twenty-seven  years  of  service  in  the  navy  of  the 
nation  in  which  he  sought  citizenship:  but  the  court 
denied  him  the  boon  that  he  sought,  and  he  cannot,  in 
spite  of  his  intelligence  and  his  service  to  the  country, 
take  rank  alongside  that  Minnesota  farmer  who  had 
never  heard  of  George  Washington,  thought  Duluth 
was  the  capital  of  Minnesota  and  hadn't  the  faintest  idea 
about  what  the  Constitution  is. 

Why  was  Knight  barred  from  citizenship?  Because 
of  a  strain  of  Mongolian  blood  in  his  veins.  He  was 
born  on  a  British  schooner  in  the  Yellow  sea,  off  the 
coast  of  China.  His  father  was  an  Englishman;  his 
mother  half  Chinese  and  half  Japanese;  and  his  parents 
were  married  at  Shanghai,  under  the  British  flag.  But 
father  and  fkg  together,  to  say  nothing  of  his  gallant 
service  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  couldn't  make  hiin 
an  American  voter  because  his  mother's  blood  classed 
him  as  a  Mongolian. 

'•Naturalization,"  said  the  judge,  "creates  a  political 
status  which  is  entirely  the  resttlt  of  legislation  by  con- 
gress, and  in  the  case  of  a  person  not  born  a  citizen 
naturalization  can  be  obtained  only  in  the  way  which 
congress  has  provided  that  it  shall  be  granted." 

Knight,  it  is  reported,  is  a  man  of  ruddy  countenance, 
and  a  knowledge  of  his  Mongolian  ancestry  could  have 
been  gained  only  by  his  own  honest  admissions.  In  all 
except  this  one  thing  of  ancestry,  he  is  above  the  aver- 
age in  every  way,  and  far  more  entitled  to  citizenship 
than  thousands  that  are  admitted  without  question.  Cer- 
tainly he  would  make  a  better  citizen  than  the  one 
recently  made  by  the   Minnesota  supreme  court. 


To  the  Editor  of  The  H^ald: 

I  noticed  In  your  paper  the  other 
day  the  statement  that  a  game  war- 
den had  arrested  a  poor  settler  north 
of  Bemidji  for  having  moose  meat  in 
his  possession  out  of  season.  This 
poor  settler  was  flneil  <104,  and  at  tiiat, 
he  had  iiought  the  meat  of  an  Indian, 
he  claimed. 

I  thinlc  this  the  rankest  piece  of 
injustice  ever  handed  out  to  a  poor 
settler.  In  Minnesota  their  lot  is  hard 
enougli  without  dumping  on  tlieni  such 
unjust  penalties.  The  game  wardens 
could  do  better  by  looking  after  the 
city  violators  of  game  laws  a  little 
closer.  For  instance  a  catch  of  our 
"Speckled  Beauties,"  the  brook  trout, 
is  limited  to  twenty-flve  per  day,  and 
it  is  no  trick  to  see  someone  almost 
any  day  with  from  fifty  to  100  which 
he  had  caught  in  one  day.  Why  don't 
the  game  wardens  get  some  of  these 
offenders?  I  have  never  heard  of  any- 
one being  arrested  for  this  offense  yet. 
Wliat  good  is  this  law  when  it  is  not 
looked  after  any  closer?  i^.  K.

AN  EMEli(iEi\CY  CASE. 


To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  feel  sure  that  every  property  own- 
er and  business  man  in  Duluth  noted 
witii  pleasure  the  reports  of  Alderman 
Watson  Moore's  motion  directing  the 
circulation  of  a  petition  for  the  paving 
of  seven  of  the  city's  centrally  located 
hillside  avenues  Mondav  night.  Tliese 
avenue.s  have  needed  this  work  for  a 
long  time,  and  the  storm  has  made 
immediate    action    almost    imperative. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  com- 
plaints from  property  owners  on  the 
policy  of  the  council  in  ordering  peti- 
tions circulated,  on  tlie  ground  that  if 
property  owners  do  not  care  enough 
about  the  Impi-ovement  to  handle  their 
own  petition.s,  it  ought  to  be  allowed 
to  rest.  I  am  inclined  to  support  this 
view  as  a  general  propo.sition,  as  it  is 
manifestly  unfair  to  require  the  tax- 
payers of  the  whole  city  to  pay  for  tlie 
circulation  of  tlie  petition  for  the  pav- 
ing of  a  particular  street,  and  the  cost 
of  circulating  these  petitions  is  larger 
than  might  be  expected  without  in- 
vestigation. 

In  the  present  instance,  however.  I 
believe  we  have  an  extraordinary  case, 
and  one  which  calls  fur  immediate 
action.  I  certainly  hope  that  the  peti- 
tions in  question  may  l)e  circulated  by 
able  men  and  that  the  property  own- 
ers may  be  public  spirited  enough  and 
far-sighted  enough,  to  realize  what  an 
immense  advantage  this  Imin-ovement 
Would  be  to  tlie  city  as  well  as  to 
themselves.  I  am  one  of  the  property 
owners  in  question  and  stand  ready 
and  willing  to  sign  the  petition  when 
it    is    presented    to    me.

This  was  that  the  Payne  bill  was  bad 
bcci.u^c  it  is  not  a  reduction  in  tariff  taxation  such  as  the 
pcuplc  ;u^kcd  for  and  because  it  would  not  reduce  the 
cost  .11  living,  but  that  the  Aldrich  schedules  were  delib- 
erately being  made  so  appallingly  high  that  by  contrast 
the  r.iyne  schedules  would  not  seem  so  bad  after  all. 
Thus,  far  a  time,  some  of  the  people  would  be  fooled 
Into  thinking  they  had  won  a  victory  because  some  of 
the  Aldrich  schedules  had  been  mitigated;  when  in  point 
of  f.-'.ct  these  schedules,  in  spite  of  all  the  make-believe 
confusion  over  the  conference,  were  made  high  so  that 
they  could  be  cut  in  conference  to  create  the  impression 
that  ctnicessions  were  being  made. 

Conj^ressman  Victor  Murdock  of  Kansas,  one  of  the 
few  rc;il  insurgents  on  the  Republican  side  of  the  house, 
has  f<.iind  a  story  to  illustrate  this  identical  point.  Says 
he:  ■■  Afu-r  hunting  for  it  half  the  summer,  I  have  found 
exactly  the  story  which  illustrates  the  funny  position  we 
»re  in  .ibcut  this  tariff  bill.  I  knew  it  was  there  some- 
where, but  it  was  hard  to  find.  You  remember  when  we 
passed  the  Payne  bill  nobody  liked  it  because  it  was  too 
high.  Then  the  senate  got  it  and  substituted  the  Aldrich 
rates,  which  were  so  much  higher  that  the  Payne  bill 
looked  like  moderation  itself.  Now  we  are  scrapping 
around  to  preserve  the  Payne  rates,  and  if  we  succeed 
in  getting  them  we  will  feel  sure  that  we  have  won  a 
great  and  glorious  victory.  Now  for  the  story."  And 
Mr.   Murdock's  story  was  as  follows: 

A  very  tall  man  entered  a  tailor's  shop  and  said  he 
■wanted  a  cape  if  the  tailor  had  one  that  was  long 
enough.  The  tailor  knew  he  hadn't  one  that  was  long 
enough,  but  he  wanted  to  make  a  sale.  So  he  promptly 
replied:  "Yes,  I  have  one  that  I  am  sur,e  will  fit  you," 
and  producing  it  he  strapped  it  over  the  shoulders  of  his 
customer.  Of  course  it  was  ridiculously  short,  but  the 
tailor  hastily  reached  for  a  huge  pair  of  scissors. 

"II' 'Id,"  said  the  customer;  "What  would  j'ou  do  with 
these?" 

"I  must  cut  it  off;  it  is  a  trifle  too  long,"  replied  the 
tailor.  "Can  you  not  see  that  it  would  be  more  fitting 
to  you  if  it  were  a  little  shorter?" 

Tin.'  customer  looked  it  over  carefully,  screwed  his 
neck  :ind  studied  it  with  care.  Meantime  the  tailor  pro- 
tested that  he  wouldn't  feel  right  about  it  if  he  sold  a 
cape  (jf  such  an  uncomely  length,  and  again  attempted  to 
shear  away  some  inches  from  its  skirt. 

"Mctiiinks  it  is  not  too  long,"  finally  said  the  cus- 
tomer, though  doubtfully.  "I  like  it  rather  long,  and  I 
will  U'  I  ask  you  to  make  it  any  shorter."  So  he  paid  two 
prices  .'or  a  cape  too  short  for  him,  simply  because  the 
tailor  was  clever  enough  to  make  it  seem  right  by  con- 
trast with  the  shorter  length  his  scissors  threatened. 
One  must  agree  with  Mr.  Murdock  that  his  story  fits. 


STARTING  NEW  AND  STARTING  RIGHT. 

The  city  of  Edmonton,  which  has  sprung  up  as  the 
capital  of  the  new  Canadian  province  of  Alberta  with  a 
miractilous  suddenness  equalled  only  by  the  manner  in 
vxdiich  the  broad  prairies  of  the  Canadian  Northwest  have 
changed  from  an  unproductive  waste  to  a  richly  pro- 
ductive empire,  has  had  the  advantage,  in  handling  its 
municipal  affairs,  of  starting  practically  new  and  thus 
of  being  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  errors  of  older 
municipalities  and  to  adopt  methods  that  custom  makes 
seemingly  impossible  in  long-settled  cities. 

Thus  without  having  to  bother  with  the  opposition 
of  vested  property  rights,  the  city  has  established  its  own 
public  utilities,  and  is  doing  well  with  them.  Edmonton 
owns  its  own  telephones,  its  own  electric  lights,  its  own 
electric  street  railway,  its  own  power  plant,  its  own 
water  plant,  and  practically  all  the  ptiblic  utilities  except 
the  paving  plant.  The  paving  is  being  done  by  an  out- 
side firm,  but  with  municipal  ownership  so  well  estab- 
lished it  would  require  only  a  slight  friction  between 
the  city  and  the  company  to  bring  about  the  installation 
of  a  municipal  paving  plant. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Ottawa  Evening  Citizen  re- 
ports that  the  people  are  well  satisfied  with  their  public 
utilities,  both  as  to  service  and  cost.  "One  of  the  strik- 
ing features,"  he  says,  "to  be  observed  in  looking  over 
the  financial  report,  is  that  without  any  exception,  after 
making  due  allowance  for  depreciation  and  providing 
the  patrons  with  cheap  service,  there  is  a  substantial 
balance  to  the  credit  of  each  department,"  The  people 
not  only  get  good  and  cheap  service,  but  the  city  makes 
money  at  it. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  features  about  the 
Edmonton  city  government,  however,  is  its  tax  system. 
The  council  has  consistently  followed  the  principle  of 
taxing  land  values.  A  speculator  who  buys  a  lot,  not  to 
improve  it  but  to  hold  it  until  improvements  made  by 
others  give  him  an  unearned  profit,  finds  that  his  idle 
lot  pays  as  much  taxes  as  his  neighbor's  lot  with  a  $4,0CX) 
house  on  it.  In  other  words,  this  system  does  not  pen- 
alize improvement  by  making  it  pay  more  taxes,  but  it 
penalizes  speculation  by  making  lots  held  for  specula- 
tive purposes  pay  as  much  taxes  as  lots  that  are  used 
and  are  therefore  of  benefit  to  the  community.  It  puts  a 
bounty  on  improvement  by  making  those  who  do  not 
improve  stand  a  greater  relative  share  of  the  burden  of 
government  than  do  those  who  do  improve. 

For  instance,  the  Hudson  Bay  company  is  holding 
a  large  section  within  the  city  which  it  refuses  to  sell  or 
improve.  But  the  city  taxes  it  just  as  much  as  it  would 
if  it  were  covered  with  buildings,  and  it  yields  the  city 
more  than  $40,000  a  year  in  taxes. 

Evidently,  to  subject  this  case  to  the  criticism  of  sup- 
porters of  vested  interests  in  this  country,  Edmonton 
is  a  community  of  "Populists,"  "Socialists"  and  "Anar- 
chists"— only  they  do  not  know  it  and  are  innocently 
happy  in  the  fact  that  their  publicly  owned  utilities  give 
them  better  and  cheaper  service  than  privately  owned 
utilities  give  the  corporation-ridden  cities  of  the  United 
States.

It  is  so  in  these  cases  in  which  calam- 
ity is  made  a  moral  curse  or  proof  of 
guilt. 

It  becomes  quite  a  secondary  fact 
that  this  new  Tory  theory  is  opposed 
to  the  Christian  theory  at  every  point, 
•at  every  instant  of  history,  from  the 
boils  of  Job  to  the  leprosy  of  Father 
Damien.

Judge  Cannot  Draw  State 

Pay  While  Holding  Fed- 

eral  Office. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  July  28.— Judge 
Charles  B.  Elliott's  resignation  from 
the  supreme  bench  of  Minnesota 
reached  the  state  capitol  yesterday.  As 
previously  atattd.  the  resignation  is  to 
take  effect  Sept.  1.  It  was  mailed  at 
Ban  Franci-sco  and  in  a  note  Judge  El- 
liot explains  lliut  lie  hud  intended 
mailing  it  btfore  leaving  Minneapolis, 
but  packed  It  In  his  trunk  by  mistake. 

Governor  Johnson  Is  away  from  St. 
Paul,  but  he  will  appoint  Thomas  L>. 
O'Brien  to  tiie  vacancy  at  the  first 
opportunity,  the  appointment  to  date 
from  Sept,  1,  unless  Judge  Elliott's 
term  is  shortened   in  some   manner. 

Judge  Elliott  has  already  drawn  sal- 
ary from  the  state  for  the  entire 
month  of  July,  although,  according  to 
war  departm*  ut  authorities,  his  salary 
as  a  juclge  In  the  Philippine  Islands  be- 

fan  July   19,  when   he  left  Minneapolis 
or  Manila. 
While    the    Minneapolis     jurist      may 
draw    double    salary    for    twelve    days, 
the     practice     will     not    bo    allowed     to 


continue.  State  Auditor  S.  G.  Iverson 
declared  yesterday  that  he  will  not  is- 
sue any  more  warrants  in  Judge  El- 
liott's favor  unless  shown  that  he  Is 
not  drawing  salary  from  the  l^hllippine 
government  for  the  same  time.  For 
this  position  he  has  the  authority  of 
the  state  Constitution,  which  In  sec- 
tion   11   of  articlu  6  says: 

"The  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
and  the  district  court  shall  hold  no  of- 
fice under  the  United  States,  nor  any 
other   office    under   this    state." 

The  salary  of  a  Minnesota  supremo 
court  justice  is  $7,000  a  year,  and  the 
position  in  the  I'hilippines  pays  $10,000. 

Seventy-three  volumes  of  law  books, 
sent  to  the  sheriff's  office  by  Judge 
Charles  B.  Elliott  before  he  left  for  the 
Philippines,  were  sold  at  auction  yes- 
terday to  satisfy  a  judgment  of  $161 
in  favor  of  the  Northland  Pine  com- 
pany. The  sale  did  not  cover  the  judg- 
ment, netting  hut  $139.

SAYS  1,000  MEN 
WERE  ARRESTED 

Kansas  Man  Tells  of  Riots 
Sunday  in  Guada- 
lajara. 

El  Paso,  Tex.,  July  28.— One  thousand 
people  were  thrown  Into  prison,  at 
least  ten  were  killed  and  many  wound- 
eu  in  charges  made  by  Mexican  caval- 
ry during  the  Guadalajara  riots, 
according  to  W.  J.  Bissell  of  Philips- 
burg,  Kan.,  wlio  arrived  here  last  niglit 
from  Guadalajara.  Bissell  was  in  the 
Garcia  hotel,  which  was  wrecked  by  a 
mob,  when  two  Americans  were  in- 
jured. 

"Sunday  morning,"  he  said,  "the  Diaz 
speakers  planned  to  hold  a  meeting  in 
the    Delegoa    theater. 

"The  Reyistas  went  there,  erected  a 
barricade,  tore  up  cobblestones  and 
piled  furniture  across  the  gaps  so  that 
two  squadrons  of  cavalry  came  charg- 
ing up.  Tile  soldiers  swept  over  the 
bKrrlcude,  shooting  into  the  600  or  600 
people  behind  it,  and  after  they  had 
shot  a  path  to  the  other  side,  made  a 
return  charge  with  sabres,  slashing  all 
who  came  in  their  way.  Seven  were 
killed  at  this  place,  forty  seriously 
wounded  and  200  anested. 

"Sunday  afternoon  a  mob  of  between 
2,500  and  3.000  men  attacked  the  Gar- 
cia hotel.  I  saw  three  men  killed  near 
the  hotel.  Cavalry  dispersed  the  mob. 
Small  detachments  of  cavalry  hunted 
d<twn  groups  of  the  Reyistas.  They 
must    have    arrested    1.000    men."

Tawney    Enlivens    Session 

With  Attack  on  Dr. 

Van  Hise. 

Washington,  July  28. — After  a  ses- 
sion of  forty-nine  minutes  the  house, 
yosterday,  adjourned  until  Tliursday,  at 
wliicli  time  It  is  expected  that  the 
much  talked  of  resolution  authorizing 
the  tariff  conference  to  reduce  the 
rates  on  leather  and  leather  goods  be- 
low those  of  the  Payne  bill,  will  be 
brought   in   and  acted   upon. 

When  the  proposition  to  adjourn  was 
submitted  by  Mr.  Payne,  some  laugh- 
tt;r  was  created  by  Mr.  Clark,  the  mi- 
nority leader,  remarking  that  he  was 
being  "deviled  to  death"  for  informa- 
tion as  to  when  the  Democratic  con- 
ferees were  to  be  called  in.  "If  you 
can  tell  me,  I'll  tell  you,"  was  the  only 
consolation  he  could  get  from  Mr. 
Payne. 

Mr.  Tawney  of  Minnesota  aroused 
the  house  to  a  high  pitch  of  excite- 
ment when  he  denounced  Dr.  Charles 
Richard  Van  Hise,  president  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  for  having,  as 
Mr.  Tawney  said,  made  false  charges 
against  him  regarding  his  attitude  on 
tlie  conservation  of  the  nation's  re- 
sources. 

UeuleK  Van  HIne's  Statement. 

Mr.  Tawney  declared  that  Dr.  Van 
Hise  falsely  charged  that  the  attitude 
of  congress  had  been  one  of  hostility 
toward  this  movement,  "and  invokes 
public  condemnation  upon  myself  for 
having  proposed  the  amendment  to  the 
lust  sundry  civil  appropriation  bill, 
which  made  it  Impossible  for  any  of- 
ficer of  the  government  to  pay  any 
money  for  the  expenses  of  any  com- 
mission not  authorized  by  law." 

He  went  on  to  state  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  work  as  president  of  the 
university,  Mr.  Van  Hise  for  more 
than  twenty-six  years,  or  since  1882, 
had  been  an  employe  of  the  geological 
survey  and  during  that  time  he  had 
drawn  from  appropriations  made  by 
congress,  as  compensation,  approxim- 
ately   $50,000. 

Article    Was    Rejected. 

Holding  up  to  view  an  article  he  had 
prepared  in  reply,  Mr.  Tawney  said 
t:iat  it  had  been  returned  to  him  by 
tae  publication  in  which  the  criticism 
appeared  because  It  was  controversial 
and  not  editorial  policy.  "In  other 
words,  "  he  exclaimed,  "it  Is  not  good 
editorial  policy  to  publish  to  the  Amer- 
ican people  the  truth  regarding  the 
attitude   of   congress." 

Mr.  Tawney  considered  himself  vin- 
dicated when  the  house  unanimously 
and  amid  loud  and  continuous  applause 
gave  him  permission  to  print  the  reply 
in  the  Congressional  Record,  together 
with  the  communication  from  tlio  mag- 
azine  rejecting   it.

Be  Sunk  This  Winter 
to    Get  Under 
Taconite. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  July  28. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  extensive  opera- 
tions In  the  new  Adams  stripping  will 
be  further  added  to  by  placing  of  two 
new  shafts  in  the  stripping  the  com- 
ing winter.  The  steam  shovels  have 
almo.st  taken  away  the  overbtirden  of 
thirty  feet  under  which  there  is  ore  to 
a  depth  of  sixty  feet  or  more.  Under 
this  ore  there  is  an  irregular  body  of 
taconite  through  which  the  shafts  will 
be  sunk  to  get  at  the  ore  that  is  un- 
der that  and  which  runs  in  some 
place.s  as  deep  as  600  feet.

Lakota,  N.  D.,  July  28. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — In  the  district  court  oC 
Nelson  county  yesterday  afternoon  a 
verdict  was  returned  by  the  jury  In 
the  case  of  G.  B.  Nystrom  against  Lee 
for  $75.

— Warren  K.  Wood 
of  Homewood  won  the  low  medal  score 
prize  in  the  36-hole  qualifying  round 
of  the  annual  Western  Golf  associa- 
tion's amateur  championsliip  at 
Homewood  yesterday.

"JUST  HARD  LUCr  IS  LATHAM'S 
EXPLANATION  OF  fflS  FAILURE 


Dover,  Eng.,  July  28. — "It  is  another 
case  of  real  hard  luck."  was  Hubert 
Latham's  explanation  of  the  failure  of 
his  second  attempt  to  cross  the  Eng- 
lish channel  in  his  monoplane  j-ester- 
day.  The  aviator  was  not  seriously  in- 
jured in  the  accidtnt  whicli  resulted  in 
his  getting  a  second  ducking  in  the 
.'ea,  and  he  was  able  to  return  to  Calais 
by  the  midnight  toat.  Before  leaving 
Latham  gave  the  following  account  of 
his  flight,  in  which  he  traversed  nine- 
teen of  tlie  twenty-one  miles  across 
the  channel,  only  'o  tall  when  the  goal 
seemed  certain  of  being  reached: 

"It  is  another  case  of  real  hard 
luck.  When  I  started  everything  was 
very  rosy.  The  wind  was  just  right 
and  the  rain  was  not  a  serious  Impedi- 
ment. I  rose  to  1  height  of  500  feet 
and  immediately  I  felt  confident  of 
reaching  Dover.  The  splendid  sensa- 
tion of  coming  triumph  gripped  me. 
1  felt  that  victorj  at  last  was  within 
my  grasp. 

Could    «e*    IJover. 

"I  did  not  turn  my  head.  The  engine 
was  working  with  rhythmical  accuracy, 
a  delightful  sound  to  me.  I  seemed  to 
stand  still  over  a  moving  plateau  of 
blue,  but  in  reality  I  was  traveling  at 
great  speed.  Almost  in  a  few  mo- 
ments it  seemed  I  could  discern  the 
dim   lines  of  the  Lover  cliffs. 

"In  ten  minutes  I  had  gone  at  least 
eight  miles.  The  coast  seemed  to  rise, 
lo  grow,  to  issue  clearer  with  every 
pulsation   of  the   motor. 

"Half  way  across.  I  felt,  'there  is 
Dover  clearly  •>'isible;  I  am  going 
splendidly.'  I  looked  at  the  motor; 
rll  was  right.  "Twenty  minutes,'  I 
thought,  "and  I  shall  be  on  those 
cliffs.'  I  glanced  around  momentarily. 
Calais  and  its  gn^at  tower  were  mere 
hazy  lines;  Dover  was  growing  and  I 
even  tiiought  I  could  see  the  people. 
Then  within  thio.:  miles  off  the  coast, 
1  lieard  the  sirens  and  hooters. 

"My  heart  beat  rapidly  at  the  Inex- 
ptessible  feeling  of  coming  ,  victory.  I 
longed  for  the  moment  of  descent.  Then 
came   the  tragedy. 

1Mot»r  failed   Him. 

"I  was  only  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
the  harbor  moutn.  A  dead  silence; 
the  pulsations  of  the  motor  seemed  to 


hesitate;  they  stopped.  My  speed  slack- 
ened, the  engine  gave  spasmodic  throbs 
and  then  ceased.  During  these  mo- 
ments. I  had  been  gradually  descend- 
ing. At  thirty  feet  above  the  water. 
1  drifted  like  an  injured  bird  fearing 
to  alight,  realizing  that  I  had  failed 
again. 

"My  thoughts  turned  to  my  own 
safety  and  I  lay  down  in  order  to 
lighten  the  force  of  the  blow  as  much 
as  possible.  Away  in  the  distance  I 
could  see  the  torpedo  boats  and  won- 
dered if  all  would  turn  out  right.  As 
luck  would  have  it,  I  struck  the  sea 
with  comparative  lightness,  not  with 
the  splash  that  accompanied  my  previ- 
ous fall,  although  the  descent  was  very 
rapid.  My  goggles  struck  a  piece  of 
the  plane  and  cut  my  forehead.  I  was 
not  anxious,  as  I  know  that  the  ma- 
chine would  float  for  some  time.  Yet 
it  appeared  a  long  wait  before  I  was 
rescued. 

^Vlii    Try    AKain. 

"The  accident  was  due  lo  the  motor's 
falling,  much  as  it  did  on  the  former 
occasion.  I  do  not  think  that  tho 
rain  had  anything  to  do  with  the  fail- 
ure. It  was  very  unfortunate,  because 
another  couple  of  minutes  would  have 
taken  me  over  Shakespeare  cliff.  How- 
ever, I  will  have  another  try  as  soon 
as  I  am  fit.  1  do  not  think  the  ma- 
chine was  much  damaged;  it  will  be 
repaired    probably   before    I    am." 

The  physician  in  attendance  last 
night  reported  that  Latham  had  three 
stitches  in  his  forehead  and  two  In  his 
nose,  but  he  did  not  believe  that  tiie 
aeronaut  was  greatly  hurt.  The  aero- 
plane is  being  guarded  by  the  police. 

BRIAND  CABINET  IN 

FAVOR  OF  INCOME  TAX. 


Paris,   July    28. — The   ministerial    dec- 
laration   with    which    the    new    Briand 

cabinet  presented  itself  yesterday  in 
tlie  chamber  of  deputies  declares  that 
the  remainder  of  the  present  session  of 
parliament  will  be  devoted  to  passing 
the  budget,  the  workingmen's  pensions 
bill  and  the  income  tax  bill,  postponing 
the  electoral  reform  bill  until  the  next 
parliament.  The  declaration  commits 
the  new  government  to  the  foreign  pol- 
icy of  the  outgoing  cabinet.

Expensive  Garments  W  orn  on  State 
Oorasions. 

Tit-Bit.<?:  Much  of  the  splendor  of 
anv  of  his  majc:;ty's  courts  would  be 
lacking  if  It  were  not  for  the  dazzling 
uniforms  of  the  high  officers  of  state 
and  the  great  officers  of  the  royal 
household  who  f.ssemble  at  these  im- 
pressive functions. 

There  are  always  five  or  six  different 
grades  of  gentlemen  in  attendance 
present  when  his  majesty  holds  a 
court,  and  each  has  its  distinctive 
dress,  the  difference  usually  being  in- 
dicated by  the  'rimming,  either  gold 
or  silver,  or  th  •  number  of  buttons 
worn.  The  complete  outfit  of  a  first 
class  court  officif-l  runsWip  to  £200,  the 
jacket  alone  cosing  £80  to  £100.  It  is 
made  of  the  finest  royal  lace  of  a 
highlv  elaborate  design.  The  waist- 
coat and  knee  breeches  are  made  from 
white  kerseymere  silk  richly  embroid- 
ered set  off  with  buttons  and  buckles 
of  gilt,  and  white  silk  stockings,  sword, 
cocked  hat  and  .vhite  kid  gloves  make 
a  complete  costume  as  rich  as  it  is 
dignified. 

An  ambassador  or  foreign  diplomat- 
ist wears  a  special  distinction — black 
velvet  (ollar  with  a  gold  embroidered 
floral  design.  The  uniform  costs  the 
wearer  about  £115. 

Lord  lieutenants  are  dressed  in  a 
coat  of  roval  red  cloth  cut  swallow- 
tall  and  adorned  with  silver  buttons 
and  the  collar  embroidered  with  silver 
loce  Silver  laced  trousers  are  worn 
with  a  cocked  hat  without  plumes. 
The  uniform  is  very  handsome  and 
costs  the  wearer  100  guineas 
for  the  privilege  to  wear  it,

To  the  duke  ot  Norfolk,  as  the  Earl 
Marshal,  however,  falls  the  enviable 
distinction  of  wearing  the  most  cost- 
ly apparel  of  all  great  officers  of  state 
The  dress  Is  absolutely  unique,  and  '"• 
sheer  magnificence  has  no  parallel 
ftny  country.  Nearly  three  miles  of 
finest  gold  thread  is  used  In  the  em 
broidery  on  the  coat,  collar, 
on  the  lappets  of  the

All  cabinet  ministers  and  other  high 
state  officials  are  expected  to  have  at 
least  one  state  uniform.

LAST  OF  THE  HERONS. 
High  above  the  marshy  wastes 
which  border  the  Klamath  lakes  in 
Southern  Oregon  a  lone  white  heron 
winged  it.s  desolate  flight  a  month 
ago,  says  the  Technical  World,  the 
sole  survivor  of  a  once  numerous 
family. 

On  broad  pinions  the  snowy  survivors 
of  a  former  legion  floated  to  the  east 
and  then  to  the  west,  the  far  seeing 
eves  searching  vainly  each  stretch  of 
lake,  land  or  sedg>-  waste  for  a  familiar 
patch  of  white  which  would  betoken 
the  presence  of  father,  mother,  mate, 
chick  or  friend,  but  he  saw  none,  for 
President  Roosevelt  had  been  too  late 
in  setting  aside  the  Klamath  district 
as  a  national  bird  reserve  and  the  de- 
lay had  sealed  the  fate  of  the  white 
heron  family. 

But  one  is  left,  according  to  the  offi- 
cials of  the  United  States  land  office 
and  of  the  National  Association  of 
Audubon  societies;  just  one  white 
sample  remaining  of  myriad  thou-sands 
of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  all 
native  birds;  the  decree  of  fa.shion  hav- 
ing brought  about  such  a  butchery 
that  biological  historians  will  in  future 
works  record  the  fact  that  in  A.  D. 
1908  the  white  heron  followed  the 
great  auk  over  the  dismal  trail  that 
stretches  backward  to  the  ages  that 
are   gone.
